The Committee on County Accounts, to whom was re- 
ferred the following order relative to providing a new build- 
ing for Registry of Deeds in Suffolk County, namely :

Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor be, and he is, hereby requested to 
petition the General Court, at its present session, that this city be 
authorized to select and take, in its name and behalf, by purchase or 
otherwise, such land as may be requisite for the erection and furnishing 
of a fireproof building to stand on said land entirely apart from other 
buildings, and to be used as a Registry of Deeds for the County of 
Suffolk, with power to erect such building, and cause it to be occupied 
for that purpose, and with the further power, for the purpose of defray- 
ing all costs and expenses for such taking, purchasing, construction, and 
furnishing, and other expenses that may be legally incurred, to issue its 
bonds or certificates of indebtedness,

REPORT. 


The committee, being aware of the importance of the 
question presente ‘d to them for their consider: ation, appointed 
a public hearing on the subject, and invited before them 
the members of the bar and others interested. The hearing 
was well attended, and from the statements made a Soiew lad 
surprising condition of affairs was revealed ; and in order that 
this may “be fully appreciated, it perhaps may be well to state 
briefly the causes that have operated in bringing it about. 
It appears that when the plans for the New Court-House 
were prepared, it was not proposed to provide in the new 
building any accommodations for the Registry of Deeds, but 
the members of the bar and conveyancers whose business 
brings them to that office, being well aware of the insufficient 
accommodations which the present building affords, acted 
upon this knowledge and appealed to the Court- House Com- 
missioners by petition, as follows: 


To the Commissioners on the Construction of the New Court-House for the 
County of Suffolk : 


The undersigned respectfully represent that the utterly inadequate 
accommodations, the want of space, the bad light and imperfect venti- 
lation, of the building now occupied by the Pr obate Court and the Reg- 
istry of Deeds of the ( County of Suffolk have been for many years the 
subject of constant complaint on the part of those who have occasion to 
examine the records of said county; that in the construction of any 
building intended for the keeping of publie records, good light and 
perfect ventilation are of the very first importance. 

They further represent that such light and ventilation are only to be 
had in high-studded halls, where the licht f falls from the top ; and they 
earnestly remonstrate against the placing of the records of said county 
in low-studded rooms, lighted by a single row of windows, and neces- 
sarily unsuited for such uses. 

Wherefore they pray that both the Probate Office and Registry of 
Deeds may be provided with high-studded record halls, similar in 
general. features and arr ineement to that of the building recently 
erected by the County of Middlesex for the Registry of Deeds for that 
county, which building they recommend as a good type of what a 
public office of this character should be.

In pursuance of this petition, an act was passed by the 
Legislature (Ch. 122, Acts of 1886), giving the com- 
missioners authority to provide accommodations in the new 
building for the Registry of Deeds and Registry of Probate, 
and allowing them to expend not exceeding the sum of 


$300,000 for the purpose. The act also authorized the

commissioners to “take the whole or any portion of the four 
estates on Somerset street numbered severally 13, 11, 9, 
and 7, and of the three estates of Pemberton square 
numbered severally 17, 18, and 19. It was expected, as 
the committee are informed by those who were instrumental 
in bringing this legislation about, that the commissioners, 
in carrying out the provisions of the act, would con- 
struct a separate wing to the Court-House, and that thereby 
the Registry of Deeds and Registry of Probate would be in a 
measure isolated from the rest of the building; but in this 
they have been disappointed. The petitioners expressed 
their wishes to the commissioners, and made_ such 
suggestions as they felt called upon to make relative to the 
requirements of the new offices; but these were not heeled 
by the commissioners, and, as a result, the rooms provided 
are wanting in most of the essential particulars proposed by 
the petitioners. The latter now claim that the accommo- 
dations afforded in the New Court-House for the departments 
in question are insufficient and unsuitable in almost every 
respect, that they are inconvenient and meagrely furnished, 
and that the records will not be properly protected from 
deterioration by exposure to heat, and from the risk of 
destruction by fire, the building not being fireproof, as 
they claim; that the rooms are poorly lighted, and that the 
facilities required for carrying on business connected with 
the departments are bad in some respects, and entirely 
wanting in others. 

If the condition of things is as set forth by these gentle- 
men, it appears to your committee that no time should be lost 
in rectifying what might prove to be a most disastrous mis- 
take. 

The question of preserving the records of deeds is one of 
serious moment, as these records affect the integrity of the 
most valuable portion of our possessions, and their loss or 
destruction would be little short of a public calamity. The 
committee believe that no pains or expense should be spared 
to ensure the safety and preservation of these records, and if 
the provision made for them in the Court-House is unsuitable, 
immediate steps should be taken to secure such accommoda- 
tions as are necessary. There can be no question as to the 
insufficiency of the present Registry of Deeds in Court 
square, and the consequent necessity of providing more com- 
modious quarters must also be admitted. The number of 
volumes of records in the Registry of Deeds in 1868 was 
915, and the increase since that date has been 1,190 volumes, 
showing that during the past twenty-five years there have 
been a very much greater number of deeds and instruments 
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recorded than for the two hundred and thirty years previous 
to 1868. These figures also indicate a steady increase in the 
number of volumes annually, and in making provisions for a 
new registry the needs of the future should be borne in 
mind. 

From the information the committee have received they 
are of the opinion that the accommodations provided for the 
Registry of Deeds at the New Court-House are unsuitable and 
insufficient, and they believe that the necessary steps should 
be immediately taken to secure other accommodations. In 
their opinion the Old Court-House building in Court square 
might afford an ideal location, and they believe it could be 
made available with but comparatively an inconsiderable out- 
lay of money. The present building could undoubtedly be 
remodelled in such manner as to afford all the necessary 
requisites of light and air and safety. The committee are 
in favor, however, of applying to the Legislature for author- 
ity to take land for a site, which authority may not be exer- 
cised if it should be found unnecessary to do so. As the 
second order adopted by the Common Council includes pro- 
vision for a new Registry of Probate, ete., the committee 
would recommend its adoption in preference to the first 
order. 

The testimony presented at the hearing before the com- 
mittee is submitted herewith as an appendix to this report, 
and the committee commend it to the careful consideration 
of the City Council.

HEARING BEFORE THE COMMITTEE ON COUNTY ACCOUNTS IN 
THE ALDERMANIC CHAMBER, CITY HALL, AT 7.30 O’CLOCK 
P.M., ON THE ORDER OFFERED BY COUNCILMAN BERWIN 
LOOKING TO LEGISLATION HAVING IN VIEW THE PRO- 
VIDING OF A SEPARATE BUILDING FOR REGISTRY OF 
DEEDS, THROUGH PETITION OF HIS HONOR THE MAYOR TO 
THE LEGISLATURE THAT THE CITY BE ALLOWED TO RAISE 
MONEY BY LOAN FOR THAT PURPOSE. 


Present: Alderman DEvER, Chairman, LOMASNEY and HALLSTRAM; 
Clerk, Mr. HI~uarp. 


Chairman DEVER, in calling to order, said: 


The business that calls us together this evening is the order intro- 
duced by Councilman Berwin on March 2, 1893, which is as follows: 
‘«'That His Honor the Mayor be, and he is hereby requested to petition 
the General Court, at its present session, that this city be authorized to 
select and take in its name and behalf, by purchase or otherwise, such 
land as may be requisite for the erection and furnishing of a fire-proof 
building to stand on said land entirely apart from other buildings, and 
to be used as a Registry of Deeds for the County of Suffolk, with power 
to erect such building and cause it to be occupied for that purpose, and 
with the further power, for the purpose of defraying all costs and ex- 
penses for such taking, purchasing, construction and furnishing and 
other expenses that may be legally incurred, to issue its bonds or cer- 
tificates of indebtedness.” In Common Council, March 2, 1893. Passed. 
Sent up for concurrence. David F. Barry, President. 

That order was referred in the Board to the Committee on County 
Accounts. 

The gentlemen who were present at the hearing the other day the 
committee are pleased to see present again to-night, and I will call 
upon Mr. Hassam, or Mr. Bigelow to address the committee. 


Statement by Gro. B. BIGELOW, Esq. 


@. (By the CHarrMaNn.) Your full name is Geo. B. Bigelow? 

ee yO: Sir, 

@. And you are a member of the Suffolk County Bar? 

A. Yes, sir; my business has been a great deal with real estate, and, 
consequently, I claim to have some impressions or ideas about this mat- 
ter that may be worthy of consideration. 

Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, what we wish to call your attention to 
is the fact that our Registry of Deeds, as proposed to be used in the new 
Court-House, is on the fourth story of that building, with no windows 
that you can look out of excepting by taking a ladder. It is a long 
room, most of the light comes from the roof, and below that room is the 
large room devoted to the public for the Law Library, which covers 
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practically the same space on the floor below that the Registry of Deeds 
covers above. ‘That room is filled with wooden cases and with numer- 
ous wooden articles of furniture, with tables and chairs, in addition to 
all the volumes that make up the library. That has, in addition, for 
its equipment, a very liberal supply of electric wiring, and it has also 
means for lighting the Registry above by the carrying of wires up 
through outside the walls in the way that you have seen there. ‘The 
doorways, all the frames and the floors are of wood and the staircases — 
the principal staircases, are, I believe, of iron and stone, those that go 
into the main passageway, but the side staircases are all sheathed in 
wood, and consequently are to that extent by no means fireproof. 

The point that we make is, that this room, this Registry, is the only 
place where there is preserved any records for $600,000,000 of property 
in Boston alone, outside of the other parts of the County of Suffolk. 
This real estate that has its record there pays three-quarters of the taxes 
of the city, and, of course, it is becoming in the city officials to pay par- 
ticular regard to the comfort and safety of that property. Those 
records, if they are destroyed, will be an irreparable loss. There is no 
possible means of restoring those records. In my own experience I 
think I am safe in saying that I find it impossible to get ten per cent. of 
the original deeds that are recorded in any title, or in hardly any case 
to find the original deeds. They disappear, families break up, property 
changes owners, and they are scattered to the four winds. ‘These 
records, once destroyed, you cannot restore. 

It is unnecessary for me to state what would be the consequence if 
you did destroy them; and consequently it seems to me, as one person 
appearing here, that you need to have the highest degree of safety for 
the Registry. 

There is no County Registry in the State, to my knowledge, that is 
anywhere but on the first floor of the building, and always accessible 
from the outside, always open to access for the purpose of removing the 
books in a hurry. This room is so placed that that is impossible. If 
don’t imagine any of us would be willing, in case there was a fire in the 
building, to take the risk of going up and down these wooden-lined 
staircases for the purpose of rescuing the books. In other words, a 
fire there must destroy the whole thing. 

Consequently, considering the immense value of the record records, 
it seems to us before any further steps are taken towards putting the 
books in that place the City Government should take a hand in the 
matter and make some provision that would certainly furnish what 
would be called a reasonable degree of safety for those records. 

That is all I desire to say in introduction, Mr. Chairman, and Mr. 
Hassam, who has given some special inquiry to the matter of Registry 
accommodations, will probably like to say something in addition. 

Q. (By Alderman HAtustram.) I would ask Mr. Bigelow if the 
new Court-House was designed to hold these records ? 

A. Originally it was not, sir. Mr. Hassam will explain that in 
detail. 

Q. Very well — We will hear him. 

A. He is familiar with that matter. 


Statement by JouHN T. Hassam, Esq. 


The original Act, Mr. Chairman, made no provision for either the 
Probate Court or the Registry of Deeds in connection with the new 
Court-House. We went to the Commissioners, and they said they could 
do nothing in the matter; that they were acting under an Act of the 
Legislature, and they had exhausted their powers; that that Act em- 
powered them to take land; that they had taken it, and that we must go 
to the Legislature again. So we went to the Legislature, and after 
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numerous hearings got an Act passed to enlarge the powers of the 
Commissioners, empowering them to take more land and to provide for 
the Registry of Deeds and the Probate Court. 

_ Now, as I stated the other day, from the very first we had impressed 
upon the minds of the Commissioners and the Architect that what we 
wanted was a building which would be similar in its general arrange- 
ment to the Registry of Deeds for the County of Middlesex. They had 
recently erected a very nice building there on an open space, detached 
from other buildings, and we put in a petition to provide for similar 
arrangements for the Probate Court and Registry of Deeds of the 
County of Suffolk. ‘This is the petition. I read it the other day, but I 
will read it again now, because many gentlemen who are'now here 
were not then present. This petition was addressed: ‘*To the Com- 
missioners on the Construction of the New Court-House for the County 
of Suffolk,” and reads as follows: 

‘<The undersigned respectfully represent that the utterly inadequate 
accommodations, the want of space, the bad light and imperfect venti- 
lation of the building now occupied by the Probate Court and the Reg- 
istry of Deeds of the County of Suffolk, have been for many years the 
subject of constant complaint on the part of those who have occasion to 
examine the records of said county; that in the construction of any 
building intended for the keeping of public records, good light and 
perfect ventilation are of the very first importance. 

‘«They further represent that such light and ventilation are only to 
be had in high-studded halls, where the light falls from the top; and 
they earnestly remonstrate against the placing of the records of said 
county in low-studded rooms, lighted by a single row of windows, and 
necessarily unsuited for such uses. 

‘Wherefore they pray that both the Probate Office and Registry of 
Deeds may be provided with high studded record halls, similar in gen- 
eral features and arrangement to that of the building recently erected 
by the County of Middlesex for the Registry of Deeds for that county, 
which building they recommend as a good type of what a public office 
of this character should be.” 

That was signed by William I. Bowditch, Francis V. Balch, John T. 
Hassam, Francis L. Hayes, B. S. Ladd, Henry A. Smith, James L. 
Walsh, and a very large number of members of the bar. I will not 
read all the names, but they are all here, and it will be seen that there 
is a large number of them. 

After the Commissioners had gone on and taken this land and got the 
building up, practically, although it was not finished off inside, a com- 
mittee was appointed to inspect the work in connection with the quar- 
ters for the Registry of Deeds and Probate, and we inspected it and 
condemned it. It didn’t come up to our expectations, and we addressed 
another petition to the Commissioners. 

Q. (By Alderman HattsrraM.) You condemned what work ? 

A. The part devoted to the Registry of Deeds and the Probate Court. 
We followed that previous petition up with another petition to the 
Commissioners, which read as follows: 


«The undersigned respectfully represent that by an Act of the Leg- 
islature of this Commonwealth — Chapter 122 of the Acts of the year 
1886 — said Commissioners were authorized to take certain lands for a 
Registry of Deeds and a Registry of Probate for said county; that said 
Act was passed after certain hearings before committees of the Legis- 
lature and hearings before said Commissioners, upon a petition of 
which the following isa copy. (Then annexed is a copy of the petition 
I have just read.) 

‘‘They further represent that the upper story of said new Court- 
House does not adequately meet the requirements of the Registry of 
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Deeds in said petition set forth, and that it is far inferior to the Registry 
for the County of Middlesex, to which attention was particularly called. 

‘¢They further represent that the second story thereof, on the Pember- 
ton square front, immediately over the Registry of Probate and the clerks’ 
offices, can be so fitted up as to provide ‘high studded record halls, 
similar in general features and arrangement to that of the building re- 
cently erected by the County of Middlesex for the Registry of Deeds 
for that county,’ which building they again recommend, as in their 
former petition, ‘as a good type of what a public office of this char- 
acter should be.’ 

‘Wherefore they pray that said Registry may be established in said 
second story of said New Court-House.” 

That was signed by Edwin Wright, George A. Fisher, Wm. Hedge, 
Perey E. Walbridge, and a large number of other members of the 
bar. 

We had a hearing on that before the Commissioners, and they decided 
that, as that second story had been assigned to the Law Library, they 
couldn’t make any change, and they refused our petition. They then 
had a consultation, and their consulting architect, Mr. Rotch, made 
certain propositions for a remodelling of that part of it, and the Com- 
missioners addressed to the committee an official letter requesting a 
formal reply as to those suggestions as to alterations. The committee 
replied to the Commissioners as follows: 


‘« To the Commissioners on the Construction of the New Court-House for 
the County of Suffolk. 


‘*When the Act of 1886 was passed, providing for a new Registry of 
Deeds for the County of Suffolk, it was the expectation and under- 
standing of the members of the bar who signed the petition and who 
took an active part in procuring that legislation, that this county was 
to have thereby a Registry of Deeds, similar in general features and 
arrangement to the then recently erected Registry for the County of 
Middlesex. In the last petition, on which a hearing was had before 
your Board on the 12th instant, this understanding was distinctly re- 
iterated. It is a great disappointment and surprise to find how far 
from realizing these reasonable expectations the present arrangement 
is, and how inadequate are the accommodations provided for the New 
Registry in the New Court-House. We believe that the tax-payers 
would justify such radical changes of construction, even at this late 
hour, as would fully accomplish and secure the original design. 

‘But if the work has so far advanced that it is ampossible to give us 
what we have petitioned for, the modifications now proposed by Mr. 
Arthur Rotch, the consulting architect, seem to us to be desirable and 
expedient. We understand them to be as follows: 


‘1. To cut down the windows two feet lower. 

‘2. To slope the window-sills one foot to one and one-half feet. 

‘¢3. To raise the floor three or four feet. 

““4. To carry the heating and ventilating flues under the new floor 
so that the heat can enter from below in the middle of the room, and 
the rear walls be kept free for the placing of books without exposure 
to damage or destruction from heat. 

‘¢5. To remove the ceiling and beams from all but the extreme ends 
of the halls, and to build a lantern over the whole of the main part of 
the halls. 

‘«The foregoing apply to both halls on each side of the central room 
above the main entrance. 

‘¢6. To cut down in like manner the windows in the central room 
and to raise the floor as above, 
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‘These alterations seem to us a great improvement on the present 
construction, and if, after careful consideration, nothing more desirable 
can be obtained, we hope that they may be begun at once. 

‘‘ Boston, June 29, 1891. 

(Signed) ‘‘Joun T. Hassam, 
‘‘GEO. A. FISHER. 
‘““WmM. HEDGE,

We supposed, of course, that inasmuch as these alterations had been 
suggested by the consulting architect of the Commissioners, himself, 
that they were going on with them ; but at the end of the year we found, 
when the Commissioners made their request for a final appropriation, 
that nothing whatever had been done. ‘They had addressed no subse- 
quent communication whatever to the committee, and, inasmuch as that 
proposal had come from them or their consulting architect, and we had 
accepted it, we thought that was the end of it. But nothing was done 
and nothing has been done to this day; none of these suggestions have 
been carried out. 

The arrangements for the Probate Office and Registry of Deeds are 
very unsatisfactory and unsuitable in my judgment. In the first place, 
very few people realize the magnitude of the interests involved. It is 
all very well to have a County Court-House to try cases in, but most of 
the cases that will be tried before the courts in the New Court-House 
are for trifling sums, and the pecuniary interests involved, even taking 
all the cases in the County of Suffolk, will not begin to equal the pecu- 
niary interests involved in connection with the Registry of Deeds. Very 
few people realize that $30,000,000 are invested every year in mort- 
gages of real estate in this county alone. The taxable value of the real 
estate here is in round figures, $700,000,000, and that property is being 
continually turned over and over, and all these transactions take place 
a the Registry of Deeds. That is about half the valuation of the 

tate. 

Now, most of these people pass over their papers and pass over their 
money in the Registry of Deeds. There is a great deal of difference in 
that respect in the different counties. In the County of Middlesex, 
with fifty or sixty towns, the people meet in different places and pass 
their deeds, and the purchaser mails his deed to the Registry, and it is 
recorded and sent back to him by mail. They don’t have to go into the 
Registry ; but here the business is done differently, and these people 
must be provided for in the Registry of Deeds. Now, when a piece of 
real estate changes hands you have the seller and buyer and sometimes 
more than one person is interested, and you have more than one seller 
and buyer, and there is the attorney of the grantor, the attorney of the 
grantee, and perhaps the holder of the mortgage, at the time, and the 
party who intends to take a new mortgage. So you have six or 
eight people involved in those transactions in this county. Now, for 
instance, if you have ten deeds going through the Registry of Deeds all 
the time, you have sixty or eighty people to provide for, and there 
should be a business room where these people can meet and pass their 
papers. Then, when a man buys a piece of real estate, and his lawyer 
goes into the Registry of Deeds to examine a title and finds a flaw, he 
has to explain that to the client. Then it is explained to the seller. If 
the seller doesn’t feel that there is a flaw he consults his lawyer, and 
his lawyer comes on the scene, and then there is a dispute about the 
title. Now, these disputes ought not to take place where work is going 
on among the books. ‘There ought to be consultation-rooms, retiring: 
rooms, where these people can go and transact their business without 
disturbing other people. So that in this county we need a great many 
rooms and a good deal of accommodation not needed, perhaps, in a 
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Registry of Deeds where the business is done by mail. ‘The business 
of the office is such that there are or may be perhaps one hundred and 
fifty or two hundred people there transacting business — of course, the 
crowd is continually changing — aside from the people in there exam- 
ining the records. 

There are no suitable accommodations for the public in that respect 
in the New Court-House. If you go into the Registry of Deeds you will 
find among the books, in an alcove devoted to books, a little contriv- 
ance of Japan work, a washbowl. Now, that would be a very good 
thing in a lawyer’s private office, in a little corner, but when you come 
to consider that perhaps two hundred people, men and women, have 
got to use that contrivance, the ludicrous inadequacy of the arrange- 
ment becomes obvious; and if one stout, thick-set man should get into 
that alcove to use that washbowl, he would cut off access to forty 
volumes of the Suffolk deeds. That shows what an entire misconception 
of the needs of the public the people who have designed those arrange- 
ments have had. ‘There should be large and commodious washrooms 
for so large a number of people, the same as you would find in a hotel. 

Then, when I came to the bar, the law business was all done by 
men —TI don’t think there was a single female clerk in any lawyer’s 
office. Now you cannot go into a lawyer’s office without seeing lady 
typewriters and stenographers ; and those clerks have to go into the Regis- 
try of Deeds to make these copies. So there is a large female popula- 
tion to be taken care of. Now, there ought to be a separate cloak- 
room and coat-room for the women and men in that building. It was 
intended to have an arrangement there whereby there should be a 
cloak-room, but it was done away with and the space was given to 
some other department, so there is no place for all these people to go 
and hang up their clothes. Now, in rainy weather, to expect people to 
take off their mackintoshes and hang them up in a place devoted to the 
keeping of books, is preposterous. 

The CHAIRMAN.— Are you positive of that, Mr. Hassam? Isn’t ita 
fact that they have got a room there now set apart? 

Mr. Hassam.—I was coming to that. There is a room that the Reg- 
istrar intended to keep the older records, the older volumes in, and 
there is a small portion of that cut off by a wooden partition for use as 
a cloak-room. The accommodations are entirely inadequate, and the 
idea of having a wooden partition in there where they are keeping the 
older records, records that are very precious, that cannot be duplicated! 
It certainly is no place for it. That room, also, is badly lighted ; there 
is not good light there where they particularly need it. You needa 
good light in reading over these early records, which are frequently 
indistinct, and the light there is very poor. 

Now, the original plan showed two water-closets, one on one side 
and the other on the other, the one near the main entrance devoted to 
women, and the one on the other side for the use of men. Without 
consultation with the Registrar, without his knowing anything about it, 
those were cut off and done away with, and the space to be thus occupied 
put into ceiling and wall space, so that you can stand on the lower floor 
of the Court-House and look up three or four stories and see that ceil- 
ing. ‘Those conveniences have been sacrificed for architectural effect. 

The room in which the volumes are kept for reference is badly 
lighted, and not in accordance with the ideas set forth in our petition. 
You cannot light a large room with side windows; you must have high 
windows, and a double row of windows; the light must mostly fall from 
the top. One room with the window space so arranged that light falls 
from proper windows at the top is worth half-a-dozen where the light 
comes in on a level. Those windows there are very small, as Mr. 
Bigelow said — small, half windows, nine feet from the floor, and very 
little light comes through them. There are the two lanterns, as they 
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call them, in the roof, that let light down on people at work imme- 
diately under them, but people on this side or the other are all in the 
shade. If you go in there at noon-day, with the ‘sun striking right 
down, you might think there was light enough, but it will not be licht 
enough, especially in the short days of the. winter, in the afternoon. 
The light will be poor, and you cannot see there. 

Their intention was to have the whole wall of the roomadead wall, so 
that books could be kept there. Those walls have been pierced with 
some apertures for the letting in of light and ventilation. Now, it isa 
very great mistake to have hot air let in above those books. The air 
ought to come, as we said in these specifications here, and as the archi- 
tect proposed that the air should come, into the middle of the room and 
then be allowed to rise naturally. 

With regard to the safety from fire, there is right underneath the 
Registry of Deeds wood enough, it seems to me, to build a small barn 
—the book-racks are all of wood, the furniture is all of wood, and the 
whole Registry of Deeds is practically over a wood-pile. 1 don’t 
think combustible material ought to be used in a building of that 
sort. 

As for the Probate Office, there is a half story, a basement story, 
given to that, and all the copying, I understand, is to be done there. 
The windows there are small, the room is sunk down below the level 
of the street, the light is bad, and all the people employed there will 
ruin their eyesight on dark days in the winter, especially on snowy 
days, as they will have to get close to the window to see anything. 
All the windows there are barred with iron bars. If ever there should 
be a fire there and access across to that one staircase should be blocked, 
I don’t think any one of those girls could get out alive. 

Then, I seriously question the judgment of putting those books and 
documents in vaults and keeping them there. I cannot understand 
why that is done. In a probate office ventilation is just as necessary 
for books as for human beings. That they will rot ina damp and viti- 
ated atmosphere has been shown by the experience in libraries in 
Europe and in this country ;‘and yet it is proposed to place hundreds of 
volumes of our old records, extremely valuable documents, in a place 
where they must be seriously injured and damaged by the vitiated 
atmosphere. Instead of having them stored away there in vaults I 
think it would be better to have a separate building where they could 
be placed and so arranged that they could be kept ont on shelves, and 
the atmosphere would have access to them. 

I think that in no other county do the Registry of Deeds and the Pro- 
bate Office come under one roof with the courts. The Probate Court 
isn’t like other courts. It is a registry of probate. There are some 
80,000 cases there — going on 90,000 — and the papers there, I suppose, 
number half a million to a million, and are very valuable papers. 
Those papers ought to be kept just as the Registry of Deeds are, in a 
separate building, fire-proof, and on the ground floor. I think that 
order ought to be amended so as to inclnde the Registry of Probate and 
Probate Court, and before the committee make any report, I hope they 
will go out to East Cambridge and look at the Registry of Deeds and 
the Probate Office there. The Registry of Deeds and the Probate 
Office there are in a separate building. It is only about ten or fifteen 
minutes’ ride over there, and the committee can very easily see it, and it 
shows the style of building we recommended to the Commissioners 
Po. the outset. 

. (By Alderman LomasNnety.) Mr. Hassam, I would like to ask 
a a question: In case we decided to petition for this legislation, 
- ‘would you be in favor of the present Commissioners having charge of 
the building ? 
“A. I would not. 
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Q. Now, do I understand you they have broken faith with the Com- 
mittee of the Bar? 

A. I don’t charge them with breaking faith. They don’t understand 
the situation and didn’t know the requirements. It is only men who 
spend their lives in a building of that sort who would know. 

Q. Mr. Morse is a lawyer, isn’t he? 

A. Well, he has very little business in the Registry of Deeds; he 
doesn’t come there very often. 

Commissioner Morse. — I have been there a great deal. 

Mr. Hassam. — Not lately. 

Commissioner Morse. — I have more or less to do at various times in 
connection with the Registry. 

Q. (By Alderman LoMASNEY.) Mr. Hassam, I understand you that a 
Committee of the Bar Association talked with the Commissioners and 
told them what they wanted, and that they came away from the Com- 
missioners believing that they were going to comply with their wishes ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did they give you to understand that? 

A. They addressed to us an official communication asking for a 
formal reply to the suggestions of their architect, who had proposed 
modifications in order to meet partially the wishes of these petitioners. 
It wasn’t what we wanted, but rather than get nothing at all we pre- 
ferred to accept that. 

Q. Now, do I understand that the Commissioners have power to as- 
sign quarters to these different parties ? 

A. I think they have. I think their powers are unlimited — they 
have exercised those powers. 

Q. They have exercised the powers they have, I suppose, under the 
Act creating them; but does the Act give them the power to compel 
the present Registry of Deeds to go into those quarters P 

A. I don’t think they could compel them to, but they were em- 
powered to build a building which would provide quarters for this pur- 
pose. They have done so and assigned certain rooms, certain quarters, 
to the Registry of Deeds, and have made gfeat changes in their original 
plans. 

Q. Do you know when the Act was passed ? 

A. In 1886. 

Q. (By Alderman HALLsTRAM.) Well, sir, in case the committee 
should pass this order and the city of Boston or the County of Suffolk 
should build a separate building, where, in your opinion, would be a 
good place for that building ? 

A. I haven’t considered that at all. That is something to come 
afterwards. Ihave no particular site in view and haven’t thought of 
any. 
Q. What I am trying to get at is, would it be necessary or would it 
be more convenient to have that building near the Court-House ? 

A. Itj}would. In the County of Middlesex they are only a few steps 
apart. I think that is so in most of the counties —it is soin Essex 
County. 

Q. Then, for instance, it wouldn’t be convenient to have the building, 
we will say, out on the Back Bay? 

A. No, it should be in the immediate vicinity of the Court-House. 

@. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Mr. Hassam, if the Court-House Commis- 
sioners had assigned to the Registry of Deeds the rooms occupied or 
intended to be occupied by the Social Law Library, would the Bar 
Association have been satisfied with that ? 

A. No; they were not satisfied with any such suggestion. They, 
having had that part of the building assigned to them, and it being the 
best part of the whole building, occupying the whole front, and being 
the best room, of course, naturally objected to the idea of giving them 
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up, but it would have been a great deal better for the Law Library to 
go upstairs and for this to go down to that story, having this over the 
Probate Office. It would have been much less risk. 

Q. Still, you would uot be satisfied if the change was made ? 

A. Oh, I think the quarters there would be entirely inadequate, and 
it would merely be a choice of evils. When the Act was first passed 
we supposed that land would be taken and that the Registry of Deeds 
and Probate would have a detached wing of that building. 

Q@. Now, you emphasize the fact that this room assigned to the Reg- 
istry of Deeds would prevent your looking out. Would you have any 
particular object in wanting to look out on the street, or would it simply 
be for the light which you would get? 

A. The principal objection was the light; but it looks, too, as 
though you were in a vault, in a safety deposit vault. The walls are 
away up, with these half-windows at the top. 

QY. With low windows you couldn’t have so many of those cases ? 

A. Well, those cases would only come up about so high (illustrat- 
ing) ; the windows would come down to them. 

QY. Yes, but that would limit the space for them to the places be- 
tween the windows. 

A. If the windows only came down to the level of the top of the book- 
shelves it would be just the same as any other library. 1 suppose the 
windows might be cut down, but they really ought to extend higher 
up. 

Q. I was over there at half-past four this afternoon, and of course, 
any person who has ever been in the Registry of Deeds office knows 
that a great deal of light is required to look over those records; there 
is no question about that. But if you assign to the Registry of Deeds 
those rooms occupied by the Social Law Library, or to be occupied by 
them, you wouldn’t have as much room as you have under the present 
condition of affairs ? 

A. No, but other rooms would have to be assigned for the copying. 
That might, perhaps, do for a record-hall. It is high studded enough 
for a record-hall, but you couldn’t get all the copyists in there. 

QY. Well, it is a fact that at the end of the room now assigned to the 
Registry of Deeds there is a retiring-room, and a very large one, for I 
remember seeing it this afternoon. It is at the southerly end of the 
building. 

A. Well, that is intended for some of the index-makers or copyists. 
That is not for the general public. The accommodations for the gen- 
eral public are very limited. 

Q. Well, now, in regard to accommodations in these quarters, all 
that part between the centre of the arch and the northerly end is 
assigned for the public? 

A. Well, that was intended originally by the Register for a sort of 
business-room, but that has been diminished, I was going to say a 
third. It extended out into that open area there. He intended to have 
his desk for the reception of deeds right along by that farther window, 
and have the public in front, but they were obliged to move up, and he 
has gone over into the quarters he intended for his copyists. 

Q. You mean the Register? 

A. Yes, sir; the Register of Deeds. 

Q. Isn’t he going up the flight of stairs there, away from that room 
altogether ? 

A. I don’t know about that. I am only speaking about what I 
understood was proposed when I was there before. I was there the 
other day and understood that he was to have quarters over there in 
the space that was intended for his copyists, as I say. 
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Statement by Dr. IRA L. Moore. 


Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Your full name, Doctor ? 

A. Ira lL. Moore. Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the committee, 
[ have thought of this subject fora number of years, not feeling that the 
present building is safe for the books and records of the Registry of 
Deeds and the Probate Office, but I was in hopes that in the new build- 
ing any arrangements they would provide for the purpose would be 
made perfectly safe and ample for the doing of the business. I have 
been trying all winter long, since I found that the arrangements in the 
New Court-House were not going to be satisfactory, to have some 
further action taken, and I spoke to Mr. Bailey and asked him to put in 
a petition before the City Government to have a detached building for 
the records. I think the building ought to be a detached building. 

I received the notice of this hearing this afternoon, and whatever 
specific attention I have given to it has been this afternoon. I have, 
however, thought over the matter somewhat. What I say will simply 
be of a general nature, but I look upon this as one of the most impor- 
tant questions that has come before the city government since the city 
government has been organized, for this reason: you destroy those 
records, and, as has been said by Mr. Hassam and Mr. Bigelow, they 
cannot be duplicated. 

I have no doubt that the litigation that would follow the destruction 
of those records would be five times as much as it would cost to build a 
fire-proof building amply sufficient for doing the business, and I believe 
that such a building should be built. I don’t believe there is a tax- 
payer in the city of Boston that would find any fault if it should be 
done. Itis much more important, in my judgment, than the building 
of a new Court-House or the building of a new City Hall, or the build- 
ing of a new State House addition, or the question of rapid transit in the 
city of Boston by an elevated railroad, or the widening of streets, or 
any other question that has come before the city of Boston for years. 

I believe that we should have a fire-proof building, perfectly isolated 
from any other building, where there would be no danger from fire; 
and when I say a fire-proof building, I mean a strictly fire-proof building, 
that there should not be one cubic inch of wood in that building. It 
should be composed entirely of brick, stone, iron, marble, or something 
that fire would not burn. I don’t believe even the furniture in that 
building should be anything but iron and the desks should be of marble 
or something of that kind. I believe that there should be no heating 
apparatus in theroom. ‘The heating apparatus should be outside of that 
building, and the heat should be conducted into that building by pipes, 
so that there would be no danger from fire., And it should be lighted 
by electricity, so that there would be no danger from that as there — 
would be from gas. 

Now, it has been stated that we have to-day from $600,000,000 to 
$700,000,000 of real estate in the city of Boston — that is, at the assessed 
valuation. I have no doubt that the real, instrinsie value of the real 
estate of the city of Boston to-day is equal to a thousand millions of 
property — I haven’t the slightest doubt of it. 

I knew, in a general way, while I did not recollect the exact number, 
that there were about 2,000 volumes there, but I understand since I 
have come into the room to-night that there are 2,116 volumes, and that 
they are on the 2,117th volume. There are probably recorded in each 
of those volumes, on an average, 400 different instruments — deeds, 
mortgages, assignments, leases, and various instruments— which are 
very important to protect. So that, at the least calculation, taking 400 
instruments to a volume and 2,000 volumes, you would have 800,000 
different instruments in those volumes, and it would not be surprising 
to me if there were very nearly a million different instruments in them. 
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Now, if those were destroyed, only think of the inconvenience that it 
would cause. I know something of the difficulty that would arise, 
because a great many deeds and mortgages have passed through my 
hands —in one year over two hundred, and I was thinking over this 
afternoon the number that have passed through my hands in the last six 
months, something like thirty. Now, I have not one-tenth part of 
those old deeds and instruments. I have packed them away, and some- 
times they have got in the way, and I have had no room for them and 
have destroyed them. When you consider everything that is recorded 
in the Registry of Deeds, I think you must realize the necessity for a 
detached fire-proof building, because you all realize what a loss it 
would be to the community to have those records destroyed. The city 
of Boston can afford to erect such a building, and I don’t belive there is 
a tax-payer in the city of Boston who would make the least objection to 
it. 

Now, if we should build a building costing $100,000 —I will take 
that as a basis — it would be only one-sixtieth of one per cent. on the 
cost of the real estate in the city of Boston to-day — only one-sixtieth 
of one per cent. If you should build a building costing $200,000, that 
would be only one-thirtieth of one per cent. Now, is there a man or 
is there a woman who owns a particle of real estate in the city of Bos- 
ton, whether it is worth $1,000, $100,000, or $1,000,000, who would 
hesitate to be taxed for that amount in order to have their records pre- 
served? Ido not believe there is. On the basis of a building costing 
$100,000 the cost to a person with $100,000 worth of property would be 
only $16.67, and of course, the cost to the great majority would be far 
below that. Supposing a person was worth $50,000, it would only 
cost him $8.33, and if he was worth $25,000 it would cost him only $4, 
throwing off the odd cents. 

Now, I believe it is the duty of the city of Boston to give this protec- 
tion, and there is no one of you need have the least fear of advocating 
that, because I believe it would be one of the most popular things that 
you could do. If these books aré put into the New Court-House and a 
fire should start in a building such as that, we don’t know what the re- 
sult might be. We have had the experience three or four times within 
the last few years of what a fire will do ina large building. We know 
that those buildings which were burned the other day were built in the 
most substantial manner by wealthy men. They did everything they 
could to try to protect their property from devastation by fire, but the 
buildings went down almost like a wooden house. Now, if the records 
were destroyed here in the city of Boston, I believe it would be — I 
know it would be an irreparable loss, and it itis your duty, sitting 
here, to do what you can to try and protect the property in this city 
and county. 

Now, the question may be asked, What is the location that you 
would have? Well, I believe it should be a detached building, and I 
am going to make a suggestion in regard to two places, which I pre- 
sume will be unpopular. But I have had the reputation of suggesting 
unpopular things a good many times, and am not afraid of that. The 
best place, in my judgment, for that building, would be in King’s 
Chapel Burying-Ground. Erect a hall there; you may call it a monu- 
ment hall, a monument for the records of the past as well as the dead 
of the past. And it should be put up equidistant from King’s Chapel, 
the City Hall, the buildings on the opposite side of Tremont street, and 
also the present building where the deeds are now kept. That build- 
ing could practically be made fire-proof. You could make it of fire-proof 
material and still have it look well and artistic and comfortable, and 
you could make it so it would be an utter impossibility to burn it. 
Why, any one knows, who knows anything about it from observation, 
where there is a fire in a bookstore, or anything of the kind, how hard it 
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is to burn books or compressed paper, and I recollect when the fire 
occurred on Summer street, a great many years ago, how in one place 
where there was a large amount of paper kept the fire continued to 
burn there a week after it started, simply on paper. When paper is 
compressed, as it is in these volumes, it would be very difficult to burn it. 

Another thing: I believe that this building should not be more than 
two stories above ground. inthe basement — and that basement might 
be heated so that the air would be kept dry, having two or three feet of 
it above the ground — | believe that the books up to 1850 might be kept. 
The reference to those would not be very frequent. The books since 
1850 should be kept on the first floor, and then in case of a fire — although 
I would make it so that there couldn’t be a fire there, but in ease of a fire 
— you could get in and remove those books if they were on the first floor. 
Then the next story above, and I wouldn’t carry it higher than that, 
should be the place where they should make the transfers in connection 
with the books — where the girls employed in there should make their 
transfers. That would be practically where, perhaps, there would be 
more danger than anywhere else. 

Then, in case the sentiment might be against using King’s Chapel 
Burying-Ground, the next best place, in my judgment, would be the old 
Granary Burying-Ground, half way between the Tremont House and 
Park-street. Church. Get it far enough from Park-street Church so 
that there will be no danger of its taking fire, setting it back far 
enough from Tremont street so as not to run the risk from the buildings 
in front of it, and not too far back, so as to run a risk from the build- 
ings in the rear, on the south side of Beacon street. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Well, Doctor, you didn’t think of the Com- 
mon, did you ? 

A. Yes; I have thought of the Common. 

Q. You are getting up pretty near to it when you get to the Granary 
Burying-Ground. 

A. Yes, lam; [ have got the Common down here on my notes. If 
the people are not willing to give up the graveyards, thinking that the 
graveyards should not give up their dead, then I should rather, so far 
as [am concerned individually — for it is of the highest importance 
that we should protect the records of the property that every man, 
woman, and child possesses to-day, and which will be possessed by 
their descendants after they have passed away — put a building even 
on to Boston Common, than to have it in any place where there might 
be the slightest danger of destruction of the records. A building might 
be placed there which would be artistic and which would be an orna- 
ment to the city. In fact, there are a good many things on Boston 
Common to-day that are a great deal more objectionable than a good, 
artistic building would be, for the records. 

And, further than that, speaking of graveyards, I would remove 
every old graveyard from the eity of Boston, the Old Granary, King’s 
Chapel, Copp’s Hill, and the one at the lower end of the Common, I 
don’t know what it is called. So far as my ancestors are concerned, I 
would rather they should be buried in Mount Auburn, Forest Hills, or 
in some of these modern cemeteries, than in those places. There is 
nothing about those places that is either ornamental or useful. I be- 
lieve I followed to the grave the last but two buried in the Old Granary 
Burying-Ground. And that individual was a friend of mine and was 
placed in a tomb there, and that tomb had not been opened for seventy- 
five years. I had a curiosity, as a medical man, to look in and see the 
state of preservation of those who had preceded this corpse, and there 
was nothing there. You could see nothing of the coffin, there was only 
the skull and the thigh-bones; I think all the other bones had decayed 
Now, I don’t suppose we are getting any great amount of injury 
through these old graveyards in the city, from the fact that there have 
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been so few buried there of late, and we do not get our water from the 
ground except coming through pipes at a distance; but I suppose 
everybody knows the fact that in a sanitary point of view a graveyard 
is not a very desirable thing to have in the centre of a large city. I 
will admit that there is some sentiment about the question, but I heard 
a man a number of years ago, when I was in the Legislature, speak of 
sentiment. They were going to remove a graveyard, remove the 
bodies from a graveyard, for some reason, and of course, had to get a 
permit from the Legislature. This man felt very badly when he found 
they were going to remove his ancestors, and finally they offered him 
seven thousand dollars if he would allow the bodies of his ancestors to 
be removed, or allowing him to remove them. He finally consented 
and took the seven thousand. They went to him, thinking he felt very 
badly on account of the loss of his ancestors, and said to him: ‘‘ We 
would like to have you remove the bodies of your ancestors.” He 
said, ‘‘ Oh, I have got seven thousand dollars; I have got all I want. 
Do what you are a mind to with them.” That is about all the senti- 
ment there is aboutthose things. I believe any one of us would feel to- 
day, if we had to bury any of our precious ones, that we would rather 
o to Mount Auburn and see them buried there in that beautiful marble 
city of the dead than in a place like the Granary Burying-Ground, the 
one on the Common, Copp’s Hill Burying-Ground, or anywhere else. 

The suggestion has been made that the Probate Office should be in- 
cluded in this same arrangement, that the same facts apply to that. 
That is certainly the case. As far as the Probate Office is concerned it 
is just as important as the Registry of Deeds, because everybody who 
knows about the Probate Office knows that those documents are very 
important. . 

Q. (By Alderman LoMAsNEy.) Would you be in favor, Doctor, of 
the present Commissioners having charge of the building ? 

A. I want the building. I don’t care who builds it, if they build it, 
and build it economically and in the interests of the city of Boston. 
That is the way I feel. I have no prejudice against the present Com- 
missioners. One of them has been a friend of mine ever since I have 
been in the city of Boston, an old political friend in the same ward; 
and I have no prejudice against them ; but Tam in favor of a new build- 
ing, a detached building, and a safe building, and I am willing to pay 
my proportion of the expense as a tax-payer. I don’t believe you can 
find an intelligent man or an intelligent woman anywhere in the city of 
Boston that would hesitate for one moment to make those records safe. 
I believe that is all I have to say. 

I have made somewhat of a rambling speech, Mr. Chairman, from 
the very fact that I had only a few moments this afternoon to give any 
thought to it. I have expressed, however, thoughts that have been in 
my mind for a number of years, and I have talked with Mr. Bigelow 
and Mr. Bailey. Mr. Bigelow, I believe, is the one who started the 
ball. 

Mr. BigELow. — I don’t claim that; I am only a humble worker in 
the vineyard. 

. (By Alderman HALustrRAM.) Dr. Moore, how much do you 
think that building and the land would cost ? 

A. Well, it would depend altogether where it was built. The great 
thing to be considered is to build it in a location which would be desir- 
able, and I don’t think merely for the sake of saving $50,000 or 
$100,000 it should be built in an inconvenient place. Of course, the 
land would cost a great deal of money, depending on where you built 
it. But the only locations that I could call to my mind at the present 
time that are practically what you might call vacant land would be 
those two burying-grounds and the Common. If it was built on the 
Common, of course there would be nothing to pay for the land — that 
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is if we should have the right to erect the building there. I presume 
the Legislature could give us the right — they can do almost anything. 

@. Do you think it would be desirable to build it near the Court- 
House ? 

A. It would be much more convenient if built near the Court-House, 
but I would rather have it safe. I would rather go a quarter of a mile 
to have my deeds and mortgages recorded, and feel that when they 
were once recorded they were perfectly safe beyond peradventure, than 
have them close by and where they are unsafe. I don’t know whether 
we could get authority to put such a building on the Common or not. 
But since the Common contained originally about fifty acres, and since 
the Public Garden has been added on, making about twenty-six acres 
more, and the resident population living around the Common originally 
have moved away into the suburbs, or are near where there are other 
parks, I don’t think myself there is that absolute necessity for every 
foot of that Common to be retained that there was perhaps fifty or 
seventy-five years ago, although still, | have no hesitation in saying 
that there is a sentiment in regard to that, that they would like to keep 
that inviolate; and it is only this thing which is of more importance, in 
my judgment — to protect the records of every dollar’s worth of prop- 
erty that we have here in the city of Boston —than the mere sentiment 
of some antiquated man or ancient woman in regard to that Common. 

Q. The Public Garden would be too far away, would it? 

A. Yes, it would be too far away. Of course, it would be very con- 
venient to have it near where the lawyers are. The lawyers congregate 
around the Court-House, or very near there. Of course, as the deeds 
are concerned we don’t have but little to do with the Court-House 
proper. We go toa man’s office and he makes a deed, and then we 
go to the Probate or Registry of Deeds and put it on record; but it is 
true that two, three, or half-a-dozen are present at a time in the Registry 
of Deeds in regard to one transaction, and that there transactions are 
carried on and money is paid over. The other day I had a deed passed 
to a man, and he passed over a jarge amount of money to me, in gold in 
part. It was in that small place, and I was obliged to take two or three 
quarts of money. It was after bank hours, I couldn’t deposit it, and I 
took two or three men with me to try and deposit itin my vaults. They 
were just locking up, and they had to open three trunks I had in there 
to get rid of that amount of money; to get rid of it until I could deposit 
it next day. I was in the Registry office yesterday and saw another 
man going through the same operation. There was a pile of gold and 
two or three quarts of bills lying around there, and another man was 
standing around there and seeing that going on. I don’t believe people 
ought to be exposed to that sort of thing. I believe there should be 
retiriug rooms that they could go to. Of course, I don’t like to take 
money in that way, I prefer checks, but sometimes they will bring it 
in that form and you have to take it. 

Q. (By Mr. BigeLow.) How high do you think the city would be 
justified in paying for land for the purpose suggested ? 

A. They would have to buy a good deal more land, to make it safe, 
than they would need for the building; but so far as I am concerned, 
as an individual and a trustee, I pay a very large amount into the treas- 
ury of the city of Boston, and I would rather they would pay $100 per 
foot for land and buy enough to make that building perfectly safe, than 
‘to leave it where it would be exposed in the slightest degree. I will 
pay my proportion without grumbling. J had rather leave a little less 
to my heirs, and be sure that I left my deeds, my good deeds, all right 
to them. 

@. (By Alderman Hattsrram.) Well, Doctor, how do you think 
the land occupied by the Old Court-House would do for that purpose ? 

A. The only trouble with that is that it is hardly far enough away

from the buildings on either side. There is a hotel on one side of it, 
and everybody who knows anything about it, knows that hotel property 
is dangerous property, on account of fires that may occur, there are so 
many different rooms. Theatres and hotels are among the most dan- 
gerous Classes of property, so far as fires are concerned. ‘Then, there 
are those express oflices on the westerly side of that Old Court-House, 
each filled with furniture and baggage of various kinds, and more or 
less straw, hay, paper, and everything of that kind. It would be very 
easy to Start a fire there, and if you started a fire I think it would be 
very difficult to protect your building. I would rather, so lone as the 
city owns that land, if it becomes necessary — although I have my own 
opinions about that, thinking that the Old Court-House is wanted by the 
city of Boston for another purpose, but that it is not before your com- 
mittee to-night— sell that land and buy land in a location where the 
building would be safer. That is, if you didn’t want the Old Coutt- 
House, I would take that position, although, as I said, I have views in 
regard to that matter, which cannot properly be considered by this 
committee at this time. So far as price is concerned, I look upon a 
safe building of the kind I have suggested as so absolutely necessary, 
that it is almost immaterial what price you have to pay for the land, 
providing that you can get a good location and erect a building in 
which those records will be perfectly safe. 


Statement by FRANCIS V. Batcu, Esq. 


Q. (By the CoairMAN.) What is your full name? 

A. Francis V. Balch. 

@. Proceed, Mr. Balch. 

A. Gentlemen, as one of the older conveyancers, I sometimes am 
given an opportunity to talk when I haven’t much to say. I am here 
because I am interested in the subject, and rather as a listener than any- 

thing else. I was very much interested in what was said about the 
site. I should almost be disposed to give up King’s Chapel Burying- 
Ground to the despoiler, to pay them for the sacrilege of putting their 
tombstones, their headstones in rows. But as regards the general sub- 
ject of taking graveyards for any such purpose, I should very strongly 
dissent. I think it is the most high-priced land you can get in the city, 
the most valuable to the city. Take Copp’s Hill Burying-Ground — that 
is one of the most interesting spots in the city, a place where the chil- 
dren go in the summer and get a little outing. 

As regards the insufficiency in the New Court-House, I believe it to 
be very insufficient. J take it rather at second-hand—lI have been up 
there twice, and you also have been there, I don’t doubt — and I think 
it is pretty difficult to tell just how things are going to be. I had no 
plans with me and no one to tel] me how things were going to be. I 
climbed through a hole and got in there and found myself in this well. 
It is not attractive, certainly. Personally, I would rather be where we 
are than go up there as that seems to be. 

As regards the absolute safety from fire of any building, I am scep- 
tical, after seeing the fire of November, 1872. It seems to me that 
every volume when it goes to be bound ought to be heliotyped anda 
duplicate kept in half-a-dozen places, so that the records cannot be 
burned and destroyed. In that way nothing but the more immediate 
deeds, which could be most readily replaced, would be at hazard. 

As regards what is best to be done to make the accommodations 
better, I don’t know at all. I had been led to believe that the courts 
really needed all the room there was there now in the building, and 
that the Commissioners wished that we weren’t there at all. Whether 
an additional story could be put on or whether anything could be done 
there to make it better, I don’t know. 
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It seems to me if the records are to be placed on that upper floor, 
that they should not plant so much wood underneath, and that they 
might very well have improvements there, having iron stacks for the 
books, for instance. I recollect very well in the law library at the 
college they were all iron, and I don’t see why they shouldn’t be here. 
I wish I knew more to speak about, gentlemen. 

Q. (By Mr. BigeLtow.) Mr. Balch, as you have spoken in regard 
to the duplication of this collection of volumes, if all the volumes were 
burned at the present time, what, in your judgment, could be done to 
restore them ? 

A. Oh, it would be a terrible misfortune. We have seen examples 
of it, you know, in Chicago; but I cannot see why in a tolerable short 
space of time the present volumes couldn’t be lithographed, and I 
think it should be done. There should be some duplication. 

@. And you believe that the most extreme care should be taken of 
the records P 

A. Certainly. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) You believe the Registry of Deeds office 
should be on the street floor, do you? 

A. I believe that is the ideal arrangement. I have never seen a 
better arrangement than that at East Cambridge. 

Q. Have you ever been at the Registry of Deeds office at Taunton, 
Bristol County ? 

A. Tam notsure, sir; I think not. I think there is a new one there. 

Q. No, the old one there. I think the Registry of Deeds is on the 
first floor and the Registry of Probate on the second floor. 

Q@. (By Mr. Morse.) I would like to ask Mr. Balch if he has any 
idea of what it would cost to heliotype the records or duplicate them 
otherwise — duplicate all the records of the Registry of Deeds ? 

A. I haven’t any idea. 

(. I have an idea that you could build several new Registry build- 
ings and several new Court-Houses for the amount. 

A. I don’t know what the expense would be, but I think it should be 
done. 

A. Oh, I agree with you there, that it is a good plan that duplicates 
should be made, but it is an expensive piece of work, as you will find 
by inquiring at the Registry, and seeing what the cost is of duplicating 
the present work, and also in connection with the indexes. 


Statement by JAMES R. CARRET, Esq. 


Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I don’t feel any disposition to criticise 
the Court-House Commissioners for the quarters they have provided 
for us. I think, in the first place, that simply the sum of $300,000 was 
provided for the addition to the Court-House required for putting the 
Registry of Deeds and the Probate Office in there. Now, I am nota 
builder, and I don’t know whether that sum was sufficient or not; but 
it seems to me the Commissioners, in being obliged to provide quarters 
for the Registry and Deeds and Probate, have been hampered, and have 
not had the facilities for making and providing such quarters for the 
Registry and Probate as they would have had if they had been simply 
required to put up « separate building for those two branches of the 
service. I have no disposition to criticise them, but at the same time it 
seems to me the quarters they have provided are entirely insufficient 
and inconvenient. More than that, it seems to me they are utterly un- 
safe, and such as ought not to be provided for the public records. 
Some of the gentlemen who have spoken before have said that they 
don’t care to enlarge on that point, but it seems to me it is one that 
ought to be enlarged upon. The number of instruments recorded, 
registered in Suffolk County every year, is somewhere about 24,000 — 
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between 20,000 and 25,000, and nearer 25,000 than 20,000. Those com- 
prise deeds, mortgages back, and everything of that kind in connection 
with the passing of papers, and of course, the number of details in- 
volved is very great. ‘The number of papers passed, of course, is very 
much less, but it seems to me that 8,000 or 10,000, between those num- 
bers, are passed every year. 

Now, picture to yourselves the entire destruction of those records. 
What is going to happen? People are buying real estate for the pur- 
pose of putting up business buildings or houses all the time, and with 
the destruction of these records, except where they had actually 
started and had their transactions all carried through, everything 
would be brought to a standstill. That would react. It would be im- 
possible to deal with the real estate of the city of Boston until the 
Legislature had assembled and passed a special Act, and provided some 
means by which the titles could be ascertained and established. That 
would mean, of course, for all men actively engaged in business with 
that, an entire cessation of that building. [It would mean for all the 
men in the different branches of occupution that are connected with 
building and business operations of that kind, an entire cessation of 
their employment, and you can imagine for yourselves the number of 
people in the city of Boston that would be thrown out of employment 
by that misfortune. It seems to me it would deal a blow to the pros- 
perity of the city from which we could never recover, because the 
working people connected with those operations, losing their employ- 
ment, would go off. They would have to move away and look for em- 
ployment elsewhere. - The capitalist who had money to invest would 
either have to go outside to the suburbs, or else would invest money 
in the West, or outside of the city of Boston, at any rate. The Legisla- 
ture would have to be convened in special session, if they were not al- 
ready in session, and would have to provide some law by which the 
people could produce their title deeds, and their titles could be ascer- 
tained and some record made of them. ‘That would take months. It 
might take several years, because taking the number of transactions 
each year, I suppose there are 8.000 or 10,000 to deal with, and there 
would be all that immense amount of work that had been done in the 
past to do over again. 

As to an estimate of the number of titles in the city of Boston, I think 
the number of separate houses is some guide. Now, I haven’t looked 
at the later figures, but the city documents showing the situation of 
things for 1890-91 shows that there were on the Ist of May, 1891, fifty- 
two thousand houses in the city of Boston. That is one house for about 
every nine of the population. Of course, that takes no account of all 
the business estates, so I think that to say the number of separate es- 
tates in the city of Boston is fifty thousand is a small estimate. Of 
course, those are not dealt with every year, but a large number of them 
are dealt with, and in case of fire that would destroy the records there 
is not only the trouble that people would have in getting their titles 
straightened out and the mere cost of doing that to the people and to 
the city, but there would be also the entire loss of employment to thou- 
sands of people in the city. The aggregate loss would probably be 
quite a number of millions of dollars, far more than any court-house or 
any building for Registry and Probate office that we want might cost, 
even if we went into it very expensively. 

It seems to me no place should be tolerated for the Registry of Deeds 
and Probate that is not entirely safe, and that this committee should 
not hesitate a moment to provide means or to take action whereby a 
building may be erected which shall render the records perfectly sate. 
* is a matter of public duty to the citizens of Boston that that should be 

one. 

Now, IJ aim not a builder and am not an expert on those matters, and 
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have no idea what it would cost. I don’t know what the present Court- 
House has cost, although I believe it is somewhere in the neighborhood 
of $2,000,000; but assuming that we spent $2,000,000 more just for 
that one building, for the Registry of Deeds and a Probate office, that 
would still be a very small percentage of the assessed valuation of 
nearly $700,000,000 on real estate. I have not estimated that, but I 
believe it would be about three-tenths of one per cent. of the assessed 
valuation of the real estate of the city of Boston, and all that would be 
necessary to pay the entire expense of such a building, costing eyen 
that amount of money, would be covered by an addition of $1 per 
$1,000 to the tax rate for three successive years. Or the land could be 
procured for the building and the money raised for its erection by loan. 
Of course, such a building as that is not only for the men of this day, 
but for the population of the next fifteen, twenty, or thirty years, and I 
don’t see why that shouldn’t be paid for by the issue of bonds, so that 
the charge would be simply the interest charged on the money and 
such a smal] additional amount of money as would be necessary to pro- 
vide a sinking fund for the extinguishment of the debt. 

As I say, I know nothing about the cost of building, but even if that 
amount was involved it would not be a very serious tax upon the city. 
It seems to me, as a financial question, that the expense ought not to 
stand in the way of the committee, when we consider the immense in- 
terests involved. 

To return to the matter of the Court-House Commissioners, I don’t 
think any question as to whether or not this movement shall be consid- 
ered as any reflection on them can be considered for one moment. I 
take it that you gentlemen recognize what should be done in regard to 
matters of public interest at the present time, and if you find that your 
predecessors of five or six years ago had a different opinion, and did 
something that you now find was entirely inadequate, I don’t think any 
question of saving their feelings would interfere one moment with your 
action or would weigh with you one particle as regards what you think 
ought to be done in view of the circumstances we have to-day, provid- 
ing for what the interests of the city of Boston to-day require. 


Statement by COLONEL A. A. RAND. 


Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I came rather to show my interest 
than to speak ; but if I must speak, it would be upon the general neces- 
sity for the preservation of the records. 1 think some of us have grown 
gray in the Registry of Deeds, and we know, those of us who have been 
there, that it is the most exacting of all legal work. I think we all 
breathed more freely when we knew that the New Court-House was to 
be erected, and that in that building the Registry of Deeds was to be 
assigned quarters. Of course, it was anticipated, with ail the exper- 
ience that we have had, that the quarters that would be allowed for this 
most important branch of the service would be adequate to all the neces- 
sities of the present and of the future. 

All Commissions have their limitations, and I have no question 
that the Commissioners have done the best in their power for this 
branch of service. But it does seem that, if there is an ideal system, 
the city of Boston might find it out and adopt it. Now, the Middlesex 
Registry is a model, the Norfolk Registry is delightful. It is for the 
preservation of records upon which is based, practically, the wealth of 
the city that we appeal to you. The destruction of those records would 
mean, as Mr. Carret has said, infinite complications, and I believe that 
in the immediate centre of the city near the Court-House quarters could 
be provided which would be ample. 

I cannot conceive what better and more ideal situation could found 
than the Old Court-House. It is in the midst of the business community, 
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_and if is business men, you will bear in mind, who are making transfers 
of real estate. It is builders, it is capitalists, it is mortgagees, it is 
those who are pressed for time; and in many cases the employment of 
the broker and the conveysncer and the lawyer, in connection with real 
estate, is to save the time of the business man. Of course, all the time 
that is saved in the transaction of that business redounds to the benefit 
of the business community. The lawyer's time is money, and therefore 
if the business is transacted in the centre of the city, saving time, there 
is a saving of money to him. 

I ean conceive that the Old Court-House would be an ideal situation, 
because upon the estate where the present Adams Express building is 
Situated there will be ultimately an absolutely fire-proof building 
erected, of course, because it is in the centre of the city, and any build- 
ing there would have to be constructed under the new laws. Young's 
Ilotel, on the other side, is not an absolute danger spot, because on that 
side the building would be protected, as any public record building 
should be protected, with fire-proof shutters. 

But I ean conceive that nearer the New Court-House can be provided 
perfectly suitable quarters. Take, for example, the present building 
of the Police Commission —an ideal site and a site for an absolutely 
satisfactory building. There are now restrictions, if I remember, 
existing as between Scollay square and the buildings fronting upon 

a Pemberton square, and perhaps an ideal building might be constructed 

} on the corner of Pemberton square, as you rise the hill. There you 
would have an ideal site, close to the Court-House, close to the courts. 

2 I believe that this subject is of such infinite importance that it is 

: thoroughly worthy of careful consideration. Before the records are 

= moved from one danger spot to another place that is unsatisfactory to 

= those who are engaged in the business and who know what should be 

a the requirements, I think that careful consideration should be had, and 

I beg of you such earnest consideration as will give to us the proper 
means of transacting the most important business that the city has in 
its power to control. 


. Statement by FREDERICK H. Viaux, Esq. 


Mr. Viaux, representing the Real Estate Exchange, said: 

Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, this matter under consideration to- 
night has been brought before the Real Estate Exchange, but they 
have had no opportunity as yet to act upon-it, so that | appear here 
personally and not as representing the Exchange. 


I can add but little or nothing to what has been so well said by the 
_ gentlemen before me, and [ shall simply speak on the business aspects 
of this question. 


I desire to repeat that this movement cannot be considered in any 

way a reflection on the able Board of Court-House Commissioners. I 

’ take it that that Board was appointed primarily to build a County 

Court-House and not a Registry of Deeds; that these other offices have 

; been considered as adjuncts to the Court-House, of course, and that in 

that way they~have naturally suffered. But all real-estate men, and 

men who have to do with real-estate interests, feel that the Registry of 

Deeds is as important a feature as any court, and that it should cer- 

e)* tainly have certain attributes, — one of which is, of course, safety, and 
3 another is convenience. 

. As Colonel Rand has so well said, the business men should be con- 

sulted, especially in the location of the Registry of Deeds, and if any 

one of you is familiar with the present Registry, he must be struck at 

once with the inadequate facilities offered there for the transaction of 

business. Itis very difficult to transfer real estate at the present Reg- 

~ istry, and what is needed above all, after safety, is adequate facilities 
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for trars‘erring real estate. With four or five different parties selling 
and conveying their properties, the present Registry is over-crowded, 
and I should suggest that in any new building that may be recom- 
mended, adequate quarters may be given for the transactions of real 
estate transfers. 

I should, as far as I am personally concerned, be very glad, Mr. 
Chairman, that the present Board should oversee the erection of any 
building that may be decided upon; and in regard to location, I think 
that the Old Court-House, if it could be obtained, would be by all 
means the best situation and the most convenient place for the new 
Registry. 

Yd. (By Mr. BigeLow.) Mr. Viaux, so far as you have had any 
conference with any real estate people, what is their feeling in this 
matter ? 

A. I have no hesitation in saying, Mr. Bigelow and Mr. Chairman, 
that the sentiment of the whole real estate fraternity would be in favor 
of a location near the business centre. 

q@. An independent Registry ? 

A. In an independent building, and also that the office of the Regis- 
ter should be on the first floor. 

Q. (By Commissioner MorsE.) In regard to all those real estate 
men from whom you get your opinion in the matter, as to their needs 
and wishes, how many, to your knowledge, have ever been up to the 
quarters intended for the Registry of Deeds ? 

A. I certainly don’t know. 

Q. Then your opinion is entirely from hearsay, from people who 
know nothing about it? 

A. Well, 1 don’t know as they have been there. 

@. (By Mr. BigeELow.) I will ask you if, in the course of conver- 
sation, you have suggested that the Registry was to be four stories 
above the ground, or to be in the upper story of the Court-House P 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And possibly they would be opposed to a Registry higher than 
the first floor ? 

A. Yes, sir; I can say for the real estate men that they are opposed 
to an upstair or attic Registry. 

Q. (By Commissioner Morse.) How many real estate men did you 
consult ? 

A. I suppose I have consulted with a dozen? 

Q. Well, who, for instance? 

A. Brokers and principals. This came up before our Board a few 
days ago. 

Q. At whose suggestion ? 

A. At the suggestion of gentlemen interested in the matter. 

QY. Who? 

A. Members of the Exchange. 

Q. Well, the matter came up then in discussion at the Real Estate 
Exchange ? . 

Arty 6S. 

Q. And through what form ? 

A. It was brought regularly before the Exchange, as all those 
matters are, in writing. 
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Statement by THoMAS PETERS, Esq. 


Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I have only one suggestion to make 
and that is as to the location. I think avery desirable location would be 
on Somerset street and Allston street, and Allston place —it is the 
old Somerset School. There are two. lots besides, and I think the 
whole amount of land there is about 10,000 feet. The city owns the 
greater portion of it. 
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Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) You believe that the Registry of Deeds 
should be isolated from all buildings ? 

A. Yes, sir; so far as possible. 

Q. You believe it should be on the lower floor of the building ? 

A. The lower floor, seiposhinig, similar to the Registry of Deeds at 
Cambridge. 


Statement by COMMISSIONER S. B. STEBBINS. 


Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I am not here in opposition to the 
order which is now before you, but simply to state some facts with 
reference to the origin of the construction of the Court-House, and [ 
will give you information which, perhaps, will throw some light on 
the proceedings of the Commissioners. There is a committee of the 
Suffolk Bar Association, known as the Committee upon the New Court- 
House for Suffolk County. This committee is composed of some of the 
ablest members of the bar — Messrs. Alexander S. Wheeler, Nathan 
Morse, William G. Russell, Thomas P. Proctor, Causten Browne, J. L. 
Stackpole, John C. Ropes, R. M. Morse, Jr. These gentlemen pro- 
cured the passage of the Act which authorized the construction of the 
New Court-House. It was not contemplated by the first Act that passed 
the Legislature to include in the New Court-House the Registry of Pro- 
bate and the Registry of Deeds. It was supposed that the Registry of 
Deeds, the Registry of Probate, and the Probate Court would be accom- 
modated i in the Old Coutt- House when it was vacated by the courts which 
were to hold their sessions in the new building, and the Commissioners 
so stated to the City Council. Soon after the land had been taken under 
the first Act for the Court-House a communication was addressed to His 
Honor the Mayor, by one of the gentlemen most interested in procuring 
new quarters for the Registry of Deeds and the Registry of Probate — 
the Hon. Edwin Wright, a gentleman who signed this petition and who 
is absent to-night, [am very sorry to notice, , being called away by ill- 
health, as I understand — in which he refers first to the reservoir site 
which had been spoken of. He said with reference to that, ‘“Some 
years since this exigency was amply and grandly provided for, and the 
provision was highly approved by those conversant with the matter, 
or thoughtful upon the subject, no discordant voice or criticism was 
heard. An upper, spacious, quiet story was set apart for the Registries 
of Deeds and Probate, and for the offices and apartments necessary 
thereto.” 

That applies to the reservoir site. It was contemplated then that the 
Registry of Probate, the Registry of Deeds, and the Probate Court, and 
other offices, should be up on the upper story. 

With reference to the new site the judge said: ‘‘ The Registries 
especially need quiet as much as the courts, and light and air more 
than they, but do not need to be of such immediate access; in other 
words, so near the ground or the street. The work in them is more 
continuous and protracted, requiring closer attention and producing 
greater exhaustion. ‘The plans for the new Court-House seem to indi- 
cate a building of but two stories. <A third story would be in every 
way suitable, convenient, and proper for the accommodation of the 
Registries, and the superficial area would secure for them ample ac- 
commodations. They would be there of easy access by elevator, with 
abundant light and air, very quiet, handy, and convenient for the legal 
profession, easily accessible to and from the courts, and in a situation 
generally convenient for the whole people. The situation would be 
safe from fire and other disturbance. It would furnish sufficient room 
for the Registries as they shall grow. They have already reached the 
reasonable capacity of their present quarters.” 

This was written by Judge Wright to His Honor Mayor O’Brien in 
August, 1885, soon after the taking of the land under the first Act. 
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The matter was then further considered, upon an application made 
by Mr. Bowditch, Mr. Balch, and others, and it was found that the Com- 
missioners had no power to locate the Registry of Deeds in the new 
building. That was reported to the City Council. The City Council 
passed an order to the effect that for the enlargement of the building 
the remaining seven estates upon the easterly end of the Court-House 
site should be taken, thereby limiting the Commissioners to that par- 
ticular site. Personally I did not believe that it was wise, prudent, or 
judicious to establish the Registry of Probate and the Registry of Deeds 
in the same building. I advocated an entirely separate building, but 
under the action of the City Council and the gentlemen representing 
the conveyancers who procured the passage of the Act which confined 
the Registry to that site, we were obliged to arrange for the Registry 
of Deeds in the upper story — not the fourth story, not the attic story — 
but in the third story of the building, upon the same story in which 
there are several court-rooms. So that it is not an attic room, nor in 
the fourth story, but on the third floor of the building. 

We were governed largely in this by the letter which Judge Wright 
had written, apparently after consultation with cther members of the 
committee with whom he had been acting, and the plans, when drawn 
by the architect, were submitted to the Committee of the Bar Associa- 
tion on the subject of a New Court-House and by them approved. Ihave 
that approval of the Committee of the Bar Association here. That 
committee, in a communication addressed to the Commissioners, ap- 
proved of the plans of the architect which located the Registry of Deeds 
on the third story, where it now is. 

We certainly supposed that we were acting according to our best 
light and for the best interests of the county. We certainly had fol- 
lowed in a large degree the suggestions made by one of the most emi- 
nent conveyancers — a gentleman more interested, perhaps, than any 
other, with the exception of Mr. Hassam — in locating it where we did. 
Here is the letter to the Court-House Commissioners : 

‘* The undersigned, members of the Committee of the Bar Association, 
have examined the proposed modification of the plans for a New Court- 
House occasioned by the recent legislation providing for the accommo- 
dation of the Registry of Deeds and Probate Court in the new building, 
and recommend the adoption of the same, subject to such changes as the 
Commissioners may find requisite.” 

This is signed by Mr. Wheeler, Mr. Ropes, and Mr. Proctor, in behalf 
of the committee; and the plans went forward until within about a 
year, when the conveyancers objected to the construction, to the method 
of the construction of the Registry, more especially to the windows, 
which were quite inaccessible from the floor. They are on the upper’ 
part of the hall, and furnish, as we think, a sufficient light for all the 
business which may be done there. 

With reference to the changes suggested by Mr. Rotch, it was found, 
after they had been canvassed carefully, that it was hardly possible to 
carry them out, especially the raising of the floor. It introduced an 
additional wooden floor, which would add to the danger before, and it 
was finally abandoned as not being advisable to put in. 

The Commissioners believe that the room is absolutely fireproof; 
there is no connection whatever between the floor below and the Reg- 
istry of Deeds — not by flue, wire, or anything whatever, and it is 
nothing but an iron affair with brick arches, It isn’t possible that 
there can be’ any communication whatever, and the furniture for the 
Registry of Deeds is to be of metal, entirely different from that of East 
Cambridge, where, as the gentlemen all know, it is of wood, and con- 
sidered somewhat dangerous. 

A suggestion was made, I think, by the first speaker. that the stairs, 
or a portion of them, were sheathed with wood. ‘Thatis incorrect. I 
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think you must have been misinformed, because there is not a single 
staircase in the building that is sheathed with wood. 

Mr. BicgELow. — Mr. Viaux, didn’t you and I see some staircases 
sheathed with wood ? 

Mr. Vraux. — Yes, sir; back staircases. 

Mr. STepprns. — Where do you refer to? 

Mr. BiGELow. — At the end. 

The CHarrMAN. — | think we went over such a staircase to-day. 

Mr. Strepsins. — No, not one. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Do you remember, Alderman ? 

Alderman LomMaAsNeEy. — I do not. 

The CuatrMaNn. —In the rear of the building, going out from the 
Judge’s Lobby, the Supreme Court Lobby. 

Mr. STEBBINS. — There is not a single one — they are all stone and 
iron. 

Colonel RAND. — They mean the wainscoting. 

Mr. STEBBINS. — Oh, the wainscoting in the rooms and corridors is, 
of course, of wood, but there is no staircase whatever sheathed with 
wood. I should be glad to answer any questions whatever put by any 
gentleman. 

Q. (By the CHarRMAN.) Reference was made, Mr. Stebbins, to the 
furniture of the Social Law Library — that is, that all their furniture, 
all their bookcases, are of wood ? 

A. It is of wood. 

@. All wood. Is it oak? 

A. Oak. There is no communication whatever between that story 
and the cne above. 

Q. You don’t think a fire starting in the Social Law Library would 
go through the ceiling? 

A. It isn’t possible for it to do so; it would have to go out doors 
before it would be possible; it is almost. impossible. 

Mr. Vraux. —I don’t know whether it is worth while, but I have 
this little account of a ‘“ fireproof building ” and how well it withstood 
the fire, which the committee can look at if they desire. The Commis- 
sioner says the Court-House is fireproof, but I have been assured by 
architects that there never was a fireproof building built to their 
knowledge; that this whole system of fireproofing is experimental. 
Possibly the chairman would admit that, so | won’t go into it. 

Mr. STEBBINS. — Well, when I say it is absolutely fireproof, I mean 
as much so as any building that has yet been constructed. We think it 
is, with the exception of the Custom House, the most absolutely fire- 
proof building in Boston in all its construction. That is one reason 
why it has taken considerable time to erect it. 

Q. (By the CuatRMAN.) — Well, Mr. Stebbins, you really believed, 
if I understood you aright, that the Registry of Deeds ought to be in a 
separate building ? 

A. Mostassuredly. I did at the time until the conveyancers them- 
selves secured the passage of an Act which confined it where it is, and 
we followed largely the lead of Judge Wright in the matter, who was 
at that time one of the leading members of the profession in that line of 
business. He had had largely to do with the Registry of Deeds. He had 
had a contract with the city, which ran for years, in prepariug an in- 
dex, classifying the papers, so that he was perhaps as familiar with the 
wants of the Registry of Deeds as any other gentleman. 

Q. Is Judge Wright alive now? 

A. Ithink he is. The last time I saw him he was very feeble. I 
think I have stated correctly Judge Wright’s position and the position 
of conveyancers at that time. Personally | would prefer that the Reg- 
try would go toa special building. I would preter that it go to the 
Old Court-House, to be fitted up for that purpose; but I know that 
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Mr. Hassam objected strenuously to any second-hand Registry of Deeds, 
and I think that was the general expression in regard to the proposi- 
tion to fit up the Old Court-House. 

Mr. Hassam. — Yes, but I supposed —and I think we all supposed, 
with the exception of Judge Wright — that this was to be a separate 
wing from the New Court-House, a semi-detached wing, connected 
with it by a corridor or something of the kind. I didn’t know that 
Judge Wright or any one else approved or suggested any plans in con- 
nection with the reservoir site which would lead to such provisions as 
are at present made for the Registry of Deeds. There was certainly 
no concerted action. Judge Wright may have written that letter to 
the Mayor, but I don’t know that he did it after consultation with any- 
one. I have no recollection of it. ; 

Q. (By Alderman Lomasney.) Mr. Stebbins, do you think we 
would be justified now in asking for such iegislation as is suggested by 
the order? j 

A. That isa question for the committee to exercise their judgment 
upon. 

aia) You have been Court-House Commissioner for several years and 
have dealt with these lawyers and conveyancers and know how they 
are liable to change their opinions; now, from your experience as pub- 
lic man, what do you say to us with regard to this legislation ?P 

A. I don’t feel competent to advise.. Of course, the Registry is very 
near completion. 

Q. Well, sir, I want to vote intelligently on this thing. Don’t you 
want to give your opinion on it ? 

A. If I knew exactly the objection. If the only objection to the 
present Registry, the real objection, is the want of more light, a ques- 
tion of larger windows, I would say, alter the construction of the build- 
ing so as to enlarge the windows, at the expense of perhaps $8,000 or 
$10,000, rather than go to the expense of the taking of land and the 
erection of a building which would cost at least half a million dollars, if 
not more. 

Q. Well, of course, you have heard the arguments they advance as 
to why they ask for this legislation. Now, admitting that they are 
true, for the sake of argument, do you think that we should ask for this 
legislation P 

A. I don’t feel like advising you. A few years ago I should have 
said, ‘‘ Yes, most assuredly,” as I was in favor of a separate building ; 
but the action of the City Council and of the Committee of Conveyan- 
cers procured legislation which practically prevented that. They pro- 
cured the passage of the Act enlarging our powers and giving us 
authority to erect a larger building, but the conveyancers themselves 
were governed by the action of the City Council. Our hands were 
tied. 

Q. Do I understand that the Court-House Commissioners took their 
instructions from the City Council ? 

A. No, sir; the Legislature were governed apparently by an order 
passed by the City Council limiting the taking of additional land to the 
seven estates upon the easterly end. It would be impossible, of course, 
to construct such a building as the gentlemen now speak of upon that 
small area. 

Q. (By the CHAtRMAN). How much expense have the Commis- 
sioners gone to. Mr. Stebbins, in furnishing the Registry of Deeds in 
the New Court-House ? 

A. So far we have paid $11,000 for metallic furniture, and we have 
been awaiting the result of this meeting, or of this order that is now 
pending, before making the final contract for the remaining metallic 
furniture required. 

@. Well, if the government saw fit to pass this order and the Legis- 
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lature saw fit to give us the power asked for, that furniture you have 
bought could be utilized in a new building ? 

A. Oh, certainly, it could be used in a new building without 
question. 

Q. And to what advantage or what use could you put that room, or 
those rooms P | 

A. Oh, I don’t know, sir, I am sure. 

Q. You haven’t any other branch in connection with the different 
departments of the law that you could provide for ? 

A. Not at present, sir. There are two spare court-rooms not in use 
now. 

Mr. BicELow. — Mr. Chairman, I would like to say, so far as I am 
connected with this matter, that my great idea is the public safety, the 
safety of the public records. I think the question of having extra 
rooms, having more comforts and conveniences for the profession, is 
secondary. 

The CHAIRMAN. — You don’t think the public records are safe in 
that building? 

Mr. BiagrLow. — No, sir; if it was earlier in the evening I could 
read you here the history of a fireproof building in Berlin, built entirely 
of stone and iron, that went down inside of ten minutes. 

Mr. STEeppins. — May I ask what was stored in the building ? 

Mr. BickLow. — This article says that the building, which was 
burned not long ago, was a brick and iron building, constructed with 
the solidity of German work. The building was a storage warehouse 
for the great Berlin Express Company, one hundred and fifty feet wide, 
with a small court-yard in the centre. 

Mr. STEpsins. — The fire is easily understood. 

The CHAIRMAN. — It was a storage warehouse ? 

Mr. BIiGELOow. — Well, a building where they had general merchan- 
dise. 

Mr. STEBBINS. — It was a general express company, receiving goods 
of all kinds. 


Statement by COMMISSIONER GODFREY MORSE. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, I am afraid that my brethen of the bar, 
who are conveyancers, are a great deal in the condition just now of the 
fire-insurance people, the brokers; they are crazed because we have 
had several large fires in the city of Boston. Ihave been engaged in 
conjunction with my colleagues in building the Court-House for the 
last seven years, and to my surprise this is the first time I have heard 
it stated that the New Court-House and all the departments connected 
with it was not as fireproof as any building that can be devised. 

I don’t think we can take Mr. Carret, Mr. Bigelow, Mr. Hassam, or 
any other gentleman that has testified here, as an expert on the question 
of whether or not that building is reasonably fireproof. If they had 
brought up here a man versed in the business of testing whether a 
building is fireproof or not, and he had testified to the Committee that 
the building was an unsafe building, there might be some sense or some 
argument to support their suggestion; but to me it seems the height of 
absurdity that men who have not investigated for themselves, and who 
are not sufficiently conversant as experts in a matter of this kind, should 
come up here and make to the Committee statements like those which 
have been made here. 

I have been charged with the duty, as Court-House Commissioner, in 
connection with my colleagues, of looking into the question of what a 
reasonably fireproof building is, and [ can say, so far as I have been 
qualified by investigations on this very subject to judge, that it is a fire- 
proof building. To be sure if a great conflagration comes, like that of 
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1872, like that of the Thanksgiving fire, or like that of the Hecht fire or 
the other recent large fires, no building that has yet been constructed 
can withstand the progress of the flames. But so far as the ordinary 
eonditions of things are concerned, whether in this city or any other, 
this is as fireproof a building as has ever been erected. Now, when it 
comes to the question of the safety of the floors or the walls, the Chair- 
man of the Commission has already stated that which is the fact, that 
there isn’t anything more that can be done to prevent combustion of any 
nature, unless we do as Dr. Moore has stated here that we ought to do, 
have doors, chairs, tables, and furniture of every name and nature, as 
well as the floors, either of iron, marble, or stone. Of course, that is 
the only possible way in which non-combustible material can be placed 
inside a building. But so far as ordinary things are concerned, as far 
as now known, we have made every provision, I think, which prudent 
men could make for the safety of the building and of the records which 
are to be stored. 

I think Mr. Balch made the suggestion, of which I made a memo- 
randum before he spoke, that one way to do in regard to deeds, was to 
have them duplicated and to have copies of the deeds in different places. 
Whether that should be done by some process now in vogue — helio- 
typing, photographing, lithographing, or doing it in carbon, taking an 
extra carbon copy by typewriting —I don’t know. Something may 
possibly be suggested hereafter which will make the process a great 
deal cheaper than it is now by writing out by hand. 

Then, when it comes to the question of accommodations, I don’t want 
to argue too much like a lawyer, although I am one, to my brother law- 
yers, but it seems to me strange that men should rise to speak of things 
they know not of and hence make mistakes. Brother Hassam, for 
instance, speaks ot the lack of accommodations in the Registry of Deeds, 
and speaks about there being only one place to wash his hands in its 
Registry itself. Now, perhaps he may know nothing beyond that, 
perhaps he has not looked into the matter sufficiently, but in stating 
that he has not stated he whole truth. There are to be plenty of 
accommodations there — water-closets, urinals, wash-bowls for men 
and women. There are some there already and there are more in con- 
templation. The commission, however, do not believe in putting water- 
closets or urinals in each of the rooms themselves, butoutside. They don’t 
believe it is right or proper, where so many men and women have to 
attend to business in connection with the Registry of Deeds and are 
brought in direct connection, to have any such provisions in the rooms 
themselves. 

When it comes to the question of the accommodations themselves for 
the despatching of business by conveyancers and also by the public. I 
can only repeat the experience I have had all through the entire con- 
struction of the Court-House, that every person who has anything to do 
with the New Court-House magnifies the importance of the particular 
position he holds, and I am free to speak of this especially because of 
the different requests that have come from time to time to the Commis- 
sioners, and particularly to me from my brother lawyers. For instance, 
the former Reporter of Decisions, Mr. Kellen, came to me one day in 
my office, and found a great deal of fault with the quarters assigned to 
him as the Reporter of Decisions of the Supreme Court, and said to me 
that I ought to know that his office was the most important in the Com- 
monwealth, that there isn’t a decision written but the judges have to 
come to his office to see him, and therefore he should have the best ac- 
conmodations in the Court-House. The quarters assigned to him were 
nevertheless assigned to him after conference with the Chief-Justices, 
and the present reporter says he wouldn’t want a better place than the 
place assigned to him. So you see minds will differ a great deal on the 
same subject; it depends a good deal on who is there. Now, my 
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brother Hassam says that because the city of Boston has so many mil- 
lion dollars in real estate that therefore the conveyancing business is of 
more importance than all the courts. In other words, he magnifies the 
duties of a conveyancer beyond those of the Supreme Court, the Supe- 
rior Court, and the Municipal Court. He magnifies them beyond the 
courts upon which we all depend for the protection of life and property 
-— but this is because he has to work in the Registry of Deeds. He 
thinks it is of more importance, because he works on deeds in relation 
to one tract of land and another, that that department should have ac- 
commodation than that all the courts of the Commonweath should be 
accommodated. 

Let me say right here that the persons who have not complained are 
judges of the courts. They have got into so much better quarters than 
they had that they are absolutely satisfied, and I have yet to learn of a 
complaint from any judge of any court. 

Then, when we got through with the courts we had the clerks to deal 
with. Every clerk wanted the best front room. That couldn’t be had. 
There wasn’t but one place to put one clerk at a time, consequently 
there was a little grumbling; but now they are all satisfied. Then 
came the Sheriff — he wanted better accommodations than we gave him. 
But somebody had to go into the basement. We couldn’t put the Supreme 
Court there, and so we put the Sheriff there, and they are all satisfied. 

And so it is when you go through the whole thing, when you consider 
that we have sixteen large court-rooms, a Registry of Deeds, a court- 
room for poor debtors, a room for the Grand Jury; a Registry of Pro- 
bate, large offices for the District Attorney, the offices of the Clerk of 
the Supreme Judicial Court for the County, the offices of the Clerk of 
the Supreme Judicial Court for the State, the Clerk of the Superior 
Court for Civil Business, a seperate set of offices for the Criminal 
Business, office for the Clerk of the Municipal Court, civil business; 
for the Clerk of the Municipal Court, criminal business — when we have 
in addition to that the Law Library, in addition to that the lobbies of the 
three courts, Supreme Judicial Court, Superior Court, and Municipal 
Court, the witnesses’ rooms, the Auditors’ rooms, the Sheriff’s room and 
the quarters of Reporter of Decisions — you can see what a problem 
the Court-House Commissioners had to face to meet the requirements of 
every single person and of every department that is desired to be ac- 
commodated there. They couldn't all get sunny rooms or the rooms 
they wanted, and with the limited means at our command, because the 
Court Commissioners have kept their word that they should finish the 
building within the appropriation, we gave them all the accommodations 
they could expect to have. 

Further, in relation to the accommodations for the Registry of Deeds, 
I have practised at this bar some seventeen or eighteen years and I 
have looked up a great many titles, even if I do not do so nowadays. I 
don’t find titles as profitable as the ordinary practice of the law, but 
from looking up titles I have had some experience so as to know what 
is required, that you want a quiet place. I am sure that you cannot get 
another place in this part of the city that is quieter than the third story 
of the New Court-House. The committee of the conveyancers asked 
us for a room where the light should come in from the top. We gave 
them light from the top, and one objection I have heard from one gen- 
tleman who objected, and who is not here this evening was, ‘‘ I cannot 
look out into the street when the band plays.” ‘That is one of the criti- 
cisms that was made; but the light was let into that room in conformity 
with the requirements of the gentlemen who are conveyancers. ‘The 
building has been going on all these years, and this is the first time, I 
say, that the question of safety has ever come up. It is not the first 
time that the question of accommodations has come up, but the gentle- 
men saw the plans when they were first made, and the only difference 
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that has been made is that originally it was intended to have a deep jog 
go into what is called the Central Hall by which there would be a large 
reserve space where it was intended to place desks for the purpose of 
enabling people coming there to pass their papers, to pay over money 
or acknowledge deeds, and what not. That was eliminated from the 
plan, not wholly with the consent of the Commissioners, but by reason 
of some architectural design that the architect deemed necessary. When 
it was discovered and it was seen that it would prove unsatisfactory im- 
mediate steps were taken to again restore that space, and most of that 
space will be restored when the work is completed. But a very few 
feet will be taken out, so that the entire plan as it originally was on 
that yellow print, as we used to call it, copies of which were distributed, 
a copy of it being in the hands of Mr. Hassam, Mr. Bigelow, and others, 
will be substantially carried out. They cannot show on that plan to- 
day that there were any reserve single rooms for the privacy of any 
persons, such as some of the rooms they have referred to in the state- 
ments here, and the statement that there were originally such rooms 
provided is incorrect. There never were any such rooms provided. 

In reference to the room which it has been suggested has been cut up 
for a coat-room, that has been partly partitioned off for a coat-room, the 
room where the old records are to be stored. Judge Wright and Mr. 
Temple, I think, himself also, suggested that it might be a good room 
to store the old records in, which were not in frequent use. Well, we 
prepared the room for that purpose, and when the question of a coat- 
room was brought up, a partition was put up in there to accommodate 
as many people as ever at a single time look up titles in the Registry of 
Deeds at present, and a great many more coats will be able to be hung 
there, when we place some more hooks in the place, than the number 
of men who will examine titles there at one time in the future. So 
there is no change necessary in that respect. 

Now, the only change in the interior arrangement of the Registry, as 
T understand it, from the arrangement originally contemplated, has been 
this: It was intended by the Register of Deeds that in this enormously 
long room there should have been made a semi-circle, behind which he 
and his immediate officers who were to receive the deeds for record 
were to sit; and I understand that he is to abandon that and wants to 
arrange it so that the public can come into the main part in front of the 
central hall, and that people examining titles will be back of that on 
the north, and that the copyists and other workers will be in the back 
and centre of the hall. In my judgment that hall is large enough to 
accommodate the Registry of the county for years and years to come. 
There are accommodations there now that are ample, and we haven’t 
put in a single alcove. When you come to put alcoves in that room — 
and you can put plenty of them there —you can provide double the 
space you can provide there now, and there is already space to provide 
for the records in use and a great many more to come. In addition to 
that there is ample provision for the storage of plans and things of that 
kind in the lower part of a great many of these shelves. I cannot con- 
ceive myself what more can be wanted in a Registry of Deeds. You 
have quiet, you have light, and you have room. I don’t know what else 
is needed. 

Q. (By Mr. BigrLow.) How about safety ? 

A. And perfect safety, in my judgement. The present Registry has 
been alongside the Boston Museum for a great number of years. The 
Boston Museum has been called a tinder-box, but I see that it has not 
been burned, and still stands. Why a building provided as this is 
should not stand, when there is no such storing of the records, as along- 
side of the Boston Museum, I cannot understand. If the gentleman 
can tell me wherein that building is not as safe as any building that can 
be devised, I shall be glad to listen to him. 
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Colonel Ranv. — Mr. Chairman, I should be very sorry — and I think 
I but voice the sentiment of my brother conveyancers — to have this 
considered a criticism upon the Commissioners of the Court-House. It 
is not a question as to whether or not they have provided and done the 
best they could. I believe that they have, with the exception of the 
wooden furniture in the story below, which is practically isolated, how- 
ever, we are told. But I do believe —and I came to this hearing with 
the idea that it was a hearing to determine whether we had or not, ac- 
cording to the progress of the times and necessities of the case, the 
best provision that could be made for the records of Boston — I do be- 
lieve that we should have the best provision possible. It certainly 
seems that Boston might have the best provision. That is what is asked 
for. The ideal situation is, I believe, the old Court-House — perfectly 
isolated and safe— and why shouldn’t that be utilized without any crit- 
icism of the commissioners? for myself, I should be perfectly will- 
ing, with their experience, to commit any building to them, and | think 
there would be an absolute vote of confidence in them on behalf of the 
conveyancers and the members of the bar. 

Commissioner Morsr.— 1 only want to make one additional state- 
ment. My brother Hassam stated that there was only one little narrow 
staircase in the Registry of Probate for the people to get in and out. 
Now, he couldn’t have been up there. There is just as broad a door in the 
basement to get in and out as that one, without going on the stairs at 
all. Possibly the gentleman has not been there, and was misinfor med, 
but that was the case, and in case of necessity people there could cet 
through out of that door in two seconds. So when the eentleman 
speaks about that little, narrow staircase, he hasn’t seen the place and 
must have been misinformed. 

Mr. Hassam.—I was referring to that staircase going down to the 
basement. Is the door you refer to open ? 

Commissioner Morse.— That door remains open, the commissioners 
having provided egress there, and there would be no such trouble as 
you refer to in that respect. I will state further, as regards safety, that 
on the side of the building, across the narrow part of the street there, 
we have iron shutters for the Registry of Probate — whenever there 
would be any liability of fire striking in. Of course, there is no neces- 
sity for iron shutters at the front, where the square is very broad. Mr. 
Hassam also ridicules the iron bars in front. I would like to know if 
he would wish to have people walk in and steal the records ? I would 
like to have him state his opinion as to that. That place is right there 
on a level with the street and therefore we must have those bars there. 
The iron bars are absolutely necessary for the protection of the Court- 
House itself as well as of the Registry of Probate, and I never have 
heard a breath of criticism concerning them until Mr. Hassam stated it 
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In regard to the Registry of Probate, I will state that the members of 
the committee know — I don’t know whether or not any of the convey- 
ancers have been up there — that we have provided in that Registry an 
absolutely fire-proot vault or series of vaults for the storing of “original 
records, and I may here let out a secret, if it is so, that both the Court 
and Register intend, after they have moved into the new Court-House, 
that, inasrauch as the law requires them to keep copies of every paper 
connected with wills and administration that come before the Court, and 
the members of the bar, as a rule, shall work with the copies, except in. 
extraordinary cases when the originals must be referred to, that the 
originals will be kept in these fire- proof vaults, where the doors are 
opened —that is, grated — so that the air can circulate through, and 
they are to be prepar ed with especial reference to safety. 

Mr. Hassam. — The only comment I make on Mr. Morse’s remarks is 
that, according to his own statement, nearly every official brought in 
contact with him has complained. 
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Commissioner Morse. — They are now satisfied. 

Mr. Hassam. — It has been a long struggle to get accommodations, 
the Register of Probate having yet to get accommodation for his room. 
In regard to light, I say, without fear of contradiction, that the Registry 
of Deeds room there is one of the worst lighted rooms used for the Reg- 
istry of Deeds that can be found anywhere e in the Commonwealth. The 
trouble is that there isn’t window space enough left for the light. When 
we asked for top light we didn’t mean lanterns or skylights; we meant 
the top light that comes in buildings constructed like the Middlesex Regis- 
try of Deeds. with a double row of windowsand light falling from the top. 
The light in the Registry of Deeds in the new Court-House is not suf- 
ficient. In regard to the construction of the probate offices, I have been 
there, and saw that one staircase and didn’t see any other exit. J think 
if an alarm of fire struck, any person would fail to see any other outlet. 
In regard to those windows being barred, my objection is to having the 
records kept anywhere where bars are necessary. I think they are too 
valuable records to be kept in the basement and then to have to put up 
bars to prevent people from jumping in from the sidewalk. 

Commissioner Morse. — Pardon me, they are not kept in the basement 
— they are kept in the Registry of Probate. 

Mr. Hassam. — And I say it is a matter of doubt whether valuable 
papers like that ought to be kept in vaults. I don’t care what you say 
about vaults being dry as a chip. As a matter of fact ] never saw 
one that was. You take these stone and brick vaults and they always 
attract moisture. We have all seen in the middle of the summer, when 
there is no artificial heat, moisture trickling down stone and brick, and 
we know that they always attract moisture. I think the records will be 
destroyed by being kept in those vaults. I don’t believe in that at all. 


Dr. Ira L. Moore. — Resumed. 


Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I was not aware that in this hearing 
the commissioners on the construction of the new Court-House were 
under consideration. I certainly didn’t come here with any prejudice 
against them. ‘Two of them I have known a great many years. I have 
not had the pleasure of Mr. Morse’s personal acquaintanee, but I have 
known of him very well and I knew his brother Leopold very well. 
But I have not changed my opinion in the matter after hearing both 
sides. I do not agree to that building being practically a fire- 
proof building. Such a large building as that never was fire-proof 
and never can be fire-proof, and I state now, as I said before, that 
it would be better for the citizens of Boston, for the purpose of making 
those records perfectly safe, to go to the expense of building a building 
detached from any other. 

Now, in regard to the old Court-House, that would be better than the 
quarters at present proposed, in my judement. It would only be a 
choice of evils, but it would be better, perhaps, than the quarters in the 
new Court-House. For all that, however, there are those buildings on 
each side of it in close proximity, and those of us who have watched 
these large fires spreading in buildings that were perhaps practically as 
nearly fire- -proof as that Court- House, seeing a granite building melt 
down before the fire, especially when it was filled with goods, all “know 
that it is an utter impossibility to keep a large building ‘from danger of 
fire. 

Now, I have not changed my opinion. There is no reason why we 
cannot have a fire-proof building, a building that it would be utterly 
impossible to burn. ‘The only thin gs that would be combustible would 
be the books. There would be no possibility of fire inside the building 
because I would have the building without any fire in it, even having 
the boiler or engine for heating it ata short distance and conducting 
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our heat through pipes; and instead of having gas having electric 
beats. I believe with such a building as I have suggested, a detached 
building with nothing combustible in it, the heat brought in from the out- 
side and electric lights being used instead of gas, it would be an impos- 
sibility to have a fire. 

Now, if some of you should stand by some day and see those records 
being burned up, on account of being stored in a place that we believe 
is not suitable for them, I think you would feel that you had not done 
your duty as representing the city of Boston in not reporting favorably 
upon this order. I certainly am strongly in favor of it. I have no 
prejudice against the commissioners; I have no doubt they have done 
as well as they could, have had a great many persons to satisfy, and 
that it has been a difficult position for them to occupy; and I should 
think they would be glad to get out of it, the only regret that they 
would have being that their salary would cease. 

Well, now, gentlemen, joking aside, I believe it is your duty as rep- 
resenting the citizens of Boston to put those records beyond a doubt as 
to safety, and if my election depended upon the stand I might take in 
such a matter I would vote in favor of the action suggested by the order 
without fear of the results. If any of you want to come back here 
again, —and I suppose you all do, that is human nature among poli- 
ticians, — I don’t believe there isa man or a woman in the city — any in- 
telligent man or woman — but would support you in voting for such a 
measure. In regard to the cost, I look upon that as a secondary con- 
sideration. It is practically immaterial what it costs. Taking the esti- 
mates I have made upon the basis of the wealth of the city, assessed 
valuation, if the building cost $100,000 it would cost one-sixtieth of one 
per cent., $200,000 one-thirtieth of one per cent., $400,000 one-fifteenth 
of one per cent. What does that amount to? ‘lhere are not many men 
or women in the city of Boston who would be affected to the extent of 
$25. I have a great many deeds and a great many mortgages. I would 
not have any one of them destroyed for that amount, because we should 
be all at sea. 

It seems to me the lawyers here to-night are the most disinterested 
class of men I have ever seen among lawyers, for if those records were 
destroyed the amount of litigation that would take place in the County 
of Suffolk in the next five or ten years would pay them a great deal 
more money than they have made for the last five, ten, or fifteen years, 
in my judgment. 

I believe it is your duty to take some action in the line suggested by 
this order. I had not the slightest idea that the question of the Com- 
missioners had anything to do with this. I was surprised when one of 
your committee asked the question of me whether [ would be willing 
that the Commissioners should have charge of the construction of such 
a building. I don’t care whether they build it or not. I would rather 
have you put the construction of the building in charge of Superin- 
tendent of Buildings Tucker, if you don’t want to employ the Commis- 
sioners, although | think they have done as well as they could, and 
when you come to build a large building like that there are but few 
men who can comprehend the amount of time, care, and anxiety there is 
involved in the construction. A great many think —and I have heard 
builders testify —that you can build a building just as big as the Court- 
House in six or twelve months, just the same as you would an ordinary 
dwelling-house. That is all nonsense. I have had a good deal of expe- 
rience with a large building within several years — nothing like the 
Court- House, of course — and do the best we could we could not build it 
inside of two years. It is a great undertaking to build a large building, 
and I don’t believe you can make any building as Jarge as that. fire- 
proof. That is a place where, if a fire got started, also, it would be 
easy for it to spread to that building. Have an isolated building, 
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and if you cannot do any better put it on to the Common or into a 
graveyard. 

It was voted, on motion of Alderman Lomasney, that the committee 
visit the Middlesex County Registry of Deeds, at the call of the chair ; 
and Councilman Berwin suggested that the order be amended to include 
the Probate Office.

GENTLEMEN: By your appointment to that end, I have 
made an examination of the books and accounts of Alfred 
T. Turner, Esq., Treasurer of the City of Boston, for the 
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fiscal year ending with January 31, 1898, and herewith beg 
leave to hand you my 


REPORT. 


On Monday morning, the 20th of February last, I counted 
all cash and cash items in the office at City Hall; that is, 
the balances remaining on hand at close of business the Sat- . 
urday preceding, February 18. Details of this will be 
found on Sheet No. 1, following. Then I verified, from the 
books of the seven banks wherein they lay, the city’s de- 
posits, finding them to agree with the amounts on hand 
called for by the books. 

These amounts are also to be found on 
Sheet No. 1, as above mentioned, and the 
total of that sheet represents the total 
amount of cash on hand at the point above 
mentioned, viz. 4 : : » $2,650 525098 
To this sum add the amount 

received from February 1

and deduct the amount paid 

out for the same time : 953,512 ae 


Balance . ‘ ; 431,605 26

In verifying the amounts on hand in these banks, I will 
say that at the same time I did the same thing for the Sink- 
ing-Funds Commissioners, whose affairs I examined at the 
same time; thus making guaranty against any intermingling 
interchange, or confusion between the moneys of the two 
departments. 

Following this counting of cash in office and verification 
of deposits Fn bank, I have made a thorough examination of 
all clerical work in the books having to do with the income 
and outgo of money, revising all additions or entries what- 
soever in cash-books, journal, ledgers, etc., proving the 
year’s work, and finding that the final balances were entirely 
correct. 

I have inspected all outHeee bills, or papers whatsoever, 
for such disbursements as were made by the Treasurer 
direct, and find them properly sustaining the charges and in 
due form. 

The great bulk of the payments are made upon drafts 
made by the Mayor, and coming from the Auditor’s office. 
A slight variation in the amount of these as charged by the 
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Auditor and paid by the Treasurer arises from the fact that 
a few payees have neglected to call for their money, and 
thus, at the end of the year, the amounts due them are 
passed into the account entitled “Old Claims” until paid. 
These are duly recorded in a special book, and the amount 
agrees with the credit to that account in the balance sheet. 
These I also prove. 

On sheet No. 2 I give you a summary of the entire cash 
transactions for the period of one year. This I compile 
from the cash-hooks direct, without guidance from the ledger 
accounts, and find that it.agrees with the Treasurer’s report 
(in amount certainly, if not always distributing items in 
same manner). I find the ledger correctly posted. 

On Sheet No. 3 I spread out the “ Pay-roll Tailings ” 
account as it existed March 2 last, amounting to $9,074.50, 
as per deposit that day in Security Bank. This deposit is 
drawing interest. It varies in amount but little each year, 
as the bulk of the amount is composed of items uncalled for 
for some years, and which, probably, never will be called for. 
To this I have referred several times before. 

On Sheet No. 4 I make from the Treasurer’s ledger a 
balance sheet, showing the debit to cash January 31, and the 
credits to various appropriations, purposes, and uses to which 
the entire sum is applicable, or for which it is held. Another 
department of the Treasurer’s ledger deals with the whole 
indebtedness of the city, and is a counterpart of the Sinking- 
Funds Commissioners’ ledger in all these matters. The Treas- 
urer does not give this in his report; the Auditor does. It 
is correct ; the Treasurer’s books agreeing with the Auditor’s 
report in this respect. I have examined all the securities of 
the trust funds held by Mr. Turner, either as treasurer or 
custodian, and find them on hand and exactly agreeing with 
his report to the Mayor, dated February 17, 1893, pp. 13 

to 22 (appendix). These trusts are mainly invested in city 
of Boston bonds, but exactly as stated in said report, a list 
of which here follows:

GENTLEMEN: At the request of Alderman Fottler I have 
made a study of Pemberton square with a view to giving 
line and grade for final laying out of the same, and respect- 
fully submit that I find 

The location of the new Court-House largely responsible

for its failure to impress the general public with its con- 
struction and design. | 

The approach to Pemberton square is at such a grade as 
to mask some ten feet of its base until the person viewing 
this architectural pile arrives at the crown of the hill leading 
from Tremont street to the Court-House. 

Arrived at this crown in the grade the distance to the 
building is so short as to expand the angle abnormally, while 


at the same time deflecting the lower line of vision to the 
base below the horizon. 

The effect is unpleasant, squatty, and sunken, and does 
not enable justice to be done to the building. 

To add to these natural disadvantages the architectural 
design of the middle porch leaves the arched doorway resting 
on the level of the ground, rendering the ground floor dark 
and gloomy, and the architectural effect of the grand central 
doorway entirely undeveloped, and as if sunken into the 
ground. 5 

The bull’s-eye finish at the top of the middle porch is an 
architectural defect, and a blemish to the whole building, so 
that the new Court-House, as it now stands, is naturally 
belittled and rendered difficult of access by its position and | 
the surrounding grades, while some of its architectural feat- 
ures have created the general impression of an entirely un- 
satisfactory monument. 

Its size, although considered ample when first designed, 
seems, through the rapid growth of business, to promise in- 
adequate space for future development, and thus the use of 
an extra story in the future, both front and back, seems to 
be a problem which must shortly tax the ingenuity of the 
architect, unless met at present by the following proposed 
change. 

I suggest that the simplest and best remedy for all these 
natural defects is to lower the grade of Pemberton square 
ten feet, and develop the front porch by a grand staircase, 
rendering the approach easy and convenient to the multi-

tude of people daily using the building for law or business 
purposes, while gaining a story below the present ground 
floor of equal value to the present one. 


The effect of this change of grade on Pemberton square 
would dignify the proportions of the present squatty build-

ing at the very small expense of excavating the square 
and approach to the proposed grade by removing 8,925 
cubic yards, which, at 50 cents a cubic yard, would cost 
$4,462.50, exclusive of surfacing and paving.

The result of the change as seen in sketch on page 5 would 
practically add twenty feet of height to the building, and 
finish the front porch by a grand stairway, raising the porch 
ten feet above the ground, where it should originally have 
been constructed. 

The angle of vision from the crown of the grade would 
not dip below the horizon ; and thus properly and scientifically 
developed, the natural and some of the architectural defects 
of the building would be at once remedied. 

I recommend the earnest consideration of the above to your 
honorable Board, and herewith submit a request that your 
Board may order a change of grade for Pemberton square in 
conformity with plans prepared and on file in the City Sur- 
veyor’s office, in order that the square and its approach from 
Tremont street, which, in view of the approaching comple- 
tion of the building, it is proposed to lay out and pave, may 
be permanently established in proper relation to the build- 
ing itself and the greater convenience of the public.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE. 


Hon. Hucu O’Brien, Chairman: 


The undersigned, a committee appointed by you at a 
meeting of the soft-coal consumers, held in Boston on Sep- 
tember 16, 1892, having attended to the duty for which they 
were appointed, submit the following report: 

On May 7, 1892, an ordinance of the city of Boston was 
adopted prohibiting the use of bituminous coal for generat- 
ing steam in any building unless the furnace 1s provided 
with © some effectual device for consuming its own smoke.” 

On June 23, 1892, an order was adopted by the City 
Council instructing the Inspector of Buildings to enforce the 
conditions of the foregoing ordinance. In pursuance of this 
order the inspector gave to a large number of consumers 
official notice to discontinue the further use of bituminous 
coal, except in connection with “some effectual device,” as 
required by the ordinance. 

Upon application being made to the inspector as to what 
device would be regarded. by him as effectual, he stated that 
he would consider no apparatus as effectual unless it con- 


sumed at least 90 per cent. of the smoke otherwise emitted ; 


but he declined to specify any device or any class of devices 
which, in his opinion, would meet the requirements of the 
standard established by him, or to approve in advance any 
device which a consumer might feel inclined to adopt. He 
felt bound by the stringent terms of the ordinance itself to 
require a high degree of efficiency, and did not feel at liberty 
to set that efficiency at less than 90 per cent. 

The consumers were thus put in an extremely awkward 
and embarrassing position, neither knowing what device, if 
adopted, would meet the requirements of the ordinance as 


construed by the inspector, nor how Jong they would be — 


allowed to continue the use of soft coal without such device. 
In this condition of affairs a meeting of soft-coal consum- 
ers was called to consider “ what action the consumers would 
take towards investigating the subject of smoke-consuming 
devices, and the relative cost and efliciency of the same, and 
of adopting such other measures as might be deemed advisable 
in the premises.” This meeting was held on September 16; 
1892. There was a large attendance of gentlemen in interest, 
and the Hon. Hugh O” Brien was elected chairman of the meet- 
ing. The Inspector of Buildings was in attendance and ex- 
pressed his sympathy with the purposes of the meeting, and 


stated the limitations to which his action was subject “under 
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the ordinance as it stood. After full explanation and dis- 
cussion the following resolution was unanimously adopted : 

“ Voted, That a committee of three be appointed by the 
Chair to make such investigation as they may deem necessary 
to ascertain the relative merits and expense of various smoke- 
consumers and other devices on the market, and what meas- 
ures have been taken in other cities to decrease the amount 
of smoke emitted; and the committee is further authorized, 
in their discretion, to confer with the Mayor and the city 
government as to the advisability of appointing a commis- 
sion to investigate the subject.” 

In response to the suggestion that it would probably be 
necessary for the committee to incur a considerable amount 
of expense in the prosecution of its investigations, represent- 
atives of several of the principal parties in interest pledged 
themselves to the payment of their just portion of such ex- 
pense. In response to the suggestion of Mr. John Shepard, 
that in the appointment of a committee the general good of 
the city should be borne in mind, and that nothing should 
be done in a spirit of hostility to all reasonable efforts to 
decrease the amount of black smoke in the atmosphere, 
the chairman stated that he should appoint the committee 
with that idea in view, and would take twenty-four hours to 
consider the matter before making the appointments. On 
the following day the undersigned were appointed. 

Your committee immediately put themselves in communi- 
cation with the office of the Inspector of Buildings, and in 
that way obtained much valuable information which would 
otherwise have been gathered at a considerable expense. of 
time and money. One of the first things done was to ascer- 
tain what methods, by ordinance or otherwise, had been 
adopted in other cities for the purpose of suppressing or 
lessening the soft-coal nuisance. 

Shortly after our appointment we inserted an advertisement 
in the daily newspapers, inviting the submission of the claims 
of various smoke-consumers and other devices for lessening 
the smoke-nuisance, and in reply thereto forty-eight devices 
were submitted for our examination. All of these belonged 
to one or the other of the several classes which are herein- 
after mentioned, and need no separate reference in this 
connection. The necessity for examining the various devices 
in actual operation, and of noting the results obtained by 
their use, made it necessary for the committee to visit the 
principal cities of the West in which the smoke-nuisance is 
most pronounced, and in which the most attention has been 
given to abating it. Two members of the committee, Messrs. 
Gilbert and Pearson, in company with the Assistant Inspec- 
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tor of Buildings, who had been specially authorized by the 
Mayor to prosecute the investigation for the city, went to 
Chicago, Pittsburgh, Cincinnati, and other Western cities, 
where. they carefully inspected the various devices’ there in 
operation, and the effect which they had produced upon the 
smoke-nuisance. It may be stated in this connection that 
the Board of Aldermen had, at the request of the parties in 
interest, temporarily suspended the enforcement of the or- 
dinance first above referred to, and although this order 
seems not to have been passed by the Common Council in 
concurrence, the Mayor, in the exercise of his discretion as 
the chief executive officer of the city, suspended the enforce- 
ment of the ordinance, and authorized a representative of the 
Inspector’s Department to accompany your committee. 

There is no question that the smoke-nuisance in the West- 
ern cities referred to has been materially and perceptibly 
reduced by the stringent measures which have there been 
adopted for its suppression ; but it is a gratifying and reas- 
suring fact to the citizens of Boston that, under present con- 
ditions, the smoke-nuisance in this city can never reach the 
proportions that it has attained in the West, for the follow- 
ing among other reasons : 

‘The class of bituminous coals in use in Boston will not, 
under the same conditions, produce one-quarter of the smoke- 
nuisance which the bituminous coals used in Chicago, Cincin- 
nati, St. Louis, or Pittsburgh do, because of the difference 
in the physical and chemical composition of those coals 
respectively. Moreover, in Pittsburgh and certain other 
Western cities, where the smoke-nuisance is most objection- 
able, there are immense metallurgical industries carried on 
which necessitate intense heat and heavy firing, involving 
the working of the furnaces to their maximum capacities 
under conditions which preclude proper and efficient com- 
bustion and therefore smoke-consumption, and which accord- 
ingly add enormously to the smoke-nuisance. 

In addition to visiting the various cities in this country in 
which the question of the prevention of smoke has been 
studied and experimented upon, the committee also looked 
into the history of this question, and obtained such literature 
upon the subject as could be readily found in this country 
and abroad. The report of the Engineers’ Committee of St. 
Louis, published in the Engineering Society magazine, is 
very complete and perhaps the best réswmé on the subject 
which has been published in this country. The principal 
English and French references obtained are given in the 
appended list. 

Our examination showed that this question has been more 
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thoroughly investigated and studied in England than in any 
other country, probably from the reason that the soft coals 
in use there, both for steam and household purposes, pro- 
duce a larger amount of smoke and soot. 

The earliest reference to a smoke-consuming device that 
was found was the invention of James Watt, in 1785; and 
from that time on, the question has evidently occupied the 
attention of many of the leading engineers of England. In 
the investigation of this question there have been several 
parliamentary and municipal commissions appointed. In 
several instances very complete exhibitions have been made 
of smoke-prevention devices in connection with the trades 
exhibitions, notably those at Manchester and South Ken- 
sington. At these exhibitions, committees of awards con- 
sisting of well-known engineers were appointed to test the 
devices submitted and report thereon. The English and 
French naval departments have also made a great many 
experiments in connection with this question, as it is highly 
important in time of war that cruisers and war-ships should 
not betray their presence by clouds of smoke. 

In the various experiments and investigations of these 
commissions, etc., almost every description of apparatus has 
been studied, but in no case has any smoke-consuming 
device been unqualifiedly recommended. In almost all the 
devices tried or examined, some merit was found, and the 
reports generally state that, under proper conditions, an abate- 
ment of smoke can be effected. The efficiency as a smoke- 
consumer of any of the furnaces was dependent upon many 
conditions, — such as the mode of firing, draught, character 
of coal, amount of coal burned per square foot. of grate sur- 
face per hour, size of smoke-flues, etc., as well as upon the 
special design of the apparatus. 

In the combustion of coal for any purpose, the production 
of smoke is an evidence of imperfect combustion, due either 
to an insufficient amount of air being admitted, or to an im- 
perfect admixture of air-gases produced from the burning of 
the coal. 

Under ordinary conditions of chimney draught, about three 
hundred cubic feet of air per pound of coal is required for sat- 
isfactory operation, this being about double the theoretical 
amount required. This air rushes into the furnace at a high 
velocity, and it very often happens that the mixture of air and 
gases is swept beyond the hot part of the furnace before 
it becomes thoroughly intermingled, and consequently the 
combustion is not completed. Moreover, a considerable 
amount of the air must be admitted above the grate to en- 
sure combustion of the gases as they are distilled from the 
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coal. If the furnace is carefully fired at frequent intervals, 
and an ample amount of air admitted above and below the 
erate, and a moderate amount of coal burned per square foot 
of grate, an ordinary furnace will not produce any consider- 
able amount of smoke. ‘To cause the proper amount of air 
to enter, and as rapidly as is necessary, a strong draught is 
required ; consequently a high chimney of ample proportions 
produces much better results and will not, asa rule, show as 
much smoke as a chimney of smaller size with the same 
number of furnaces connected. 

If an undue amount of coal is burned in a furnace, it is 
almost impossible to admit a sufficient amount of air to 
thoroughly consume the gases. It is very often the case that 
the boiler plant is not sufficient for the work it has to do, it 
either having been installed too small at the outset, or the 
uses of steam having increased far beyond the original 
estimate. In such cases the boiler has to be forced above 
its rated capacity, and the combustion of the coal is neces- 
sarily imperfect, thus causing a large amount of dense smoke. 
In a large majority of cases where the smoke-nuisance is 
great, it will be found that it is the overloading of the 
boilers far beyond their economical capacity that causes the 
imperfect combustion and consequent smoke. 

The various smoke-consuming devices which have been 
invented and introduced during the last century have all had 
for their object the more perfect combustion of the fuel 
through an introduction of a greater amount of air and a 
more thorough admixture of the air with the burning gases 
before they puss beyond the limits of the furnace. They can 
he divided into four general classes; we conducted certain 
experiments to test the relative merits of these — different 
classes, but did not feel authorized to incur the expense which 
extended experiments with the various types of these 
different clusses would involve. The four general classes 
ubove referred to are as follows : 

1. Those with a reverberatory arch in front of the fur- 
nace, 

The purpose of this arch is to thoroughly coke the coal 
when it is thrown into the furnace, this distilling the volatile 
constituents. The intense heat of the arch (whieh i is always 
maintained at a white heat), together with the heat of the 
coals on the grate beyond the ‘arch, serves to keep these 
smoke-producing gases, as they are distilled, at a sufliciently 
high temperature to ensure their combustion before passing 
beyond the furnace limits. 

With’a properly constructed furnace and good firing this 
is probably one of the most. efficient smoke- -consuming 
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devices extant. In this class are included the various auto- 
matic stokers, which still further improve the action of the 
furnace by the regular feeding of the fuel. 

2. Those which introduce air above the grate by means 
of a steam-jet. 

The most common method of doing this is to introduce the 
steam though an injector, and numerous devices have been. 
invented and patented for this purpose during the last 
seventy-five years. The steam draws in the air at a high 
velocity and thus causes a thorough intermingling of the air 
and gases. ‘This additional air which is brought in with the 
steam serves to complete the combustion of the partially 
consumed gases, which would otherwise pass up the chimney. 
There is probably also a certain chemical effect due to the 
presence of the superheated steam and gases caused by the 
disassociation of the steam which aids in the combination of 
the oxygen of air and the gases ; but to how great an extent 
the steam increases the efficiency of this type of smoke-con- 
sumers is a mooted question. From experiments that have 
been made, it has been found that carbon dust will burn 
more readily in pure oxygen if there is aqueous vapor 
present; but, on the other hand, it has been found that a 
properly arranged forced blast without the help of steam 
can be made to produce practically the same effect as regards 
smoke-prevention, and consequently it would appear that 
the presence of the steam is not of great importance except 
as a medium for introducing the air. 

3. Those admitting air above the grate by means of the 

natural draught, the first of which was invented by Watt, in 
1785. 

In most cases it was arranged to heat the air for this pur- 
pose by passing it through tortuous ducts and passages in 
the brickwork of the boiler-settings. The points at which 
air is admitted to the furnace in this type vary with the de- 
vice, the most efficient, apparently, being those where the 
larger portion of the air is admitted at the bridge wall, thus 
coming in contact with the unconsumed gases as they leave 
the furnace. In this type of furnace the air should be heated 
to guard against lowering the temperature of the gases below 
the point of ignition, preventing combination. From ex- 
perimenting with the ordinary furnace, it has been found to 
be necessary for thorough combustion to admit a large 
amount of air above the grate, as it is impossible to admit 
enough under the grate ite thoroughly consume the coal. 
Even where there is no visible smoke, if no air is admitted 
ubove the grate, and the rate of combustion is high, a 


= 
chemical analysis of the flue gases will show a large amount 
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of unconsumed combustible passing away. It would appear 
that three or four square inches area of opening above the 
grate should be provided for each square foot of grate sur- 
face to ensure good combustion. It has been found im- 
practicable to admit such a large amount of air above the 
grate unless some means is arranged to heat it before admis- 
sion, as otherwise the temperature of the unconsumed gases 
will be lowered to such an extent by this influx of cold air 
as to prevent combustion. The results with this type of 
furnace have been quite satisfactorily and properly arranged. 
They furnish one of the'most simple and satisfactory forms 
of smoke-consuming furnaces. The admiralty boards who 
have looked into this question of smoke consumption in 
France and England have not apparently approved any de- 
vices except those which depend upon the admission of air 
above the grate. The conditions on shipboard, on account 
of parent space, etc., are such as to make any form of 
reverberatory arch, orsimilar apparatus, objectionable, which 
perhaps partially accounts for the apparent rejection of other 
forms of smoke-consumers. In the reports made by the naval 
boards of the English navy, in almost every case the con- 
sumers tested were condemned, and the general conclusions 
were that with proper stoking and properly designed stacks 
and flue connections, and an ample supply of air above the 
grate, as little smoke would be produced as with any prac- 
ticable form of smoke-consumer ; and to-day, almost all the 
navies of the world are being operated without smoke-con- 
suming devices of any kind. 

4. Those devices depending upon the downward flow of the 
oases through the bed of coal, generally called “ down-draught 
furnaces,” constitute another well-known type of smoke- 
consuming furnaces. ‘These have been used for many years 
in various types and forms, and are regarded by many en- 
gineers as having considerable merit. The principle of these 
is to take the greater portion of the air required for com- 
bustion above the grate, and allow it, in company with prod- 


ucts of combustion, to pass down through the coals, thus 
thoroughly heating and burning the volatile products as they 
are distilled from the top layer of coal. In the earlier forms, 
a simple grate-bar was used, and the gases taken direct from 
under the erate to the stack. This was found to be unsatis- 
factory in general operation, as the grate bars rapidly burned 
away ; and atype of water grate, consisting of tubes arranged 
so that water could circulate through them, was substituted. 
This was still further improved by the addition of a lower 
grate, which served to catch the unconsumed coal dropping 


through the first grate, as well as to more thoroughly burn 
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the gases, as they are compelled to travel over the bed of hot 
coals on the lower grate with the additional air admitted be- 
tween the two grates. Theair was admitted both above and 
below the lower grate, and from such reports as the com- 
mittee have been able to obtain, it appears that this type of 
furnace has proved very satisfactory in many cases in reduc- 
ing the smoke-nuisance, especially where the boilers are 
being strongly forced, on account of overload, or where 
the draught is poor from any cause. 

As hereinbetore stated, the committee advertised in sev- 
eral of the leading papers asking for plans and descriptions 
of smoke-consuming devices, and received in reply many 
letters and plans. ‘The devices received could all be classed 
under the four general heads above referred to. 


CONCLUSIONS. 


There is no doubt that there are many devices which will 
materially reduce the amount of smoke produced in a furnace 
where the conditions are unfavorable for combustion. 

Everything depends upon the conditions under which the 
furnace isrun. As stated by Mr. Tersifor Frazer, formerly 
Professor of Chemistry in the University of Pennsylvania 
and in the Franklin Institute, in a recent communication in 
answer to some questions submitted to him in behalf of your 
committee, “ The performance of a furnace will vary with 
the change of the direction of the wind, with the temperature, 
and with the height of the barometer. Every shovelful of 
coal added to the fire and every change of position of the 
damper or of the furnace door will alter the efficiency of the 
coal and the actual and relative amounts of its unconsumed 
parts, both those thrown into the atmosphere and those fall- 
ing into the ash pit.” ; 

Tf the furnace is overloaded and more coal is being burned 
than good practice would recommend, or if the chimney i is 
small, or the flue connections to the boiler insufficient, or the 
fireman careless in his firing, a large amount of smoke will 
be produced, and a smoke- consuming device will be of 
great benefit. If the plant is scientifically designed, with an 
ample chimney and grate surface, and the lead on the boiler 
is well within its rated capacity, — with good firing, very lit- 
tle smoke will be produced ; and in such cases a smoke-con- 
sumer is of little or no use. Unfortunately, the latter type 
of boiler plant is the exception, and, consequently, some form 
of smoke-prevention device must be adopted. 

While it would be impossible to entirely do away with the 
smoke, it is possible by proper arrangement of the furnace 


ae 
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to prevent a large portion of that ordinarily produced, and for 
the protection of the public there should be some regulation 
of this matter, compelling those who are not provided with 
proper plants to so equip or alter them as to decrease the 
smoke-nuisance as much as possible. _ 

The all-important question is: How can this best be 
done? 

It requires no argument to those at all acquainted with the 
merits of the question to maintain the position that such an 
ordinance as that in Boston first hereinbefore referred to is 
obscure, inexact, and unreasonable. It requires an effectual 
device without suggesting any standard of efficiency, and sub- 
stitutes an indefinite requirement for any standard approach- 
ing to exactness. 

Entertaining this view of the Boston ordinance, your com- 
mittee felt constrained to enter a protest against the passage 
of a bill which was introduced into the Legislature of Mas- 
sachusetts in exactly the same terms as the city ordinance. 
The fact was developed at a hearing upon this bill, at which 
your committee was represented, that the member of the 
House who introduced it and your committee were in accord 
as to the object to be accomplished. The bill was accord- 
ingly redrafted and submitted to your committee. In its 
new draft the bill provided that the furnace must be “so 
built, managed, arranged, or equipped that at least 75 per 
cent. of the smoke from said coal ts consumed or othervise pre- 
vented from entering the atmosphere.” 

The objection to this language was that there was no 
method provided for ascertaining the percentage of smoke 
consumed, and no standard of comparison was furnished by 
the bill. The committee suggested the following addition to 
the language above cited, and it has been adopted by the 
mover of the bill ; namely, “The degree of suppression 
being determined by the quantity of such smoke emitted, as 
shown by the density and color of the issuing smoke and the 
length of time which it is visible, the maximum standard of 
comparison being a continuous discharge of dense, dark smoke 
during the time the furnace is in active operation.” 

This we believe to be as near an approach as is practi- 
cable to exactness of statement concerning the matter in hand, 
and we believe that it will work well in practice. 

Our object has been to seek a remedy for the smoke- 
nuisance, which would be one which could be readily and 
reasonably applied by the average soft-coal consumer. We 
have had in mind the interests of the city which require an 
abatement of the smoke-nuisance so far as such nuisance now 
exists, and the interests of the small, as well as of the large, 
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consumers; the latter can, by the adoption of stricter disci- 
pline in the fire-room and of such other means and methods 
as can be easily obtained in connection with large plants, 
readily adapt themselves to any reasonable requirement of 
law or ordinance; it is more difficult in the case of the 
small consumer, whose plant is not apt to be in such good 
condition, and who does not find it practicable to employ 
the best firemen and to adopt the best methods in the oper- 
ation of his plant. 

We feel, however, that the law hereinbefore suggested is 
one with which all classes, including the latter, can comply 
without unreasonable expense or trouble, and that it will 
cause no greater hardship than the interests of the general 
public require. 

We therefore conclude by recommending the passage of 
House Bill No. 777, reported by Mr. Robbins, of Boston, in 
behalf of the Committee on Cities, now pending in the Legis- 
lature, and advise that all parties in interest lend their influ- 
ence to the passage of that act. It is manifest that a stable 
statute law, properly drafted, is vastly to be preferred to a 
municipal ordinance which is capable of change and liable 
to be changed at any time at the whim or caprice of the city 
government. 

The result of our whole investigations makes us unwilling 
to recommend any particular class, much less any particular 
design, of smoke-consumers ; but we feel that what we have 
hereinbefore stated with respect to the character and relative 
merits of the different classes of consumers will materially 
aid those in interest in solving the problem for themselves. 

The important fact remains, that with good firing and good 
draft the average furnace cun be run without the necessity 
of a smoke-consumer to avoid the creation of a nuisance.

Dear Sir: Replying to yours of the 31st ult., we would 
state that the annual inspection was made on the 22d of 
March, this year, and a certificate was issued for one year. 

At the expiration of present certificate the boiler will 
probably need to be replaced by a new one, as it is now 
eighteen years old and allowed but seventy pounds of steam. 
There is also a liability that it may need some repairs before 
the year expires. When the boiler is replaced, the hull will 
require quite extensive repairs, especially the deck beams 
and woodwork generally around the boiler. 

We can make no other inspection except what is required 
by law, and that has been done without expense to the 
steamer.

Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir: The Trustees desire to call the attention of your 
Honor.to the pressing necessity of further appropriations to 
increase the capacity and usefulness of the City Hospital. 
Recent hospital reports, as well as special communications 
addressed to your Honor, and several meetings of the Trus- 
tees in conference with the various committees of the City 
Council, have clearly shown that the present capacity of the 
hospital and its ability to satisfy modern requirements are 
not adequate to the demands made upon it for the reception 
and treatment of patients. 

During the hospital year ending with January 31, 1892, 
3,013 applicants for admission were rejected, and for the 
year ending January 31, 1893, 2,174 applicants were 
rejected, or a total for the two years of 5,187. All of these 
applicants, however, were not rejected for want of accom- 
modations, but for various reasons which will be readily 
seen by reference to the annual reports of the Trustees. 
There were, however, rejected during the last year, 460 
patients, and during the preceding year, 571 patients, or a 
total of at least 1,031 patients whose cases demanded admis- 
sion to the hospital, and who should have been received, but 
were rejected solely for the reason that the hospital was full 
at the time of their application. The patients’rejected were 
not limited to any particular class, but were both medical . 
and surgical, as well as suffering from contagious diseases, 
especially measles and scarlet fever. During the present 
winter, a large number of persons suffering from scarlet 
fever were rejected, because the scarlet-fever wards were 
crowded beyond the capacity to receive any more patients. 
Although a few cases of measles were admitted, a very large 
number were rejected, because the hospital-has no ward de- 
voted to this disease, and the trustees were not justified in 
recelving patients with measles to be placed in the wards 
occupied by patients with ordinary medical and surgical 
diseases. By reference to the annual reports, as well as to 
several communications addressed to the City Council, it is 
obvious that the capacity of the hospital is far less than it 
should be, and there is very great need of additional wards 
for nearly all classes of patients. As soon as the Chester 
Park Hospital for Contagious Diseases shall be completed, 
the two wards now used for diphtheria and scarlet fever can 
be used for medical cases, which will give an increased 
accommodation for about sixty medical patients. 
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The accommodations for surgical patients, however, have 
been far less than was necessary for proper cases which 
should have been admitted. There is great need for two 
additional wards for the accommodation of surgical patients, 
on the land at present vacant on the surgical side of the 
hospital. 

The hospital is in urgent present need of a new building 
to be especially devoted to surgical operations. The present 
amphitheatre and its adjoining rooms were constructed seven- 
teen years ago, in 1876. At that time they were fully up to 
the requirements of the times, and were considered admira- 
ble in their arrangement, and have served a most excellent 
purpose. Methods of surgical work have been changing 
within the last twelve or fifteen years, and different methods 
have at different times prevailed. Under modern scientific 
research, the methods of performing surgical operations have 
now become pretty thoroughly determined. In_ brief, 
the basis of surgery is, that poisonous germs exist in the 
dust that floats in the atmosphere, and that rooms devoted 
specially to surgical operations should be so constructed that, 
as far as human ingenuity can devise, they shall be abso- 
lutely free from poisonous germs which settle and remain in 
rooms constructed as are the present operating rooms of the 


hospital. These buildings should be constructed of non- 


absorbent material ; that is to say, the floors should be either 
of tiles or marble, the wainscoting of marble, the walls 
of the hardest and least absorbent finish, and the furnishings 
and utensils should be of glass, iron, or other non-absorbent 
‘material. 

There should be, in connection with a modern surgical 
operating room, additional rooms for the purpose of steriliz- 
ing at a high temperature, not only all the instruments, but 
all dressings, sheets, towels, and even the clothing worn by 
the surgeon and his assistants. There should be additional 
facilities for baths and for disinfecting the operator and his 
assistants. It is impossible properly to prepare for a surgi- 
cal operation as science now directs, without special facilities 
for so doing. The accommodations at present existing are 
totally inadequate for the purpose, and it is not possible to 
reconstruct the existing rooms in such a way as to meet the 
required demands. 

The newer methods at present existing enable the surgeons 
safely to perform operations which ten years ago were not 
and could not have been undertaken except with fatal results ; 
but under the existing methods, surgical operations, such as 
operations upon the abdomen, brain, and other serious capi- 
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tal operations, are done with almost a certainty and a security 
not before possible. 

Many illustrations of what may be accomplished by mod- 
ern surgery might be given, but one only will be mentioned. 
Ten years ago it was ‘the usual practice to amputate every 
limb with bad compound fractures. Out of a series of 163 
such cases treated here under modern methods, 146 patients 
were discharged from the hospital with their limbs preserved 
and in good “condition. 


It can hardiy be expected that the Boston City Hospital — 


can treat its patients as well as other first-class hospitals, 
without suitable buildings and apparatus. Moreover, the 
city of Boston should not expect that those who are given 
the trust of caring for its citizens should lag in the rear of 
modern improvements, as it does at the present time, but 
should, as it has hitherto, lead in all that conduces to the pres- 
ervation of life and the bodily welfare of its citizens, espe- 
cially the working people, who chiefly constitute our patients. 
While the Boston City Hospital, until recent years, has kept 
in advanced lines in medical and surgical work, scientific 
methods have outstripped the requirements for doing modern 
surgical work. Nearly all hospitals, both large and small, 
now possess rooms, appliances, and utensils in the line previ- 
ously indicated, sufficient for the demands of the times. 
This the City Hospital does not possess, and the Trustees 
respectfully urge upon the City Council the importance of 
placing the City Hospital in a thoroughly equipped con- 
dition. 

The large hospital that does not now contain a labiinaleey 
for doing surgical work, in connection with the treatment of 
surgery, cannot carry out the treatment demanded and ex- 
isting in nearly all great modern hospitals. Therefore it is 


necessary that the hospital should contain laboratories for 


the analysis and study of surgical diseases from various 
points of view. 


The Trustees would recommend that the present one-story . 


surgical building known as Ward P be moved to a location 


east of its present position, and upon the ground now occu- 
pied by Ward P, adjoining the present operating amphi- 


theatre, should be built a building containing new operating 
rooms. ‘This building must necessarily be of high cost con- 
struction. It should be thoroughly fire-proof, built of brick 
and terra-cotta timber, and as perfect as possible for the 
purposes of doing modern surgery. The operating rooms, 
as before stated, should have fled or marble floors, marble 
wainscoting, Keene’s cement on wire lathing for walls and 
ceilings, finished with enamel paint. The amphitheatre 


y oe 
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should not necessarily be large, but should have iron seats 
and railings for physicians and medical students to witness 
operations, and there should be absolutely no wood or ab- 
sorbent material in the room. There should be several small 
rooms constructed much in the same manner, in order that 
three different surgeons may operate in three different rooms 
at the same time. At present the Visiting Surgeons have 
only one operating room, and oftentimes all three surgeons 
have to use the same room at once, which leads to delays and 
annoyances to the surgeons, and has caused many complaints 
by patients and their friends. This want of space reduces 
the safety of an operation where cases follow each other in 
the same room; it leads to confusion, and_ practically 
destroys the practice of doing surgical operations after 
modern ideas, with safety. There should also be in this 
building rooms where different patients can be _ etherized 
separately at the same time. There should be recovery 
rooms for the proper classification of cases, and also rooms 
where a class of cases, such as abdominal surgery, operations 
upon the skull, and other capital operations, can be kept for 
a few hours or days, not only that they may be free from 
dust and poisonous germs, but also for quietness and more 
complete care. This building will require also consulting 
rooms for surgeons, rooms devoted to the preparation of 


bandages and appliances, rooms for sterilizing instruments, 
and other uses which cannot in detail be entered upon here. 
The heating and ventilation will require more than the ordi- 
nary expenditure, in order to make a perfect system. 

There should be in addition, constructed on the surgical 
side, on Albany street, near the corner of East Concord 
street, a long, narrow building, divided into rooms and 
departments for various purposes connected with surgical 
work as well as with the hospital in general. The present 
room for the reception of the dead. and for making autop- 
sies is twenty-seven years old. It is antiquated, insuf- 
ficient in size, and was intended only to meet the 
requirements of a hospital of 200 beds instead of nearly 
500, as at present existing. The means for the pres- 
ervation of dead bodies until] they can be delivered to 
their friends or be given a proper burial are inadequate and 
antiquated, and a new series of rooms should be constructed 
for the reception of the dead, more or less classified accord- 
ing to their condition or the nature of their diseases. 

There should also be erected a mortuary chapel, where 
religious services may be held, according to the various 
religious faiths of patients who die at the hospital. At 
present there is no such place, and we are obliged to use 
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rooms in the out-patient department, which are not suitable, 
and the use of which is limited to afternoon hours. 

There should also be erected a two-storied building for 
the isolation of surgical cases, which should be divided into 
separate rooms. At present, cases of surgical diseases 
which develop delirium tremens are placed with ordinary 
medical and surgical cases. This is a great annoyance, and 
has been the cause of many complaints against the hospital, 
which the Trustees have been unable to remedy, simply for 
want of room for proper classification.. We have, more- 
over, no proper place in which. to put the large number of 
alcoholic cases, which, in spite of our rules, we are com- 
pelled by humanity to admit. 

The Trustees do not ask for these w ays and means 
because it is simply a desirable thing to do, or is the profes- 
sional practice of the times, but they are seriously in earnest 
that the present inadequate means and methods should be 
improved upon, and that your hospital should not be stig- 
matized as being behind the times, unable to do good pro- 
fessional work, because of obsolete methods and wanting in 
means that can only be supplied by new buildings. Noth- 
ing else can suffice, and the Trustees feel they cannot longer 
take the grave responsibility placed upon them for the 
proper performance of the work which they are called upon 
to do. 

After many conferences with the City Architect, the 
‘Trustees are of the opinion that the amount necessary: to 
secure the above increased capacity and to erect impEe ved. 
buildings for surgical work will be $346,000. 

During the year 1892, by means of the annual appropriation 
and transfers, $27 (1,000 were placed at the disposal of the Trus- 
tees for the SON Gat of new buildings. Of this, $24,000 
wis devoted to the construction of the stable, and the remain- 
ing amount, as far as contracted for, has been devoted to the 
new hospital building for contagious diseases on the old City 


Nursery grounds. Contracts have been made to the amount | 


of $203,000, and the buildings are now being constructed as 
rapidly as possible. ‘The contracts made and the appropria- 
tions received are insufficient, however, to complete the 
entire group of buildings necessary to make a complete in- 
stallation for the treatment of contagious diseases. There 
will be further required a two-storied ward similar to the one 
now contracted for and building. There should also be a 
building which should serve the purpose of a laundry and 
sterilizing house, with chambers overhead for domestics ; and 
attached to this a proper room for the reception of the dead. 
‘There will also be required a nurses’ dormitory for the hous- 
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ing of nurses who are assigned to the care of contagious dis- 
eases. It is also necessary that the long-talked-of electric 
plant and boiler-house, sufficient for lighting and heating the 
contagious buildings, in connection with the entire hospital 
establishment, should be constructed. The Trustees estimate 
that $127,000 should immediately be appropriated for the 
further construction of the Chester Park Hospital and the 
electric plant and boiler-house. 

The attention of the Trustees has been called to the neces- 
sity of taking additional precautions against fire. They de- 
sire, in order to guard aguinst danger, to construct additional 
water-mains of sufficient capacity for the increased accommo- 
dations, additional hydrants within the hospital grounds, and 
stand-pipes with proper hose and appliances in all the build- 
ings, and to provide additional fire-extinguishers. Some of 
the buildings should also have outside iron fire-escapes, and 
some additional changes of construction should he made in the 
wards to ensure better means for extinguishing fire. . The 
Trustees are of the opinion that $5,500 is a minimum sum 
necessary to carry out these necessary safe-guards and im- 
provements. 

The Trustees therefore respectfully request that appropri- 
ations be now made for the foregoing purposes, as follows : 
For new buildings : 


New surgical wards, surgical operating

The Trustees are endeavoring, in response to the request 
recently made by the City Council, to furnish an estimate of 
the amount which should be expended in the near future for the 
completion of the hospital plant upon the present site, and 
they propose soon to make a report thereof to your Honor. 
But the’ above requirements are so urgent that they feel 
called upon to urge them now, and to present the other needs 
of the hospital, which are not felt to be so pressing, at a 
later date. 

The Trustees in making this application deem it of the 
utmost importance that the sum asked for should be placed 
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at their disposal immediately, so that plans and specifications 
can be entertained and contracts made in order to commence 
work at once and the buildings got under way this summer, 
as, at the best, a year’s time will be required for the comple- 
tion and turnishing of the same. |

GENTLEMEN: On April 13th the following order was 
passed by your honorable body: “That the Corporation 
Counsel be requested to submit to this body his opinion in 
regard to the legality of section 35 of chapter 438 of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1892.” This section of the ordi- 
nances seems to me in good form, and within the police 
power of the city government. All ordinances can be 
brought ‘before the Supreme Court for their opinion as to 
whether they are reasonable or unreasonable. The ordinance 
in question has been before the Supreme Court on the ex- 
ceptions of a party who was convicted under it, for selling 
on the streets, without a permit from the Superintendent of 
Streets, and the ordinance was sustained as a reasonable and 
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valid ordinance. The case referred to is that of Common- 
wealth v. Jerome W. Ellis, decided April 3, 1893.

JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON 
MEMORIAL DAY, 1898, 


ON AN 


APPORTIONMENT OF THE MONEY APPROPRIATED 
FOR MEMORIAL PURPOSES. 


In Common Councin, April 27, 1893. 


The Special Committee on Memorial Day, who were ap- 
pointed to consider and report to the City Council an 
apportionment of the money appropriated for memorial pur- 
poses, and to whom were referred the requests of the several 
G.A.R. posts and various other organizations in the city, 
for an appropriation for Memorial Day, and the report of the 
committee of last year on the subject, beg leave to submit 
the following 


REPORT. 


The committee, in assuming the duty assigned them by 
the City Council, were impressed with the somewhat delicate 
character of the work, and were also confronted with the 
difficulty of apportioning a reduced appropriation among a 
larger number of applicants than have before presented 
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themselves. In order, therefore, to ascertain the amount of 
decorating and floral work that the several military organiza- 
tions expected to carry out on Memorial Day this year, the 
committee appointed a hearing on the subject, and invited 
the applicants before them. The hearing was well attended, 
and from the statements made, and considering the account 
of expenditures submitted to the City.Council by the various 
organizations last year, the committee are satisfied that the 
city’ s appropriation heretofore has been very liberal, and 
furthermore that several of the G.A.R. posts and military 
organizations have received more money from the city than 
they really required. The committee, while they look upon 
this hallowed and time-honored service of Memorial Day 
with due respect, are at the same time convinced that it is 
overdone in some instances, and is being diverted from its 
original purpose. It was begun by the Gat R., and at the 
outset was a simple tribute of love and remembrance to their 
departed comrades who had yielded up their lives in their 
country’s defence. It originated in sentiment, and it was 
sentiment that. actuated the men whose memory we revere 


to make the sacrifice they did, —the sentiment of true and 
lofty patriotism. From a small beginning, the memorial 


service has been extended to include the decoration of the 
graves of all soldiers or sailors who have died in the military 
or naval service of the United States. Without wishing to 
detract one whit from the meed of praise to which our army 
and navy regulars are entitled, who have served since the 
war, the committee feel that they are in a different class 
from those brave volunteers who served during the war, and 
they should not therefore expect precisely the same recog- 
nition for their dead as the G.A.R. This view of the sub- 
ject has been impressed upon the committee from the fact 
that the service is now being extended in so many directions, 
and that it will require a largely increased appropriation if 
the present system is to be maintained without change. It 
would seem that this work might be systematized in some 
manner to reduce the expense, and avoid its repetition in 
respect to numbers of graves which it is admitted are cared 


for and decorated on Memorial Day by more than one organ-_ 


ization. The veteran organizations are in many instances 
largely made up of G.A.R. men, but all of them enter upon 
the work of decorating graves apparently without any 
special reference to what the other posts, etc., are engaged 
in decorating. In view of this state of affairs, your com- 
mittee, without wishing to be captious or critical, would 
recommend that the G.A.R. posts and veteran organizations 
who engage in the services on Memorial Day appoint an 
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executive committee of their representatives, to lay out the 
work of decorating graves, and determine the amount of 
money that they shall ask the city to give to each organiza- 
tion, and thus place the whole matter upon a fair business 
basis; and a resolve to this effect is herewith submitted. 
The committee have made up an apportionment of the 
city’s funds according to their best judgment, being guided 
in the matter by the statements of the expenditures of last 
year. (See City Doc. 207 of 1892.) The gross sum is 
$7,800, which exceeds the amount appropriated by $800, 
and the committee have appended an order for a transfer 
from the reserved fund of that amount. They respectfully 
recommend the passage of the accompanying orders and 
resolve. .

Frazar recommending the appointment of a committee of 
citizens at large to visit the public institutions, having con- 
sidered the subject, respectfully submit the following 


REPORT. 


The petitioner and others interested in the subject were 
invited before the committee, and the plan which they 
recommended was the appointment of a visiting committee, 
composed partly of women, who should visit the institutions 
and make such suggestions relative to their care and man- 
agement as might seem to them advisable, but to have no 
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executive powers, and to serve without salary. This plan 
was also recommended by the special commission appointed 
by His Honor the Mayor to examine into the affairs of the 
institutions last year, and the committee believe that its 
adoption will result to the advantage of the city and the 
institutions themselves, and they accordingly recommend the 
passage of the accompanying order requesting the Mayor to 
appoint such a committee, to serve for a period of one year, 
to test the advantages of the plan proposed.

The Joint Special Committee appointed to consider the 
subject of disposing of city offal in pursuance of the pro- 
visions of the following preamble and order: 


Crty or Boston. 
In Common Councit, March 9, 1893. 


Whereas, by the reports received through the agents of the National 
Government abroad, it appears that cholera has made its appearance 
again in Hamburg; and , 

Whereas, it is reasonable to presume that ports of this country open to 
the entry of foreign steamers are more or less exposed to the contagion ; 
and 

Whereas, It is a we}l-established fact that while yellow fever, typhus 
and typhoid, small-pox, and the long train of diseases which sometimes 
burst over sections of population with that violence which characterizes 
epidemics, have all yielded to the efforts of science, cholera alone has bid 
defiance to the most sedulous attempt to uncloak it, and still disports 
itself through the world, a puzzle and a scourge to men, it behooves us 
to take such measures of prevention as common sense and science sball 
dictate ; and 

Whereas, According to all theories it is acknowledged that the im- 
mediate exciting cause is the presence of some aerial poison, generated 
by the presence of some infectious agent, notably putrescent food: 
therefore be it 

Ordered, That the Joint Special Committee appointed to consider the 
subject of disposing of city offal be and they are hereby directed to give 
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their immediate attention to the subject, and carefully inquire into the 
most approved methods of disposing of city offal in a sanitary and 
economical manner, and report their recommendations to the City 
Council at the earliest possible day, and the Superintendent of Streets is 
hereby requested to make all arrangements for the said committee to see 
in active operation such methods for disposing of garbage as in his 
judgment are best suited to the requirements of the city of Boston, so 
that the committee may be able to make a complete and comprehensive 
report on the subject for the consideration of the City Council.

— respectfully submit the following report : 


The committee, realizing the importance of the question 
referred to them for consideration, availed themselves of 
every opportunity and circumstance that would enable them 
to thoroughly exhaust the subject, so as to be able to in- 
telligently present the facts in comprehensive detail to the 
City Council. 

It is well known that the question of how to dispose of 
garbage, that is being agitated in the leading cities of the 
country, receives its impetus from the apprehension of 
cholera. The State Boards of Health for some time have 
been calling the attention of the authorities to the importance 
of cleanliness as a prime factor to prevent the spread of this 
disease, and have urged and are constantly urging prompt 
and decisive work in this direction by the authorities and 
private citizens, and pointing out the difficulty of coping 
with the scourge if it should gain a foothold. 

When we consider these facts, and the almost total impo- 
tence of medicine for a direct cure, we may indeed consider 
this a question more for governing bodies than for physi- 
cians, guided by such knowledge as the science of the day 

can afford, in combating the germs of infectious diseases, and 
what chemical means and agents are to be emplawied for the 
prevention of such diseases. 

It may be taken for granted that the experience of the 
world in all ages goes to show that putrefaction of vegetable 
matters in the midst of human habitations originates disease, 
and the subject under consideration is how to economically 
utilize disinfectants for the prevention of infectious diseases 
(in contra-distinction to their cure) that will in no way be 
offensive. 
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In the consideration of this subject, two questions are 
presented, viz. : 

First, the destruction of garbage by incineration. 

Second, the disposal of garbage by chemical treatment, 
thereby saving for use its valuable products. 

Sanitarians advance and urge the principle of feeding and 
nourishing the earth that yields so generously for our sup- 
port, demonstrating beyond contradiction that we are in duty 
bound to make some return for the benefits we receive in 
order that the supply may not be exhausted by the contin- 
uous drain on its resources. 

The “Quarterly Journal of Science” says: “To economize 
nitrogen, potash, and phosphorus —to recover these from 
waste —is the sacred task which chemists and engineers 
should take in hand. The reforms which shield us from 
pestilence sink into insignificance compared with those 
required to guard posterity, in not a very remote future, 
from chronic scarcity.” 

The committee decided to inquire carefully into both 
systems, and at a meeting of the committee, held March 16, 
arrangements were made for public hearings, and represent- 
atives of the different companies operating works for the 
disposal of garbage were invited to meet the committee and 
explain their repective systems. The following advertise- 
ment was published in the daily papers: 


DISPOSAL OF GARBAGE. 


City HALL, March 18, 1893. 

The special committee of the City Council on the disposal of city 
garbage will hear parties representing established and working pro- 
cesses for cremating garbage, at the committee room, City Hall, on 
Wednesday, the 22d inst., at two o’clock P.M. 

Also parties representing established and working processes for the 
destruction of garbage by the use of heated naphtha or other chemical, 
at the same place and hour, on Friday, the 24th inst. 

Communications on the subject may be addressed to the undersigned.

At the first hearing, held on Wednesday, March 22, 
Mr. W. F. Morse, general agent for the Engle Sanitary and 
Cremating Company, was present and explained the method 
of disposing of garbage used by his company. The process 
is one of cremation, consuming the garbage by fire, Mr. 
Morse claiming for his process a speedy and effective destruc- 
tion of garbage without creating any noxious or offensive 
odors, and a superiority over all others. 
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Mr. McBarron, representing the Brown Developing Com- 
pany, informed the Committee that he had on exhibition at 
the South End City Yard one of their furnaces that burned 
nine tons of garbage in nine hours, using oil for fuel. That 
they have had two trials, and have demonstrated the fact that 
they have the best furnace in the market for the incineration 
of garbage. The trials were not entirely satisfactory to them 
regarding the matter of operation, but will make another test 
after making a few changes, when they will be able to prove 
that the furnace can be maintained and operated more econom- 
ically than any other furnace and with much better results. 

Mr. Holden, representing the Rider Furnace Company, 
of Pittsburgh, explained the working of ‘their furnace, 
assuring the committee that it had accomplished better work 
and more satisfactory results than any other furnace in 
operation, and offered to build the furnace and operate it 
for a year, under a satisfactory bond, city to pay nothing 
until it was clearly demonstrated that the furnace would 
accomplish all they claimed for it, sanitarily and economi- 
cally. 

The hearing was continued on Friday, March 24, when 
Mr. I. M. Simonin, representing Simonin & Simonin, ex- 
plained the Simonin process for disposing of garbage by 
disinfection. The garbage is treated in hermetically sealed 
tanks with a chemical reagent that destroys all germ life 
and recovers the valuable products from the waste. 

Mr. Henry A. Fleischmann, representing the Merz Uni- 
versal Extractor and Construction Company, explained their 
process for treating garbage, which is on the same general 
plan as the Simonin, only the method is not as concise. It 
is a desiccating plant, garbage being treated by a chemical 
reagent after it is thoroughly dried, and claiming that this 
process is the best extant. 

In locating and operating a plant for the disposal of gar- 
bage in Boston, the Committee realize the necessity of ob- 
taining the very best plant in the market, and, in order to be 
able to make a selection, were of the opinion that it would 
be necessary to see the works in active operation. Superin- 
tendent of Streets Carter coincided with the committee, and, 
with the approval of His Honor the Mayor, arranged for a 
visit of the committee to cities of importance where the dif- 
ferent plants had been in operation for a sufficient length 
of time to demonstrate their capacity to dispose of garbage 
from a sanitary and financial standpoint. On Tuesday, 
April 4, the committee left Boston, and arrived in Chicago, 
Ill., Wednesday evening, April 5, and immediately com- 
municated with Mr. W. F. Morse, the representative of the 
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Engle Sanitary and Cremation Company, who answered the 
communication in person, and arranged for the committee to 
visit their furnace the next morning. 

The Engle Company have the contract for disposing of 
all the garbage that may be produced during the World's 
Fair. Their furnace is located within the Fair grounds, 
south-west of the Fair buildings, built under a contract with 
the Exposition Company for what is known, technically, as 
an ‘‘operating exhibit,” and is built to burn one hundred 
tons of garbage daily, and will be in actual operation during 
the Fair. 

The furnace itself is a solid brick structure, 31 feet long, 
10 feet wide, and 12 feet high, covered with a galvanized 
corrugated iron building, 31 feet square and one story in 
height, with a driveway and platform, the garbage being 
dumped on iron slopes leading down to the feeding-holes on 
the top of the furnace, the covers to which are round slabs 
of fire-clay. 

The garbage falls through the feeding-tubes on to grate 
bars made of solid blocks of fire-clay, keyed and_ braced 
together, with space between them. 

The fire from the fire-box next to the stack passes over 
and through the garbage, and carries the product of the 
combustion to the front of the chamber, where a second fire 
destroys all carbon and odors of the burning garbage, and 
then the heat passes back towards the stack, underneath the 
grate, intensely heating the garbage on its under side; the 
garbage being virtually suspended between two fires, and is 
frequently stirred up through the stoke-holes to ensure 
rapid combustion. 

There are openings provided for the admission of oxygen 
to support the combustion. The inside walls and roof are 
of large fire-clay blocks; the outside walls are hard red 
brick, with heavy buck stays, angle irons, and thrust bars, 
all strongly bound and braced together. 

The method of feeding the furnace is decidedly crude. 
One man has to pull off the cover while the garbage is being 
dumped into the furnace; and where garbage is delivered 
fuster than the furnace can consume it, no provision seems 
to have been made for so storing it that sanitary necessity 
demands or common prudence dictates, evidencing that 
little or no attention has been given to this important point, 
which would have to be very much improved to be accept- 
able to a city like Boston. 

The furnace has a capacity for burning one hundred tons 
of garbage in every twenty-four hours. Thirty cubic yards 
are burned at one time, taking two hours to burn, four men 
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being employed in operating the furnace. The degrees of 
heat near bridge of furnace are claimed to be 1,500° to 2, 000° 
Fahrenheit, at outer end of furnace 1,000° to 1,200°. No 
information could be obtained as to the degrees of heat at 
the opening at the top of the furnace nor of the flue gases, 
and the figures quoted are not from actual measurement. 

Oil fuel is used in this furnace, but no information could 
be obtained as to the quantity consumed during the twenty- 
four hours, nor the quantity consumed to burn one ton of 
garbage. 

The accompanying cuts show the feed-holes in top of fur- 
nace, the iron slope on which garbage is dumped, and the 
interior of furnace. 

Committee left Chicago Thursday evening, April 6, and 
arrived in St. Louis Friday morning, and were met on 
arrival by Mr. Henry A. Fleischmann, representative of the 
Merz Universal Extractor and Construction Company, who 
conducted the committee to the works in operation on St. 
Louis street, corner of 28th street, near the river bank. 

This is what is known as an extracting or utilizing process, 
where garbage is treated and disinfected, all germ life, poi- 
sonous matter, being destroyed and the material converted 
into plant-food and grease. 

This is a very extensive plant, operated in a building 246 
feet long by 79 feet wide and two stories in height. The 
carbage i is dumped from the teams into a receptacle 245 feet 
long, divided into 12 compartments of a capacity of 5 tons 
back and from here is shovelled into the retorts. 

The garbage is kept for some hours in these closed retorts, 
where it is well dried, and then treated with chemicals to 
remove the oils contained in it. 

The wagons in which the garbage is collected discharge 
their contents into receiving vats, which are kept tightly 
closed except when material is being dumped into them. 
The gases from the material are removed by pipes running 
into suction fans which drive them into a series of upright 
air-tight retorts, into which water is sprayed. Each retort, 
save the last, ends in a basin of cold water through which 
the gases pass, and such as will not condense with water are 
forced into fire- clay retorts under the boiler, and through the 
flames of the furnace to the chimney. 

The contents of the receivers are dumped through chutes 
into what are known as driers, which are placed horizontally 
just below the receiving-floor. These driers consist of two 
concentric cylinders, one within the other, the inner one re- 
ceiving the garbage and refuse through the chutes. The

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material is constantly stirred while drying by a series of bars 
rotated by a shaft running longitudinally through the centre 
of the drier. Thus the material is all baked alike. 

The outer cylinder is practically a jacket for the other, 
and is covered with asbestos to retain the heat furnished by 
steam at about 300° Fahrenheit, which is admitted to the 
space between the cylinders. Each drier is charged with 
about three tons of garbage and the contents dried for about 
six to eight hours; the vapors and gases pass through com- 
bination condensers, so constructed as to destroy all gases 
that will yield to water or fire, or both. 

When the drying is completed, the contents of the cylin- 
ders are removed through doors in the bottom and conveyed 
directly to the extractors — square upright tanks, provided 
with false bottoms, in which for a period of six hours the 
product of the driers is subjected to the action of a chemical 
solution, benzine being the solvent used, which extracts the 
oily constituents. The benzine is recovered later ready for 
use again, and the dry residue is removed, conveyed to the 
mill, ground and screened, and is then ready for the market 
in a perfectly unobjectionable state. This plant is operated 
by a local St. Louis company, which disposes of all the gar- 
bage of St. Lous, the city paying the company $1.80 a ton, 
or nine cents per one hundred pounds. The committee were 
not favorably impressed with the sanitary features of these 
works, the reception and storage of the garbage being the 
most objectionable feature, while odors from other sources 
were very pronounced, which may have been caused by ex- 
traction of animal matter treated at these works. The 
accompanying cut shows the extractor, condenser, and 
solvent tank used in treating the garbage. The committee 
were promised photographs of the interior and exterior of 
the building, but have not received them. 

Leaving St. Louis Friday evening, the committee arrived 
in Cincinnati Saturday morning, where they were met by Mr. 
I. M. Simonin, who conducted them to the garbage works 
which are located at Riverside on the bank of the Ohio 
river, nearly four and one-half miles from City Hall, just 
outside the city limits. The garbage is collected and brought 
to one central delivery station on the river bank and dumped 
into scows of the Extracting Company, who handle it from 
this point at their own expense. The boats are towed 
down the river to the works, and the garbage stored in re- 
ceptacles in the receiving-house and conveyed from there on 
trays constructed for the purpose, to the extracting-room, 
and placed in the extractors, which are hermetically sealed, 
and the work of disinfecting commenced, The garbage is 
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treated with a volatile solvent of benzine or naphtha having 
an affinity for grease or fats; steam is forced in through coils 
of pipe in the bottom of the extractor, that evaporates 
the benzine, which escapes through pipes to a settler into 
which the grease is also conveyed. From here the grease is 
forced into a still by steam pressure, from which the naphtha 
or benzine is evaporated, passing through a condenser and 
back to solvent tank ready for use again. The grease re- 
maining in the still is forced by steam pressure into storage 
tanks, ready for shipment. 

The garbage remaining in the extractor, which has been 
dried by hydrocarbon heat 250° Fahrenheit, is then taken 
out and carted to the mill, where it is ground, screened, and 
baled, ready for the market. 

This plant is operated by the Sanitary Extracting Com- 
pany, of Cincinnati, who have a contract with the city of 
Cincinnati to dispose of all its garbage for ten years, at the 
following prices:

The garbage disposed of amounts to 90 tons a day, making 
cost per ton about 43 cents. 

The contract averages $21,900 per annum for disposing 
of the garbage, making the cost per ton, reckoning natural 
increase, about 45 cents: 

The Extracting Company, having experienced consider- 
able difficulty in getting the carbage, owing to defective col- 
lection, have employed a man at a salary of $3,000 per 
annum, who was formerly Superintendent of Streets in Cin- 
cinnati, whose sole duty is to supervise the collection of 
garbage by the city collectors. 

The Extracting Company has filed a bond of $25,000 for 
the faithful performance of its contract. 

Dr. J. W. Prendergast, Health Officer of Cincinnati, in- 
formed the committee that the company were fulfilling their 
contract in a perfectly sanitary manner, and to the entire 
satisfaction of the city authorities.

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The committee were very favorably impressed with the 
sanitary features of this plant, but here as elsewhere the 
method of receiving and storing the garbage did not com- 
mend itself to your committee, and would have to be im- 
proved before it would be acceptable to Boston. The 
accompanying cut shows the improved Simonin extractors, 
with an improved method of receiving the garbage, whereby 
it can be dumped from the teams into pockets connected 
directly with the extractors. With this improvement per- 
fected, your committee are of the opinion that all sanitary 
objections to this plant would be removed. Views of the 
interior and exterior of the extracting house in Cincinnati are 
also included in report. 

The committee left Cincinnati on Sunday evening at 7.25, 
and arrived in Pittsburgh on Monday morning at 8.50, where 
they were met by Messrs. Patrick and Holden and escorted 
to the works of the Rider Furnace Company, in operation in 
Allegheny City, on the bank of the Allegheny river, about 
three-quarters of a mile from City Hall. 

The furnace is 32 teet long by 10 feet by 6 feet, of two 
chambers, separated by a bridge wall of fire-brick 3 feet 
in thickness, having in its upper portion a semicircle open- 
ing to admit draught from chimney, and to allow the flame 
from the front or combustion chamber to pass freely over 
contents, and to heat to an intense degree the roof of the 
dome, from which the heat is radiated to contents below. 

The foundations of the furnace and stack are rubble 
masonry 34 feet thick laid in lime mortar. The side walls 
are 24 Fac thick ; footing-course 8 inches high and 3 feet 
wide; foundations under bridge wall 3 feet thick; under 
stack, 74 X 103 feet at the top : and 84 X 11} feet at the base. 
All masonry above the level of the floor is built of red and 
fire brick to the dimensions required, the red brick being 
laid in lime mortar and the fire-brick in fire-clay. The end 
and side walls on the inside of the furnace, from ten inches 
below top furnace of the grate bars and floor of the reducing- 
chamber, also full depth “of jambs and circles of openings, 
are of fire-brick 4} inches thick. 

The bridge wall between the grate, furnace, and reducing- 
chamber and stack is fire-brick ten inches below the top 
of the grate bars. The arched roof of the furnace is of fire- 
brick 9 inches thick. The top of the furnace, bottom of the 
reducing-chamber, and ash-pit are paved with fire-brick laid 
on edge. The bottom of the reducing-cbamber is 9 inches 
thick. The charging-holes through the roof are finished at 
top with cast-iron rings having movable cast-iron covers, 
which when in place are flush with the top of the furnace. 
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The doors and frames in the side walls of the furnace and 
reducing-chamber above the line of the grate bars are of 
cast-iron; the frames are set in sill plates on a level with 
the top of surface of grate bars, and projecting 3 inches 
inside. Each frame has doors swinging on hinges and lined 
with fire-clay. 

The ash-pit openings under the grate bars are covered on 
top with cast-iron plates running the full width of the wall. 

The ash-pit doors are of wrought-iron. The top edge of 
the side and end walls is protected by a cast-iron plate, 
while the whole furnace is harnessed with wrought-iron rods 
and cast-iron buck stays and plates. 

Four guy-ropes attached about 25 feet from the top hold 
the stack. in place. | 

In the dome or top of the furnace there are fourteen 
circular openings, eight in the first chamber and six in the 
second. These openings are fifteen inches in diameter and 
three feet apart on centres, except at fire wall, which inter- 
sects furnace latitudinally and separates openings at that 
point by about six feet. The front chamber is about twelve 
feet long by six and a half feet wide ; rear chamber about ten 
feet by six and a half feet. 

The smoke-stack which rises at end of rear chamber is 
eighty feet in height, made from iron plates bolted in the 
ordinary way, and lined to the top with fire-brick four 
inches in thickness, and has a diameter of four feet in the 
clear. 

The base of the furnace in front, chamber is composed of 
erate bars set in the fire-brick, and in the second chamber 
beyond fire wall of solid brick. 

The first two openings in front chamber are known as 
combustion chambers, and in these is placed the coal 
necessary to consume the contents. Before beginning to 
feed the furnace all the openings are heated to a high degree. 
The principle of combustion relied upon appears to be the 
presentation of a cone-shaped surface to the intense heat 
radiated from the dome of the furnace, and to the direct 
action of the flames drawn over it bya very powerful draught. 
This cone of garbage, separate and distinct from all others, 
by reason of the separation of the opening, presents to the 
intense heat the largest possible surface available ; and as the 
incineration of the outside takes place, the light ashes are 
drawn upward by the draught, and in a large measure pass 
out through the stack. This has the effect of continually ex- 
posing a fresh surface to the action of the heat until the 
whole mass is consumed. 

At the end near the stack or end of the combustion cham- 
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ber is a system of checker-work constructed of refractory fire- 
clay which absorbs the units of heat and consumes any gases 
that may escape the fires, thus preventing the escape of gases 
through the stack. 

J. A. McLaughlin, Superintendent of Health, informed 
the committee that the city paid $4,300 for the plant, and 
the cost of operating it the first year was $2,700. 

Two men at $50 a month operate the furnace. Thirty 
tons of garbage are burned in twelve hours; thirty-five 
bushels of coal at 35 cents a bushel being consumed. 

The furnace works to the entire satisfaction of the city au- 
thorities, and they are about to order another furnace. There 
has been no complaint of any kind made to the bealth offi- 
cers since the operating of the furnace was commenced. The 
furnace receives and disposes of the garbage as fast as it 
comes. The inhabitants pay the collector, to collect the gar- 
bage, ten, fifteen, or twenty-five cents a week according to 
quantity. 

This system was in vogue before the cremating process 
was introduced, but is very unsatisfactory, as people resort 
to every means to get rid of the garbage to avoid paying for 
its collection. Mr. McLaughlin believes in the Boston sys- 
tem of collection, and is trying to have it introduced into 
Allegheny City. 

Mr. McLaughlin pronounced the furnace a complete suc- 
cess for consuming garbage without in any sense creating a 
nuisance. But here, as elsewhere, the committee were con- 
vinced that there is room for a great improvement in deliv- 
ering the garbage and feeding it to the furnace, which would 
have to be made before a plant of this kind would be toler- 
ated in Boston. 

From Allegheny City the committee went to the Rider 
Furnace located on Boyd’s Hill, Pittsburgh. This furnace is 
located very near the City Hall and Court House. It burns 
ten tons of garbage in two hours with a good head of gas 
on; natural gas being used as fuel, costing from $375 to 
$650, and in cold weather $875, a month. Six laborers are 
employed, two working eight hours of the twenty-four, at 
$2 each, one foreman at $2.50, and one special officer at 
$2.50, making a total of $17 for labor every twenty-four 
hours; 1034 tons was burned in twenty-four hours, but the 
average quantity is 75 to 80 tons a day. 

The garbage is delivered in teams to a storage tank con- 
necting with a pipe to the sewer, through which the water 
from garbage drains into sewer, emptying into the Monon- 
gahela river. The furnace is cleaned out twice a week, the 
residue being used for filling. 
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Complaints are continually made on account of accumu- 
lation of garbage in receiving-tank, even though a deodorizer 
is used. 

According to reports of Chief-Clerk Crosby Gray, of 
the Department of Safety, Pittsburgh, the year 1891 was 
the only one in which an accurate estimate was made of the 
work performed by the furnace in Pittsburgh. During this 
time 23,460 cubic yards or 9,384 tons of garbage, making 
an average of 75 cubic yards or 30 tons a day, were burned 
at an operating cost of 35.9 cents per yard, or 89.9 cents 
per ton. During the busy season the furnace is operating — 
both day and night, six men being employed in the operation, 
and natural gas used for fuel. The enormous advance in the 
price of natural gas renders its use quite expensive, and there 
is a feeling that coal or slack might be used to advantage. 

The committee were not favorably impressed with this 
plant; the garbage did not appear to be thoroughly burned, 
and the sur roundings were decidedly filthy. Such a plant 
would not be tolerated in Boston for a moment. 

Committee left Pittsburgh at 9.20 P.M. Monday, and 
arrived in Richmond Tuesday at 2.28 P. M., and were met 
on their arrival by Mayor Ellison and Health-Officer Dr. 
Oppenheimer, who escorted the committee to the garbage 
plant, which is located on Orange street, between St. James 
and St. Paul streets, about one mile from City Hall. This 
is an Engle Furnace, the same as the one in the Fair 
grounds, Chicago, and will burn 60 cubic yards of garbage 
in twenty-four hours, although contractor promised a capac- 
ity of 75 cubic yards in twenty-four hours. 

This furnace cost eighty-six hundred and fifty-seven dol- 
lars and ninety-one cents. Four men are employed to operate 
the furnace, at $1.50 a day.

making the cost per ton about $1.13. 
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The original grate-bars were tubular bars filled with water, 
but were unsatisfactory and were taken out. Railroad-iron 
bars were substituted, which are nearly burned out and will 
have to be replaced with new ones. 

This furnace has been in use since January, 1892, and is 
pronounced by Dr. Oppenheimer as a success from a sanitary 
standpoint, there being no offensive odors. The only com- 
plaint is from the smoke, and this is because the furnace is 
not run continuously, as the garbage is only burned twice 
a week ; and when the furnace is started there is more or less 
smoke, but it does not last long. This plant was an unex- 
ceptionably clean plant in all its appurtenances, covered with 
a corrugated iron building. The approach for teams is well 
constructed and the garbage is easily dumped, and disappears 
quickly into the furnace when brought in small quantities. 
The garbage burned here is of the same character us that 
of Boston. The manner of handling the covers of the 
furnace is very crude, and the construction at and around 
the covers is very defective, and would have to be greatly 
improved before it would be acceptable to the city of Boston. 

The committee left Richmond the next morning, and 
arrived in Philadelphia Wednesday evening at 8.15. Thurs- 
day morning the committee visited the Brook Dowling Cre- 
matory on Washington avenue, below 15th street, about 14 
miles from City Hall. This furnace has been running since 
April 1. There has been no complaint as yet. The garbage 
is mixed with a deodorizer and dumped on to a screen 
directly over a large cesspool, properly trapped. The 
liquid drains through this screen into the cesspool and 
into the sewer. The solid matter is run through a press 
and: fed through pipes to furnace by two archimedean 
screws, feeding slowly, thereby securing complete incin- 
eration. 

This is a reverberatory furnace, is twenty-four feet long, 
twelve feet wide on the bottom, with arched roof three feet 
six inches radius, and fifteen inches tangent ; eight feet from 
bottom of furnace to roof, with a stack sixty-five feet 
high. This furnace will consume sixty tons in twenty-four 
hours ; fuel used is oil, costing sixteen dollars for sixty tons 
of garbage. A steam-pipe connects with the oil-supply pipe 
near the outlet ; the steam sprays the oil, which when ignited 
creates almost a blow-pipe heat. The heat near stack is 
1,200° Fahrenheit, and at outer end of furnace 2,800° ac- 
cording to test. There are six of these burners, and the 
opening in the furnace for the burners admits sufficient 
oxygen to support the combustion of hydrogen and carbon. 

This furnace is operated by the American Incinerating 
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Company, they having the contract for the collection of 
garbage in the district where the furnace is located. 

The steel odorless carts are used, and they are treated 
with lime before heing loaded, and after unloading are 
thoroughly washed out and kept in a perfectly clean state 
all the time. 

The committee left Philadelphia Thursday evening, and 
arrived in New York at eleven o’clock the same night. 
Friday morning, Mr. Grevel, representative of the Merz 
Company, called for the committee and escorted them to 
their plant in operation in Blissville, L.I. 

This is a utilization plant of the same process as the one 
in St. Louis, with reverse treatment. In St. Louis the gar- 
bage is put into the drier first, and then into the extractor, 
while at Blissville the garbage is placed in the extractor first. 
There is no garbage being treated here; the plant is used 
for bone-extracting purposes, but is the improved system 
(as explained by Mr. Fleischmann) for consuming garbage ; 
the improvement claimed is that the garbage can be delivered 
from the carts right into the extractors through proposed 
openings six feet by two feet, large enough to receive a cart- 
load at once, thus avoiding exposure of garbage after 
delivery. 

The material treated at this place is much worse than 
garbage, being slaughter-house offal and pickings from the 
garbage-scows. 

All the plants used by the Merz Company are, according 
to the statement of Mr. Henry A. Fleischmann, made before 
the committee March 24, with the exception of the plant at 
Blissville, L.I., unsatisfactory and as the plant at Blissville 
was not used for the treatment of garbage, the committee 
are without any reliable information, either from observation 
or data furnished, that would warrant them in pronouncing 
it a satisfactory sanitary process, so far as the handling of 
the garbage is concerned, while there is no doubt that the 
treatment results in thoroughly disinfecting the material. 

On Tuesday, April 25, the committee were invited to wit- 
ness the furnace of the Brown Developing Company, in 
operation, at the swill depot on Albany street. 

This furnace consists of a rectangular box of fire-brick, 
214 feet long, 9 feet wide, and 64 fet high, with flat arched 
roof. The exterior is covered with plates of boiler-iron 
secured with braces and tie rods of iron. The furnace is 
divided into two equal parts by a horizontal grate, the bars 
of which are V-shaped, made of a material known to the 
manufacturer, 10 inches deep, 34 inches wide on the bot-— 
tom, made with a hollow arch running longitudinally through 
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the bar, and filled with a special refractory material that 
preserves the strength of the bar under great heat. 

The lower part of the furnace is divided into two parts by 
a vertical longitudinal partition. There is a combustion 
chamber at one end and a stack 50 feet high at the other, the 
lower part of fire-brick and the upper part of boiler-iron. 

The gas generator consists of three concentric pipes, the 
interior one carrying live steam, the next one petroleum, and 
the exterior one gaseous products of combustion drawn back 
from the furnace itself. The steam gasifies the oil, and the 
burnt gases drawn back decompose steam and oil, produc- 
ing the gas that is injected into the combustion chamber, 
ignited, and subjected to transverse currents of super-heated 
air, securing perfect combustion. From this point it passes 
over the bridge wall and over and under the garbage. The 
oxygen to support the combustion is forced in by a 10-inch 
Sturtevant blower through apertures on three sides of the 
combustion chamber. 

The burner is suspended from the middle of the top of the 
combustion chamber and the burning gases are projected 
over the bridge of fire-brick on to the garbage, which is 
dumped through holes on the top and spread upon the grate. 
The gases then pass downward at the end of the grate, and 
backward through one of the chambers into which the lower 
part is divided, then forward again to the stack through the 
lower chamber, acting all the time on the under side of the 
layer of garbage on the grate, as well as on the upper sur- 
face of it. 

The draught forced by the blower, steam for gasifying the 
oil and running the blower, is supplied by a 15 horse-power 
boiler, consuming, when serving both purposes, 200 lbs. of 
coal in ten hours ; furnishing steam at 70 lbs. pressure. 

This is an experimental furnace to show its capacity for 
entirely consuming garbage. It consumed two tons of gar- 
bage an hour. The regular working-furnace will consume 
just as successfully eight tons an hour, with an increased 
cost for fuel of 64 cents per hour, as the waste heat in the 
regular working-furnace is regenerated and returned to 
furnace. 

The degrees of heat generated according to measurement 
were as follows:

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On Tuesday, April 25, the furnace incinerated two tons of 
garbage per hour, consuming 32 gallons of oil and 20 Ibs. of 
coal at a cost of less than 50 cents a ton for fuel; while in 
their regular working-furnace the cost for fuel would be 
about 25 cents a ton. 

The Brown Developing Company agree to guarantee. their 
working or regenerating furnace to “thoroughly incinerate 
oarbage at a cost per ton, including fuel, labor, and all ex- 
penses of running, not to exceed the price they may name 
in their proposal, ‘giving a satisfactory bond to secure the 
same. 

The amount of ash resulting from this process is smaller 
than from any other incinerating process, being 30 Ibs. to a 
ton of garbage, and undoubtedly has a commercial value. 

The delivery of the garbage of the city proper, South 
Boston, and Roxbury at one central station aggregates about 
170 tons per day. Your committee are of the opinion that 
this large quantity can be handled and: treated in a better 
sanitary manner by the utilization process than by the cre- 
mation process, while at other stations, where 10 to 20 tons 
per day are delivered, the cremation process can be operated 
with good sanitary results. 

In ‘regard to the treatment of garbage by the extracting 
processes, it might be proper to state the difference between 
the Merz process and the Simonin process is that the former 
uses a dryer to deprive the garbage of its moisture before it is 
placed in the extractor to extract. the grease, while in the 
Simonin process the drying and extracting are performed in 
the extractor, thus avoiding handling of the garbage during 
the process, and rendering unnecessary the assorting of tins, 
rags, etc., which is necessary before the garbage is “put into 
the dryer used in the Merz system, as seen in “operation for 
the treatment of garbage. 

Another strong claim made for the Simonin process, which 
is a true one, is that it can be used as a disinfecting station 
in case of necessity without injury to the materials treated. 

The activity in the large cities of the country in the 
matter of the disposal of garbage having received its im- 
petus from the apprehension of cholera, the receiving, hand- 
ling, and storage of garbage before treatment are in a very 
crude state ; the whole energy seemingly has been devoted to 
perfecting the system of treatment, both in the incineration 
and utilization processes; while correct sanitary measures 
for receiving the garbage have been entirely neglected or 
have received very little attention, the result no doubt of 
precipitate conclusions. 
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This defect, being a matter of simple construction, can be 
very easily remedied in connection with any plant that the 
city of Boston would adopt. 

For improvement in this direction, see cut of proposed 
extracting-house in connection with the Simonin process. 

In addition to the Merz and Simonin processes there is still 
another process for the utilization of garbage that the pro- 
prietors and managers claim to be the very best system from 
a sanitary standpoint, and can be operated more economically 
than any other, and with perfect safety, which they are ready 
to demonstrate when proposals are asked for. 

The attention of the committee having been called to the 
statement made by a member of the Massachusetts State Board 
of Health recommending the destruction of garbage by indi- 
vidual householders, inquiry was made in different cities 
visited as to the methods in use for the collection and dispo- 
sition of garbage. In no city visited were the individual 
householders compelled to destroy their garbage. The near- 
est approach to this idea was in Allegheny City, where the 
citizens were obliged to pay the collector of garbage so much 
per week or month, according to the quantity, for the collec- 
tion. The result is what might be expected, and is acknowl- 
edged by the health officers there to be very unsatisfactory. 

The means resorted to by a large number of citizens to get 
rid of their garbage and avoid paying for its collection would 
be very amusing were it not such a menace to public health. 
Some burn it, others bury it, while others wrap it up in 
paper and carry it on their way to work and drop it when 
unobserved, or throw it into vacant lots or into the river. 
And even if the penalties were very severe for such viola- 
tions, the force that would be required to’ properly enforce 
the law would be too expensive to be considered for a mo- 
ment by any large, progressive city, as against the excellent 
system in operation in Boston, where the regulations compel- 
ling the householder to keep garbage in “separate vessels 
free from ashes or other foreign substances are generally 
lived up to. 

In this age, when bacteriologists are continually pointing 
out the danger of infection from poisonous germs generated 
by putrescent food, and educating laymen in the necessity 
of assisting in the proper disposition of all suspected matter, 
the destruction of garbage by individual householders in any 
large city is too dangerous an. experiment to be seriously 
considered by any intelligent community. 

The committee feel that they may be pardoned for incor- 
porating in the report a word or two concerning the collec- 
tion of garbage, it being so closely allied to its treatment. 
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It is with some feeling of satisfaction that your committee 


are able to state that Boston has the most efficient system — 


for the collection of garbage of any city in the Union. To 
show how thorough is the system it is only necessary to 
call attention to the following facts; namely, from a 
scientific basis it is calculated that there are produced in 
the city of Boston, daily, 460,000 pounds, equal to 230 
tons of garbage, and in a communication from George 
W.. Forristall, Superintendent of the Sanitary: Division of 
the Street Department, dated September. 15, 1892, it 
appears that the daily collection of garbage in the city of 
Boston is 446,000 pounds, equal to 223 tons; this is the 
minimum computation and shows a very careful collection. 

The only improvement that could possibly be suggested 
is a more improved and uniform receptacle for garbage by 
all citizens, either oak tubs or white-lead kegs: (the 500- 
pound size), or what is better still, indurated fibre vessels ; 
they are impervious to water and acids, and are cheap, 
durable, and convenient to handle, and to insist on suitable 
covers for whatever vessel is used; and to recommend the 
immediate adoption of the steel odorless carts in collection, 
cuts of which the committee thought advisable to include in 
the report. These carts are used entirely in Washington for 
the collection of garbage, and are being used extensively in 
Philadelphia with the very best sanitary results. 

The committee are of the opinion that the most improved 
methods of transportation should go hand in hand with the 
improved method of treatment, and that the strictest sanitary 
regulations should extend to all parts of the city in order to 
be of any benefit; the safety of the individual depending 
mainly upon the sanitary precautions of the community at 
large, contiguity to infected places is as dangerous as the 
very presence of the infecting agent, and, therefore, thor- 
oughfares sprinkled and strewn with disinfectants offer no 
hope of escape from epidemics if the neighboring streets 
teem with sources of infection. 

In New York, during the visitation of cholens in; USaas 
1849, and 1864, ill-ventilated and filthy localities suffered 
an excess of mortality fearfully beyond clean and well- 
ventilated sections of the city. The same has been the 
experience of Paris in 1837, also of Vienna, London, and 
Philadelphia, which proves incontestably the value of 
hygienic and sanitary regulations as a means of prevention ; 
but it does not follow that the clean and well-ventilated 
sections are invulnerable to the infection, for according to 
all theories attempted in explanation of the true nature of 
epidemics, it is acknowledged, as stated in the preamble, that 
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the immediate exciting cause is the presence of some aerial 
poison. Now, according to the law of the diffusion of gases, 
if such poison be generated by the presence of some 
infectious agent, it will rapidly spread and taint the 
atmosphere for many miles in the neighborhood, and 
_ thus develop its baneful influences as well at a distance as 
near its source, carried by the breeze from its foul-lurking 
places into more favored spots, just as the low quarters of 
a city afford protection to criminals, who ply their nefarious 
business in respectable places while they harm not those who 
give them shelter. 

This was well illustrated during the cholera in Paris in 
1831; the most airy quarters were attacked, while the vil- 
lage of Gentilly, just outside of Paris, suffered less than some 
of the most healthy communes; yet, according to the report 
of the commissioners appointed by the French government 
to inquire into the circumstances attending the appearance of 
cholera in Paris in 1831, no place could be filthier or more 
surcharged with sources of infection, yet the mortality was 
only 12 in 1,000, while in many of the communes in which 
the sanitary committees found nothing to blame, the loss was 
39, 37, 40, 50, and 55 in 1,000. 

Thus, though Gentilly escaped devastation, it was no less. 
a nidus for the poison, a focus whence disease emanated, 
scattering destruction as it went. 

While many other instances might be cited, the committee 
are of the opinion that the citizens generally are alive to the 
necessity of having sanitary regulations enforced in every 
part of the city, and will cheerfully endorse any action of the 
authorities based on correct sanitary principles that will re- 
sult beneficially, and can be carried out economically. 

To recommend the adoption of any particular system 
would not be feasible at this time. To impartially describe 
the different methods in such manner as to be comprehen- 
sive to the intelligent citizen is the aim of the committee, and 
to unhesitatingly state that they are unanimously of the 
opinion that the time has arrived for a radical change in the 
disposal of the large accumulation of garbage in the city of 
Boston ; and that such change be in touch with the principles 
laid down by competent scientific men who have exhausted 
the subject and have given to the world the results of their 
studies and experiments. 

It occurred to your committee that it would be competent 
to offer some evidence in support of their position that 
accumulation of garbage is a menace to health, and that the 
time has arrived for a radical change in disposing of it. 
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Professor Corfield, in his address to the Sanitary Congress 
at Croyden, 1879: 

* People who are living in the midst of general unsanitary 
conditions are in a worse plight than people living in the 
crater of an extinct volcano; for not only may any one of the 
severest epidemic diseases ‘break out among them at any 
time, but they are continually sacrificing unnecessary vic- 
tims to the demon filth.” 

Nature’s Hygiene, by C. T. Kingzett, p. 197: 

* Finally it is seen that all diseases originate from matters 
of an animal or vegetable origin which may be directly 
derived from organisms by certain processes of change, 
induced by degraded bioplasm or by microphytes (as in put- 
refaction).” 

Page 198: 

“ All diseases due to the putrefaction and decay of animal 
and vegetable matters are mere expressions of unsanitary 
conditions, and could be whoily avoided.” 

The advocates of pure or sweet swill being harmless must 
first prove the entire absence of flesh meat or fish refuse, in 
order to successfully answer the arguments of the practical 
chemist or combat his theory. 

Pages 207-208 : 

“In answer to the question What chemical means and 
agents, then, are to be employed for the prevention of infec- 
tious diseases ?’ 

“The general means include cleanliness ; the studied exclu- 
sion of putrescible matters and processes in and near human 
dwellings, and a due provision of pure air and water. Every 
medical practitioner, and every sanitarian, irrespective of 
theories as to the causation of preventable diseases, is assured 
of the help which filth and unsanitary surroundings give to 


contagious illnesses. 


Page 211: 

“It may indeed be taken for granted that the whole expe- 
rience of the world in all ages goes to show that much pre- 
ventable disease originates in the putrefaction of animal and 
vegetable matter going on in the midst of human habitations.” 

Your committee might present page after page of interest- 
ing matter from reliable authors on this subject, but believe 
that sufficient has been cited to prove that their position on 
the subject has been reached by careful research and is in 
accord with correct sanitary principles. 

We might also call attention to some of the regulations 
promulgated and enforced of late years. 

Parties purchasing the swill are obliged to have perfectly 
tight vessels, securely covered for its transportation. 
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Forbidding its use as food for cows. 

Towns and villages are passing ordinances prohibiting the 
swill from other places from entering. 

The subject of. garbage disposal is being universally agi- 
tated, and at no late day the city will be obliged to dispose 
of all its garbage within the city limits. 

What is the cause of this, if it is not from the fact that 
communities are rapidly awakening to the danger from ac- 
cumulations of animal and vegetable matters in process of 
decay ? 

The adoption of a plant or plants in the city of Boston 
will depend on the cost to operate, the sanitary methods for 
receiving and handling the garbage before treatment, the 
location, and many other conditions that can only be ascer- 
tained when proposals for the disposal of the garbage of the 
city of Boston are asked for. 

The committee desire to acknowledge the courtesies ex- 
tended to them by the Mayor and Aldermen of Detroit, 
Mich., the committee of the City Council in Cincinnati, the 
Mayor and the Health Officer in Richmond, Va., and the 
committee of the city government in Philadelphia, and to 
express their thanks for the receptions tendered, and for the 
facilities afforded them to prosecute their investigations in 
the cities named. 

The work of the committee may be wrecked on the rock 
of mistaken economy or stranded on the shoals of long-estab- 
lished customs and habits, the great obstructors to the ad- 
vance of sanitary science, but the committee recognize that 
the times call for prompt and decisive action in acknowledg- 
ing the means at our disposal for the prevention of disease, 
and the utilization of them as far as practicable for the pur- 
pose of neutralizing the dangers to which we are exposed 
from the presence ‘of the infectious agents that abound in 
accumulations of garbage; and accordingly recommend the 
passage of the accompanying resolve and order.

Therefore be it 


Ordered, That the Superintendent of Streets be requested 
to prepare an estimate of the cost of disposing of the garbage 
of the city of Boston by the systems of utilization and cre- 
mation, and report the same to the City Council at the 
earliest possible day, together with the system which in his 
judgment can be operated in Boston with the best sanitary 
results, also locations that would be suitable for operating 
the plants, and such other information as will enable the 
City Council to take prompt action in the matter.

Present: Alderman Lomasney, Chairman; Aldermen Flood and 
Fottler; Councilmen Spring, Lyons, Barry, Patterson, and Merrill; 
Assistant Clerk of Committees Brawley, Superintendent of Streets 
Carter, Secretary Wood, and Dr. Durgin, of the Board of Health. 

The Chairman read the published notice of the hearing. 

The CHarrRMAN. — I understand the purpose of the committee is to hear 
parties who have established processes. We are not here to hear any- 
thing thatis not established or working at some place. If there are any 
plants in operation, those are the parties we want to hear. Now, as I 
have been informed, Mr. Morse is here, representing the Engle Sanitary 
& Cremation Company ; Mr. McBarron,representing the Brown Develop- 
ing Company; and Mr. Hoiden, representing the Ryder Garbage 
Furnace Company of Pittsburg. Now we will call on Mr. Morse. 


Statement of Mr. WiLL1AmM F. Morse, 


of No. 30 State Street, New York City, representing the Engle Sanitary 
and Cremation Company. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Committee : 


I received last week a letter from the clerk of the committee notify- 
ing me that there would be a hearing today, and I have prepared a 
statement which [ had proposed to send as a letter, not being quite 
certain that I could be here myself. With your permission I will read 
this statement, and then, following that, will be ready to answer any 
question or make any additional explanation that may be needed. 

“The Engle Sanitary and Cremation Company, a corporation organized 
under the laws of the State of Iowa, are owners of patents which for 
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six years past have been used in constructing furnaces for cremating 
garbage in various parts of this country. ‘The system which this com- 
pany employs disposes of all city waste which fire can affect. There is 
no attempt made to obtain a valuable product by means of the extraction 
of oil or grease, or by removing the water or other constituents of 
garbage and retaining whatever may be thought valuable. Frequently 
the term ‘cremation’ has been employed and used by persons inter- 
ested in distillation or extraction processes. — _ 

‘“‘Tt should be distinctly understood that ‘ cremation’ ¢s entire destruc- 
tion, and as far removed from distillation or extraction as is possible. 
Cremating methods in this country have too long suffered the oppro- 
brium of being noxious and offensive, when these terms should be more 
rightfully applied to the extraction or distillation processes. 

‘¢From the published reports of the Superintendent of Streets of the 
City of Boston, for the year 1891, it appears that there were 46,742 loads 
of household offal removed by the city teams. According to the best 
authority, this amount was very considerably increased in 1892 and 
probably also for 1893. Taking this statement as a basis for calculation 
on which to form an estimate for the necessary plant to destroy the 
garbage of the city, there would be 100,000 cubic yards of household 
offal to be disposed of; and assuming that the garbage of the city of 
Boston is of the same consistency and character which is collected in 
other New England cities, like Lynn, Lowell, etc., it appears that there 
would be 65,000 to 66,000 tons per year, which would be for 315 work- 
ing days an average of about 213 to 215 tons per day to be disposed of. 
If we add to this estimate the probable increase which a system of dis- 
posal always brings, there would then be about 230 to 250 tons per day 
to be destroyed. This is equivalent to 375 cubic yards daily. This 
amount of household offal is collected by city teams from every portion 
of the city, and hauled to three different depots or places of deposit, 
where the greater bulk is bought by farmers and fed to swine. These 
depots are necessarily near the respective areas of collection. It has 
been computed that it costs 40 cents a ton to haul garbage a mile, and 
as the report of the Superintendent of Streets shows that it costs 60 
cents per load to haul the house dirt to dumps, manifestly the saving in 
transportation which would be made by the disposal of this garbage at 
points near to the districts of collection, is a very great factor in the 
economical consideration of this question. It seems that there are now 
upwards of 150 to 200 tons, varying with the season of the year, daily 
brought to the central station in Albany street; and that in the West 
Roxbury and Dorchester Districts from 15 to 20 tons per day, and in the 
Brighton District from 6 to 10 tons are collected and disposed of. Any 
process which disposes of this waste must be so adapted as to be used at 
places near the present points of collection and deposit. The city of 
Boston cannot afford to increase the amount expended for the trans- 
portation of garbage by hauling all this vast bulk of matter to one, or 
even two, places of disposal; and whenever any money ean be saved hy 
shortening the route of transportation, it is certain that the value of any 
method of disposal that does this will be greatly increased. 

‘* A memorandum made by the Superintendent of Streets of the City is 
to the effect that there would be probably required four different cre- 
mating plants for the disposal of the garbage of Boston. It would be 
necessary to construct furnaces which would have a capacity of 140 to 
200 tons at one point, 20 tons at another, and 10 to 15 tons at two other 
points. The capacity of these cremating plants must be large enough 
to receive and dispose of all the garbage of the city each day, at the 
time when the largest collection would be made, which is in the summer 
months. 

‘*One value of the cremation process when applied to the disposal of 
garbage is the speed and rapidity with which it cares for the waste. 
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There should not remain on hand at the close of the day’s work any 
surplus to be carried over into the next day’s collection; for if this be 
the case the decay and rapid putrifaction that sets in would create an 
objectionable state of affairs and might in the end produce a nuisance. 
Besides the kitchen offal, or household waste which is collected by the 
city teams, there is a large bulk of combustible waste, the sweepings of 
stores, houses, and shops, the waste of certain manufactories, the bodies 
of the smaller dead animals. and the general debris and refuse material 
cast off from the houses of the people, all of which constitutes what is 
known as refuse, combustible waste, or house dirt, and is a very large 
element in the composition of dumps and places of deposit. <A little 
examination of the ordinary dust heaps or ash cart collections of this 
city shows that nearly 80 per cent. in the winter season is composed of 
ashes; and of the remainder, 15 per cent. at least is this combustible 
material, the balance being «1 small amount of putrescible matter which 
properly should be taken away with the household offal. When garbage 
becomes mixed with ashes, and every particle is covered with the fine 
dust, 1t is impossible to separate it by any ordinary means. ‘The offence 
which arises from the dumps comes mainly from this cause, the putre- 
faction and decay of such parts of animal and vegetable matter which is 
almost unavoidably included in the ash-cart collection, and being depos- 
ited upon the dumps gives off offensive odors and makes the ground on 
which it is used uninhabitable. This 15 per cent. of combustible waste 
properly should be burned. It comprises articles which are of small 
value in themselves and forms only an obstruction to making good 
ground, and inteferes with the work of the collectors because of its 
bulky character, and moreover it is valuable as fuel to furnish heat and 
flame for the destruction of animal matter. The methods of operation 
of the Engle Company have been always to include this combustible 
waste as part of the material to be burned in their furnaces. It ordi- 
narily offers no hindrance to the destruction of household offal when 
mixed with it, but on the contrary greatly assists in its destruction by 
its direct connection with the production of flame and heat, and thereby 
reduces the cost of fuel. 

‘‘Tt is almost impossible to exactly estimate at the present time the 
quantity of material so collected in this city. In 1891 there were 313,464 
loads of ashes collected and removed by the city. Assuming that 15 per 
cent. of this would be combustible material, there would be 75,000 cubic 
yards of combustible matter cast upon the dumps, and which properly 
should be burned. There is another view of this subject which should 
be considered: Every large city carries out from its houses a certain 
proportion of valuable matter which can be saved. The City of New 
York annually receives upwards of $90,000 for the privilege of what is 
called ‘ trimming the scows.’ Men go on each boat as fast as the carts 
are discharged and pick out the rags, paper, bones, iron, glass, and 
leather and throw them aside. ‘The ashes, garbage , and sweeping 
which remain are then shifted over by shovels to each side of the boat to 
maintain the proper balance. The material which is thrown out is 
sorted out and sold to junk dealers. It is then, of course, in an objection- 
able condition, being filthy and dirty, but there is still enongh value in 
it to pay a handsome return to the contractor who buys the privilege of 
doing this work. The city of Boston sells its tin cans for $5 a ton, 
and observation of the dumps and receiving places where ashes are de- 
posited shows that the same system of picking over this worthless matter 
is done by individuals for their own profit in Boston, while the same 
work in New York is done by contract. ‘The revenue to be derived from 
this source of profit when the work done is properly administered would 
be something very considerable. It is estimated by Mr. Carter that 
$10,000 is the sum which these people obtain from the present refuse of 
the dumps, and there can be no doubt if the work were done systemati- 
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eally that $15,000 would more nearly represent the value of the material 
to be saved. 

‘«« In the English cities, where furnaces for the cremation of garbage are 
employed in upwards of 60 cities, and where no system of distillation or 
extraction process has ever been used, there is saved from the bulk of 
worthless material such valuable parts as can be converted to other uses. 
Their furnaces are maintained at very small expense by the combustion 
of the worthless parts. It is entirely possible to so disinfect and de- 
odorize this worthless waste by the application of steam and heat as to 
make the process of separation sanitary. This matter should be taken 
into consideration because Boston, in common with all other large 
cities, produces a great amount of material of this character, and the 
revenue to be derived from this source will largely defray the expense 
of cremating the worthless matter. 

‘<'There is another question connected with this view of the subject, 
which is of still greater interest. ‘The destruction of garbage by fire 
involves the production of high temperatures. Under ordinary con- 
ditions, by the use of coal a temperature of 800 to 1,500 is obtained. By 
the use of oil as fuel this temperature can be easily raised to 2,000 or, if 
required, 3,000 degrees. Whatever may be the process of obtaining 
this heat, it is certain that the consumption of fuel added to the heat 
obtained by the destruction of garbage and offal can be utilized by pass- 
ing it through the proper apparatus of boilers for the purposes of 
obtaining steam-power. If, for instance, the city of Boston possessed a 
cremating plant where daily was destroyed 200 tons of garbage, and 
where the work was carried on without cessation by means of a contin- 
uous supply of material to be destroyed, then the city would have a 
means by which power for the production of electric light would be pro- 
duced at no cost, or the same might be sold for a very considerable sum. 
This attachment of steam-boilers to utilize the heat obtained from the 
furnaces involves a very small extra cost. An instance may be quoted 
in this connection. The city of Southampton, England, receives all the 
garbage and waste of the city at a cremating plant where the dust 
carts deliver their loads into rotating cylinders, the work of which sifts 
out all ashes and smaller particles. The material discharged from the 
cylinder comprising mainly card-board, paper, bottles, glass, tin-ware, 
rags, and animal and vegetable refuse is sorted out by hand, the valuable 
portions retained, and the remainder, mixed with the coal and cinders 
making what is called ‘ breeze,’ is used as fuel to heat the destructors. 
This heat is utilized to make steam in a thirty-horse power boiler, and the 
power is used to drive a pair of engines which compress air and supplies 
power to drive sewage-pumps. ‘The steam also serves for driving 
sludge from the sewage works toa disposal station a mile distant, where 
it is disposed of. ‘The power is also obtained for an electric plant to 
light the station and surrounding dwellings. It is found that twenty- 
five tons ofrefuse when burned generates sufficient steam for all these pur- 
poses for one day. ‘The cost of cremation is from seven to fourteen cents 
per ton, which is offset by the receipt of rental for the steam-power used, 
and thus the work is practically self-supporting. In other words, the 
city of Southampton destroys its refuse of all kinds at no cost and in a 
manner entirely sanitary. This is the ultimate end which is sought to 
be obtained by cities who adopt the process of ‘Cremation.’ In the 
present state of the various systems in use it is not yet reached, as the 
cost of fuel and the cost of labor are not reimbursed in this country, | 
except by the value of the ashes which remain after combustion. Ex- 
perience where crematory furnaces have been erected shows that the 
ashes of garbage cremation contain from 5 to 8 per cent. of potash and 
bone phosphate, the value of which is nearly sufficient to defray thé cost 
of the fuel used in combustion. But there has been no attempt on a 
large scale to utilize any other part of the waste, or to apply the heat 
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obtained by cremation for the purposes of making power. It is obvious 
that it is just as practicable, as easily put into operation, and can be 
made as profitable in this country as it has been proved to be in Eng- 
land. While all these considerations may seem to be aside from the 
main question, it is evident that they will have to be considered in the 
near future as a feature of the destruction of garbage for cities, which 
will make the process economical. 

The Engle Sanitary and Cremation Company have for six years past 
been erecting garbage cremators in various parts of the country, all of 
whic hare now in active operation, and have been examined and tested 
and reported upon under almost every conceivable condition which is 
likelyto arise. These furnaces are built at various points of latitude, from 
near the equator at the city of Panama to Butte City, Montana, where the 
cold in winter is very severe. ‘There are thirty-five furnaces in active 
use at twenty-four different cities and towns, their operation extending 
in some cases over five years of continuous work. They destroy every 
class of waste collected in the city, ashes only excepted, and of these a 
moderate amount — from 15 to 20 per cent. —find their way into the 
furnace with no adverse results except somewhat delaying the combus- 
tion of the garbage. ‘The fuel used in these furnaces is that found at 
the place where constructed. In southern latitudes pitch-pine wood, in 
the west soft coal, in Ohio natural gas, at the World’s Columbian Expo- 
sition at Chicago crude petroleum, and at Lowell, Mass., anthracite coal 
of any size, as well as petroleum oil. The construction of these furnaces 
is made as massive and durable as can be done. The use of large 
cupola blocks of fire-clay for the interior lining, and solid red brick walls 
supported by heavy buckstays and tie-rods on the outside, make them 
the most durable construction of the kind ever yet seen. The arrange- 
ment for feeding the furnaces is such as to allow the reception of 20 to 50 
tons of household offal each day, and the deposit at once in each furnace 
of a larger size of a charge weighing from 7 to 15 tons. In addition to 
this there can also be placed in the furnace each day from 40 to 75 cubic: 
yards of a combustible refuse and worthless waste. By the employment 
of two fires — one producing the main part of the combustions and the 
other operating to destroy the smoke and odors resulting from the com- 
bustion of the garbage — there is no emission of smoke or discharge of 
noxious fumes, nor are there unsanitary conditions created by the opera- 
tion ofthe furnace. The same results attend the combustion of garbage 
by this method as would be obtained by the burning of about the same 
quantity of anthracite coal. The labor required to manage the furnace 
is usually two men in winter and three or perhaps four in summer when 
the largest amounts have to be burned. Where two or more furnaces 
are included in one plant and run with the same chimney the expense 
for labor is considerably diminished. The expense of operation or 
maintenance of the furnace is dependent to a large extent upon the fuel 
employed. In the southern States, where a great quantity of combustible 
waste is burned, and where also the contents of cesspools is mixed 
therewith, and pitch-pine wood is used for fuel, the expense is from 10 
to 20 cents per cubic yard. The average cost at the city of Savannah 
for last year was 13 cents per cubic yard for fuel and labor, and where 
upwards of 46,000 cubic yards of garbage of all kinds, ashes excepted, 
were destroyed. This includes upwards of 4,000 barrels of night-soil, 
and the bodies of 46 horses and 45 cows and 600 dogs. In the middle 
States, where coal is used at moderate prices, the expense is very little 
more ; but in New England where the fuel question is of the highest im- 
portance the operations of cremators using coal have been somewhat 
greater than any other part of the country. During the months of 
December, January, and February in the city of Lowell, where from 7 to 
10 tons of household offal containing 50 to 60 per cent. of water, either in 
a liquid or frozen state, has been destroyed, the labor of two men per 
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day and one at night is required, and 14 tons of coal is daily used. This 


expense is relatively greater than would be necessary if the city had — 


been able to furnish garbage to the full amount of the capacity of the 
cremator. Manifestly a small quantity of garbage which is about half 
the regular charge of the furnace takes a greater expense of fuel and 
labor than would be required if the furnace received something near its 
full capacity at each charge, and was run continuously. The 8 or 10 
tons destroyed at Lowell requires from 6 to 8. hours’ time, because the col- 
lection is made at two separate times, the first being in the morning at 11 
o’clock and the last at 4 o’clock in the afternoon. ‘The Engle Company 
has now gotinto use at Lowell an improved form of apparatus for burn- 
ing crude petroleum as fuel. This comprises the best type of hydro- 
earbon burner which has been tested, and is used by the Standard Oil 
Company for their own work, the best form of air compressor yet de- 
vised, and besides these a special system of hot air delivered at the point 
ofcombustion. It isestimated that the expense of burning, though at the 
present time no precise figures can be given until the apparatus has been 
in operation for some time. One thing is certain, that whatever can be 
done by any garbage cremating furnace in this country, using any form 
of improved fuel, the results to be accomplished by the Engle methods 
of garbage cremation will exceed those which have been developed by 
any other experimental furnaces. 

‘‘In order that the committee may have before them a concise state- 
ment of what the Engle Company are ready to contract for, I beg to 
append herewith the proposition following. . 

‘«Tt should be noted that this proposition does not include any figures 
for the cost of the construction of furnaces to destroy the garbage of the 
city of Boston. These figures will be presented by the company when 
called for by the committee under proper specifications and sealed bids 
received.” 

That, gentlemen, is the substance of a letter which I had prepared in 
order that I might place the matter before you clearly. Now, in order 
that this matter might be put in a business way, and in order to present 
the committee a form of document which could be considered a business 
proposition, [am directed by the Engle Company to submit the fol- 
lowing. 

That proposal has yet to be completed, gentlemen. I have purposely 
omitted from this statement and from this estimate all consideration of 
cost. If Il understand the purpose of the committee, it is to get at the 
present time all the information obtainable. If I am right, the com- 
mittee do not ask for bids. They simply wish to know what can be 
done, and at the pleasure of the committee they will announce that they 
are prepared to receive bids. 

I can complete this in five minutes. I am prepared to make a state- 
ment which will include the cost of constructing and putting everything 
into active operation. I should prefer to withhold that until specially 
asked to do so by the committee, under conditions where my figures 
would be subject to only private and confidential inspection. The 
business part of this thing is one thing. The information to be conveyed 
is another thing. The two do not always go together. In this case, 
the statement that I have made here Iam very glad to have given to 
the committee. I shall be very glad to answer any possible question 
‘that can be asked, or to give any detail of explanation that I can; and 
at the proper time, to-day if the committee choose, and ask me officially 
for a statement of figures which will carry out and confirm what I say, 
then I am ready to give them. A 

The CHairMAN. — Does any one of the committee want to ask any 
question ? 

Mr. Morsr.—TI shall be glad to answer any question. I have not 
bothered the committee with diagrams, or details, or pictures, or anything

of that kind. The only point is this: Here are 35 furnaces. Any one 
can be inspected. The nearest one to this city is in the city of Lowell. 
By to-morrow or the last of this week there will be in operation there a 
furnace burning petroleum oil, burning 10 tons of swill — precisely sucn 
as you collect here — per day, and also fitted to burn the same kind of 
material with coal. We wish simply a chance to show this committee 
or its delegates what this company has been doing and what it is ca- 
pable of doing. Then we wish a chance to submit the figures for the 
inspection of the committee. 

Q. (By Mr. Barry.) I would like to ask in what State of the Union 
you have the largest plant in working order, and how long has that 
plant been running ? 

A. In the State of Georgia, the city of Savannah, about three years. 

Q. And how many tons in 24 hours, about ? 

A. Itis pretty hard to determine. We have 235 cubic yards of gar- 
bage, swill, animal matter, night-soil, and dead animals; 235 in two 
furnaces. 

Q. Now, in the city of Savannah that you speak of, you have built 
those furnaces large enough to take and consume all that garbage that 
is delivered in 24 hours, so none of it lies over to come into the next 24 
hours ? 

A. Yes, it does that. The rule is never to allow anything to accumu- 
late. The platforms won’t allow more than half a dozen loads to remain 
there. 

Q. How much repairs have you done upon those cremators you have 

out there; what would be about the cost in three years ? 
_ A. I think perhaps $350 would cover the whole thing. The city has 
done some repairs and we have done some ourselves. For instance, I 
found the stack was incomplete, badly built. I took it down and put it 
all back. ‘That was $600. But that is an expense which applies to the 
furnace and not to the city. The expense for repairs I don’t think would 
be more than $350. 

Q. Astothe grates used in the furnace, how often do you have to 
change those? 

A. Those grates down there I change once every six months. 

Q. What protection have you against intense heat; do you have any 
water underneath or anything of that nature ? 

A. We have used the circulation of water, and found that we lose 


too much heat. We have used steel bars, and gave them up. The 


steel railroad bar of sixty pounds to the yard will last six months, and 
although only four and a half feet long it will sag down. When it gets 
down to the point where it is going to slip off the ledge it has to be 
turned over. It will be ayear in doing it, but the expense of straighten- 
ing the bar and putting it back is of course very light. The cost of the 
bar is $1.25. Now, we have taken out this bar and put in an interlock- 
ing grate bar made of fire clay, which has two locks running length- 
wise, which is dovetailed together endwise. ‘This sustains a weight of 
fifteen tons; a block six inches thick and ten inches thick at the ends. 
That is the best construction we have ever found. 
. (By the CHarrMANn!) How many furnaces have you in Savannah ? 

Two. | 
Are they in different parts of the city ? 
. No, sir; both together, with one central stack. 
You burn how many cubic yards, did I understand you to say ? 
Two hundred and thirty-five. 
. You speak about the water-grate. Do I understand those grates 
are used to pass water through the centre ? 

AM Yes. 

Q. And from that you lost that power of heat ? 

A. Yes, sir. We lost the heat because the furnace had to overcome 
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that. When the garbage rests on a pipe filled with water, no matter 
how hot the water may be, the garbage will not burn; all the combus- ~ 
tion in that case must be overhead. Consequently the loss of heat 
involved is a very serious matter. Now, take away that pipe, put fire- 
clay in its place there and heat it up to a white heat, and you can burn 
just as well below as above. 

Q. (By Mr. Barry.) I would like to know in what city you have the 
most perfect system working ? 

A. I should say in Chicago. 

Q. And the next city would be what? 

A. Lowell. The furnaces in Savannah are of a type and pattern we 
do not build now at all. We have improved upon that. 

Q. (By Mr. Spring.) Do I understand that when the garbage comes 
in contact with the fire it is in the form of these compressed cakes ? 

A. No, it is only where sewage sludge, which has been taken out of 
the tanks, is compressed, that we do it in that way. 

Q. It is simply confined to that, then ?P 

ey eat 

Q. Ordinarily the garbage comes right in contact with the fire? 

A. Itcomesupa slope. You drive onto a platform, and there is a 
slope as long as this table, or longer. At the end of the slope are the 
receiving holes, one of whichis 34 inches. The cart tips up and it 
slides down this slope directly into the furnace. There is no handling. 
The moment you attempt to shovel or handle it you are spending money 
and time. You must do it wholesale. In this city of Boston, taking 
the Albany-street dump, there would be required platforms to accom- 
modate 60 teams at once. In other words. there might come a time 
when all the carts, after having collected their load, would come there 
at once. You might have 40, 50, or 60 teams there. Now, those must 
be all taken care of. ‘The time of the city cannot be taken up putting 
it in one place and then moving it. You must dump it at the place 
where you are going to burn it. In Savannah we can take about 75 
cubic yards at once. There are 20 teams that do the work. They can 
all discharge there twice. It is 100 feet long. There are two platforms 
100 feet long, and the team each side of these goes on, and the furnaces 
are between. So, in a similar way, in Boston there would require to be 
built a road, so that the teams can drive outside and between and 
around. They must be able to discharge all this matter at once. ‘That 
is the economy of the thing. And when discharged, that whole dis- 
charge must be burned and got out of the way ready for another dis- 
charge. It is continuous work that we want here. 

Q. (By Mr. Barry.) You speak of the city of Savannah, and you 
said about 30 tons. How many furnaces have you there? 

A. We have two furnaces. It is not 30 tons. The ordinary average 
is this: the furnaces will destroy 80 cubic yards of garbage and 75 
barrels of night-soil — the two furnaces. In other words, one furnace 
in that town is doing the work of about 100 cubic yards per day. ‘The 
average for last year was 86. 

@. Now there must be some matter left, and how much is left ? 

A. The refuse left from burned swill in Lowell is from 5 to 8 per 
cent. In other words, if you burn 2,000 pounds, — one ton, — you will 
get from 100 to 110 pounds or from 75 to 100 pounds of ashes. This is 
valuable enough to pay for the fuel which you use to burn it with. 

@. What is it used for ?P 

A. Fertilizer. It contains bone and potash, from & to 7 per cent. 
of potash; and the particles of bone burned are as valuable as the 
bone of any phosphate. In other words, the ash of garbage, swill, 
burned by itself and collected by itself, is of sufficient value to pay for 
the coal or oil and the labor used in burning it. 

Q@. Would that apply to a large furnace ? 
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A, Equally well. In Lowell they have about four cords of ashes and 
bone collected. They are saving it. They will sell it for enough to 
pay for their fuel. In the South it is sold for 25 to 75 cents a barrel. 
In Savannah it is used to make the streets. It is about as valuable for 
that as anything they can get. At Coney island it has never been used 
for anything except to throw away. At Findlay, Ohio, where natural 
gas is used, it is sold. There is enough value in the ash to defray the 
cost of all the fuel used to obtain it. 

Q. (By Mr. Forrier.) I think there is a question that is not exactly 
clear in my mind, in regard to the statement made in relation to the 
amount of swill and garbage collected in Boston as compared with New 
York. I think you said Boston collected more. What do you mean, — 
at a given time, or brought to one point ? 

A. More brought to one point. 

Q. They have several points in New York ? 

A. New York brings to the 16th-street dump and loads about two 
tugsa day. ‘That is nearly 900 tons. But of that only 20 per cent. or 
17 per cent. isgarbage. ‘There is no possible chance of comparison, be- 
cause itis all mixed up. Chicago does the same way, or ina similar 
way. Philadeiphia sorts out its garbage the same as you do. It col- 
lects it separately and carries it down to the lower part of the city and 
has been feeding itto swine. Lynn gets about 6 to 10 tons a day, which 
it collects the same as you do. Worcester feeds it to swine. Lowell 
used to get about 10 tons, until we have pulled the swill house down 
and burned it up. There is no place in the United States where so 
large a quantity is brought together at one time as here. 

Q. (By Mr. Lyons.) Then you would have to have the largest 
furnace that you have in use now in order to accommodate Boston — a 
larger furnace, or more ? 

A. The largest furnace that we have built would burn, we estimate, 
50 to 60 tons of swill. Now, that same furnace will burn 150 or 200 cubie 
yards of mixed combustible refuse and swill together. In Boston it 
might be required to build one to ten —TI cannot tell you. The proposi- 
tion of the Engle Company would be to build a sufficient number, what- 
ever might be. I suppose, all things being taken into consideration, 
that four or five Engle furnaces would burn the garbage of Boston. I 
have every reason to believe that. Yet at the same time it might be 
necessary to build more on account of the points where they are 
separated. 

Q. (By the CHarrmaNn.) What city is there that your company has a 
contract with? Which cities have you got contracts with, and in what 
cities have you furnaces in operation now? 

A. In New York City a furnace has been burning for three years; at 
Coney island four years; Richmond, Norfolk, for a year and a half; 
Savannah, three years; Brunswick, Georgia, four years; Jacksonville, 
four years; Birmingham, four years; Tampa, Florida, St. Augustine, 
Butte City, Montana, and Findlay, Ohio, five years; and in Des Moines 
for five years, and five or six cities in Texas, and in Chicago; and there 
are contracts pending for five different cities and places in Iowa and 
Pennsylvania and New Jetsey. 

Q. I suppose your contracts with those cities are all matters ofrecord, 
and the figures they pay you and that your company receives could be 
obtained ? 

A. Certainly. 

(Y. At the offices in those cities? 

A. Certainly. They are very ready to give you any information, any 
one of these authorities. 

Q. (By Mr. Barry.) I would like to ask if in any of these cities’ 
where you have had your plants established you have had any objection 
from the citizens that live in and about the vicinity ? 
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A. Yes, we had very serious objection made in Lowell before we 
began. The idea was that this furnace was going to be a nuisance, 
therefore it should not be established, and they tried to obtain an injune- 
tion. ‘They failed; and they failed because the judge ruled that there 
was no nuisance at the present time, therefore no injunction would lie. 
But since the furnace has been in operation, now for three months past, 
there has been no whisper of an injunction, nor any offence taken, nor 
any complaints. That is the case with every other place. In the city 
of Richmond they delayed us two mouths to obtain an injunction. 
When we built the furnace and put it in operation, that was the end of it. 
There has never been a complaint filed with the Engle Company from 
any place of a nuisance or offensive odors or of smoke caused by the 
combustion. 

Q. (By Mr. Parrerson.) I would like to ask you about how long it 
tukes to consume a ton of swill? 

A. When the furnace is hot, that is to say after the fires have been 
gotten up, —it takes more than one-third of the fuel to get the furnace 
hot, — you can burn about eight or nine tons in about two or two and a 
half hours ; sometimes three hours. Occasionally, when there is a great 
amount of water, it takes longer. You can burn refuse, combustible 
stuff, almost as fast as you can put it in. 

Q. That is to say, you can burn matter of that kind to better advan- 
tage in summer-time than winter-time. 

A. Yes. Now they are bringing us ice tu burn, and that is a difficult 
matter. ; 

Q. (By Mr. FottLer.) I believe you admit that you cannot destroy 
garbage in this manner unless there will be some gas escaping? 

A. Certainly not, sir. 

Q. And under different conditions of the atmosphere is that more or 
less objectionable ; that is to say, in a hot, humid atmosphere ? 

A. Yes, it would be if it were allowed to descend. If you take a 
discharge from .a stack of one hundred feet high and allow that to come 
down to the ground, there would be carbonic acid gas that would be 
offensive. But if you heat that gas to a point of 300 or 400 degrees 
first it is almost impossible for it ever to get down to the ground. For 
example, in Florida, where the climate is very humid, the discharge 
from the chimney down there, I have seen it sometimes smoke; but it 
has been heated to so high a degree that it floats away and is dissipated. 
It is not a discharge like that from soft coal, or wood even. Itisagas; 
and when heated it rises and is dissipated. 

Q. (By Mr. Barry.) Has your company ever taken into considera- 
tion the matter of trying to save that gas so you might use it — it being 
a carbon gas—for lighting purposes of any nature? Have they ever 
considered that ? 

A. Yes, we have made very extensive examinations. The fact of 
the matter is here. The heat is the only valuable consideration. The 
gas produced by garbage is of so offensive a character that when you 
come to illuminate with it you couldn’t do anything with it. It is 
nothing but carbonic gas, and that is not inflammable. You must enrich 
it with something else. You have got a highly heated gas which is 
destitute of any illuminating power. The units of heat are there, but 
the units of light, so to speak, are not. It wouldn’t burn. But, on the 
other hand, you can make as much heat with it as you choose. It can- 
not be utilized, — there is no way in which that gas can be made to burn 
after it has passed from the furnace. 
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Statement of Mr. Witt1AmM HoLpEn, 


of 52 Fifth avenue, Pittsburgh, representing the Ryder Garbage Fur- 
nace Company, Limited. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The committee are ready to hear anything you 
have to say on this matter, Mr. Holden. 

Mr. Houpen. — Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, Colonel Morse has said 
so much on the system of cremation, and said it so well, that there is really 
very little to say on the theoretical points. The manner of treatment, 
however, differs somewhat in the furnace which he represents and that 
of the Ryder furnace. In his case I believe they have grate bars at 
each end of the furnace. The Ryder system has buta single system of 
grates at one end of the furnace, and the heat is generated with coal 
until a very high degree of temperature is obtained. Then it differs 
somewhat from the colonel in the theory of utilizing the gases. We 
claim that in the process of heating to a very high degree that we elim- 
inate the hydrogen gases, that, being a very inflammable material and 
existing to a large extent in all vegetable and animal matter — that it 
forms a constituent of our fuel. In other words, after having heated 
the furnace to a very high degree, it adds very largely to the process 
of combustion. We demonstrate that by actual experience in the fur- 
naces at Pittsburgh and at Alleghany City. Those furnaces were built 
in 1887 and 1888, and have been in constant operation since. They 
were purely experimental, and very little attention has been given to 
the system from that time outside of those cities. No practical efforts 
have been made to establish plants elsewhere. I think I have some 
credentials here in regard to results which will be somewhat interesting 
reading. I will take first the report of Col. S. A. Whitfield, second 
assistant Postmaster General of the United States. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Do I understand you to say the only two 
places you have plants is in those two cities you mention ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

The CHatRMAN. —I do not think you need go into any recommenda- 
tions from people, because if you have them in print you can submit 
them to the committee, and we will take them into consideration. 

Mr. Hoiprn. — Well, there are some features that I shall want to 
make some comment on. I have here a report from Prof. Charles H. 
Haswell, the author of the Civil Engineer’s handbook, which is a well 
recognized authority, I believe, giving a general description of the 
furnace and its operation. He says that the problem of how to dispose 
of garbage in an effective and economic manner is the most important 
one of the day, and that our company has solved it. I will say, inci- 
dentally, that the same application is possible under this Ryder system 
that would be under the Engle or any other similar system of cremation, 
where the heat units might be utilized. But that has not been done in 
this country. 

Then comes the report of the Board of Health of Pittsburg on January 
31, 1888. I won't go into details. They say in regard to the furnace, 
‘« that it has far exceeded the contract, having destroyed 54 tons of gar- 
bage in 24 hours, thus surpassing our most sanguine expectations. We 
add, further, that no other furnace has ever-made, so far as we know, 
such a record here or elsewhere, as this one has in the destruction of 
garbage, and therefore we strongly recommend its use by other cities as 
a good sanitary measure.” 'Thatis signed by Dr. J. C. Dunn, President ; 
Dr. J. D. Thomas, Secretary ; and the general officers of the Board of 
Health. ! 

As late as December 31 last, we received from the Department of 


- Public Safety of the City of Alleghany, a communication addressed to 


the Ryder Garbage Furnace Company, which says: 
‘‘In reply to your inquiry regarding the working of the ‘ Ryder 
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furnace’ in use in this city, I will say: The furnace has been in use 
over four years and has given entire satisfaction ; no complaints of any 
kind from any source. I have had charge of this bureau about two 
years, during which time the furnace has had some severe tests, es- 
pecially during the cholera scare last summer, often consuming as much 
as 40 tons of animal and vegetable matter per day, and that without 
emitting any odor from the furnace, the incineration being absolutely 
perfect. The cost of operation is very low, when we consider the large 
amount of material destroyed. We have two ordinary laborers at $50 
per month each. We use slack coal at an average cost of $35 per month. 
Aside from the above, there is very little additional expense attached to 
the operation of the plant. Iam free to say that I believe this to be the 
most effective and economical method of disposing of garbage and 
household waste, and will take pleasure in showing any one interested 
the plant, and furnish any other information on the subject in my 
power.

In the city of Pittsburgh the furnace was built of 30 tons’ capacity. 
That was the initiatory furnace. And on the.results of its success the 
city of Alleghany ordered one later. The city of Pittsburgh, with its 
population of about one-half that of Boston, has attempted the past 
season to do the entire work for that city with a 30-ton capacity plant. 
‘They overreached themselves somewhat, and have overtaxed the plant, 
so that it will require a partial replacement. ‘This is a letter dated as: 
late as January 25 of the present year, less than two months ago: 


‘« PITTSBURGH, Pa., January 25, 1893. — 
‘* To whom it may concern : 


‘‘ Having very decided views.on the subject of garbage disposal in 
cities, acquired by a number of years’ experience as health officer of 
Pittsburgh, I have to say there is but one proper way, in my opinion, 
and that is cremation. I may add for the past five years that, in com- 
mon with our sister city, Alleghany, have been and are now using 
the ‘ Ryder Garbage Furnace.’ For effectiveness in execution, economy 
in operating, and thorough work, we think it unequalled and unrivalled, 
and most cheerfully commend it.

There is nothing experimental in the treatment of this product; 
nothing theoretical. It is an established fact which 1s open for inspection 
at any time, and it has these strong indorsements of Colonel Whitfield, 
and the report in regard to Pittsburgh, and the report of the Board of 
Health of Alleghany City. It gives.all the details here of the original 
test. 

‘‘Four tons of general city garbage, 450 pounds of horse or stable 
manure, 2,500 pounds of rotten tomatoes and sauer kraut, 30,500 pounds 
of cucumbers, onion peelings, and spoiled onions, all in salt brine, 
making a total of 20 tons 450 pounds, all of which were entirely 
destroyed at 4 o’clock, P.M.” The Board arrived at the furnace at 3 
o’clock, P.M. ‘That should have been read before. 

‘‘We know, too, that since we made the above test, others fully as 
satisfactory have been made for representatives of other cities, that 
fully corroborate the accuracy of our test, so that we can most cheer- 
fully concur in the recommendations of the Board of Health of our

one has in the destruction of garbage,’ and can cheerfully endorse 
what Professor Haswell says, that it solves the most important health 
problem of the day.

Q. (By Mr. Fortier.) I would like to ask Mr. Holden how the 
working of the Ryder Furnace in the winter-time, when the garbage is 
frozen badly, compares with its working in the summer-time, when it is 
not frozen. Is it just as effective ?P 

4. Oh, yes, sir. 

Q. Works just as fast ? 

A. With the ordinary quantities, even if it were one-half liquid 
matter, it would work successfully ; not quite so rapidly. The process 
of evaporation would retard it somewhat, but not to any material extent. 

Q. (By Mr. Spring.) I would like to ask in regard to your furnace 
as compared with the Engle furnace, is the garbage in your process 
fed right to the fire as it is in the other? 

A. The feature of that is this: that it is fed into a number of open- 
ings, and it assumes a sort of cone shape, where there is a very large 
amount of surface exposure. ‘The result is that the combustion taking 
place from this radiated heat destroys it very rapidly, and the very 
strong draft which is created takes up this very fine ash, — because it 
leaves nothing but a very fine ash, — takes it up through the stack and 
it disappears. When the furnace was about to be constructed in 
Alleghany, just on the bank of the river and very near to the Pittsburgh 
and Western Depot, the Alderman in that district was very bitterly 
opposed toit, and the citizens were alarmed at the possibilities that 
might accrue from it. But to-day there are no objections whatever. 
The very party that opposed it then is one of its warmest advocates 
to-day. 

Q. How long has your company been incorporated ? 

A. It is 1886, I think it was. It may seem a little singular that there 
has not been more vigorous effort, but the company became, as a com- 
pany, discouraged in its experimental processes before it made a 
success, and its management or control went into the hands of a 
wealthy banker who had advanced money to pay the bills. He is an 
old gentleman that is independent, and he does not care to give it a 
great deal of attention. He simply says that if the cities feel like 
availing themselves of the benefits of a good thing, yes, and if not, no. 

(By Mr. Merritt.) Do I understand you to say that you dispose 
of about 40 tons a day in Alleghany ? 

M1 yes, Sir. 

Q. And for that disposal of that 40 tons a day it costs you by the 
month about $35 a month for coal P 

A. Yes, sir; but coal is widely different there from what it is here. 

Q. Do you use any other material? : 

A, Nothing whatever. 

Q. How would the cost of the coal compare, —- that same coal com- 
pare there with it here in the city of Boston? The same amount of 
coal that you buy there what would it cost us here, about? 

A. Well, I haven’t had time to get absolute information. 

Q. What is the coal worth there a ton ? 

A. The coal there, the slack coal is furnished, I believe, at 35 cents a 
ton, and it would cost here, I judge, somewhere from four to five 
dollars. 

Q. (By Mr. Patrerson.) There is one thing that I would like to ask 
that Iam not very clear on. In your definition of the sediment that ac- 
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crued in your furnace, you say that the very fine ash went out through 
the smoke-pipe? Pao 

A. Well, we assume that, because we don’t find anything. 

Q. Do you ever find any trouble by the distribution of that ash in 
the neighborhood ? 

A. Not at all. 

Q. Do you think that is a practical theory ? 

A. Well, really, I haven’t given it much consideration. The con- 
sumption seems to be so absolute that if there is anything, and it is 
fair to presume that there is a minute debris left, that must be drawn 
out. 

Q. (By Mr. Sprine.) The citizens of Pittsburgh are not as likely 
to find fault with that sort of thing as the people of some other city 
might be. 

A. No, sir; they are accustomed to it. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Does any other gentleman wish to ask Mr. Holden 
any questions? Perhaps Mr. Carter would like to ask something. 

Mr. Carter.— Mr. Holden has explained his plan to me, and I 
thought possibly the committee would like to consider some definite 
proposal and have some definite statement made to them as to what 
each man would guarantee his furnace would do in the way of results, 
and I requested Mr. Holden to post himself with a few facts-in regard 
to the price of fuel and that sort of thing,so he could give some esti- 
mate, and Mr. Holden said that he would do that, but that if this was an 
open meeting he naturally would object to giving out certain figures 
where parties interested in rival processes might come in later and 
make some other bid based on his statement. I suggested to him at 
that time —IJ have forgotten just how it was — but he had an alterna- 
tive presented to him of making some statement to the committee as to 
the price he would put in plants for, the city then to run them, and to 
guarantee that the cost per ton would not exceed a certain amount; or, 
second, he could make some proposition to the committee that, if his 
company were awarded any contract, that he was prepared to erect 
furnaces and dispose of all the garbage that was taken to these furnaces 
at a certain cost per ton, which cost, of course, he did not want to state 
in public. And there was some third proposition that I have forgotten 
what it was. But, as I understood it, you were prepared, or said that 
you would make some general statement to the committee, so that they 
could have, roughly, the approximate cost to the city of treating the 
garbage by your method, at the same time not committing yourself as 
to any definite price. 

Mr. HoLpen.— Well, it seems to me it would be more proper to sub- 
mit it when the other interests are submitted at the same time, and the 
proposition to be absolute. 

Q. (By Mr. Carter.) Do I understand that you have adopted either 
of those two methods? First, that you would erect the furnaces and sell 
them to the city for a certain definite amount, or, if the committee 
deemed that inadvisable, that your company was prepared to erect 
furnaces and treat this garbage for a certain amount per ton. Is your 
company prepared to adopt one or both of those methods? 

A. If the city can prepare itself so as to say it is ready to buy our 
furnace, we will name a price on it, according to the capacity, for one 
or more. If they are not, we are ready to do what perhaps no other 
company will do, we are ready to build the furnaces, put them up, and 
not ask a dollar until we have demonstrated everything that we claim. 

Q. Yes, but that is not exactly the question. 

A. And we will name a price, of course, in connection with that. 

Q. Do I understand that you will put up those furnaces and then 
make a proposition to the city to treat the garbage for a certain price 
per ton delivered there ? 
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A. We will do that; yes, sir; on a term of years, a satisfactory term 
of years. 

@. You are prepared to do either one or both of these methods ? 

A. Yes, sir; we are willing to take the product as we see it there at 
Albany street, and dispose of it effectually at a given price per ton, for 
a term of years; such a term as will warrant us in the construction of 
such plants as will be necessary for the proper disposal of it. 

Q. (By Mr. Lyons.) Those tigures you withhold from the committee, 
in public, at the present time ? 

A. Yes, sir; it would hardly be proper at this state, as there are 
other processes to be represented at a later date, and we do not feel like 
giving the figures for public use. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Has Dr. Durgin any questions he would like to 
ask ? 

Dr. Durerin. — In the Engle process there are two fires, the first one 
treating the garbage directly, and then after this incomplete combustion 
has taken place, the products go on and pass underneath the bed of the 
garbage, and it then comes in contact with the second fire for complet- 
ing the combustion. With regard to the Ryder, which I am notso well 
acquainted with, I would like to ask if, with the one fire, any experiments 
or tests have been made by which the amount of smoke can be at all 
estimated that issues from the chimney top, and also as to whether any 
offensive gases escape. 

Mr. HOLDEN. — Scarcely any perceptible smoke excepting at the com- 
mencement, the same ordinary smoke which would be created in start- 
ing a fire, in the very commencement, when the coal will throw off some 
smoke. But after the furnace is heated up and we get the benefits of 
the combustion of the material, there is neither smoke nor odor. We 
work on a somewhat similar principle to that under which sand is melted 
for glass works, and this is the outgrowth of experiments in that 
direction. 

Q. (By Dr. DureiN.) The draft, then, from the burning garbage 
goes directly to the chimney ? 

A. Yes, sir. Thatis, over a bridge wall and into another chamber, 
and then on into the chimney. . 

Q. And what is that chamber you speak of into which the draft passes ? 

A. It is a fire-clay chamber which lies about the centre of the furnace. 

Q. And that is provided with means of completing any incomplete 
combustion ?P 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Oh, well, I didn’t understand that. That is intended, then, to take 
the place of the second fire which is provided in the Engle? 

A. Yes. Our heat is utilized by radiation. As I said before, we 
learned some of this process of construction by the treatment of glass 
sand. When we made our furnace works, afew years ago, the maxi- 
mum of melting sand for glass was about a ton and a half in one vessel, 
and to-day we buiid tanks which melt three hundred tons of sand at 
once, and entirely by radiated heat. 

Q. You do not find it necessary, then, to introduce any fresh air, oxy- 
gen, beyond the point of the first combustion ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Have you ever been able to calculate the cost per ton or per cubic 
yard of burning? 

A. We have in all those localities where we are familiar with the 
cost of fuel and transportation. I am rather staggered at the price of 
fuel here. 

Q. Yes, we understand that; but I didn’t understand that the price 
of burning per ton in each locality was to be withheld; am I right? 
The actual results in other cases P 

A. The reference that I gave you there from the Board of Health of 
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Alleghany states it specifically that their fuel there is about $35 per 
month. ‘That indicates, I] suppose, about one hundred tons of slack 
coal per month at thirty-five cents per ton. 

. (By Mr. Carter.) And how much is burned ? 

A. In that furnace ? 

Cri G8; Si 

A. From 30 to 40 tons per day, according to conditions. 

Q. And how many days in the week ? ; 

A. Every day that it is delivered. 

Q. Sundays included? 

A. No, it is not usually used on Sundays. 

Q. That would make it about 40 cents a ton here, then, 100 tons of 
coal at $4, and burn a thousand tons, 40 tons a day for 25 days, a 
thousand tons burned and 100 tons of coal at $4 a ton, that would be 40 
cents a ton for fuel alone. How many men are employed? 

A. Two, sometimes three. 

Q. That would be 50 cents a ton for fuel and attendance, practically, 
that it costs them there. Ten cents for incidentals would be 60 cents. 

A. Labor is somewhat — 

Q. In your investigation in the nature of what I indicated to you the 
other day in regard to the price of coal and the price of labor, outside 
of your process, are you prepared or are you willing to give the com- 
mittee a statement as to what you think any cremation process could be 
conducted for in Boston? We won't confine it to your furnace, but the 
cremation of garbage in general, if you have investigated that subject 
and know it pretty thoroughly ? 

A. Well, a very safe estimate would be 25 cents per head of popu- 
lation per annum. 

If we have $500,000, that would be a quarter of that, $125,000? 
That is a maximum. 

You base that on general data? 

Yes, sir. 

Modified, however, by the prices of labor and coal in Boston ? 

. Yes, sir. And that is based somewhat upon propositions that 
have been made by other parties, other plans, other systems. For 
instance, a proposition was made to another city by another system, 
recently, in which one cremator, with a capacity of 40 tons per day, 
was estimated to cost $40,000 per annum, with an increase above 40 
tons at a proportionate price, and the selling price of the plant on a 
basis of Boston’s population would be about $375,000. 

(. (By the CHarrman.) You heard the statement Colonel Morse 
made to the committee ? 

A” Y es; isi: 

@ About the price, ete. Would your company be willing to make 
the same proposition that he made in behalf of his company ? 

A. Well, I didn’t understand the colonel made a proposition. 

@. He went into details; he didn’t state the price exactly, but he 
stated they were willing to sell the plant. Your company is willing to 
do that, is it ? 

A. I don’t know that I quite understand that. 

_@. Well, you heard what Mr. Morse said about the price, and that 
his company were willing to build a plant and give it to the city, or 
take a contract for so many years, and Mr. Carter has come in since, 
and we didn’t ask Mr. Morse to give us any particular price. Now, I. 
want to know if your company would make the same proposition that 
Mr. Morse made? | 

A. That we will build the plant ? : 

@. The same general statement. I said that because of Mr. Carter 
not having been here when Mr. Morse talked to the committee. 

A. If I understand it correctly I certainly would. 
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Have you ever tried this petroleum oil ? 

In connection with glass works, yes. 

Well, in connection with the burning of garbage ? 

No, sir. 

Has it ever been tried to your knowledge § P 

I have had no personal observation in that direction. 

(By Mr. Woop.) I would like to ask, in connection with Pitts- 
burgh, if they only have a 30-ton plant there, if there is not a large 
amount of garbage disposed of in some other way. That does not 
account for all the garbage of the city ? 

A. Pittsburgh attempted, as I remarked some time ago, to do with 
that 50-ton capacity plant, to dispose of somewhere from 75 to 100 tons 
of garbage a day, and they did it by the introduction of natural gas, 
which is an expensive process with them now. And they are discussing 
the question of adding more cremators at present, for the proper dis- 
position of it. Their “population is some 260,000 to 270,000, and they 
have only that single plant with capacity fer 30 tons, and th: vt met all 
their requir ements last year. 

The CHARMAN. — Does any other gentleman desire to ask Mr. Holden 
any questions? ‘That is all, Mr. Holden.

Statement of Mr. MicHart McBarron, 


of 45 Oliver street, Boston, representing the Brown Developing 
Company. 

Mr. CHAIRMAN AND GENTLEMEN: in regard to the cremation of 
garbage, Mr. Morse went over it very well, as far as I can see, and [ 
cannot adda great deal toit. About all I could say in regard to it is 
that with our process we generate a heat of from 2,500 degrees Fahren- 
heit up to 3,400, in that neighbor hood; and witha furnace to burn about 
4 tons an hour, we consume about 40 gallons of oil per hour. We 
have erected a furnace here in Boston, a small furnace, just to show 
people what we have got. A week ago last Thursday and Friday there 
were 47 tons brought there, and we burned about 45 tons from eight 
o'clock Thursday morning till about five o’clock Friday evening. The 
furnace we have got there is about 18 feet long and 8 feet wide. Now, 
we could erect a fur nace, with the same amount of heat that we were using 
those two days, we could construct a furnace about twice the size to do 
about twice the amount of work, with the same expense. Gentlemen 
came there from the Technology building to try the heat that we had 
there one day, and in the furnace direct it was 2,580 degrees Fahrenheit, 
and going out of the stack it was 1,670, I think, in that neighborhood. 
So that there is no chance for any odor from the furnace, and it is a 
complete destruction of garbage. 

Out of the 45 tons that we burned last week — Mr. Carter has the 
weight of the material — there was left, | should judge, about halfa ton 
ofthe 45 tons. I have not had a report from Mr. Carter, because I have 
been away. All the garbage was weighed, and all the oil that was used 
also, and he weighed the material that was left, and he has got the re- 
port. Ihave been to his Office, but he was away at the time. I should 
nee there was about half a ton left of the material. 

(By the CHairMAN.) Where is this furnace situated P 

ms At the Albany-street dump. 

Q. How much does it cost you? 

A. The furnace costs about $5,000. We put it up at our own expense 
to show the city what it could do. 

Ts it located on the city property ? 

Yes, sir. 

Who gave you permission to put it up? 

Mi. Carter. That is, provided we put it up at our own expense. 
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Verbally, or by a written order ? 

Verbally. 

How did you come to get that, by what means did you get it? 

I went to Mr. Carter and asked him in regard to it. 

What did you say to him P 

. I told him we had a process for burning garbage. He wanted to 
know about it, what it cost, ete.; wanted to know if we could put up a 
furnace and demonstrate it; in fact, I asked him for the privilege to put up 
furnace, we would be willing to put up a furnace; and he asked me if I 
knew of any place where there was a good chance to do so. I told him 
I did not, and the thought struck me to go right to the city yard and see 
if there was any place there. I came back and reported that right in the 
yard where the garbage was would be a good place to put it up, and he 
gave me the privilege to do so, provided it wouldn’t cost the city any- 
thing. We have erected a furnace there, and of course if it is objection- 
able, at any time we will take it down again. 

Q. (By Mr. Barry.) You told about burning 45 tons. What was 
the cost of all the material you used to dispose of that 45 tons ? 

A. Well, Mr. Carter has got the exact figures of everything. I 
didn’t take an account of it at the time. The cost of oil by the car-load 
would be about two and a half cents a gallon. The cost to us was 
four cents a gallon, because we bought it in a small quantity. 

Q. Crude oil? 

A. Yes, sir. We have understood from other parties that are using 
coal, that it is very expensive to burn coal for destroying garbage, and 
about 1,600 to 1,800 degrees Fahrenheit is about as high as can be ob- 
tained trom coal. With this process we can generate heat from 3,500 
to 4,000 degrees Fahrenheit. We have got a small furnace at Belleville, 
New Jersey, that we have tested up to 3,500 degrees. In this furnace 
here, for burning the garbage, it was not necessary to put the heat any 
higher than we had it, as we found we could do the work as it was. 

Q. (By Mr. Forrier.) Besides the one at Belleville, New Jersey, 
and this, have you any other ? 

A. That is the only one. : 

Q. (By Mr. Barry.) Presuming that your method was a success, 
what proposition have you, what do you propose to do in the city? Do 
you propose the city shall build the furnace or you shall build it and 
the city shall pay you a royalty per ton, or what method do you pro- 
propose to the city? . 

A. We propose to put the furnace up ourselves, if the city will adopt 
our method, after the committee has seen the furnace in operation and 
the thing is satisfactory, and also found out the exact cost; we would 
be willing to put the furnaces up ourselves and run them for the city 
for a certain length of time, find out if it was satisfactory to them, at 
our own expense, and after it was demonstrated that it was a success, 
why, we would expect the city to pay for it. 

Q. In what way, by the ton? 

A. No, sir; we would sell the furnace. We do not propose to burn 
it by the ton. We would sell the furnace out and the right to use it. 

Y. You would sell the city the right to use your system ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(@. Whatever you think is right to pay you for your patent ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q 

A 
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(By Mr. Lyons.) Is this furnace in New Jersey in practical use ? 


. Itis only a small furnace. The one in practical use is right ~ 


here. ‘That one in New Jersey is only for experimental purposes. 

Y. How old is that ? 

A. Since last July. It is in connection with other business there. 
We have four or five different furnaces there, experimental furnaces. 
We have had furnaces for annealing metals. We have sold the right 
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to the United States Government for annealing the gold and silver at 
the mints. 

@. Are you in a position at some future time to submit to this com- 
mittee the exact cost of consuming per ton ? 

Aves, Sir, 

@. Are you in a position to-day to do that? 

A. Yes, sir. Now, with this small furnace Mr. Carter can show you 
at the exact time. We are ready at any time. Of course, you would 
require a larger furnace than what we have got, because there wasn’t 
but a small space there. We had to build the furnace according to the 
space we had. 

Y. You could. of course, produce furnaces there suitable for using 
up all the material of the city at about the actual cost per ton that you 
have now? 

A. Yes, sir. 

QY. You are satisfied to make an estimate by the ton? 

A. Yes, I could tell you at the present time about what we would 
guarantee to do. We know about what we can do. 

Q. Well, as the other gentlemen have not given the exact figure I 
wouldn’t wish you to. 

A. Well, it has been public as faras that is concerned. Weare not at 
all backward in mentioning in regard to it. It has been in the papers, 
etc. We know about what we can do in the matter. We havn’t known 
of any process of burning oil, ete., in connection with burning garbage. 
We do not know of any furnace in use at the present time burning “il 
or burning gas. I should say we burn gas made from crude petr oleum, 
and I do not know of an y process down to the present time in the United 
States that is doing work of that kind with crude petroleum. I think 
ours is the only process that is doing that kind of work. I have heard 
it remarked here to-day that there were other furnaces doing work of 
that kind, but I don’t know of any. 

ap (By the CHAIRMAN.) So long as you have no objection, what do 
you think it would cost a ton, take ‘it in’ round figures P 

A. About 25 cents per ton. 

Q. You mean your company to put up the works and run them for 
a number of years for 25 cents a ton? 

A. Yes, sir. We wouldn’t guarantee to burn the garbage, but we 
will guarantee that it can be burned for 25 cents per ton, and that it 
wouldn’t cost the city — well, it depends somewhat in regard to the cost 
of oil. If oil advanced or lowered in price it would depend upon what 
the cost of material would be in that way. At the present time the oil 
is worth in car-load lots about 24 cents per gallon. 

Q. (By Mr. Barry.) You speak of gas. Do you generate gas from 
the crude oil in the retort ? 

A. Yes, sir; right in the furnace. 

@. What kind of a retort? 

A. We have what we call the combustion chamber where we form a 
complete combustion, right in the chamber, and that goes directly onto 
the garbage and passes over the garbage, properly ignited, and we can 
send a flame, with this burner of ours, fifty feet long. It passes over 
the furnace and then under it. There are two chambers underneath the 
furnace with our process. And in that way there is more burned under- 
neath the swill than what there ison top. Our furnace is so constructed 
that weuse the heat three times before it passes out of the stack. 

Q. (By Mr. Sprine.) I should like to ask if you do not have to have 
a special Peeetimnenit to your furnace for this gas production P 

A. No, sir. It is all done right in the furnace, right from the burner. 
The principal part is our combustion chamber, where we generate the 
gas, where we form the combustion. With the ordinary oil burners, 
where they shoot directly into the furnace, which I have seen, — in fact, 
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I have used some, — the flame would be about three to five feet long; 
possibly you could get some burners that would carry a flame ten feet. 
Then the flame is entirely gone. 

Q. (By Mr. Lyons.) In regard to repairing on your furnace, how 
does this intense heat act on your furnace ? 

A. Well, with the fire-brick, the salt from. the garbage forms a 
coating inside. The furnace looks as if it was glazed inside, so that the 
heat does not affect the brick with us. The salt forms a coating inside. 
It does in every furnace. It isn’t any different in our furnace from any 
other furnace. And that saves the furnace from going to pieces. Then, 
of course, it has to be bolted very strong, and all together. In this 
furnace of ours, we have sheet steel on the outside, boiler plate, and 
then heavy buck staves, and that holds the furnace together. But the 
inside of the furnace really takes care of itself. All that would give 
out would be the roof of the furnace, and that would last four or 
five years. If it was necessary to repair it the cost. probably would 
be $50 to put in a new roof. We do not use only single brick in our 
roof, and the cost would be very trifling to put in a new arch in the 
roof. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) How long since this furnace has been com- 
pleted P 

A. About six weeks. 

Q. How many days has it. been in operation since ? 

A. We have run it in the neighborhood of a week altogether. Any 
time when any committees want to come and see it, or any of the 
people from out of town, we put it in operation. From the moment we 
turn on the gas, or start it burning, it commences to do work right 
away. One of your committee here, Alderman Fottler, saw the furnace in 
operation. Probably he could give you some little idea in regard to it. 
I invited some committees to see it. There was one committee here 
week before last, from Cleveland, and the chairman of the committee 
said to my partners, it was the first furnace he saw burning garbage. 
He said he had been to various cities around, and said that was the first 
furnace he saw with proper heat to do that kind of work. I have not 
seen a great many in use; I have seen a few. 

Q. (By Mr. Lyons.) How long does it take you to get sufficient 
heat to burn garbage, to commence. 

A. The moment that we light the furnace it commences to burn, the ~ 
moment itis ignited. The same as putting a match to your gas here. 
The moment you light the gas here it commenees to burn. 

Q. Then you can shut it off? 

A. We can shut it off instantly or start it instantly. There are just 
two valves, one for steam and the other for oil. 

The CHainman. — Do you desire, Dr. Durgin, to ask any questions ? 

Dr. Durcrn. — No, sir; I have seen Mr. McBarron and asked him a 
great many questions about it. I have not seen the garbage burning, 
but I know practically what it does. If I knew what the committee 
wanted to find out, and they didn’t ask, I would be glad to do so, but I 
think you want to get at the processes yourselves in your own way. 

The CuarrMan. — Mr. Wood, do you want to ask any questions ? 

Q. (By Mr. Woop.) I would like to ask about the completeness of the 
combustion ; whether he finds it necessary to stir the garbage up during 
combustion, or whether, having once placed the garbage within reach 
of he fire, it is entirely consumed without further trouble ? 

A. Well, it will burn much faster by stirring it up occasionally, 
because the part that is burned on the top of the garbage, probably three 
or four inches is burned down, and it has got to be raked or overhauled 
somewhat in order to have the garbage underneath burned. 

@. Do any noxious vapors escape during that stirring ? 

A. The draft from the stack draws that all up. There is nothing 
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comes out from the doors. That depends upon the size of the stack and 
the draft you have. With our furnace there are no gases escape or no 
smell. 

@. Such gases as are liberated by that stirring up,—are they con- 
sumed before they go out of the stack ? 

A. Oh, yes, indeed. Everything has got to pass through the furnace 
and goes out of the stack, with our process, —I should judge, the last time 
we ran it, in the neighborhood of 2,000, and at that heat a furnace ceuld 
be made pretty near three times as long as the one we have got, because 
that would consume the garbage ata great deal less heat than that. 
That isa great deal higher than what you could get from coal. I 
think about 1,500 or 1,800 Fahrenheit is the highest you have from coal. 

Q. (By Mr. BArry.) Durmg your experiments up there have you 
had any complaint from the neighbors around in the vicinity ? 

A. No, sir; none whatever. 

Q. Or any from the City Hospital P 

A. No, sir. There is no possible chance for any odors, with that de- 
gree of heat, leaving the furnace. 


(The hearing was adjourned. ) 


SECOND HEARING. 


Boston, City HAL, March 24, 1893. 


Present: Alderman Lomasney, Chairman; Alderman Fottler; Coun- 
cilmen Spring, Lyons, Barry, Patterson, and Merrill; Clerk of Com- 
mittees Hillard, and Superintendent Carter of the Street Department. 

Alderman Fottler in the chair. 

The Chairman read the order appointing the committee and the pub- 
lished notice of the hearing: 

The CHAIRMAN. — I understand that there are gentlemen here who 
are prepared to give this committee information in regard to the 
question as set forth in this advertisement. I am not acquainted with 
the different parties that are here, not having the name, but if there is 
anyone here that has anything bearing upon this subject we will be 
pleased to hear from them. 

Mr. PARKER C. CHANDLER. — I have nothing to say, as I am not an 
expert, but I should like to allow Mr. Simonin to make a very brief 
Statement of what he has, and I think that is all we have to say. 


Statement of Mr. Issac M. Smontn, 


of Messrs. Simonin & Simonin, Philadelphia, representing the Simonin 
process. 

‘¢Mr. CHAIRMAN AND GENTLEMEN: The system I represent was 
patented January 5, 1892, by I.M. and C.F. Simonin, of Philadelphia, and 
is an improvement on a patent granted in 1869 to C. F. Simonin, Sr., 
and it differs from cremation or furnace destroyers in that we utilize 
this material and produce products that are of commercial value, 
especially one product, 7.e., fertilizer, that is much needed by the barren 
soil of New England. These products by cremation are completely 
destroyed. We contend if we can do this at the same cost as cremation, 
we should be given the preference, for I tell you, gentlemen, it is a fact 
beyond dispute that ‘‘ the reforms that shield us from pestilence sink 
into insignificance compared with those required tu guard posterity, in 
not a very remote future, from chronic scarcity.” 

««The process is sanitary, and during the treatment no odors or gases 
arise, for none are created. The treatment consists in placing the 
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garbage, when received, on iron cars, which cars are then run into long 
iron retorts 18 feet long and 6 feet in diameter; the open end in them 
hermetically sealed, thus preventing even the odor of garbage itself 
from escaping. The mass in the iron retort is submitted to a chemical 
treatment, which frees it entirely of its grease and moisture, leaving 
in the retorts a perfectly dry residue, which is used as a base for a 
fertilizer. . 

“It was suggested at the meeting on Wednesday. that the city might 
obtain a revenue by selling the privilege of assorting the garbage be- 
fore it was treated. A large revenue might be obtained from assorting 
the ash pits, or dumping grounds, and a small revenue from assorting 
garbage: but you can well see the folly and criminal objection of such a 
procedure. Every scrap of paper, glass, or rag, becomes a harbinger 
for the spreading of disease, and it was with much regret I read this 
suggestion. ; 

‘‘When the garbage is received by us, we place it in the retorts unas- 
sorted, but after it is treated, any glass, paper or rags present (and 
they are few) can be removed without any fear of danger, as the treat- 
ment thoroughly disinfects them and destroys all germ life present. 
The destruction of germ life by this process has been fully proven to be 
true by specialists, whose examinations were made in view of our claim, 
that in case of an epidemic, the plant could be used to disinfect any in- 
fected materials. As I understand it the city is not now ready to adopt 
any system, consequently at the present time it is not wise for me to go 
minutely into the question of cost; but some time ago we and other 
companies were asked to send propositions to’ the Superintendent of 
Streets of your city, and [ believe we were the only ones that complied 
to this request. While not binding my company to a renewal of this 
proposition, I will say if it had been accepted the city under it would 
have had its garbage destroyed nominally free of cost, after the original 
outlay for buying the plant or disposing apparatus. . 

‘* We have plants in operation at Cincinnati and Providence, the one 
at Providence, being the first construction, is rather crude, but is dis- 
posing of the garbage satisfactory to the Health Department of that 
city. It has been inspected by nearly every Health Department of 
New England; we instance your Health Department, Superintendent of 
Streets of Boston, Health Departments ot Worcester, Lynn, Hartford, 
Springfield, and New Haven, and we have not yet had one that visited 
it that will not freely commend it as an advanced sanitary measure.

@. (By the CHarrMAN.) I would like to ask how long the one in 
Providence has been in operation ? 

A. The one in Providence has been in operation four years. 

Q. How long that in Cincinnati ? 

A. The contract was given the latter part of June. We were in 
operation on November 28th. During the month of December the 
river was frozen over completely, and after the ice went out of the 
river, they were troubled with floods, which prevented the plant being 
run in December and the early part of January. Since then the plant 
has been in complete operation. We are destroying the entire garbage 
of that city, and the city does not deliver us sufficient for the capacity 
of the plant, and we have had, at an expense of $3,000 a year, to hire a 


superintendent, whose special duty it is to help the city to get a sufficient 
collection of this material. | 


Q. And those are the only two places. 
A. Yes. The patent was granted January 5, 1892. The - previous 
patent was controlled by my father, and his process, while it was a

sanitary measure, was not a commercial success, and consequently was 
not introduced. 


Q. (By Mr. Barry.) Do you finda ready market for this material that 
is left ? 


A. There is no difficulty whatever in selling and disposing of these 
products ; none whatever. 


a Then you find a ready market for all the materials you have 
there P 

A. There is no trouble whatever. The product at Providence is sold 
for the coming year — almost the entire product, both grease and tank- 
age, for the coming year is sold. 

Q. What are the products you get from it? 

A. Grease, and a material we call tankage, which is used as a basis 
for fertilizer. We have sold it to the Bradley Fertilizer Company and 
the Bowker Chemical Company here — fertilizer companies. 

@. What class of business is the oil used for? 

A. The oil is used for candle manufacturing and also for soap. 

Q. Have you had any complaints from the abuttors adjacent to your 
place in Cincinnati cr in Providence ? 

A. Nope in Cincinnati at all. There was one complaint in Provi- 
dence. It was referred to the Board of Aldermen there. The com- 
plaint arose from our neighbors, a large manufacturing industry, about 
a square opposite and a square beyond. They employ some 6,00u or 7,000 
hands, and they possibly have some five or six million dollars invested 
there.. The ground on which this building is located has become very 
valuable, and the Board of Aldermen investigated the complaint and 
immediately returned to their chamber and gave us a comple clearance 
of health. I have that with me, and it comes from the clerk of the 
council. 

The CHAIRMAN. — We have the Superintendent of Streets with us. 
Possibly he may like to ask some questions in relation to the process. 

Q. (By Mr. Carter.) Do I understand that this is the only evidence 
you want to present to the committee, or do you intend to give other 
statistics concerning the comparative expense of this method with other 
methods? 

* A. Of course it is hardly advisable at the present time. The city is 
not entering into a contract with us, and it exposes us. 

Q. Lam not talking about direct figures. 1 mean as an argument for 
the advancement of the interests of your method before this committee. 
For instance, at the hearing last Wednesday they were represented by 
their agents, who went into rather a lengthy discussion of the whole 
question and with some statements concerning the costs at which garb- 
age could be cremated, etc. Now, as I understand your process, one of 
the special points you make is the immense saving that will be effeeted 
to the city by the use of your proccss in comparison with adopting any 
cremation process; and for that reason it would seem to me to be well 
either for you or your counsel to go into that question a little, because 
each man that comes here with his own process is supposed to see it 
forth in its most advantageous light, and the cremation men have been 
here to talk up their schenies, and the cost at which they think they can 
dispose of it, and it would only seem right that you should go into the 
proposition you make the city in comparison with the propositions which 
have been made to cremate it, to show the committee, as you undertook 
to show me, what a great saving would be effected by your process. 
Of course I simply throw that out as a suggestion. | 

A. As I stated in the little paper that 1 read, of course I do not care 
at the present time to be bound by the proposition that was submitted 
to the city. I will analyze that proposition to you, and you can see its 
merit over cremation. Under cremation a city buys its own plant, and 
this, according to their own statistics, requires one crematory for every 
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30,000 inhabitants. This is from Colonel Morse himself, at Lynn, at 
the last meeting at Lynn, about three months ago, at which we both 
appeared. The city, after buying the crematories, has got to run them at 
theirownexpense. Now, we figure that the cremation of garbage cannot 
be possibly done for less than a dollar a ton. 1 may be wrong, gentle- 
men, to state these as actual facts, but you can find that out and investi- 
gate and convince yourselves, Now, we proposed to sell to the city a 
plant the same as the crematories did. We then guaranteed, and gave 
bonds that we would manage that plant, and dispose of the garbage of 
the city, and pay the city a small sum, a nominal sum it was, but it 
would help to pay the interest on the plant, for the privilege of man- 
aging that plant. That in reality disposed of the garbage of this city 
at no cost whatever to the city. ‘That proposition was made for a period 
of twenty years, and we were willing to substantiate it by bonds. AsJ 
say, I do not care at the present time to renew that proposition, for 
there is nothing detinite betore the committee to act upon. ‘They have 
no definite propositions from any one. But that is an analysis of that 
proposition. We would build our disposers for the city the same as 
the crematories, and we would give bonds that we would manage that 
plant and dispose of the garbage free of cost to the city, and give them 
a slight revenue in return for that privilege. Does that answer your 
question, Mr. Carter? 

Q. Well, that does partly. Of course I do not care about acting as 
counsel for you at this hearing, only, as I say, these other people have 
gone into details as to what they can do the thing for; and while they 
have not run down the treating of garbage by a chemical process, they 
of course talked up their scheme in the most favorable light, and it 
would seem to me policy on your part to advance the same arguments 
to this committee that you did tome. For instance, to take the question 
of disposing of 200 tons of garbage per day in this city, and to bring 
forth some argument as to what it would cost to cremate that to the 
city, and also what it is going to cost the city to treat the garbage by 
your process. | 

A. | merely state figures which I have some basis for quoting. It 
will cost over a dollar a ton for labor and coal alone to cremate gar- 


e : . , ° ° . e 
bage, without allowing anything for interest on plant and depreciation 


in value of the plant. Of course the crematories have to submit to a 
severe test, and there is naturally a depreciation in the value. But you 
do not take that into consideration at all. Now, the city of Boston has 
over 200 tons of garbage to dispose of daily. Naturally there is at 
least a saving of $200 a day, or some $75,000 a year. Now, our con- 
tract covered a long period, and we can say after the first year the 
city’s garbage was disposed of without any cost whatever. In other 
words, it was saving every year of our contract, after the first, $76,0UU 
in principal, and with the interest on that inside of the 20 years it would 
run up to somewhere to $2,000,000 saving over cremation. I wish also 
to be distinctly understood. Mr. Carter said that the furnace men were 
not criticising the disposing of garbage by chemical means. I do not 
desire to be put in here in the light ot criticising crematories, for I will 
say frankly that crematories, to my knowledge, dispose of garbage in 
a sanitary manner, and Iam only too glad to welcome anyone that is 
endeavoring to solve this problem, and so I think the crematories are. 
They are endeavoring to get the burning of this garbage. I know at 
Lowell to-day they expect to have a test with fuel oil in the place cf 
coal, and it is hardly fair for me to quote figures I have in reference to 
the cost of cremation until they make that test, and I do not care to be 
put in the light here of criticising them at all. I do not do it. 

Mr. CHANDLER. — I would like to explain. I had no notice, and Mr. 
Simonin had none, of the previous meeting of the committee, so I was 
not here, ‘and do not know what was said or the shape it took. But as 
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I understand Mr. Simonin’s position, it is simply this: The city of 
Boston wants some system which will do the work, and I do not know 
but all these systems will do that work. The question then is, all being 
efficient, which is most economical for the city? As I understand, the 
usual habit of the crematory corporations is to sell their plant to the 
city for a fair consideration, and then the city operates it. As I under- 
stand the state of the art, the only question is what it will cost the city 
to operate it. As far as I understand the matter, there is a variety of 
Opinion on that, and if the committee desire, | think Mr. Simonin, who 
is an engineer and expert in all these sort of matters, might desire to 
present later, if it seemed desirable, data as to what he knows of the 
cost of the crematory process. If the city can get a crematory, which 
undoubtedly consumes these substances, and operate it for less money, 
taking it in the long run here, two or three years, why, then the com- 
mittee ought to adopt it. But if, on the other hand, Mr. Simonin can 
sell his patents te the city, and put up a plant operative for a series of 
years, and pay the city something for the privilege of doing it, enough 
perhaps to pay half the interest on the plant, instead of paying, as I 
understand it costs, $1 a ton, $75,000 out a year, why, it does not seem 
to me, as Mr. Simonin states it, —it does not seem to me to be a very 
doubtful question. The committee certainly would not want to spend 
$75,000 for nothing. 

Now, the contract which Mr. Simonin offered the city I think is in the 
hands or the committee. If it is not, we will provide them with it. 
And the reason why Mr. Simonin does not wish to stand by it is because 
he does not desire to put his bid in until other parties put theirs in. But 
he substantially was ready then, and I imagine is substantially ready 
now, to build the works for the city for a fair consideration, and put up 
a bond, as he said, of $25,000. to operate them, and pay the city several 
thousand dollars for the privilege. I understand that the crematories 
save nothing practically unless they sort the material in advance, but 
when it goes in the crematory it is entirely consumed. Of course 
another question is the sanitary question and the safety from fire. All 
those problems I imagine your committee will have to discover by 
personal inspection of the various sort of works. So that why we are 
seemingly unprepared, which I never like to be, is because I did not 
know of the last meeting. We are ready to produce any evidence that 
may seem desirable. 

The CHatrman.—I may say that the last meeting did not exactly 
bear upon what we are hearing to-day. We kept the two ideas entirely 
separate. Therefore we held one hearing one day, and now this to-day. 
I would like to ask Mr. Simonin if there is anything in the way of ob- 
jectionable odors emanating by his process. 

Mr. Srmonrin. — There is nothing whatever from the process at all. 
You cannot make garbage itself smell like the ottar of roses, but it is 
impossible, after the garbage gets into our retort, for any odor to arise. 
But you ean all well see that there might be objections by men that have 
six million dollars worth of property surrounding us, why they should 
not want a garbage plant. , f admit I should not want it. The name 
itself, even, with no other arising, would be in my mind an objection. 
But, frankly, there has never been a committee or Board of Health in 
Cincinnati, although the plan is crude, being the first constructed, — 
there is never a health ofticer that has gone there that ever has con- 
demned our system, but they have all come away and unqualifiedly 
given their opinion favorably to it. 

Q. (By the CuatrMAN.) in Cincinnati is your plant established right 
in the heart of the city or on the outskirts P 

A. The plant is two miles below the city, on the river front. We had 
selected a place within the city limits, within six blocks of the present 
city hali, at the foot of Mill street; but the city objected to concentrating

the garbage at one point; said they had not sufficient teams, and they 
compelled us to give them three or four dumping places on the river. 
We naturally sought ground where it was cheapest. We went down the 
river, I say unfortunately now, and the city is hauling its garbage all to 
one dumping boat. But we were forced by the board of affairs there 
and by the health officers to select a site on the river-front where they 
could come and dump it on their harbor boats —- they call them wharf 
boats — and they wanted three or four of them. I think in time they 
will use three or four and save the expense of hauling. But I tell you 
frankly, any system that is modelled after ours, only using an extractor, 
—I tell you frankly they will create no more nuisance than a crematory 
would create, and I do not consider that crematories can create a 
nuisance if properly managed. 

(By Mr. Lyons.) Under your proposition for the disposition of 
offal, how about the teaming? Does the city of Boston have to stand 
that expense ? 

A. Oh, yes, sir. Under all the systems the city of Boston delivers. 
They would have to deliver it to the crematories as well as deliver it to 
us. That plant is in operation now. They are dumping their stuff at 
the foot of Albany street, and they have to do that anyway under any 
system. 

‘ Q. (By Mr. CHANDLER.) I understand that the hauling of this offal 
through the streets and dumping at. any place, of course, has natural 
objections P 

A_ Of course it has. 

Q. But you do say when once in your machine it is hermetically 
sealed, and there is no odor at all? 

AY Yes) sir: . 

Q. And it cannot go up a chimney ? 

A. 'There.is no gas created at all. 

Q. (By Mr. Serine.) While this garbage is in the cylinder that you 
have in your device, what do you do with the garbage that is waiting 
treatment? You cannot treat but a small proportion ? 

A. At Providence we have not sufficient extractors to handle all the 
garbage delivered, and the garbage that comes in the afternoon remains 
until the following morning. But at Cincinnati we have more apparatus 
than is needed to take care of the garbage. Now, in future systems we 
shall do the same as we have done there; we increase the number of 
extractors; we make the plant large enough to take care of it, and there 
is no garbage ever exposed. It is only a question of the number of re- 
torts that can be put in without interfering. 

@. What is the proportion of those extractors to a furnace ? 

A. We can put in our extractors about 12 tons of garbage, as col- 
lected by the city. 

@. Do I understand that there is generally one to a furnace? 

A. Oh, no, sir. We would possibly have two toa furnace. Fur- 
naces claim to be able to destroy 15 tons of garbage. 

@. (By Mr. CHANDLER.) I would like to ask one or two questions. 
In the first place, have you ever been enjoined by any court as a 
nuisance ? 

A. Never, sir. 

Q@. Have you ever had any fire? 

A. Never within the works. We are entirely covered; every piece 
of machinery and every building we have is entirely covered by insur- 
ance. | have my insurance policies with me. In casualty insurance 
we are classed in the lowest place. In our casualty insurance— and ours 
is the best in the world — they give us an insurance of $15,000 for $27 
premium, and it is against liability to our employees and the public. 
Unfortunately at Providence there was the cause there of a fire which 
they endeavored to trace to us. Ihave here a transcript from the Court

Records stating that after two days’ trial the jury declared for the de- 
fendant, the defendant being myself, and the jury was out ten minutes, 
aud we naturally felt quite elated over the fact. But that is the only 
fire we have ever had in 22 years. We have worked my father’s system 
in Philadelphia on animal matter, and on matter that contains consider- 
able grease, for 22 years, and never had a fire there and have never had 
a fire in Providence or Cincinnati. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) I would like to ask if the system is just as 
effective and works as well in the winter-time as the summer? 

ao es, sir. 

Y. When the garbage is frozen badly? 

A. There is no difficulty whatever in working it. 

Q. (By Mr- Patterson.) Mr. Simonin, in your system is it just as 
easy to handle garbage that is more or less mixed with ashes ? 

A. No difficulty about it at all. 

@. You do not have to have it separated ? 

A. We do not sort it at all. 

@. Use up everything? 

_A. Use up everything. and when it is fully disinfected there is no 
germ life present, and no cause for fear of an epidemic from the 
spreading of thismaterial. Ifyou remember, in the little paper I said I 
- Was very much surprised to hear that Colonel Morse had said that you 
could reap a benefit or revenue from assorting it. He gets his point 
from New York, where they dump their ashes and garbage mixed, and 
that garbage contains paper, and tin, and pieces of iron. It is the ex- 
ception when we run across in the garbage anything except tomato and 
corn cans; itis the exception when anything else is in the garbage, 
where you have an efficient collection. 

Q. (By Mr. CHANDLER.) Is the collection of garbage here in Boston 
and the handling of it well done ? 

A. Well, sir, I think the collection is efficient, more so than in any 
city I have ever come in contact with, and Mr. Fleischmann will stand 
me out in reference to that point. You are accumulating 212 tons of 
garbage a day, just about the average amount that an individual pro- 
duces. He produces about one pound to the individual, and your 
population being over 400,000, it gives you over 400,000 pounds, show- 
ing you that your collection is sufficient. 

Q. (By Mr. Lyons.) And you handle all the refuse after it has been 
treated yourself ? 

7a 6S, Sir. 

Q. The city would have nothing to do with it ? 

A. The city has nothing to do with it. 

Mr. CHANDLER. —I might say that Mr. Simonin stated to me the 
reason he desired to operate the plant was that, understanding the busi- 
ness, he could make a profit out of it, and he did not feel confident that 
the city could; that an expert could do it, knowing all the prices of the 
various products and the practical ways of doing it. That is the reason 
he is ready to guarantee it, and practically have it cost the city nothing 
but the interest on the investment, and not quite that. 

Mr. Srmonin. —I can illustrate that point practically. The process 
when first introduced in Providence was in the hands of a company, 
practical men ; one of them was a fertilizer man. They ran the process 
for eight months at a loss of $2,000 monthly. We then assumed their 
contract and gave them a bond of $15,000 to live up to the same, and in 
addition to that we pay them a slight revenue on their capital they had 
invested. It shows you that even business men, one of whom thought 
he knew the business thoroughly, were running the plant at a loss. 

The CHarrMAN. — If there are no other questions in relation to the 
Simonin process, we might consider this part of the hearing closed, and 
we will call upon the representative of the Merz system. 
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Mr. CHANDLER. — May I have the privilege of presenting any data 
later ? : 
The CHATRMAN. — Certainly. 


"Statement of Mr. Henry A. FLEISCHMANN, 


representing the Merz Universal Extractor and Construction Company of 

New York, before the Joint Special Committee on the Disposition of 

City Offial. 

Boston, City HALL, March 24, 1893. 

Mr. CHAIRMAN AND GENTLEMEN OF THE COMMITTEE: I wish to 
call your attention to the fact that our company was the first company 
in the United States, which, in 1886, put up the first plant in Buffalo. 
We call it the Merz system. While the system in general is very similar 
to the system of Mr. Simonin, the gentleman who spoke before, 1 want 
to call your attention first to two things. Does your city look with more 
favor upon the sanitary disposal of garbage, or does your city wish to 
dispose of the garbage in an economical way ? 

The CHAIRMAN. — Both. 

Mr. FLEISCHMANN. — If you want to have these two questions solved, 
I will call your attention to the fact that by our new process, which has 
been patented just about six weeks ago—and I want to say right here 
to you now, gentlemen, that we had plenty of fault to find ourselves 
with our own works. I am not coming here to you and state that our 
works were perfect, but I give you facts on which you can figure your- 
selves, gentlemen. We put up the first plant in the city of Buffalo, and 
I thought there would be a barrel of money in it; and I went before the 
City Council, and said, ‘‘ Gentlemen, I will take your garbage for 
nothing, I do not want any compensation for it.” We put up the first 
plant, gentlemen. Our company and our friends invested $55,000, and 
we received the garbage for a year and a half, and after a year and a 
half we found out we had lost $18,000, and the people who had in- 
vested their money in the garbage business thought they had better buy 
some other stock than garbage stock. Finally we closed it up volun- 
tarily. 

Noo gentlemen, if all you would know the trouble we had, the 
injunctions which came in by the dozen before we built a plant, anybody 
would be tired of going into the garbage business. 

Well, after the plant was closed for about a year, about five different 
parties came there and made a bid; the cremation parties, and other 
parties had some scheme to put it on the ground and put some chemicals 
on it. Finally the people of Buffalo were satisfied, and thought we had 
lost our money, and they gave us a contract for two years, $20,000 a 
year, and our stockholders were delighted. We have worked that plant 
for two years. 

Now, gentlemen, I just give you that argument only for the purpose 
of stating to you the facts. Is the garbage which Mr. Simonin receives 
at his plant a different garbage from ours? There must be silver dol- 
lars init. We get the common garbage from the city, and after two 
years’ work we didn’t make much money. We made in two years 
$5,460. But we had to put in $10,000 more machinery, so that our poor 
stockholders didn’t see another dividend for two years. 

Finally we went into another competition. The two years were out. 
The city of Buffalo advertised again, and I must say my competitor, Mr. 
Simonin, was again in the field. _ Well. I don’t know as that has any 
bearing on the case here. I will not criticise any other system; not one 
word. But I ask this, gentlemen, that before you do anything you will 
give me a show, and let me sce if I cannot convince you that I have the 
best sanitary system, and I think the cheapest system to-day, with the 
new process. With the old process I could not compete with my friend 
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or with anybody. I don’t want to compete with them. I put in my 
first bid: $2.75 a ton, or $300,000 for five years.. My friend put in his 
bid: $1.25 a ton for five years, and 85 cents a ton for ten years. Well, 
if anybody puts in a bid like that and if he doesn’t get it, there must be 
something — but I am not going to say one word against systems. 
Both parties were ruled out. The Ryder people made a bid, and finally 
it came to another advertisement, and we were again competitors; and 
my friend got up to $150,000 a year for five years, and I demanded 
$175,000, $25,000 more than my friend. Well, I think any board of 
aldermen which does not give the bid to the lower, being $25,000 
cheaper, are throwing the city money away, and I don’t think they act 
right. But I think my friend will not contradict me that the sanitary 
committee of that city of Buffalo unanimously accepted my bid of 
$125,000, and I will be ready to prove it to you, gentlemen, in black 
and white. And his honor the mayor of Buffalo said that he would 
sign that contract, I should go to work and put the new system in. I do 
not say why; may be I am a good-looking man, and that is the reason. 

Now I want to give vou the facts. Our system is running success- 
fully in Buffalo, in Milwaukee, in Detroit, and in the biggest city in the 
south-west, in St. Louis, where the city of St. Louis pays me nearly 
$800,000 for ten years. Why, gentlemen? Not because my name is 
Fleischmann. Because I put up a plant there in the middle of the city, 
at Twenty-second street, and put the second plant up now in Chateau 
avenue, because the people are satisfied with the one plant; and I 
think, gentlemen, that speaks for itself. 

Q. (By the CHAiRMAN.) This is your new system; nothing to do 
with the ones that didn’t pay ? 

A. The ones that didn’t pay I wouldn’t have. Now, gentlemen, I 
am perfectly satisfied to do the same thing as anybody else. Just let 
us know what you want, if you want to make money or what. 

Q. To save money. 

A. To save money; all right. I will show you how you can save 
money. I will give you figures, I will give you an open book, I will 
tell you the secret of our institution from beginning to end. I want Mr. 
Simonin to see that grease. (Producing sample.) Won't he tell me if 
he makes such grease with his system? And I know, while we are 
friendly together, he must decide that that is a superior quality right in 
the beginning, and [ show it to Mr. Simonin first. Now I wish you to 
smell of that. I could tell you right off what I get for that material. 
I get just.as much as what there is in it, bone phosphate, ammonia, and 
potash; whatever per cent. is in it I get. Now I will show you that the 
material varies. 1 get in Buffalo for the same material $a ton. I get 
in Detroit for the same material $5.80 a ton. I get for the same mate- 
rial in St. Louis $6.80 a ton. Well, why? You would call it the same 
material. Itis garbage; all is garbage. But the cities get different 
kinds of garbage. Between garbage and garbage there is a difference. 

Now, there is not a man in the world who could say that my system 
produces the best. The garbage produces this If you give Mr. 
Simonin leaves, and sticks. and bottles, and boxes, I would like to see 
the grease he is going to get out of it. But give Mr. Simonin good 
material and you will find out that Mr. Simonin will get just as much 
out of it as anybody else, and maybe more. 

Now, gentlemen, all I have to say to you is this: The people who 
are going into the garbage business are no philanthropists. They are 
not coming to the city of Boston for glory. They clean your city, and 
invest $200,000 or $250,000. ‘They have the honor of taking your filth 
and rubbish, and investing their money and losing it. If I have got 
$250,000, partly of my own money,— while I am not rich, — but the 
other people are going into the business, and take stock. You say it is 
a city contract, and the money just flows in. I say, gentlemen, it is 
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true. I will show you, and give the exact figures how much can be 
made out of a ton of garbage. Out of every 100 tons of garbage, no 
matter what it is, you get no more than 20 tons of product, and out of 
this 20 tons of product, you get according to the city. In the best city 
we ever had we get 10 per cent. of grease. Now you can take a pencil 
and figure yourselves. That is all you can get out of it. 

Now, gentlemen, I wish to state to you right here that we had a great 
deal of trouble. And the first thing, the moment you talk about a gar- 
bage plant, the people get in an uproar. They don’t want any garbage 
plant in any neighborhood ; and in several cities, in Detroit, we have 
been closed up by law, and I confess it to you. The law closed us up. 
The people in the neighborhood imagined that the gases which might 
come out are gases which will kill them; and the first thing we had a 
lawsuit with a woman whose husband died of some kind of a sickness, 
who sued us for damages — I believe $25,000 — on the ground that the 
gases which came out from the garbage killed the old man. Now you 
have got a great deal to doif you take this into your hands. What was 
the consequence? Certainly in the lower court we lost it; sympathy ; 
and the higher court set the verdict aside, and the company got free. 

But what next? The same city that closed me down, the same city 
that said, ‘‘ Well, the people die there,” said, ‘‘ Mr. Fleischmann, we 
think you have got the best system anyhow.” My contract was $36,000 
for three years, and I got anew contract in the same years for $52,000. 
But I had to go outside of the city, that was the condition. 

Now comes the city of Milwaukee. In the city of Milwaukee I had a 
contract for three years for $15,000. I thought again I was going to 
make a barrel of money there. Finally some senators and other parties 
got together and said, ‘‘ Oh, we don’t want that garbage there, it has 
got to get out, it stinks.” ‘They went to the Legislature and passed a 
Jaw that that work in which I had invested $100,000 must stop. And it 
did stop. You can’t go against the law. I have a lawyer here now who 
would fight it on the constitutional question, but we didn’t fight it on 
that. We just waited. 

Well, the city waited five months. What did they do? Built up 
crematories, one of Engle’s and one other. What was the consequence? 
They had that working for four months, and after four months they 
closed the crematory down. Mind you, I am not talking against the 
crematory; I just talk that that isa fact. They closed it down and I 
bought it. Why? Because I knew I was the only party there. Again 
the bids were given out, and finally a man came with a wonderful 
proposition. He was going to build a flat boat and on that flat boat he 
was going to have some boilers, and every morning he was going to 
bring that garbage out into tlie sea and cremate it on the sea, in the 
open sea on the lake. Well, they paid $4,000 a month for that experi- 
ment. They brought it out on the lake, and there was a big hole there, 
and they opened that hole and all the garbage was dumped into the sea. 

Now, gentlemen, everything I say to you I will prove. Finally a 
new contract was made for five years. Competition was there from 
everybody in the country. And the same people who voted against me, 
the same people who closed me up by law, gave me a new contract, 
but not for $15,000 a year, for $350,000 for five years, and I bring you 
all these documents to read. 

Now all I want to say is this. I do not believe your honorable com- 
mittee will decide it on my speech or Mr. Simonin’s speech or anybody’s 
speech. I think before you put something in your beautiful city here, 
you will know what you are going to do, and I know that you are just, 
that you will give everybody a show, and if I cannot convince you, 
certainly Iam not in it. That is all I have to say in that regard. I will 
give you all the information you want. I am willing to give you my 
system. I put up a plant for you, 100 or 200 or 300 tons. You put up 
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the plant and I take the plant from you at a rental, and run the plant 
myself, if you do not want to run it as city officers; or any proposition 
which will be advertised we are going to makeabidon. And I say to 
you, gentlemen, that the time has come when you will find out that only 
the best system will be the system which will be adopted in any city. 

In regard to the extractors which we have, I want to call your atten- 
tion ; —certainly we learned from Mr. Simonin; I do not deny that. 
He learned from us and we learned from him. We see the mistakes 
which are made. The great mistake is to bring the garbage to the 
works and let it lay there. That must stop entirely. Our extractors 
are 15 tons each. We make them 30 if you want it; we make them 50 
if you want it. It is no matter how big the extractors are, but the prin- 
ciple thing is, and which my friend forgot to say, but I want to tell you 
that he cannot extract in a day an extractor. That is not true. But I 
Say an extractor takes 48 hours to extract. But, for instance, I put up 
a capacity of 90 tons; then [ put up an extractor capacity of 180 tons. 
This morning at six o’clock the garbage comes, till nine o’clock in the’ 
evening or eight o’clock in the evening. All we do is to take the whole 
wagon, with everything contained, bottles, horseshoes, cats, rats, any- 
thing, and dump it in and seal it up, and it goes out of the eye of every- 
body. ‘This is the new improved process. And after it is in there you 
can close the place up, because the whole machinery runs by itself; it 
doesn’t need handling any more. In our former process the handling 
was the expensive thing, the coal and the labor was the expensive thing, 
aud so we were very high. We didn’t destroy the garbage cheap. But 
with the new process, which we are willing to show youany time or 
any day — this process we wish to show your honorable committee to 
satisfy you, and to satisfy you by all the merits which are commending 
our system all over the United States where we are established, that we 
give perfect satisfaction to the public, perfect satisfaction to the neigh- 
bors, and a medium satisfaction to ourselves, because we have not made 
much money yet. Any question you wish to ask, gentlemen, I will be 
pleased to answer. : 

Q. (By Mr. Barry.) You spoke of the material that you collected. 
Do I understand that you dump that into a sluiceway, and it finally 
finds its way into the retort? 

A. Right in. 

QY. And you have no sheds to dump in at all ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. The teams are brought there and it is dumped right in? 

aA. Goes right in, and you don’t see anything any more. By the 
other system of Mr. Simonin’s he cannot do that. I only saw the plant 
once and that was not under Mr. Simonin’s management; that was in 
another place. Now our extractors stand in one line, and the wagon 
goes right up and dumps it in. In Mr. Simonin’s there is a man-hole 
on the side, a very heavy man-hole, and the material must be brought 
there and put in. Then it is absolutely impossible that he could take 15 
tons of garbage at one time and put itin. I[f that is not so then I make 
a mistake, but I will prove what I say. It is a physical and absolute 
impossibility. He gets it there in the team, and he must take it away 
from there first and put it in; and it looks like where they dry starch; 
there are little rollers. It has got to be brought there from another 
place. ‘That is where in our new invention we hope to beat them all. 
Take 15 extractors, and you bring me 100 tons of garbage now, and I 
will show you that this 100 tons of garbage will be inthe extractor dur- 
ing the time you are there, and Iclose it up and you cannot see any- 
thing, except on the other side, in ten minutes afterwards, the grease 
coming out. No odors; nothing can escape, because [ cannot open it. 
It wouldn’t be open until the material comes out. This is the improve- 
ment which we have, and [ say to you now if we had not had_ this 
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improvement, Mr. Simonin’s system is superior to ours as we were 
working the system before. I will admit anything that is fair. 

Q. Do you have any liquid extract that you have no use for to come 
from your system ? 

A. It condenses. 

Q. Where does that material go ? 

A. For instance, the moment the 15 tons are in, 15 barrels of benzine 
come on. Well, we have got to regain that benzine; we are not losing 
any. It goes into a condenser, it evaporates. The benzine goes back . 
again. It works continuously, always in a cirele, for 24 or 36 hours. 
So the material is disinfected. 

Q. If I understand you, you have no pipes whatever in your system 
that lead away what would be known as sewage, to go into a sewer to 
be disposed of ? 

A. No, sit. 

Q. In other words, everything that goes into that hermetically sealed 
arrangement is consumed and some use is made of it? 

A. Everything is consumed ; and the bad stuff, what you call the bad 
gases, are evaporated and condensed and destroyed. 

@. Are you ready and prepared with a proposition to make to a city 
like Boston, with probably 200 tons of garbage ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What would it cost the city of Boston to dispose of its garbage 
under your system? That is to say, you to build the works and to destroy 
that 200 tons of garbage. What would be the cost to the city per year? 

A. Now, you won't ask me that when my friend sits here. 

@. Very well, then I will not ask you the question. We will let the 
question drop. But you said your system was an open book, and I 
supposed that meant to the committee. 

A. It is for your committee to go inand look and examine as a book. 

Q. Now, what is it you get from your material? 

A. That is what [told youl got. We get 20 tons out of every 100 
of material. | 

(. And that sells — 

A. Just as I stated, just as I gave that analysis; and I wish to state 
to you that we have got an open market for all we make. 

(Y. How many tons of garbage does it take to produce four tons of 
that sample — or a ton of it? 

A. Sixteen tons; no, 20 tons. And out of the 20 tons we get 4 tons. 
Out of the 4 tons we get 10 per cent. of grease; that is, 800 pounds of 
grease. That is the poorest estimate. It runs a little higher. In some 
places itrunsto 120r11. In the summer-time it runs lower, in the 
winter-time higher; the people eat more meat. 

Q@. (By the CaarirmMAN.) Where are your largest works situated ? 

A. In St. Louis there is a 150-ton plant, and the other 100-ton plant 
we are putting up now. 

Q@. (By Mr. Lomasney.) Do I understand that they do not have an 
refuse material to carry away from your works at all ? 

. No, sir; nota drop. We have no connection, 

(By Mr. Carter.) What per cent. of water is there in garbage ? 
. In garbage there is from 75 to 80 per cent. of water. 

What becomes of that water by your process ? 

. That water is condensed. 

Then where does it go ? 

. There is nothing left, it is vaporized. 

Goes out the chimney ? , 

- Not at all. It is condensed in steam; it goes out as exhaust 
steam. We will show you that when it comes out. J have an analysis 
here from the State Chemist of New York. They went there and had 
that analyzed, and he was drinking it even. 
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A. Bee steam must make a certain amount of water to run into the 
sewer! 

A. It doesn’t run into the sewer; no, it runs out as exhaust steam, as 
you will find out, gentlemen. 

(By Mr. Barry.) Now, we will take a steamer lying alongside © 
the dock and blowing off steam; that would be about the way your 
steam comes out? 

“PY es, sir. 

Q. Then there would be no more liquid come out by your system 
than there would be out of a steamer lying alongside the dock and blow- 
ing off exhaust steam ? , 

A. Thatis right. You must not forget one thing, the intense heat 
which there is in the extractors. You take, for instance, five gallons of 
water, and you boil that water say for 6 hours—we boil the water 
there for 48; there would be nothing left. 

Q. (By Mr. Patrerson.) Where is the most perfect plant that you 
have in operation at:the present time ? 

A. The perfect plant after the old system? The old Merz system is 
in St. Louis, Milwaukee, Detroit. 

Q. (By Mr. Carter.) Where is it by the new system ? 

A. It is in our experimental station at Blissville, Long Island, where 
we not only destroy garbage, but the most stinking, abominable stuff 
you ever put your nose on. 

Q. How big a plant is that ? 

A. There are six extractors there, and I will tell you further. In 
St. Louis the people, with the same engineer who put up that plant, 
have given us an order for a 100-ton plant, and the ground is already 
dug out, and in about 60 days it will be in full operation. Mind you, 
gentlemen, I could not put a plant up with the new system until I had 
the patent, and the patent is just out; well, I think it is about four or 
five weeks since that combination was granted to me. And I say this 
to you, gentlemen, that if I had not had that patent I just would 

have quit with all the garbage destruction. I would not have come 
near you with the old Merz system, because I know positively, gentle- 
men, that whoever goes into the business with the old system, that the 
breakage of machinery and the expenses will eat them up. 

Q. (By Mr. Patrerson.) In your collection of garbage, you find a 
certain percentage of cans, horseshoes, etc. ? 

Reet hey all #o in. 

Q. What becomes of that waste ? 

A. After it is dry, like this, it comes out. Then it is purified, clean. 
_ For instance, I can grind the can, but when the can comes out of that 
extractor it is as white as snow. because it lies 48 hours in boiling ben- 
zine. ‘The difference is, as against the former system, that the tin cans, 
horseshoes, and everything which came into our dryers, broke the 
dryer in two. So we had to pick out the cans before, and that was a 
nuisance. 

Q@. (By Mr. Barry.) Out of the average 100 tons of garbage,— take 
any city as an average, — what would you find that you had that you 
would have to dispose of; in other words, that would be of no use, and 
find its way to the dump? Suppose you are disposing of 100 tons of 
garbage? 

muh y 6s: 

@. After you had extracted all these different things, what would be 
left that you had no use for, that would find its way to the dump ? 

A. Out of 100 tons of garbage we have about 2U tons of solid mate- 
rial, and there are some tin cans, and some bottles, and some glass 
which is in there ; certainly we do not grind that up. The glass is sold, 
and the iron is sold, too, afterwards, But I want to call your attention 
to the fact that this material, when it comes out, it is clean; there is no 
objection to it. 
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Q. Then you throw away and you do not dispose of anything that 
would come under the head of dust, ashes? 

A. Ashes come out just as nice. We could not dispose of ashes in the 
former dryer. 

Q. (By Mr. Carter.) What proportion of the 100 tons after 
you have treated it—how many tons are. there of material left 
that are worth nothing, that you have got to team out and dump? Out 
of 100 tons how much is there of absolutely worthless material which 
you have got to team off and get rid of ? 

A. I do not wish to answer that in any other way, as by the new 
system we treat it in small quantities; but I could give you exactly by 
the old system, because we picked it out. 

Q. Well, the old system ? 

A. About five per cent. 

Q. Five tons out of 100? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. (By Mr. Lyons.) Is that extracted under your new system, these 
samples P . | 

AS Cesta, 

Q@. Does that comprise everything left from the garbage, those two 
bottles ? 

A. Yes, sir. ' 

Q. There is nothing outside of that? 

A. A tin ean or bottle, but that is all the material. 

Q. That is all that is left ? 

A. Yes, sir. On the new process there is absolutely no waste. I 
believe my friend here will state that the tin can has no value for him 
except when it is purified and cleaned, —then he might get $5 a ton for 
it. Thatis what the value is of these old tin cans provided you pack 
them together. And you get about $4 to $6 for a ton of glass. Ido 
not want you to mix that up. That has nothing to do with the garbage 
destruction. But under the old system that was a nuisance, because we 
had to throw away these old bottles, and may be there was some which 
a physician might object to. There Mr. Simonin had the advantage 
over US. 

Q. (By Mr. Carter.) As I understand these processes, about a 
year ago the distinct feature of your process was that you took this 
material and you put it in one or two extractors and handled it over 
three or four times before you treated it with the benzine ? 

A. I beg your pardon. 

QY. Mr. Simonin put his directly into the benzine. Now you state to 
the committee that with your new process — 

A. It goes direct. 

Q. How does it differ at all from his process ? 

A. It differs entirely in the handling of it. You look at the inside 
working of the extractors. We might be able to explain it to you after 
you come and see it for yourself. I am not bound to tell that before Mr. 
Simonin. I say this, that the product, when it gets in, works auto- 
matically for 48 hours, until it is finished. There is a report of a 
special committee authorized to inspect such systems for the disposal of 
garbage as they may see expedient. They report as follows: We have 
travelled 3,100 miles; a very nice committee, and not far from here; it 
isin Lynn. They have inspected every plant, and we are honest enough 
to give their report here to this committee, where they say, while we 
consider the Merz system —that was the old Merz system — the ideal 
plant of the United States, and the best, we still would recommend Mr. 
Simonin’s because it is cheaper. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) The old system that you had? . 

A. Mind you, that is the old system, and I believe that is pretty 
honest with my brother. Further, I will leave the whole report. There 
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are about 20 cities which they investigated, and I think it will serve 
you a great deal. Mr. Simonin’s process is described, and ours, and_ if 
you wish to have it I will leave it for your consideration. 

Q. (By Mr. Carter.) If this committee went around to all these 
cities that were in operation and did not go to Long Island, they then 
would not see the new process ? 

A. The money would be thrown away. 

@. Then it is no use to go to St. Louis to see anything; they might 
just as well go down to Long Island to see? 

A. Well, I think, gentlemen, I am entitled to one consideration. 
While you might go to Cincinnati to see Mr. Simonin’s process, you are 
not far, at Cincinnati, to go to St. Louis and see the work under the old 
system. Even with our old system we have worked to the satisfaction 
of the mayor and authorities there, and we are working yet; and these 
same people who are working this system have ordered a 100-ton plant 
under the new system, after they had inspected the other system in our 
experimental station in Blissville. 

Q. They ought by all means to go to Blissville ? 

A. By all means. 

@. How far is that from New York P 

A. Itis over the bridge, in New York. Every establishment in the 
whole neighborhood has been wiped out by State law; they had to close 
up. This is the only concern that has a right to work, because it doesn’t 
make a nuisance. 

@. What State is that ? 

A. New York, at Blissville. 

@. What else was there there ? 

A. Well, before that process was invented, they boiled the bones, 
they got all the stinking bones from the dumps, and all the objectionable 
material there, which is a great deal worse than garbage. 

QY. That is, some rendering establishment ? 

A. Yes, sir; and there you find the smell. 

Q. Have you got a patent on this? 

A. Wehave got the patent, a good patent, and I think if Mr. Simonin 
would know something against it he would know how to adopt it. 

Q. You have got the patent granted ? 

A. We got the patent granted six weeks ago. 

Q. How many years? 

A. For 17 years. 

Q. Then you are in precisely the same position as Mr. Simonin as 
regards process, and you are prepared to bid on the same terms if the 
city calls for proposals ? 

A. There will be a public advertisement in the paper, and I could bid 
in every respect the same as Mr. Simonin; orif anybody else has a proc- 
ess, let him bid too. 

Mr. Stmonin. —I want to put one question. Mr. Fleischmann said 
he had 80 per cent. of water, from 75 to 80 per cent. of water in the gar- 
bage, and he could not catch on to the idea how that water could be 
gotten rid of without accumulating. Well, the water in garbage is dis- 
tilled.. It goes over and through the condensers, the same as steam 
would go over. Anyway, the water, being distilled, is perfectly pure, 
under circumstances of that kind, and then is condensed and is run off 
as pure water. His process is similar to mine in that respect. But all 
the water in the garbage goes over in the shape of a vapor, which we 
call steam ; that is what it really is; it then goes through cold pipes. 

Mr. Carter. — Then where does it go? 

Mr. Srmonin. — Then it is perfectly pure and it is run off. 

Mr. Carter. — That is just the point we were trying to make, if 
they had any water to run off. 

Mr. Smwontn. — What he means is, no impure water.

Mr. FLEISCHMANN. —I thank Mr. Simonin for the explanation. 
The gentleman is a chemist and Iam not. But all [ know is that you 
could see there that there is no sewer connection, and we might let it 
go out the sewer; but you see what is going off there, and it is clean, it 
is purified. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) What becomes of it, how is it gotten rid 
of? 

A. Jt runs away with the water which we condense the benzine with. 

General SANDFORD. — It runs into the sewer. 

Mr. PATTERSON. — It runs into the sewer ? 

Mr. FLEISCHMANN. — Yes, sir. But that water is analyzed and it 
has been found by the State Chemist purer than other water. There is 
no bad stuff runs away. Now, our attorney wants to explain something 
that he saw himself in regard to the bones. General Sandford; he is 
our attorney. . 


Statement of GENERAL SANDFORD. 


Mr. CHAIRMAN AND GENTLEMEN OF THE COMMITTEE: I am thankful 
to you for this opportunity to address you upon the subject of the 
disposal of garbage for the city of Boston. In dealing with munic- 
ipal corporations —and I deal entirely with them —I find that much 
of my work is a sort of missionary work, and if there is anything 
I regret in the prosecution of that work, it is these different elections. 
By the time you have one body of men educated up to a certain point, 
political questions arise, parties divide, and the gentlemen that you 
have educated step down and out, and then you have to educate again 
the others that took their place. I have sometimes wished they would 
elect aldermen for about six years, and mayors for about eight, so that 
when we do get a good class of men into municipal corporations to 
manage the affairs, that they shail be kept there, and then the people 
who have paid for their education will reap the benefits of that money 
that they have expended in teaching them what is best for the city that 
they have been called upon to govern. 

Now, you take it in the city of Cleveland. I will give you an illustra- 
tion of our present mayor, a magnificent man. We have a federal plan 
of government there, and he appoints all the heads of the government. 
It took me five good long months, after he was inaugurated as mayor, to 
show him that a local improvement bond was not a permanent indebted- 
ness of a city; that Detroit was practically a city out of debt, but still 
she had over nine millions of local improvement bonds out, and as the 
assessments are paid in those bonds are cancelled, and therefore it is no 
permanent indebtedness of the city. And I brought to him the message 
of the mayor of Boston, New York, Buffalo, Detroit, St. Louis, before I 
could convince that intelligent man that a local improvement bond was 
not a permanent indebtedness of the city. 

Just so it runs along in different localities. And now that man, a 
Republican, he failed to get the nomination again, and he steps down 
and out. He is educated. Along comes another man, a greenhorn on 
the subject, and we have got to go through the same labor with him. 
Therefore, as I say, I have often wished that municipal bodies could re- 
main together longer than the very short time for which they are 
elected. 

I have taken a very great interest in Cleveland in sanitary affairs, and 
we have had, I will say, in that city, the crudest and most shameful 
method of disposing of garbage there ever was in the world, and that 
was dumping it into Lake Erie. There has been an outcry by residents 
along the shores of the lake, near the outskirts of the city and beyond, 
about this filth all accumulating on the shores, washed up. Of course, 
the garbage scows are not to dump within ten miles of the shore, but at 
the dusk of day that gets down to about a mile and it all washes 
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ashore. Now we have discussed it in the newspapers and agitated it, 
so that the council of the city of Cleveland appointed a special commit- 
tee of three to visit all the plants. And I have suggested to that com- 
mittee, and I say to you gentlemen here, get the very best thing you can 
for Boston; and you want to get some sort of system, as you do with 
your pavements, that will stand municipal neglect. Because if there is 
anything in this world that is neglected, according to the aphorism that 
what is everybody’s business is nobody’s business, it is the affairs of a 
municipality after it is once settled upon and the system is in vogue. 

Now, we have this system for the disposal of garbage. Mr. Fleisch- 
mann has told you where that grease came from. That I took out of a 
barrel myself yesterday on Long Island. This I also took out of a great 
heap of that stuff; I suppose perhaps 50 tons of it. Now, the question 
might come up to you, what becomes of all the bones? There must be 
an immense amount of bones. Butif you go to one of these garbage works 
and see, you wouldthink so. Those bones are put into that same process, 
and after they come out they are just as white as the driven snow, and I 
have often wondered what made them white. They are subjected to a 
charcoaling process; and your filters, through which you filter your 
water,’ and the sugar that you eat, is all filtered through this bone char- 
coal, and here are specimens which you can see for yourselves. 

Mr. FLEISCHMANN. — That is a separate manufacturing business; I 
want to call that to your attention. 

General SANDFORD. — I am simply stating to you what becomes of the 
bones. Mr. Fleischmann has told you what becomes of the refuse. that 
there wasn’t any under this new system. Now, here is something 
through which all vaseline is drained. You see itis all bone. And I 
simply call your attention to these things for this reason — here is some 
still finer, and used for shoe blacking — to show you the perfection of a 
thorough plant under this Merz system. I went to Blissville, and I see 
that they have an elevator there. And they just take the cart and take 
it right up, and then they have a hole that size, and that stuff is dumped 
in and hermetically sealed up. There is a very heavy iron top to the 
receiver, and you see nothing more of it, until, in about ten minutes, 
you see the oil come pouring out. And then if you open one of the re- 
torts it smells to me just exactly as is you were in a kitchen and smell- 
ing cooked food. I couldn’t say any otherwise. I selected those sam- 
ples simply to come here and show you. 

The experience of the committee in Cleveland was an extended one. 
They found there was more in this garbage question than they had ever 
thought of when they started They went all over the country and 
made a report last Monday evening, unanimously signed, in favor of 
the Merz system. Dr Strong, a man who perhaps is as widely known, 
even as a physician, as most any man in America — he and his secre- 
tary, Mr. Williams, visited the different plants, at the request of the 
board of control, composed of the mayor and the different heads of de- 
partments, who sent those gentlemen out, and Dr. Strong reported 
after an examination of all the systems, and urged upon the board of 
control the adoption of the Merz system as the most scientific and the 
best sanitary method of disposing of garbage. And then they not only 
visited Milwaukee and St. Louis and Detroit, but they visited the cities 
where these plants are. After a full investigation of this thing they re- 
ported as I have stated. And we want to get the best; we are a grow- 
ing city. 

And I want to say to you that the city of Dayton, Ohio, which is a 
very aristocratic city, perhaps the most aristocratic city in the State of 
Ohio, their board of city affairs also went on a visitation to these dif- 
ferent systems, and they visited Cincinnati; and they reported, and that 
report is on file, that the pockets for holding the garbage were most 
offensive, and it was not disposed of quickly enough to keep away the 
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stenches; that it was on hand, and that some of the discharges from the 
works they thought gave out an abominable stench. That, I believe, is 
about the purport of their report. ; 

But I want to say to you, gentlemen, get the best you can in existence 
in the world for Boston, and do not permit anyone, — now this is per- 
fectly fair, — do not permit any man or corporation or firm to come here 
and convince you against your best judgment, and by doing so plant a 
public nuisance in this beautiful city. And I am satisfied, after you . 
have made visitations all over the country, as I trust you will to the 
important points, the large cities, such as Boston is and some not quite . 
so large, that your conclusions will be unanimously in favor of the 
Merz process. 

Mr. Sraonrn. —I have just one word to say with reference to the 
gentleman’s report in regard to Dayton. The Dayton officials visited 
Cincinnati at the time I spoke of. The river was completely clogged 
with ice. They were troubled in their condensers with frozen pipes. 
Their pumps were frozen. They visited there at a very unfortunate 
season of the year. I think at the same time the works had just 
been gotten rid of water. They had been flooded out there; Cincinnati 
has been flooded. They have had high water there which covered up 
the ground for three weeks, and the works were completely submerged ; 
and they visited the plant in the midst of all this trouble. If the Day- 
ton officials would go to Cincinnati to-day they would find almost all 
that garbage utilized and treated when delivered. And as I told you, 
we are hiring a man, who was formerly the superintendent of streets 
there, on a salary of $3,000, to get us the garbage which the city does 
not deliver. J only say that in justice to myself. I make no reflec- 
tions, and I was in hopes no reflections would be made here. 

General SANFORD. — The Dayton men by a unanimous vote, a week ago 
last Tuesday, resolved to purchase the Merz plant for the city of Day- 
ton, and they have before the Legislature a bill authorizing them to 
bond the city for $60,000 to purchase that plant.’ 

Mr. CarTER. — Where is this Blissville, Long Island? How far from 
the city of New York? 

Mr. FLEISCHMANN. — From the St. Denis I will bring you over in 
fifteen minutes, right to the place. To the Tenth-street car in five 
minutes, and from there we go in ten minutes to Blissville, Long 
Island. It is called Blissville now. Now, I don’t think it is necessary 
to make any remarks. My friend says it was a very unlucky season. I 
must contradict him in that even, because it was a very lucky season. 
The committee came in the winter-time. If the committee came in 
the summer-time, that would be the unlucky season; but the winter- 
time, —it was no unlucky season at all. I must correct in you in that, 
because there is no garbage which contains any smell in the winter- 
time. All-the garbage brought in freezes up, and you smell nothing. 
I wish all the committees would come to my place in the winter-time. 
Then I would say that is the lucky season; but not come in the summer- 
time. 

The CHAIRMAN. —I believe that the Messrs. Simonin were notified 
properly, and we also, of course, have given others a chance to come 
in. Now, I would ask if there is a representative here of any other 
system. If there is not I do not know as the committee desire to hear 
anything more. I think we have had a pretty full hearing sofar. If 
that is all we will call the hearing closed.

To the Honorable Board of Aldermen: 


We have given careful investigation to the request 
embodied in your order of September 19 last, to consider 
and report upon the expediency of securing land around the 
Parker Hill reservoir to serve as a park, and to protect and 
provide for the enlargement of said reservoir, and upon the 
cost and expediency of connecting said reservoir with the 
Back Bay Fens by a driveway; and we submit herewith a 
copy of a letter to us from Messrs. Olmsted, Olmsted, & 
Eliot, landscape architects, of this day, upon the subject, 
which states the material facts bearing upon these questions. 

From the letter of the City Engineer it appears that while 
it is probable that larger high-service reservoirs will be 
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needed, and that possibly an enlargement of the Parker Hill 
reservoir will be found advisable, the opinion of the land- 
scape architects, from which we see no reason to differ, is 
that for this purpose alone 150,000 to 200,000 square feet of 
additional land will be sufficient, and that to secure an un- 
interrupted view from this limited area a tower could be 
erected which would answer the purpose. 

The assessed valuation of 200,000 feet immediately around 
the present reservoir is $35,000. A tower could probably 
be erected for $5,000. It seems to us, however, that if the 
enlargement is to be limited to the land needed for the reser- 
voir, the question of taking land for this purpose is one that 
should be determined by the Water Board rather than by 
this Board. 

It further appears that it is entirely practicable to secure a 
more extended pleasure-ground with suitable approaches, by 
taking land which is nearly all vacant at present. We send 
herewith a copy of the plan for this park which the landscape 
architects have submitted. This would involve the acquiring 
of — 


635,333 square feet for the park, 
143,955 square feet for the approach on the north side, 
90,075 square feet for the approach on the west side. 


We think that a park constructed upon this plan would be 
a valuable addition to our system, which future generations 
would thank the present generation for ; but whether the city 
can afford to make the necessary expenditure to secure it is 
a question which deserves consideration by those who are 
responsible for the amount of the public expenditures. 

Our experience leads us to believe that at least fifty per 
cent. in excess of the assessed value must be paid for such 
land as would be taken for this park if settlements are to be 
effected out of court, and at this rate the cost for the land 
would be about $180,000. | 

The cost of preparing the park and constructing the pro- 
posed drives and approaches is estimated at $200,000. This, 
of course, might be deferred as long as public opinion would 
permit.

Dear Sir: The following order of the Board of Alder- 
men was referred to us September 19 to report upon: 

© Ordered, That the Board of Park Commissioners be re- 
quested to consider and report to this Board as to the 
expediency and cost of securing sufficient land on all sides 
of the Parker Hill reservoir for park purposes, in order to 
protect said reservoir, and to provide for any needed in- 
crease in the capacity of said reservoir. Also to consider 
and report as to the expediency and cost of connecting the 
Back Bay Fens with said reservoir by a driveway through 
Bumstead lane, or by any other more feasible route.” 

In reference to the question of the future extension of the 
reservoir on Parker Hill, we sought the opinion of the City » 
Engineer, Mr. William Jackson. 

He replied as follows:

_; “Dear Sirs: In reply to your inquiry whether, when it 
is considered desirable to increase the storage capacity of the 
high-service reservoirs, there is any probability that Parker 
Hill reservoir will be enlarged, or whether it is now probable 
that any necessary increase of capacity will be provided for 
by additional reservoirs on other hills, I would say that it is 
not now possible to answer the question definitely, but it 
is more probable that additional reservoirs will be built on 
other hills, if suitable locations can be found. 

“The future of the high service cannot now be determined 
upon, but it is more than possible that the whole city proper 
will require high service before many years; in which event 
it will be necessary to build larger reservoirs than has been 
heretofore estimated, and possibly to enlarge that on Parker 
Hill, should it be found to be economical to do so after thor- 
ough studies have been made of the possible sites for 
reservoirs.

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We were also furnished by the City Engineer with a com- 
piled map of the Parker Hill district, which, though incom- 
plete and inaccurate, was sufficient for a preliminary study 
of the problem. 

If a public-recreation ground is to be constructed on 
Parker Hill, and if it is to be made accessible for carriages, 
a considerable revision of the existing system of streets lead- 
ing to the top of the hill would become necessary. 

The order of the Board of Aldermen calls especial atten- 
tion to Bumstead lane as in a line of approach to the top of 
the hill from the Back Bay Fens; but upon examination we 
found that the grades on the proposed extension of this lane, 
while possibly admissible on a narrow street intended merely 
for access to building lots facing upon it in the most economi- 
cal manner, was entirely unsuitable for a broad pleasure- 
drive connecting public parks. We find that the inclination 
of the proposed extension of Bumstead lane from Tremont 
street to Calumet street, assuming the grade of each of these 
to be fixed, would be 8.3 per cent. 

In regard to the extent of the proposed park on the top of 
Parker Hill, it is largely a matter of expediency. 

If the purpose of the proposed park is merely to provide 
for the future extension of the reservoir, and for an outlook 
which would enable the public to enjoy the extended views 
from the top of the hill, we are of the opinion that a piece of 
ground of about 150,000 to 200,000 square feet would be 
sufficient. 

It would be impracticable, in our opinion, to secure 
enough land to keep the view open from the present surface 
of the top of the hill, considering that apartment-houses will, 
in all probability, be built upon the slopes of the hill before 
many years. It is obvious, therefore, that the only way 
in which an uninterrupted view can be permanently secured 
will be by means of a tower. Such a tower can be conven- 
iently provided for within the area above suggested. 

If it be desired to secure a more extended pleasure- 
ground upon the top of the hill, sufficiently large for the 
accommodation of pleasure-drives and for the preservation 
of the existing woods on the south and west sides of the 
hill, it would be desirable to take at least as much land as is 
indicated on our preliminary plan, dated November 28, 1892. 

If this plan, or one substantially like it, should be adopted, 
suitable approaches, on easy grades for pleasure- driving 
should be provided. Our plan suggests a line for such an 
approach from Tremont street at the corner of Huntington 
avenue, on the north side of the hill, utilizing the line of 
Calumet street. An approach on those lines could be 
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obtained with an inclination not exceeding five per cent. It 
would be very desirable to secure a better grade for a por- 
tion of the distance at least. As this approach would be 
partly on the line of existing streets, and would elsewhere 
develop private property to advantage, it should be laid out 
by the Street Commissioners or the Board of Survey. 

Upon the west side of the hill we have indicated a line 
upon which it would be feasible to secure a connection 
between the proposed park and the Parkway where Tremont 
street crosses the junction of Riverway with Jamaicaway. 
An approach could be obtained on this line about one-quar- 
ter of.a mile long, with a grade of five per cent. This line 
might be laid out by the Park Commissioners, if it did not 
meet with the support of the adjoining property owners, and 
if funds are provided by the City Council. 

It would also be desirable to lay out a short path directly 
up the hill on the north side, as indicated on the plan. 

Your Secretary states that the assessed valuation of the 
land required by our plan of November 28, 1892, is as fol- 
lows : 


For the park proper i : : : $77,200 
For the approach on the north side . : : 30,200 
For the approach on the west side . , . 12,000

The City Engineer estimates the probable cost of prepar- 
ing the park, and of constructing the proposed drives and 
approaches, at $200,000. 

There seems to be no particular reason why the smaller 
eround above referred to, affording a site for a tower and for 
the future extension of the reservoir, should be laid out by 
the Park Commissioners. 

There would be advantages in the larger recreation-ground 
indicated on our plan which would justify the Park Com- 
missioners in laying it out, provided they had the necessary 
funds. These are: First, it would be of considerable value 
as an airing-ground for the neighboring population, which 
there is every prospect will become exceedingly dense, and 
which is not otherwise provided with sufficient ground of 
this class ; second, if connected with the parkway, and inter- 
sected as proposed by a wide drive and shaded walks, it 
would be a valuable addition to the provision of pleasure 
drives and walks for the citizens at large; third, the view 
from the suggested concourse, which will be attainable by 
people in carriages, would be likely to be well worth what it

would cost, including, as it would, an outlook towards the 
Blue Hills of Milton and overlooking the tree-clad banks of 
the upper valley of the Muddy river; fourth, Parker Hill 
being a prominent feature in the landscape from all the 
surrounding country, would always be a far more agreeable 
object if the groves of trees now existing upon it, and which 
might be extended, were permanently preserved. 

Notwithstanding what we have said in favor of the project, 
it seems to us that the city is already undertaking about as 
much in the way of park improvements as it is likely to be 
able to carry out in a satisfactory manner for some years to 
come. If the project is to be eventually carried out, how- 
ever, it would doubtless be wise policy to secure the needed 
land for the park and its approaches at present prices, leav- 
ing all expenditures for construction to be provided for in 
the future.

OF THE 


FIRE MARSHAL 


OF THE 
CITY OF BOSTON, 


FROM MAY 1, 1892, TO MAY 1, 1893. 


OFFICE OF THE FIRE MARSHAL, 
City oF Boston, May 1, 1893. 


To the Honorable City Council of the City of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to submit herewith, in 
compliance with law, the Seventh Annual Report of this 
office. 

Five million five hundred and forty-two thousand nine 
hundred dollars and forty-seven cents gone up in smoke ; 
sacrificed as an involuntary tribute by the citizens of Boston 
to that insatiable wealth deletory, the fire fiend, a sum which 
had it been saved would have been sufficient to meet one- 
half the entire tax levy of the city. 

Such in brief is the unsatisfactory record of the year’s fire 
loss. Three-fourths of the total amount of this loss was the 
direct result of the two fires in the Ames and Hecht build- 
ings, while something over $200,000 of the remainder was 
occasioned by the Tremont Temple fire. The total number 
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of fires which have occurred during the year is 991, showing 
an average loss per fire of $5,500. 

The uniformity with which the principal causes of fires, 
such as spontaneous combustion, electricity, defective con- 
struction, rats and matches, carelessness with matches, lamp 
explosions, etc., maintain their several percentages year after 
year with scarcely any variation is something remarkable. 
The same may also be said of the comparative loss on build- 
ings and contents, which remains the same as usual, viz., 
seventy-three per cent. on contents and twenty-seven per 
cent. on buildings. 

The number of Russian and Polish fires is twenty per cent. 
smaller than last year and represents but four per cent. of the 
total number of fires. ‘Twenty-five per cent. of these fires 
are believed to have been. incendiary. 

Seven-tenths of one per cent. of the total number of fires 
are classed as “proven incendiaries.” If to this percentage all 
fires classed as “under investigation ” (of which three-fourths 
are thought to be incendiary) be added, the percentage of 
actual and probable incendiary fires would be only three per 
cent. ; and if the percentage be still further increased by the 
addition of all fires placed under the head of “ unknown,” the 
total number of posszble incendiary fires would even then be 
less than five per cent. of the total number. I believe it 
would be an exceedingly liberal estimate to attribute three 
per cent. of the year’s fires to incendiarism. 

Six arrests have been made, resulting in four convictions. 
In one case where an indictment was found the case is still 
pending in court, and in another case the arrested parties 
were discharged on account of their youth and the con- 
sequent apparent want of malice. 


THREE Disasrrous Freres. 


Inasmuch as more than three-fourths of the abnormal 
fire loss of the year is result of three particular conflagra- 
tions, it may be well to briefly consider them in detail. 

The first of these occurred on the morning of January 10. 
It started in the wool warehouse of Hecht Bros. & Co., 
207 Federal street, and extended to 219-227 Federal street 
on one side and to 175-183 and 169-173 Summer street on 
the other, and occasioned a loss of over $1,400,000 on build- 
ings and contents. As a special report on the cause of this 
fire was made at the time further reference thereto is deemed 
unnecessary. | 

The second and most disastrous fire of the year broke 
out at 4.20 on the afternoon of March 10 in the six-story 
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freestone front block known as the Ames building and oc- 
cupied by various tenants for stores, business offices, etc. 
The first alarm was given at 4.24 P.M., the second at 4.28, 
the third at 4.31, box 54 at 4.34 and box 56 at 4. pil to- 
gether with calls for out-of-town assistance. The fire started 
in the rear corner of a toilet-closet on the third floor, and the 
apparent mystery which surrounded its origin ' was not more 
marked than the almost incredible rapidity with which the 
flames gained headway and spread throughout the entire 
building, scarcely five minutes elapsing from the breaking 
out of the flames before the building was a roaring furnace 
from basement to roof. 

The fury of this flame distribution to the various floors 
resulted in cutting off many of the occupants and employés 
of the building from any means of escape except by leaping 
from the maindows, and in fact had it not been for the auto- 
matic alarm sounding its warning on every floor it is doubt- 
ful if any of the persons who were above the second floor 
would have reached the street in safety. As it was five 
people lost their lives and about a score were seriously in- 
jured, one man dying some weeks later from the effects of his 
burns. 

Several factors apparently contributed to the phenomenal 
spread of the fire in the Ames building. Attached to the 
wall, close to the toilet-closet where the fire started, was a 
large thirty-light gas meter, the lead joints of which con- 
necting the gas-pipe and the meter soon melted, causing the 
pipe to be opened and allowing the gas to escape, thus % very 
materially aggravating the spread of the flames. Another 
factor which greatly aided the acceleration of the flames to 
the different floors was the interior construction of the build- 
ing. The building, as delivered by the architects to the 
owner, was considered by them a good class of what is 
known as “ slow-burning” or “mill-construction.” All the 
posts above the second ‘stor y were of rough Georgia pine, 
those in the third being 14 X 14; on the ‘fourth, i nba; 
on the fifth, 12 x 12; on the sixth, 10 X 10. The girders 
on the different floors were 12 * 12, and the joists were 10 
xX 12, Georgia pine, six feet on the centres. The floors 
were made of two-inch spruce plank, tongued and grooved, 
with the rough surface down. Upon these planks were two 
thicknesses of asbestos paper, and all the flooring throughout 
the building was seven-eighths-inch maple flooring. There 


1 Lewis Wright, seventeen years of age, who had previously acknowledged the 
setting of several fires in the Hathaway building, has since confessed that he set this 
fire. Ele appears to have been actuated by no apparent motive and states that he 
was influenced by an uncontrollable impulse. 
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was no varnish nor paint of any kind above the second 
story. All the walls were brick, whitewashed. All the 
rough posts, timbers, and floorings were whitewashed. The 
wall and ceilings on the first and second stories were 
sheathed with North Carolina pine sheathing, except the 
hall and main staircase, which were plain oak, finished with 
two coats of hard-oil finish. All of the partitions between 
the stores in the basement and the first story were made of 
3 X 4 studs, set sixteen inches on centres, with 3 X 4 cross- 
pieces every three feet apart in height and the partitions 
filled solid with fireproof material. There were no parti- 
tions of any kind in the building above the second story, ex- 
cept around the lavatories, which were made of two-inch 
plank, there being one large open room on the north half 
and one on the south half. . There was one opening through 
the brick wall in the hall into each large room in each story. 
In addition, on the fifth floor there were two openings. The 
party-wall was built with a number of openings in it on each 
story, but these were in some instances bricked up. 

Thus it will be seen that the building previous to being 
fitted up for tenants might be considered a fair example of 
light mill construction. But here the trouble begins, as all 
the advantages of such mill construction and its supposed 
efficacy in retarding the spread of the fire were entirely nulli- 
fied by the divison of the building into various apartments 
by light frame partitions. <A part of this interior construc- 
tion consisted of partitions made of Georgia pine treated 
with several coats of varnish, while others were of painted 
whitewood. 

Another important factor in causing the flames to be dis- 
tributed throughout the building, as well as one which re- 
sulted in the loss of life, was the large hallway, containing 
the main stairs extending from the bottom to the top of the 
building, something over eighty feet. This hallway, 
throughout its entire length was sheathed with hard-pine 
sheathing, finished with a coat of fillmg and two coats of 
varnish. 

The floor area of the building was something over twenty- 
five thousand square feet, and although this was divided by a 
brick wall the fire was enabled to sweep across the entire 
area of the building by reason of the fact that the tin fire- 
doors between were open. Had the fire occurred in the 
night-time this difficulty would undoubtedly have been 
avoided. | 

It is impossible to conceive how it could be expected that 
the advantages of mill construction in confining a fire to the 


oO : 
floor where it starts could be realized when the various 
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floors were connected by combustible partitions or varnished 
woodwork and hallways sheathed with varnished pine. This 
method of construction would be about as useful for holding 
a fire in check as a tin pan converted into a skimmer would 
be for holding water. Another mistake in the original con- 
struction of the building, although not proving a_ special 
hazard in the present instance, was the immense windows 
unprovided with shutters in the lower story. 

The complete destruction of the Ames building being 
assured the flames then extended to the Ludlow building, 
the Brown & Durell and Lincoln buildings, and to the 
United States Hotel, destroying ten business blocks, cover- 
ing an area of three and one-half acres. At the latter point 
the fire was undoubtedly stopped by the intelligent and 
brave work of the fire department. The Brown & Durell 
building on Kingston street, adjoining the Ames building, 
was unquestionably the barrier which prevented the spread 
of the fire across the whole city to the south and west. The 
fact that the fire was stayed at this point is very largely, if 
not entirely, due to the equipment of that building with 
automatic sprinklers. It is in evidence that at about five 
o’clock the flames crossed from the Ames building through 
the sixth-story windows of the Brown & Durell building, 
where the shutters, yielding to the intense heat, had at that 
time become open. There would seem to be no question 
but that before the flames reached the Brown & Durell 
building all of the shutters on the various floors were closed 
and securely fastened. These shutters were made of wood 
covered with tin. They were folding, not sliding, shutters 
and when closed left a crack through which the flames found 
their way. 

It has been suggested by an eminent authority on protec- 
tion from fires, Hon. Edward Atkinson, that a trained corps 
of employés, armed with wet blankets and hose, might be 
able in such an emergency to prevent a fire from stealing 
into a building through such shutter defects. Or, in the 
absence of such a body of employés, certain members of 
the fire department should be detailed for such work. 
The suggestion is apparently a good one, and if it be im- 
possible (and this is not by any means the first instance 
of its being demonstrated) to equip a building with shutters 
which shall be thoroughly fireproof, would seem worthy of 
adoption. 

Itis in evidence that for half an hour after the flames entered 
the Brown & Durell building in the manner mentioned, the 
automatic sprinklers and thick roof held the fire in the 
upper stories, thus giving an opportunity for the firemen 
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to carry their hose to the upper stories of the Kingston street 
building opposite, whence they were able to throw streams 
across Kingston street into that building. Had it not been 
for the timely and valuable assistance thus rendered by 
these sprinklers a very much larger fire loss would un- 
doubtedly have resulted. Had the Ames building, where 
the fire started, been furnished with automatic sprinklers 
the fire would in all probability have been confined to the 
small room where it started. 

The lessons to be learned from this destructive conflagra- 
tion, many of which have been taught by previous fires, may 
be briefly summarized as follows : 

Smaller floor areas. 7 

Incombustible partitions. 

Automatic sprinklers. 

Roof hydrant service. 

Smaller windows in lower stories. 

Improved shutters, with a trained force to guard them. 

Fireproof stairways. 

True mill construction, with all combustible connection 
between floors eliminated. | 

The fact that the fire was the incendiary work of a boy 
who was undoubtedly a victim of pyromania must eliminate 
all anxiety as to the existence of any unknown inherent 
hazard in our business district. It would seem as though 
the cause of the fire should be attributed to a Supreme 
Power just as much as though the building had been struck 
by hghtning. 

The boy is now confined in the insane asylum at West- 
boro’, thus obviating any cause for further fear from this 
source. 

The fire in Tremont Temple originated back of the large 
organ in the main hall at 7.18 on the morning of March 19. 

The flames, which had apparently been smouldering for 
some time, rapidly spread to the roof and throughout the 
building, which was of brick, five stories high and contained 
two large halls used for public gatherings, together with a 
large number of offices and stores. 

The total loss by this fire was $202,149.85. 

It was at one time thought that the fire might have been 
the result of an incendiary, but a thorough and protracted 
investigation of all the circumstances does not warrant such 
conclusion. 


On the other hand, it is in evidence that the portion of the 


building where the fire started was infested with rats to such 
an extent that quantities of cayenne pepper had to be kept 


around the organ bellows in order to keep them from being. 
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eaten by the rats. Jam of the opinion that the dangerous 
combination of rats and matches was the cause of this fire. 

The building, which was erected 1843, was burned down 
March 31, 1852, and again Aug. 14, 1879, the latter fire 
originating in the same place, and possibly from the same 
cause as the present fire, behind the organ. 

To those boards and officials who have been of assistance 
in the work of the office, acknowledgments are thankfully 
rendered.

SESSIONS OF THE REGISTRARS OF 
VOTERS. 


In the Year One Thousand Hight Hundred and Ninety-three. 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER THIRTY-TWO OF THE 
REVISED ORDINANCES OF 1892. 


Be wt ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SEcTION 1. Chapter 32 of the Revised Ordinances of 
1892 is hereby amended by adding the following section : 

“Secr. 3. The Registrars of Voters, in addition to the 
day and evening sessions prescribed by statute, shall hold 
day sessions for the registration of voters for the annual 
State election, during the office hours prescribed by ordi- 
nance, each week day, between the second day of Septem- 
her and the fourteenth day preceding the annual State 
election; and shall hold day sessions for the purpose of 
registering voters for the annual city election every week 
day during the hours prescribed by ordinance from the day 
succeeding the annual State election to and including the 
fourteenth day preceding said annual city election, and shall 
hold day sessions for registering voters from the day suc- 
ceeding the annual city election to and including the thirtieth 


day of April next succeeding, and, in case of any special 
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election or caucus, such other sessions as they may deem 
necessary or the statutes may hereafter prescribe.”

The Committee on Railroads, to whom was recommitted 
the petition of the Norfolk Suburban Street Railway Com- 
pany for leave to lay tracks, erect poles, etc., on River street, 
having considered the subject, respectfully. recommend the 
passage of the accompanying orders. 


For the Committee, 


TnHos. W. FLoop, 
Chairman. 


Ordered, That permission be granted the Norfolk Subur- 
ban Street Railway Company to lay down tracks in the streets 
of the city of Boston, namely : commencing on River street, 
at the boundary line between the town of Hyde Park and the 
city of Boston, through said River street, to a point at or 
near the Mattapan depot, said tracks being shown by red 
lines on a plan made by E. Worthington, Jr., dated January 
9, 1893, and deposited in the office of the Superintendent 
of Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of ma- 
terial used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction 
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and to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and 
shall be approved by him. Also upon condition that said 
Norfolk Suburban Street Railway Company shall accept this 
order of location, and shall agree, in writing, to comply with 
the conditions herein contained, and shall file said acceptance 
and agreement with the City Clerk within thirty days from 
the passage of this order ;. otherwise it shall be null and void. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, May 29, 1893. 
Passed. Approved by the Mayor, June 2, 1893. 


Ordered, That consent and permission are hereby granted 
to the Norfolk Suburban Street Railway Company im addi- 
tion to the rights now possessed by it, to establish, construct, 
maintain, and use the overhead single trolley system of mo- 
tive power, so called, in and through River street, from the 
boundary line between the town of Hyde Park and the city 
of Boston, to a point at or near the Mattapan depot, and to 
construct, lay, maintain, and use the poles, wires, and appli- 
ances and such electrical appliances and apparatus and to 
make the underground and surface alterations in and on said 
street necessary for that purpose. All work of construction 
under this order, and all kind and quality of material used, 
and the height of all poles erected shall be satisfactory to the 
Superintendent of Streets and Committee on Paving. The 
poles shall be cylindrical in shape and painted before erected, 
and shall be removed when so directed by the Board of Al- 
dermen after sixty days’ notice. No poles shall be erected 
under this order until a plan showing the location of the 
same has first been filed by said Norfolk Suburban Street 
Railway Company in the office of Superintendent of Streets 
and been approved by him and said Committee on Paving. 
This order shall be null and void unless the same be accepted 
by said Norfolk Suburban Street Railway Company, and no- 
tice of such acceptance filed with the City Clerk within thirty 
days from the passage thereof.

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MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 


TRANSMITTING 


COMMUNICATION FROM THE SUPER- 
INTENDENT OF STREETS 


IN REGARD TO 


THE DISPOSAL OF GARBAGE. 


City oF Boston, OFFICE OF THE Mayor, 
Ciry -Hauu, June 12, 1893. 


To the Honorable the City Council: 


GENTLEMEN: I transmit herewith a communication from 
the Superintendent of Streets in reply to your request for 
“an estimate of the cost of disposing of the garbage of the 
city of Boston by the system of utilization and cremation.”

Hon. N. Matruews, Jr., Mayor: 
Sir: In relation to the order of the City Council “ That 
the Superintendent of Streets be requested to prepare an 
estimate of the cost of disposing of the garbage of the city of 
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Boston by the systems of utilization and cremation, and 
report the same to the City Council at the earliest possible 
day, together with the system which in his judgment can be 
operated in Boston with the best sanitary results ; also loca- 
tions that would be suitable for operating the plants, and 
such other information as will enable the City Council to 
take prompt action in the matter,” I would respectfully fur- 
nish the following information : 

In my judgment, the future disposal of the offal of the city 
of Boston in a sanitary manner will necessitate the employ- 
ment of both the utilization and cremation systems. The 
city at the-present time produces about 225 tons per day. 
To dispose of this amount of offal and the amount that will 
be produced in the future, I would recommend the establish- 
ment of a utilization plant to be located on land owned by 
the city in the vicinity of Swett street and Hast Chester 
park, and the establishment of furnaces in Dorchester, West 
Roxbury, and Brighton, where the offal of these districts 
can be cremated. The utilization process must treat daily 
an amount of garbage at present approximating 100 tons, 
and must also be capable of extension, so that in the future 
not less than 160 tons can be treated. The offal treated at 
this station would comprise the offal of most of the city 
proper, South End, South Boston, Roxbury, and part of 
Dorchester. A contract should be made with some party 
owning a utilization process now in successful operation in 
other cities in this country. Propositions have already been 
made to the city government by parties interested in such 
processes ; and it seems to me advisable that some proposi- 
tion should be accepted wherein the city of Boston would 
pay for the erection of a plant, and then lease the plant to 
the owners of the process to run the works at an annual 
rental, exacting proper bonds and guarantees. 

In order to introduce this utilization process for the treat- 
ment of 170 tons of garbage, an original outlay would be re- 
quired on the part of the city approximating $225,000 in 
amount. The annual rental to be derived by the city from 
the leasing of this plant would be about $4,000. 

Certain detached sections of the city could not be 
economically provided for by the above-described plant, as 
the cost would be excessive of teaming offal from long dis- 
tances. In my judgment, the sanitary disposal of the gar- 
bage in Brighton, West Roxbury, and the greater part of 
Dorchester can be best effected by cremation processes ; 
and I would advise that furnaces capable of treating not less 
than fifteen tons per day be erected in each of these three 
districts. The one in Brighton can be located on land now 
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owned by the city on Western avenue, the one in Dorches- 
ter can be erected on land now owned by the city on Gibson 


street, and the one in West Roxbury can be erected on land 


which should be acquired in the vicinity of Roslindale. The 
cost of the erection of a furnace capable of cremating at least 
fifteen tons per day in each of the above-mentioned districts 
will be about $10,000, and the cremation of this offal will 
involve an annual expenditure of about $20,000. 

The disposal of offal in East Boston and Charlestown can 
best be made by the city’s establishing a new dumping-wharf 
for ashes and refuse at the North End. Such offal as is pro- 
duced in East Boston and Charlestown can be teamed to 
this point, where it can be dumped aboard the scow and 
towed to sea, together with the house dirt and store dirt col- 
lected at the North End. The establishment of such a 
dumping-wharf has been recommended for two years, as it 


-is almost impossible to dispose of all the refuse now collected 


at the present dumping-wharf at Oliver street. 

The removal of offal in East Boston, Charlestown, 
Brighton, and West Roxbury has caused but little com- 
plaint, and itis possible that the present method of disposing 
of the offal in these districts can be maintained for some 
years. The present method of disposing of offal in the city 
proper, South End, South Boston, Roxbury, and Dorches- 
ter should, however, be changed at once, and an appropria- 
tion made for a utilization process such as I have above 
described. It would also be well to inaugurate this year a 
cremation process in Dorchester ; and as the expense attend- 
ant on the erection of a furnace for this district alone is not 
large, I should advise the adoption of the system of crema- 
tion in this district without further delay. An appropriation 
of $7,000, to cover the cost of the disposal of the offal for 
the remainder of the year, should also be made.

Your committee must admit that all requests made would 
be of advantage to the citizens if they could be granted, but 
were obliged, in making up the loan bill, to include only such 
public improvements as necessity demanded, and contained 
in the following order which they recommend for adoption.

ROXBURY, WARD 23. 


In Common Councin, June 15, 1893. 


The Special Committee of the Common Council, appointed 
to consider and report concerning the location and mainten- 
ance of a sanitary department in West Roxbury, respect- 
fully submit the following 


REPORT. 


The expediency of maintaining a sanitary department in 
West Roxbury was pretty well established by the committee 
of last year in their report contained in City Document 201 
of 1892. ‘The area of the district according to the report 
referred to is about one-third of the entire area of the city 
of Boston, having seventy-five miles of constructed streets, 
and about thirty-eight miles of streets accepted and laid out, 
but not constructed. To this may be added some fifteen or 
twenty miles of streets that have been laid out and con- 
structed since the said report, but not accepted. This dis- 
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trict is being rapidly developed as a residential section. The 
number of houses having been erected there last year, and 
including the number in process of construction, amounting 
to 572, conveys some idea of the rapid growth of this sec- 
tion, and is one of the reasons why the demand for sanitary 
conveniences Is increasing every year. 

The nearest station is located on Marcella street, Ward 21, 
which is totally inadequate to the needs of the district, and 
necessity demands a local station. 

The Superintendent of Streets in his communication dated 
June 1, 1893, relative to the disposal of garbage, recom- 
mends the establishing of a station in West Roxbury in the 
vicinity of Roslindale, and your committee, having given 
considerable attention to the question of a site, are of the 
opinion that land on Washington street, near Whipple 
avenue, can be obtained for a moderate price, that is pecul- 
larly adapted for the purpose, from the fact that it is a 
central location, isolated from dwellings, bounded on the 
front by Washington street and on the rear by the Provi- 
dence branch of the Old Colony Railroad and Stony Brook ; 
and the conditions and restrictions on the land adjoining are 
such that no residences can be erected there, and land large 
enough to accommodate the present and future needs of the 
district can be obtained at this place. In addition to garbage 
teams, the offal and ash teams can be stationed here without 
any danger of objections or remonstrance from the inhabitants 
of the district. 

This location is convenient to West Roxbury and Jamaica 
Plain, the two most populous sections of the ward, and has 
received the approval of the Superintendent of Streets. To 
establish a new sanitary district would require an appropria- 
tion of $25,000, and this amount would be saved in a few 
years by the difference in the expense of teaming. Your 
committee are of the opinion that immediate action should. 
be taken, and accordingly recommend the passage of the ac- 
companying order.

In Common CouncIL, June 22, 1893. 


The Special Committee of the Common Council appointed 
to consider and report upon the expediency of purchasing 
land for a playground in West Roxbury, Ward 28, having 
attended to that duty, respectfully submit the following 


REPORT. 


The city of Boston enjoys the distinction of being second 
to none in this country for its grand system of public parks, 
which is being extended and developed every year. Many 
people resident in Boston cannot fully realize the vast ex- 
tent of territory which has been absorbed for the benefit of 
the general public, without investigation ; and as it indicates 
so vividly the growth and prosperity of a municipality, it 
should become a familiar subject to all the people. 

The number of smaller parks and playgrounds which the 
city now maintains is quite large, and, while their care and 
management devolve upon a separate department, together 
they make up the great feature of beautifying the city. It 
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is a well-known fact that these smaller parks or “breathing- 
places” are more appreciated and enjoyed by the residents 
in whose vicinity they are located. The experiment of es- 
tablishing playgrounds within the city limits has proved a 
great success wherever they have been used for that purpose, 
and such as are now maintained by the city of Boston have 
been a boon to both young and old. It is in the more rap- 
idly growing suburban districts that more of these play- 
grounds should be established, commensurate to the present 
and future needs of their population. Upon the ground of 
providing for the future, this subject should receive an early 
and careful consideration by the people and their represent- 
atives ; therefore, available places in various sections of the 
city should be secured, as the values are not so high as they 
will be in the near future. 

The establishment of a playground in the West Roxbury 
District, Ward 23, which was assigned to your committee 
for consideration, has been fully and carefully investigated 
by the members thereof, who have given much time and 
personal attention to the subject. The work of your com- 
mittee has been greatly facilitated, however, by a strong 
public sentiment in favor of a playground for that section, 
which is growing very rapidly and where available lands 
are fast going out of the market. It was learned that the 
residents of that community have long been agitating the 
question, and have frequently called the attention of the 
authorities to the growing necessity of a playground in that 
section. Many public-spirited citizens and taxpayers hay- 
ing become interested in the matter two years since, the 
entire neighborhood became enthusiastic supporters of the 
project, and finally, to further the movement, prepared a pe- 
tition which was presented to the City Council in the month 
of October, 1891. In order to reflect the sentiment of the 
petitioners, the following epitome of their petition is given: 

“The undersigned respectfully represent that an oppor- 
tunity now exists whereby the city may secure in the West 
Roxbury district, to wit, in the village of West Roxbury, 
some eight or ten acres of land for the purpose of converting 
it into a park, arboretum, or playground. 

“And we would also represent that we are citizens and tax- © 
payers, and as such urge the purchase of a portion of the 
‘ Billings’ Field’ for the purpose or purposes aforemen- 
tioned, and we here specify the part or portion which, in 
our judgment, seems best suited for the purpose or pur- 
poses referred to above; namely, the strip of land bounded 
by Centre street, Lagrange street, Bellevue street, and an 
unnamed street (Maxwell) on the said ‘ Billings’ Field.’ 


PLAYGROUND FOR West Roxpury. - a 


“From the Franklin Park to Spring-street station there: is 
not a piece of land devoted to the purpose or use of a public 


playground. In the territory referred to there is not a strip 


of land so well adapted to park purposes. Every foot of land 
is rapidly being taken up for building purposes, and year 
after year sees the district filling up with residences. 

“West Roxbury is the central station between Spring 
street and Roslindale, and here, in preference to‘'any other 
place, there ought to be a ‘ Breathing-Space’ for the peo- 
ple.” 

This petition bore the signatures of nearly three hundred 
citizens and taxpayers of West Roxbury, representing an 
ageregate of upwards of a million dollars. The matter was 
referred to the Committee on Public Grounds, and this com- 
mittee granted the petitioners a hearing, which was held at 
City Hall on December 2, 1891. The hearing was attended 
by a large number of prominent citizens and others inter- 
ested, several of whom addressed the committee, strongly 
advocating their cause. After taking the subject under ad- 
visement the committee reported favorably, recommending 
that the prayer of the petitioners be granted. An order 
requesting an appropriation for the purpose was also sub- 
mitted by this committee, and referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

Notwithstanding that this item has been reported by the 
latter committee in a loan order, no definite result has as yet 
been reached. 

While the public and the spirit of the said petition have 
favored but one location for the playground, your committee 
have given most particular attention to that important part of 
the subject, and have carefully looked over the whole terri- 
tory. But few possibly available locations were found, about 
all being either too small for the purpose or held at such 
high valuation as to make their purchase neither economical 
nor practicable, with but one exception. This was found to 
be what is known as the “ Billings’ Field,” which contains 
nearly half a million feet of land; and your committee, there- 
fore, after due consideration, would respectfully suggest 
that location as the most suitable for a playground. The 


property is bounded by Bellevue, Centre, Lagrange, and 


Maxwell streets, and in the opinion of your committee can 
be purchased at a moderate figure. For the same amount 
expended a much larger tract can be secured than in any 
other locality, while topographically it would be more cen- 
tral to that section. 

It is estimated that to secure sufficient land would require 
an appropriation of about $50,000, and as your committee 
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are of the opinion that the rapid growth and increasing pop- 
ulation, added to the fact of the general desire of the tax- 
payers of West Roxbury, warrants the establishment of a 
playground the present year, the passage of the accompany- 
ing order is recommended.

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fee MISSION OF OUR PEOPLE. 


Mr. Mayor AND FELLOW-—CITIZENS: 


The time-honored celebration of Independence 
Day by publicly reading the immortal declaration 
in the city of Faneuil Hall and the Old State 
House, of the Old South and the Boston Mas- 
sacre, of Bunker Hill and Dorchester Heights, 
and on this spot but a step from where the 
Liberty Tree stood, has a significance which 
similar observances cannot have elsewhere, even 
in Philadelphia. For it was in our dear old 
rebellious town that the fires of liberty were 
kindled and kept aglow until the bolt was 
forged and welded and driven home. Others 
elsewhere may equally appreciate the historical 
importance of the great event and of the prin- 
ciples then proclaimed, and be equally grateful 
for its beneficent results to posterity; but every 
Boston man carries the old Revolutionary spirit 
in his blood in his daily walks through our 
storied streets. It is his daily bread, his 


personal and domestic affair. A single spark,

and the old flame blazes up in a moment. with 
all its early glow and fervor.. Thus. may it 
ever be! Times and popular habits may change, 
and do indeed change rapidly ; but so long as 
constitutional freedom reigns in the land may 
the glorious, familar story be rehearsed to the 
hurrying generations on this anniversary in the 
old historic town of Sam Adams and the Sons 
of Liberty! 

If we turn from the external side of our 
Fourth of July celebrations, — from the scream 
of the eagle, the waving of the flag, the ringing 
of the bells, and that most exquisitely native 
New England feature, which we have ever with 
us, the Chinese cracker and the Roman fire- 
work, — we find even within quite recent times 
a great change in the attitude of thougtful 
people towards the day and towards the event 
it commemorates. As that event is looked at 
through the lengthening vista of the years, and 
especially through the medium of national con- 
vulsions like the War of the MRebellion, its 
importance, indecd, does not diminish, but our 
historical perspective is enlarged and we = see 
things more in their true proportions. It used 
to seem as if the world began with our nat- 


ional independence, and as if the American

‘Republic sprang full-grown and perfect from the 
front of Jove by a creative fiat; the millennium 
had come all at once; there had been no before, 
and there would be no _ serious hereafter to 
reckon with. It is true, our national tone of 
confidence and glorification was pitched a_ little 
high and shrill, as if we had some misgiving, a 
lurking distrust that all) was not well; and _ it 
was not until the gigantic struggle with slavery 
had been successfully met that the key was 
lowered and we adopted the soberer tone that 
goes with mature life and with the conscious- 
ness of the dangers that beset the path of 
nations and of our ability under God to over- 
come them. 

In this frame of mind, and looking back into 
the stored wisdom of the past for guiding 
principles to deal thoughtfully with the throng- 
ing questions of the present, our point of view 
has changed. We see more clearly than before 
that the principles and deeds of 1776 form but 
one link in a long chain of historic events 
which have made us what we are. Our mere 
political independence of Great Britain is, in 
this view, a trifling matter compared with the 
common interests of law, trade, language, polit- 


ical principles and habits, race sympathy and 
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mission, in which the branches of the English- 
speaking races are united and mutually depend- 
ent. How much more closely inter-dependent, 
for instance, are we with England to-day, 
though politically separate, than were our colo- 
nial fathers, even before so much as the first 
sign of serious discord with the mother-country 
had appeared on the horizon! As we glance 
back over the majestic current of English _his- 
tory and English law, rising in the dim distance 
of Roman institutions and ‘Teutonic customs, 
and follow it down through the times of the 
great lawgivers and. epoch-making rulers, of 
Alfred, William of Normandy, and Edward I., of 
Hlizabeth, Cromwell, and William III., of Magna 
Charta, the foundation of the House of Commons, 
the petitions of right, the struggle over ship- 
money, the Puritan Commowealth, how fatuous 
seems the attempt of a dull and obstinate old 
Hanoverian tyrant to tax the colonists in defiance 
of the ancient English principles of right and 
against the convictions and protests of the great 
Englishmen of his own time,—the Chathams, the 
Foxes, the Burkes! As the centuries move on, 
will this effort of a narrow-minded, alien, and 
absolutist king, sitting upon the throne of 


Alfred, a monarch who knew less of the funda- 
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mental Anglo-Saxon principles of law and goy- 
ernment than any tapster in his realm, create so 
much as a ripple on that great human stream 
of unity and progress which the English-speak- 
ing races are pouring out in the United States, 
Canada, the Maritime Provinces, Australia, — 
wherever in the broad world the American or 
the British flag is carried ? Our fathers were 
but own brothers of the blood to the barons 
that vindicated the personal liberty of the sub- 
ject at Runnymede; to the knights that fought 
with de Montfort at Evesham, and sealed for- 
ever with their blood and his the right of the 
humblest burgher and tradesman in a land of 
privilege to sit in Parliament and vote on the 
taxes he was to pay; to the Commoners who 
fought Charles Stuart to the block ere he 
should govern and tax by the royal prerogative 
alone. More far-reaching, indeed, in its im- 
mediate results was their work than that of 
their elder brothers in freedom, for it founded 
a new polity on a virgin soil where the latent 
forces of democracy in the world should take 
root and grow beyond the dream of the states- 
man or the philosopher; but all these great 
deeds were essentially equals, that of our fathers 


merely primus inter pares. ‘The independent 
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federal republic is but the sumptuous frame in 
which our own noble canvas is set; the strong 


lines, the glowing colors, the splendid figures, the 


stirring and dramatic groups, the historic back- 


ground, in which the picture of the growth of 
liberty is drawn, are the same and incomparable 
in them all. It cannot be wholly the bias in 
the blood which pronounces this stately march 


of the race to universal freedom and almost 


boundless empire, to be the foremost movement in 


human history and one whose possibilities are 
hardly hinted at by what we see already 
achieved about us in the world to-day. | 
But while this grand thought is at once the 
comfort and the inspiration of the English-speak- 


ing millions and of their adopted fellow-citizens, 


and above all, ours, who stand in the van of 


the great march, and while it might well form 
the sole theme of a Fourth of July oration, 
still the growth of empire has brought with it 
the perplexities, the dangers of empire; and im 
these latter days, when we gather on formal 
occasions, we are more apt to take counsel to- 
gether on the problems of the present than 
merely to glory in the achievements of the past 
or in the millennium that is coming. Those 


problems loom up dark and numerous enough, — 
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a noisome brood. <A shifting and dishonest 
currency, offering a fraction in payment where 
the whole is honestly earned, and threatening 
our whole financial system with dishonor and 
disaster; the strongly-entrenched perversion of 
government taxation from the raising of neces- 
sary revenue to the emolument of the favored few 
at the expense of the consuming many; a pen- 
sion-list swollen to uncounted and ever-growing 
millions of money, making peace more expen- 
sive and more demoralizing than war and: con- 
verting the nation’s roll of honor into a sordid 
list of grabbers at the government’s money- 
bags; paternalism, and its twin sister and hand- 
maiden socialism, sapping the energy and _ self- 
reliance of the people, turning government into 
an end itself instead of a means, threatening 
the fundamental personal freedom of the indi- 
vidual, and even the right of private property; 
labor and capital arrayed in armed camps and 
unceasing war against each other, each seem- 
ingly bent on the other’s ruin; accumulations of 
corporate wealth seeking by every astute and 
hidden device to extort from the toiling and 
preoccupied masses an exorbitant return upon a 
fictitious capital; great cities sinking in the 


mire of corruption as they grow larger and 
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more heterogeneous in their population; the 
terrible frequency and impunity of homicidal 
crime and the defiant misuse of the pardoning 
power in favor of red-handed murderers of the 
officers of the law; alien races, seemingly al- 
most incapable of assimilation with our political 
or social systems, seeking in unlimited numbers 
the untrammelled and irresponsible enjoyment of 
both; and the line could be stretched out to 
the crack of doom. Here is enough, and to 
spare, to rejoice the hearts of all the Jeremiahs 
and Cassandras of the country and of the world, 
and to keep them busy the rest of their natural 
lives. But the patriotic American is_ happily 
neither a Jeremiah nor a Cassandra. There is 
no place among us for the mere croaker or the 
mere prophet of ill; he is a man without a 
country and is left severely alone or shown 
courteously to the door, and asked to take his 
peculiar note elsewhere. If he insists upon 
staying he must register and take out a proper 
certificate so that he can be identified by the 
police on pain of being ‘ deported” to his na- 
tive land, —if the latter can be found. 

The American citizen, although constitutionally 
confident and optimistic to a fault, thinks and 


acts more on the problems of his country and 


gf 


of his time than the individual citizen of any 
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state has ever done before. The genius of his 
institutions requires this of -him; if they are to 
fulfil their entire mission his participation in 
public affairs has got to become even more 
general, more active, and more effective. For 
one, I am convinced that, in a thousand differ- 
ent and often inconspicuous ways, it is constantly 
becoming so in the formation and _ enforcement 
of public opinion. Not the least gratifying sign 
of the times in this connection is the fact that 
the observance of Independence Day has_ be- 
come more thoughtful than formerly and more 
concerned with the practical questions of the 
present than with the glories of the past or 
with mere noise and parade. Let us_ briefly 
look at one or two of our current problems 
for a few moments. 

Prominent among the articles of indictment 
against old King George inserted by our fathers 
in the Declaration of Independence which 
our eloquent young friend has just read, is 
this: “For cutting off our trade with all parts 
of the world.” It is a part of the bitter irony 
of history that the fabric which they carefuly 
and toilfully, with tears and blood, built upon 
this foundation-stone has by force of cirecum- 
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stances become a more effective barrier to “our 
trade with all parts of the world” than all the 


Navigation Acts which Stuarts and Hanoverians 


had for a hundred years loaded upon the backs 
of the patient colonists. Within a century the 
country whose founders recognized the free in- 
terchange of commodities with foreign nations 
as one of the fundamental blessings which civil- 
ized man. should fight for rather than -go0 
without it, came to be the foremost representa- 
tive in the civilized world of the opposite idea 
that foreign trade is a natural evil to be avoided 
altogether or reduced to its lowest terms. The 
little group of colonies strung along the Atlantic 
seaboard, with a jealous mother-country over-sea 
in front, and hostile French and Indians in the 
backwoods behind, was broad, catholic, cosmo- 
politan, far-sighted; the great imperial Republic, 
stretching from sea to sea, powerful and _ re- 
spected at home and abroad, with nothing to 
fear from anybody, at peace with all the world, 
teaming with an active and intelligent popula- 
tion and with the unbounded resources of a 
continent, is narrow, exclusive, provincial, afraid 
of the healthy competition of the world in 
trade; shuts its ports as tight as it can, as if 


forsooth it could sell its own surplus products 
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without buying those of the rest of the world. 


By what strange jugglery of historic forces has 
a powerful nation voluntarily and _ deliberately 
laid upon its own neck a yoke which the proud 
monarchy of England could not maintain upon 
the necks of the feeble and straggling colonists, 
and driven from the sea its own ships which 
the Crown with the whole Royal Navy could 
not do before? By what series of steps, each 
no doubt a logical and necessary one at the 
time when it was taken, have we been led to re- 
verse completely the maxim of the founders, 
and, ourselves, by our own act, unaided and alone, 
almost to “cut off our trade with all parts of 
the world” ?- 

This is no occasion for discussing any strictly 
political or partisan topic. On the question of 
protection and free trade, the people of the 
country are divided into two great opposing 
camps of opinion, equally honest, equally intelli- 
gent, equally patriotic, about equal in numbers, 
all of them true Americans; as an economic 
question on which political parties divide and 
contend, we cannot, and we would not, discuss 
it on our national day. But if we detect a 
national tendency or trend of thought toward a 


cardinal principle of the founders, a veering of 
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the ship of state back towards a course from 
which eddies. and  counter-currents, misleading 
lights and darkness and the tempest of war, 
had turned. her, we may note it as we pass. 
If there be a single trait of the Anglo-Saxon 
race more characteristic of it than its passionate 
love of freedom and its mission as a lawgiver 
and founder of states, that trait is its genius for 
commerce, its passion for the romance of the 
sea, its love of the trackless ocean as the path- 
way for the exchange of commodities between 
the nations of the world. It is almost as cer- 
tain that an English-speaking nation will not 
give up, except temporarily and in obedience to 
some overruling necessity of the moment, its 
unrestrained freedom of trade, as it is that it 
will not surrender the principles of Magna Charta, 
the Bill of Rights, and the Habeas Corpus. 
The history of foreign commerce has been the 
history of discovery, of the advance of civiliza- 
tion, of the expanding brotherhood and progress 
of mankind. A manner of raising the means for 
carrying on goverment cannot permanently pre- 
vail which has for one of its chief objects the 
extinction or discredit of that very branch of 
human activity which has done most to discover 
new lands and found new states, and for the

prosecution of which, with the blessings it brings 
in its train, human governments are largely or- 
ganized and carried on. It would almost pass 
human belief that a shrewd and _ inventive, as 
well as free, people should long adhere to a 
manner of raising their national revenue which 
is not only adverse to “trade with all parts of 
the world,” but whose aim and tendency are 
artificially to enhance the price of foreign arti- 
cles or similar ones produced here so as to 
make them cost more to ourselves than. they 
otherwise would. 

Is, then, the high-tariff system, which has for 
its object primarily not revenue but protection 
against foreign products, being now maintained 
by its advocates as a finality, to be defended 
as a cardinal principle and to be fought for as 
an article of faith; or is their advocacy of it 
merely from that conservative instinct which 
seeks to avert all sudden and_ revolutionary 
change and which ensures thorough discussion 
and gradual adaptation of vested interests to 
new conditions before any change is made? 
It seems to me that the latter is the case, and 
that two instances,—one from the philosophical 
side, and one, very recent, from the peculiarly 


practical side,—have a strong tendency to prove 
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that it is. By the former I mean our second 
martyred chief magistrate, who is enshrined in 
the hearts of his countrymen as well as im- 
pressed upon their minds as no other deceased 
statesman of our time is except our first martyr 
in the Presidency. It is well known that Presi- 
dent Garfield, himself the titular as well as the 
intellectual leader, at the time, of the party of 
high protection, said that all modifications of the 
tariff should be made with a view to ultimate 
free trade, and that every step taken should 
lead in that direction. My second instance is 
that of a prominent business man, a representa- 
tive American in energy, thrift, enterprise, and 
success in the accumulation of wealth, and a 
peculiarly typical beneficiary of the high pro- 
tective system. In a recent interesting Utopian 
paper upon the proposed reunion of all the 
English-speaking nations of the globe under one 
government, Mr. Andrew Carnegie dwells upon 
the free trade which would practically result 
from such a confederation as one of the chief 
attractions of his plan, and says that such man- 
ufacturing interests throughout our land as he 
represents in his own person would welcome the 
change. I quote his words: “I do not shut my 


eyes to the fact that reunion, bringing free en- 
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trance of British products, would cause serious 
disturbance to many manufacturing interests near 
the Atlantic coast which have been built up 
under the protective system. but, sensitive as 
the American is said to be to the influence of 
the dollar, there is a chord in his nature — the 
patriotic— which is much more sensitive - still. 
Judging from my knowledge of the American 
manufacturers there are few who would not 
gladly make the necessary pecuniary sacrifices 
to bring about a reunion of the old home and 
the new. ‘There would be some opposition of 
course from those pecuniarily interested, but this 
would be silenced by the chorus of approval 
from the people in general. No private interests, 
or interests of a class, or of a section of what 
would then be our common country, would or 
should be allowed to obstruct a consummation so 
devoutly to be wished.” 

That is nobly spoken, and like a patriotic 
American. It is true that Mr. Carnegie proposes 
political reunion with England and her world- 
wide dependencies as a condition of establishing 
free trade, and puts his proposition in the form 
of a concession to sentiment. But can the pe- 
cuniary sacrifice which he and the other spe- 


cially favored beneficiaries of protection would be 
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willing to make for mere sentiment be, even 
temporarily, a very serious one? It certainly is 
the general impression that those for whom he 
professes to speak are not, as a class, prone to 
give up large material advantages for sentiment 
alone. Nor is it to be supposed for a moment 
that as patriotic American citizens Mr. Carnegie 
and his friends seriously think that the great 
triumphant Republic is to gain much _ politically 
either in knowledge, principles, or practice, by 
reunion with the monarchy, or that our patriotic 
sentiment could then be of a higher order than 
the one we now have for the stars and stripes, or 
command higher sacrifices. The work of the 
fathers, cemented and developed by the sons 
during the century, puts us far in the van of 
the modern world as the builders of states, and 
makes us stand towards the rest of the world 
as teachers rather than learners, as leaders rather 
than followers. Surely no higher patriotism can 
be imagined than our love for our Union, nor 
one for which greater sacrifices should be made. 
No; neither patriotic sentiment, nor the political 
advantage to us of the proposed confederation, 
can account for the willingness to accept un- 
restricted trade or be the real ground icmesns 


these can be little more than the convenient 
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-pretexts, put forward for consistency’s sake, to 
make easier the transition from a system whose 
beneficiaries themselves feel that ‘the change must 
come before long, and will in the end be to the 
advantage of all. When that change comes, — 
whether sooner or later, in this decade, or the 
next, or the followmg,—when the _ perplexing 
problem of raising a nation’s necessary revenue 
is reconciled with the great principle of unham- 
pered trade, when our sails again whiten every 
sea and our flag is seen in every port, and all 
the good things which the bounty of God and 
the skill and industry of man can _ produce 
throughout the earth are poured into our laps 
without hostile barrier to exclude or artificial 
enhancement of price, then will be grandly real- 
ized the dream of the signers of the great Dec- 
laration for “trade with all parts of the world ” 
and the blessings that will follow in its. path. 
Turn with me, for a moment, to another im- 
portant problem of the day, the government of 
cities. Hardly anything would, I think, have 
surprised the founders of the Republic more than 
to be told that within a century America would 
become a by-word throughout the civilized world 
for monstrous and even’ grotesque misgovern- 


ment of large cities. It is true that they had 
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no large cities themselves and had little idea of 
the enormous immigration of foreigners, unac- 
quainted with the principles or practice of self- 
government, which was to pour in upon us like 
a flood and settle down to urban life in our 
midst; but if they had, they would probably not 
have expressed a doubt, any more than they 
actually did, as to the entire ability “of mthe 
people to grapple promptly with the problem 
as it arose and solve it out of hand. It was 
taken for granted, as an axiom, that local gov- 
ernment would take care of itself as a matter ot 
course; that it was only necessary to erect the 
colonies into States and to unite the States in 
a strong and well-adjusted federal bond, and the 
whole work of government was done. Many of the 
Revolutionary statesmen were profoundly distrust- 
ful of the permanent success of the Union; all had 
misgivings and forebodings lest the levelling de- 
mocracy of the masses or the strong hand of the 
usurper might ere long bring the work of their 
lives to naught; some went to their graves, 
even many years after the adoption of the Con- 
stitution, with the thought weighing upon their 
souls that the Union might not long survive 
the war of factions and of party passion. But 
did one of them even dream that, though the 
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- splendid apex of the pyramid, soaring to the 
clouds, should stand the shock of storms and 
the wear of time and grow only firmer and more 
lustrous under both, that the broad, solid base 
would corrode and rot and the whole structure 
be undermined and weakened where it was 
throught to be unassailably strong? They fore- 
saw nearly all the dangers that in fact have 
from time to time beset the federal Union, and 
many which have not arisen at all, but it 
seems hardly to have occurred to them that 
trouble could arise at the very homes and hearth- 
stones of the people, where the citizen was close 
at hand and personally present to watch and 
control the course of affairs. Representative 
rule on a large scale, at a distant capital, under 
a dual system of government, and with a pop- 
ulation scattered over an immense territory, was 
indeed an experiment about which they might 
have grave and anxious doubts sebutiplocalrnie 
by the people at their own doors, — had not 
centuries of experience shown that honest, effi- 
cient, and economical home-rule in local affairs 
was the one unvarying, unquestioned achievement 
of the race? Could the time ever come when 
the ablest and most thoughtful men in the com- 


munity would lack either the public spirit, the 
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ability, or the proper machmery of government 
to make themselves felt effectively in controlling 
the administration of local affairs, and would sur- 
render it to men seeking only their own personal 
advantage at the expense of the general good? 

This question, which our fathers had not to 
deal with, now confronts us as a problem of 
vast import; for nothing in the future is surer 
than the continued growth in number and 
population of our large cities, and far the 
greater number of points at which government 
touches the pocket or the person of the citizen 
must always be in the matters of municipal, 
rather than of state or national, administration. 
The success of state and national government, 
too, 1s inevitably at stake, in the long run, on 
the success of municipal government, for if the 
trunk is girdled at the base it cannot be long 
before the tree with its blossoms, its fruit, and. 
its gracious shade will fall. Already we have 
seen in some parts of our country the corrupt 
political machinery of great cities controlling and 
debauching the administration of States, and in 
one case at least reaching out defiantly, and not 
without prospect of success, to seize the Presi- 
dency itself. If we fail in local self-government 


the whole experiment of democracy ultimately 
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fails. We may turn at times to the State for 
purification ‘and relief in local administration, but 
it is obvious that such resort can be only tem- 
porary and transient. The fountain can rise no 
higher than its source, and if local sources are 
polluted it can only be a short time before the 
main stream becomes helplessly impure. The 
State, as the creator of corporations, furnishes 
the legal machinery and modifies it from time 
to time as needed, but it can, in the long run, 
do no more, and in any healthy condition of 
public affairs the administration of local affairs 
must be by local authorities responsible to a 
local constituency which jealously watches and 
sternly enforces that responsibility. Thus, and 
not otherwise, can our whole political system be 
kept sound at the core; and _ so long as the 
core is sound—and so long only —will the 
tree flourish. Only very sparingly, upon the 
simplest possible lines, in accordance with the 
fundamental principles of home-rule, and when 
the need of change is clear, should the inter- 
vention of the State be exercised or invoked in 
altering city charters ; otherwise popular confi- 
dence is shaken, our. self-reliance is weakened, 
popular indifference follows, new, complicated, 


and unfamiliar machinery furnishes designing 
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men their opportunity, and then the worm is at 
the root, and the blight must spread upward. 
When we have adapted our city governments in 
principle and in general form to that of our 
confessedly successful national government, — a 
single responsible executive elected by) the 
people, and a large and independent legislative 
as broadly representative of the whole people 
as it 1s practicable to make it, set over against 
each other with carefully distinguished separate 
functions assigned to each, and have arranged 
the administrative machinery in the simplest way 
under the executive head, the State has done 
all it can, except in the perfection and modi- 
fication of details, to help us. The rest lies 
with the people themselves in_ their several 
localities, and the thorough and constant educa- 
tion of the people in the ‘art of “strictly aiacs: 
self-government is the national, as well as local, 
work before us; for it 1s forever and unalter- 
ably the theory and the corner-stone of republi- 
can government that we are governed from 
below upward, and that all our government, 
like charity, begins at home. 

It is worse than folly, it is suicide, to play 
the pessimist and say that the problem of mak- 


ing cities govern themselves well is hopeless. 
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The highest intelligence, the best education, the 
most enlightened public spirit, the most active 
and thoughtful philanthropy, the highest  busi- 
ness capacity and executive ability, are all of 
them concentrated in cities, as well as_ the 
worst ignorance, folly, and vice. Nowhere can 
a sound public opinion form and organize so 
easily, spread so quickly, and act so _ effectively 
through the press and otherwise as in our cities, 
and nowhere are reform movements of all kinds 
so often and so successfully inaugurated. We 
are certainly familiar enough with this in Bos- 
ton. Have we not recently seen our own city 
government put upon the statute book, and 
_keep there, a pioneer enactment in this Com- 
monwealth, if not in the country, which strikes 
at the very heart of the spoils system by for- 
bidding the participation of municipal officers in 
the machinery of political parties, a reform which 
must soon be adopted for all other cities and 
towns? And is it not at this moment a sub- 
ject for patriotic pride that our city,. under the 
lead of its chief magistrate, and our Common- 
wealth by the action of its Legistature, have just 
struck a telling and significant blow at that 
corporate encroachment upon the fair rights of 


the people, which is one of the worst and sub- 
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tlest dangers of the time, as of yore our fathers 
struck at the Stamp Act and the Tea Tax? If 
the powers of evil are concentrated and organ- 
ized in cities as nowhere else, so also are the 
powers of good, and nowhere can the battle be- 
tween the two be fought out to so great advan- | 
tage ; for the battlefield is at our very doors 
and all can reach it and act upon it; im one 
way or another, at the minimum of trouble and 
expense. Our cities, as centres of the highest 
education and intelligence, should become our 
very best models of good government instead of | 
the reverse ; their misgovernment, where it has 
not been already corrected, can be only a _ tem- 
porary and transition state, destined to pass grad- 
ually away as we face and grapple with. the 
conditions of the problem. 

But how shall it be done? How shall the 
ignorance and inertia of the great mass of the 
people in regard to municipal government be 
overcome, and the seemingly irresistible enginery 
erected by sinister forces to turn local govern- 
ment largely to their own personal account be 
destroyed or counteracted? How shall fraud, 
jobbery, and waste be prevented, and the people 
everywhere get a full and honest return for 


every dollar they pay in taxes? Let us disa- 
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buse ourselves of all illusion or fatuity on this 
subject. ‘There is and can be no simple and com- 
fortable answer to these questions; no patent 
device for attaining our end; no short cut to 
the goal we aim at. Nothing but a long, 
patient, intelligent struggle will accomplish that 
end, or maintain it after .it is reached. The 
fight must go on forever as our cities grow; 
we can do little more, by legislation and_ polit- 
ical organization, than forge better weapons, 
establish better discipline in the ranks, and main- 
tain better outposts to prevent surprise and dis- 
aster; if remains for us still to make every 
citizen a good soldier. When we have done all 
that we can to get simple and effective munic- 
ipal machinery that shall respond as_ quickly 
and fully as may be to public opinion; when 
we have developed the forces and means of 
expression of that public opinion to their utmost; 
when we have done our best to get good men 
into office and to keep them there, and to keep 
bad men out; when we have purified the ballot 
and emancipated the civil service from the spoils- 
man, we have done much, and we must keep on 
doing it; but we have not touched the root of 
the matter nor applied, scientifically, either the 


necessary diagnosis or the final remedy. 
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It is a part of the inevitable logic of popular 
government that when it fails conspicuously at any 
point the disease must be one in the people as a 
whole. In the particular matter of local govern- 
ment it is obvious that our borders have so far 
filled up already — to say nothing of the future — 
that we can no longer run for luck, nor go by rule 
of thumb, nor trust wholly to the inspiration of the 
moment, or to the spasmodic or periodic uprisings 
of good men against misrule, or even to the 
educational influence upon municipal representa- 
tives and officers of public responsibility itself 
and of a free and vigilant public press. The 
foundations must be laid broad and deep, if 
reform is to be thorough and permanent and 
city government is to approach our ideal. ‘The 
process can be no other than the slow, modest, 
painstaking, unsensational one of systematic 
school education. In a democracy, the boy’s mind 
must, at the plastic age, be supplied with the 
rudiments of that science and art of government 
which he as a responsible sovereign is shortly to 
apply and practise, and above all, the correct 
point of view towards government must be 
indelibly impressed upon his mind and _ heart. 
Something is already done in the public schools 
in this line, chiefly with reference to the Con- 
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stitution of the United States and of the State; 
but if a boy may well learn something about 
the duties and functions of the President, the 
members of the Cabinet, and the Senators and 
members of Congress, shall he be taught nothing 
about those of town-meetings and selectmen, of 
county commissioners and surveyors of highways, 
of the mayor, the departments, and the city coun- 
cil of his own city? Shall he learn about the 
secretaries of State, War, and the Navy, the 
treaty-making power, and the appointment and 
duties of foreign ministers and counsels and the 
justices of the Supreme Court, and not about 
the great departments which protect his young 
life from violence, fire, disease, and accident, 
make his home, and the streets, parks, and 
playgrounds safe and attractive for him, and 
maintain the schools that educate him? Which 
of the two touches him nearest and most directly? 
Which will first confront him when he is a 
voter, and is responsible for the wise and _ in- 
telligent discharge of the duties of a citizen, 
and which is his young mind capable of under- 
standing most easily and studying ‘to the best 
advantage? Which really, and for all practical 
purposes, has most to do with his life, liberty, 


and the pursuit of happiness? If taught with - 
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as little theory and with as much practical 
description as possible, which will be the most 
interesting to the boy? Why, in a few years, 
should not the very best of men for nearly 
every grade of municipal representative and 
employee be sought and found specially equipped 
for most of their work in the graduates of our 
schools? Why should not they have the honor- 
able ambition as well as the conscious ability 
to do good municipal service however humble, 

and why should not the intelligent watchfulness ) 
of the great body of the voters over public 
servants be immeasurably increased by the same 
means? ‘This strong leaven would soon pervade 
the whole body politic and improvement would 
be steady. To take an extreme, perhaps a fan- 
ciful, case, —the boys who were in the schools 
of New York when the Tweed régime was ex- 
posed and overthrown, and even those _ that 
were born during the next two or three years 
are now voters. If they and all that have been 
in those schools had been systematically in- 
structed in the principles and some of the 
details of municipal government, impressed with 
its importance for the well-being of human 
society, and taught the duty of a voter, would 
not the prospects of that corruption-ridden city

be, by this time, much less dark than they now 


are? And in what other way are they likely 
ever to become materially and permanently 
brighter? | 

We have reached the point where the public 
school and the private school and the institution 
of higher learning must everywhere take in hand 
vigorously and systematically the education of 
the future voter in the duties of citizenship 
in a free self-governing Republic, and at the 
very head of the list, because hitherto almost 
wholly neglected, because easiest for youth to 
understand, and because most vital and funda- 
mental, I would put the duty of the voter and 
of the local officer to his city or town. Until 
we raise the rudiments of municipal government 
to that dignity we are rejecting the stone which 
should be the head of the corner and on which 
the whole fabric must eventually rest; while 
from the educational point of view we are, in 
the instruction of our youth, putting aside in 
this connection the concrete, the practical, the 
close at hand, the easily comprehensible, and 
teaching only the abstract, the theoretic, the 
remote, and to the young mind largely the un- 
intelligible. ‘The public school, especially, should, 
with its other duties, be the kindergarten of the 
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young citizen, and its object-lessons should be 
taken from the home, the street, the playground, 
the public works and buildings, and the school 
itself. | 

But we should add to that,— what I have 
already alluded to as still more important, — 
instruction, or rather influence, as to the point 
of view from which the youth should look at 
the city or town in which he is shortly to 
assume the responsible duty of citizenship. We 
should inculcate the fundamental idea of citizen- 
ship, and of public office as a trust as sacred 
and inviolable as that between man and man or 
boy and boy. We should use every means to 
build up in the youth of our cities a sentiment 
which, for lack of a better name, I will eall 
municipal patriotism or loyalty. The imagina- 
tion must be touched and appealed to, and the 
city of his home should be idealized and per- 
sonified to him, as his country already is, so 
that he shall not go out into life with the idea 
that the government of his city 1s an impersonal 
foreign corporation, naturally oppressive and hos- 
tile to his interests; which it is nobody’s busi- 
ness to serve and protect; and which is fair 
game for everybody to get what he can out of. 
He should be made to feel, when an ingenuous, 
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impressionable boy at school, that the city is 
his parent to whom he owes a filial and a loyal 
service as he does to the flag of his country; that 
to wrong her or let anybody else do so is as 
despicable as to rob his sister, or brother, or 
neighbor; that it is a proud and honorable duty 
to render her the slightest faithful service. Let 
the germs of civic pride be planted in the re- 
sponsive young; let every patriotic chord of 
history, of legend, of personal deeds, of civic, 
military, and literary tradition, be touched and 
played upon; let historic spots with great or 
memorable associations be visited and their story 
told, retold, and explained, until an honorable 
local pride and ambition springs up that shall 
inspire and elevate the character of the growing 
citizen. There is certainly no municipality in 
the land where this homely but important part 
of a civic training could be so well inaugurated or 
so fruitfully carried out as in our own historic 
city, and with the youth that yearly swarm by 
thousands into her hospitable schools; but there 
is hardly a city or town in the land where it 
cannot now be done, not one where it cannot 
be done soon in these fast-moving days. 

The grave difficulties thrown around the problem 


of municipal government, and, indirectly, of all 
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government, by our inpouring foreign population 
lead me to say a word about the question of 
immigration before I sit down. If foreign trade 
and local self-rule are two of the most marked 
natural characteristics of our race, hardly less so 
is our almost unlimited capacity for the absorp- 
tion and assimilation of other races and _ the 
transformation of them into our own general 
type. Proud of our apparent mission to furnish 
a free asylum to the unfortunate and oppressed, 
and a fair field to the enterprising, of all races 
and climes, and conscious of the strength and 
elasticity of our institutions and of our social 
order, we seem almost blind to the dangers at- 
tending unrestricted immigration from across the 
Atlantic, while we exaggerate those from the 
direction of the Pacific. No thoughtful man 
would probably deny that a far greater strain 
has been put upon our institutions by the An- 
archists of Chicago, the Mafia of New Orleans, 
and the Tammany of New York, than by a few 
thousand harmless, peaceable Chinese laborers 
scattered over the land. As between the indus- 
trious and thrifty Mongolian laundry-man and 
the hoodlums of whatever race extraction who 
stone him because he is less afraid of work, 


and less extortionate in his charge for it, than 
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they themselves are, who can hesitate in his 
ehoice? Cheap labor, if of good quality and 
accompanied with thrift, decency, and good citi- 
zenship, is like cheap goods, an unmixed boon, 
both moral and material, which should be en- 
couraged and invited by every civilized nation. 
Yet all other foreign elements come to us almost 
without let or hindrance and seem likely to con- 
tinue to do so, while we work ourselves into a 
panic about the Chinese, erect barriers against 
their coming, and even propose forcibly to 
deport those that are here. 

I would not be understood as_ belittling the 
possible dangers of extensive Chinese immigra- 
tion; on the contrary, I have a very strong 
feeling of sympathy with our fellow-citizens of 
the Pacific slope. We live in a glass house 
that makes it unsafe for us to throw many 
stones at them. They may well ask us when 
we are going to level our Chinese tariff-wall 
erected against harmless necessary coats, blankets, 
and cotton cloths, coal, iron, wool, and salt be- 
fore we open the flood-gates of Mongolian im- 
migration upon their defenceless heads. We 
must remember that they stand in the vanguard, 
upon the very picket-line, of the great. advance 


of Huropean civilization westward towards the 
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Orient. Across the broad, but ever-narrowing, 
Pacific, they gaze towards the restless, inscrut- 
able, uncounted millions of Asia, alien, even 
antipodal, to us in race, religion, and _ civiliza- 
tion. They stand face to face with the same 
eternal Eastern Question which for twenty-five 
centuries has confronted Hurope. What the 
Persian hosts were to Greece, what the Cartha- 
ginian armies were to Rome, what the Moors 
were to Spain, what the Ottoman Empire was 
and is to Eastern Europe, that the Chinese are, 
or seem, to our friends in California. 

The resemblance may appear fanciful to us. We 
may feel that no sane man can see anything in 
the mild-mannered, industrious, law-abiding Chinese 
coming, even in large numbers, to our shores, 
at all like the armed hosts of Darius and Xerxes 
at Thermopyle and Marathon, the Punie legions 
bringing the Roman State to the brink of ruin, the 
fierce Moslem hordes of Saracens and Turks over- 
running south-western and south-eastern Hurope 
with fire and sword and thundering at the very 
gates of Vienna. But the resemblance is closer 
than we think. It has not been war, in itself, that 
has so long made the Hastern Question menac- 
ing for Europe. On the contrary, war has often 


been the instrument for spreading the highest 
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civilization. It was by war, and war alone, that 
Roman civilization was carried into Northern 
Kurope, that Norman civilization was carried into 
Britain, that English civilization was spread over 
our own continent, displacing the native inhabi- 
tants. Nor, on the other hand, does the fact 
that the Chinese immigration is so peaceful and 
quiet make it necessarily harmless. We should 
not foreeL that, in the fulness’ of time, the 
peaceful importation by some traders of a few 
shiploads of African slaves brought the Ameri- 
can Republic nearer to dissolution and ruin than 
the African phalanx of Hannibal—the veterans 
of a hundred fights, under a leader fired by an 
intense and lofty patriotism, and himself the most 
brilliant and indomitable captain of the ages — 
could bring the Republic of Rome. No; whether 
the Oriental comes with sword and _ spear or 
with flatiron and pick it is himself, his habits, 
his religion, and his social order that have ever 
been the stumbling-block, not the manner of 
his coming. An alien race in our midst, with 
us but not. of us, is an inevitable peril to a 
government and to a social order in which all 
are to participate as sovereigns and as equals. 
In Hurope, as with us, it has been the radical 


difference of race and civilization in each case 
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which has made the danger, — a danger in- 
stinctively felt rather than clearly reasoned out, 
but almost equally deep in each case. 

We must free our minds from cant in both 
directions on this question; from the cant of 
the mere humanitarian and theorizer as well as 
from that of the demagogue of the sand-lots. 
We may overwhelm a petty Geary Act with 
our ridicule and contempt, as it richly deserves ; 
bat let us not be led away in our philan- 
thropic zeal »so far as to deny thé miehigter 
government, when not precluded by its own 
treaties, to limit or forbid the immigration of 
aliens or their deportation after they have immi- 
grated. No more vital and fundamental principle 
underlies all government than this right, and 
no sounder or more salutary decision has ever 
been rendered by the Supreme Court of the 
United States than its recent vindication of our 
right as a nation to protect our borders from 
undesirable immigration and preserve from danger 
what we have already achieved in building up a 
government and a social order. - It would be 
well for us if the whole pestilent and_ blood- 
stained horde of Anarchists, for instance, had 
never been allowed to enter the country, or if | 


they should be deported now as public enemies 
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with the recreant Governor of Illinois at their 
head. They are outlaws, and have no place in 
the American Commonwealth. 

The extent and manner in which such right shall 
be exercised will always be a delicate question, and 
the test must always be the purely practical one 
of expediency. The question must be, at any 
given moment, Have we so digested and assimi- 
lated what we have got that we can receive more 
without imperilling the results which it is the 
mission of the Anglo-Saxon race to accomplish? 
And in answering it we should take counsel 
exclusively neither of our over-confidence nor of 
our fears; neither of our humane desire to give 
a home to all the sons of men and our com- 
mercial zeal to develop rapidly our material 
resources on the one hand, nor of mere _prej- 
udice against foreign races on the other. Our 
destiny as a place of refuge and a home for 
mankind is indeed a noble one, and the right 
of asylum should never be denied to purely 
political refugees from other nations; but we 
can be such a honie only so long and so_ far 
as we preserve intact and secure those distinc- 
tive features which first irresistibly drew and 
still draw towards our hospitable shores the wan- 


dering footsteps of all the races of mankind. 
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This question is peculiarly one to be con- 
sidered and acted upon, so far as may be, 
in the clear, cold light of reason unclouded by 
either sentiment, fear, or prejudice; and such 
check should be unflinchingly applied to immi- 
gration as shall keep us always well within the 
danger-line. At the present moment it would 
seem that we have decidedly less restraint than 
is desirable upon immigration from Europe, and 
that greater caution. is needed. We have been 
too hospitable to the anarchist, the nihilist, the 
socialist, the dynamiter. We gamble with our 
birthright... We have probably ‘erred ieee 
opposite direction of too much_ restriction and 
exclusion with regard to the Chinese. But who 
shall say? Is there not apparently a natural 
law in the movement of races almost as fixed 
and immutable as the law of the tides and 
the planets, which carries us westward and 
carries no Asiatic race eastward ? Can we help 
mingling a little Oriental fatalism with our 
reason, on this topic? Is it not almost mani- 
fest destiny that the slumbering but volcanic 
millions of Asia shall not be allowed to move 
in our directien, but rather that our civilization, 
moving chiefly from our own shores, from Japan, 


from Australia, from India, shall in time pene- 
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trate the heart of Asia and transform even that 
stronghold of human conservatism, the birthplace 
and nursery of the races, into the form and 
figure of our modern life? Nay more; shall 
we not in our westward course take darkest 
Russia in reverse, and cause the glad light of 
freedom to penetrate the cruel fastnesses of Si- 
beria, and the advancing banners of democracy 
to enter even the gloomy fortress of Muscovite 
despotism? Who shall say what even another 
short century may bring forth, and can our 
destiny have been fulfilled in merely reaching 
the Pacific shores ? 

Our patriotism is bathed in a_ warmer light, 
our national pride is touched with a finer fire, 
in this Columbian year than at other times. 
The nations of the world are our guests ; their 
stately navies and ours ride tranquilly at anchor 
in our spacious harbors and_ salute each other 
in harmony and good-will; we feel as never 
before the universal brotherhood of mankind. 
The Anglo-Saxon has indeed displaced the 
Spaniard in the leadership of that mighty west- 
ward movement of trade, conversion, and civil- 
ization, toward Asia which the great Genoese 
navigator inaugurated and which has been for a 


time interrupted by his discovery of our inter- 
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vening continent ; but the Spaniard, the Italian, 
the Frenchman, the German, all the races of 
mankind, are sharers with us in it and con- 
tributors to its completeness. Our present task 
is the peopling and transformation of this con- 
tinent ; but our final calling is to press ever 
onward and outward beyond the westward 
horizon. 

As we meet on this our natal day to take 
note of our bearings, of the rocks and shoals 
surrounding our course, the night of uncertainty 
sometimes seems starless. But it is always 
darkest just before the dawn; and if we were 
asked to-day, with the difficulties before us 
which we have been considering together, what 
the special mission of our race, in the democ- 
ratizing of the world was likely in the near 
future to be, I think we might well say it was 
the emancipation of foreign trade ; the indefinite 
expansion and improvement of free local self- 
government, especially in large cities ; the friendly 
absorption and assimilation of other races into 
our own law-abiding image, tempered always 
by the stern censorship of common sense upon 
the question of immigration, and by a dash of 
superstition at the point where our youngest 


civilization touches the oldest in the world. 
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With this noble mission and its responsibilities 


always in mind, with a national type ever slowly 
changing, developing, and improving, yet ever 
the same in the essential poimts of character 
and institutions, adopting and _ retaining such 
traits of other races as will enrich, vary, and 
enliven our own Anglo-Saxon heritage. without 
imperiling it, and no others, we may feel on 
each annual recurrence of this day — forever 
the foremost one in our calendar — that there

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MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 


VETOING CERTAIN ITEMS 


IN THE 


ORDER AUTHORIZING A LOAN OF $3,649,500 FOR 
VARIOUS MUNICIPAL PURPOSES. 


City oF Boston, Mayor’s OFrricr, 
city Hann, Fuly’ 10,7893. 


To the Honorable the City Council: 


GENTLEMEN: I return herewith an order authorizing a 
loan of $3,649,500 for various municipal purposes, having 
approved items aggregating $2,514,100, and having disap- 
proved the remainder. ‘The items in the bill have been 
numbered from 1 to 77, consecutively, and those which are 
disapproved are numbered as follows: 3, 4, 5, 7, 10, 12, 13, 
eee ebore 1 /, 18,920, 21, 22; 23, 24, 26, 2%, 36, 42, 43, 
Wand, 46, 47, 48, 49, 51, 54, 56, 57, 58, 61, 62, 63, 66, 
See tee, 60, (6, and 77. 

With a borrowing capacity of only $3,650,118, subject to 
the deduction of an unknown amount (probably $400,000 at 
least) for the park at the North End, authorized by Chapter 
282 of the Acts of the present year, it seemed the part of 
prudence not to authorize this year the borrowing of more 
than $2,500,000, leaving $750,000 for those unforeseen con- 
tingencies which are always liable to rise. 

With this consideration in mind I have selected those items 
in the bill under discussion which seemed the most important 
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and to admit of the least delay ; and have felt obliged to dis- 
upprove the rest. 

The items approved include $400,000 for the City Hospital ; 
$35,000 for buildings for the Fire Department; $200,000 
for Public Institutions ; and $393,100 for the public schools ; 
making a total of $1,028,100 for public buildings. The 
appropriations made for land and buildings since the first of 
January, 1891, including those contained in the present order, 
amount to $671,500 for the City Hospital, to about $700,000 
for the Department of Public Institutions, and to about 
$1,730,000 for the public schools. This should relieve the 
city from the necessity for a long time to come of appropri- 
ating any more money for permanent improvements in these 
important departments of the city government, except to 
meet the annual demand for additional school facilities, which 
has been estimated to require the expenditure of from 
$250,000 to $300,000 yearly. 

The item of $50,000 for a new fire- boat is approved. 

The items approved for the Street Department amount in 
the aggregate to $829,000, including $200,000 for the con- 
tinuation of work on Commonwealth avenue, and $600,000 
for different kinds of pavements throughout the city. This 
latter item is open to the objection that it is divided arbi- 
trarily into twelve blocks of $50,000 each, one block being 
apportioned to each aldermanic district, a system which 
obviously fails to take into account the differing needs in the 
matter of new pavements of the different sections of the city. 

The Mayor has, however, no power to scale down items ; 
he must approve them or reject them in their entirety; and 
as some new pavements are certainly needed in all the dis- 
tricts, the proper course seemed to be to approve the items 
for all the districts, and then to exercise, through the Super- 
intendent of Streets, a wise discretion in the expenditure of 
the money. 

It is altogether unlikely that $50,000 can profitably be ex- 
pended for new pavements in each aldermanic district during 
the remainder of the municipal year, and there will therefore 
probably be left, at the close of the same, a considerable un- 
expended balance of this item of $600,000 to be transferred 
to other objects, or simply cancelled. The extension of 
Ham’s court, and other items in this bill which, for reasons 
stated, I have been unable to approve, can undoubtedly be 
provided for in this manner. 

The appropriations for the department of laying out streets 
auggregate $465,000, and include the much-needed improve- 
ment of Harrison avenue between Essex and Beach streets, 
which, in connection with the widening of Chauncy street 
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to fifty feet, already begun, will furnish a new and compara- 
tively wide street leading south from Summer street. The 
‘present city vovernment. has also appropriated a sufficient 
sum for the widening of Essex and Lincoln streets, in the 
same section of the city. 

The items of $25,000 for a playstead at North Brighton 
and $45,000 for the extension of Bumstead lane, both 
approved, will require amendment before they can be 
utilized. 

The former should be placed in charge of the Park De- 
partment; partly because that department has the right of 
taking land by eminent domain, and can, therefore, pro- 
tect the city in dealing with the land-owners; and partly 
because, while the improvement of the banks of the 
Charles river is a very important matter, particularly for 
the residents of Brighton, yet the work should be under- 
taken as part of our general park system, and, if pos- 
sible, in connection with Harvard College, the owner of 
large tracts of land in this part of the city, which are to be 
improved for public purposes. 

Bumstead lane is directly in line with the Huntington- 
avenue entrance to the Fenway, and will make a straight 
and much-needed connection between the latter and Tremont 
street. Investigation satisfies me, however, that the greater 
part of the money will be needed, not for an extension 
proper, but for a widening of the lane. Before the appro- 
priation can be used, its phraseology must therefore be 
corrected. | 

Some of the items disapproved are open to special objec- 
tions, besides the general considerations already stated. 

The appropriation for a new head-house on the Kast Boston 
side of the South Ferry should wait, it seems to me, until 
some final agreement is reached as to the permanent develop- 
ment of the ferries. Large sums of money have recently 
been spent upon the improvement of the North Ferry ; yet it 
is now seriously proposed to discontinue it altogether, and 
either to enlarge the accommodations at the South Ferry, or 
to establish a new ferry between the two. It would seem that 
this whole question should be carefully considered and finally 
settled before money is expended on buildings which may in 
the end have to be abandoned. 

Item No. 24, for a gymnasium building in Ward 16, is, 
in the opinion of the Law Department, illegal. 

The bill contemplates the expenditure of $615,000 upon 
a permanent plant for the Street Department, consisting 
of ledges, wharves, and machines for the destruction of 
garbage. These are all desirable items, particularly the 
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last named; but in view of the limited amount of money 
which the city can borrow, it seemed as if these were 
the items that could best be postponed for the present. A 
very interesting and thorough report upon the subject of 
garbage has been made by a committee of the City Council 
during the current year, but no particular system was 
recommended; and the Superintendent of Streets has not 


yet made up his mind as to which system is best. It will © 


be the aim of the department during the next few months 
to reach a definite conclusion upon this difficult matter, 
and such conelusion will, when reached, be transmitted 
to the City Council with a request for an appropriation. 
The plant could not possibly be erected under a year, and 
therefore no real delay will be caused by taking further time 
for consideration and investigation. A large amount of 
money was spent last year for the improvement of the sani- 


tary condition of the city by furnishing elaborate buildings. 


and machinery for the use of the Board of Health at Swett 
street and on Galloupe’s Island; no further apprehension is 


felt by the city authorities that they will not be able to cope | 


with any epidemic which may break out in this city; and 
the chances of an outbreak are fortunately small. 

Finally, a large number of items in the bill seem to be 
obnoxious to chapter 106 of the Acts of 1891, which 
prohibits the borrowing of money for current expenses. 
Some of these items, however, namely, those for additions 
and alterations in the plumbing arrangements of certain 
of our public school-houses, are important, and should be 
taken care of in the regular way by the Superintendent of 
Public Buildings out of the annual appropriation for repairs 
on school-houses. This department has now $65,000 to spend 
for this purpose, and will. be instructed to attend to such 
sanitary improvements specified in this bill as may turn out 
to be of pressing necessity, particularly those in the Mather, 
Mead-street, Cook, Agassiz, and Bowditch school-houses. 

The settlement about Lauriat avenue is in much need of a 
proper crossing over the tracks of the New York & New 
England Railroad ; ; but underlying this problem is the greater 
one of abolishing the grade crossings generally along the line 
of the New York & New England Railroad, particularly 
that on Blue Hill avenue. How this shall be done is still a 
matter of doubt; but it is obvious that the city ought not to 
fix upon an overhead street-bridge for Lauriat avenue until 
it is finally determined that the tracks themselves shall not 
be raised, as has been proposed for the purpose of abolish- 
ing the crossing at Blue Hill avenue. It has been the 
special object of this administration to abolish the grade 


| 
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crossings in various parts of the city. Those along the line 
of the Providence Division and the main line of the Old 
Colony Railroad have already been taken care of, and pro- 
ceedings will forthwith be commenced with a view to abol- 
ishing those upon the New York & New England Railroad. 
When some general system has been adopted, and the per- 
manent grade of the New York & New England Railroad 
has been established, it will be in order to provide for carry- 
ing Lauriat avenue either over or under the railroad. 
Another and fatal objection to this item is that it is wholly 
insufficient in amount: the cost of the bridge and the dam- 
ages for the change of grade would very much exceed the 
amount mentioned. 

Apart from the merits of the individual items in this bill 
is the question whether it is desirable or not to borrow money 
for any of the purposes therein named to an extent that will 
increase the indebtedness of the city. When the citizens 
reflect that loans have already been authorized this year for 
a $300,000 or $400,000 park at the North End, for street- 
widenings rendered possible by the fire of March 10, 1892, 
and costing over a quarter of a million dollars, and for a new 
basin on the Sudbury-river system, estimated to cost two 
and a half millions; when they reflect again that before the 
expiration of the present century it will be necessary to take 
the first steps towards securing an entirely new and ad- 
ditional source of water supply, estimated to cost from ten 
to twenty millions; when they consider that a new city 
hall is among the necessities of the immediate future, 
and that a proper building for this purpose must cost from 
two anda half to three and a half millions, according to the 
site selected, exclusive of the land; when they remember 
that they will shortly be called upon to accept or reject a 
plan of elevated railroads which will cost the city at least 
nine millions, and that the Legislature just adjourned has 
authorized the construction of subways costing two millions 
more; when the citizens contemplate these expenditures 
of the future—some of them certain, others probable — 
they will, I think, agree with substantial unanimity that it 
is best to restrict the sums annually borrowed for ordinary 
public improvements, such as parks, buildings, street 
pavements, sewers, etc., to such an amount as will not 
exceed the annual additions to the sinking fund for the 
redemption of our city debt. The maintenance of the net 
indebtedness of the city at a practically constant figure, and 
the refusal to borrow money for ordinary purposes to such 
an amount as would increase the same, has been, and will 
continue to be, the policy of this administration. 
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The order should have given the City Treasurer the right 
to issue either coupon or registered bonds, at the option of 
the purchaser. ‘This course was followed in respect to some 
of the loans issued last January, with material profit to the 
city. ‘The additional premium bid for coupon bonds, as com- 
pared with registered bonds having the same time to run, 
was about one per cent., and amounted to very much more 
than the increased cost of printing the bonds, 

I recommend that an order be passed amending in this 
sense the loan order under discussion.

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MESSAGE FROM THE MAYOR 


ON THE 


STATE LEGISLATION FOR 1893 AFFECT- 
ING THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Crry oF Boston, OFFICE OF THE Mayor, 
City Hay, September 11, 1893. 


To the Honorable the City Council: 


GENTLEMEN: The session of the State Legislature for 
1893 was productive of many important laws affecting the 
city of Boston; and in accordance with the practice estab- 
lished in 1891, I submit herewith a short summary of these 
laws. 


FINANCIAL. 


Chapter 192, “An act relating to loans of the city of Bos- 
ton,” authorizes the city to use any funds in the treasury 
raised by loan for any purpose for which the treasurer has 
been authorized to borrow money, the amount thus used to 
be made good’ before the close of the fiscal year. This Act 
practically allows the city to keep during the greater part of 
the year one general account of moneys raised by loan in- 
stead of a separate account for each loan order; it avoids 
the necessity for offering bonds for sale whenever money is 
needed for expenditures to be defrayed by loan, and has 
been of the greatest service to the city during the present 
financial stringency. 
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Chapter 261, “An act relating to appropriations by the 
city of Boston,” was passed at the instance of the Citizens’ 
Association, and prohibits the transfers of appropriations from 
one department to another except upon the written recom- 
mendation of the mayor. This law is intended to prevent a 
depletion of the resources of one department for the benefit 
of another which has been less economically managed unless 
the mayor is willing to assume the direct responsibility for - 
such action and for the deficit which must naturally follow. 
There has been no instance of such transfers since 1890; 
but there is a constant temptation to take money from one 
department for the benefit of another, and this law places 
the responsibility where it should belong, namely, on the 
executive. 

Chapter 283 provides that the cost to towns and cities of 
abolishing grade crossings under Chapter 428 of the Acts of 

1890 shall be borne in the first instance by the Common- 
wealth, and reimbursed by the towns and cities in annual 
instalments to be determined by the State Auditor, with 
interest at four per cent. The assessments under this law 
will be added to the city’s annual State tax as in the similar 
cases of assessments for the armory, metropolitan sewer, and 
inetropolitan park loans. 


HEALTH. 


Chapter 342 authorizes the Board of Health to compel the 
filling of flats no longer flowed by the tide, and thus meets a 
want, long felt by the Health and Law Departments of the 
C1LY.: 

Chapter 460 authorizes the Supreme Judicial Court, sit- 
ting in equity, to enforce the orders of the Board of Health 
by decree, and thus furnishes a more eflicient remedy than 
has hitherto existed for the abatement of nuisances. 


BuiLpine Laws. 


The new building law of 1892 (Chap. 419) was amended 
this year by Chapter 170, which substitutes the City of 
Boston for the Inspector of Buildings as the proper party to 
institute proceedings in equity for “the enforcement of the 
law; by Chapter 293, which corrects the pared of 
Section 82 of the act of 1892; by Chapter 297, which per- 
mits the use of wrought-iron dr: ain and ventilating pipe; and 
by Chapter 464, which permits any citizen to” obtain the 
opinion of the Board of Appeal concerning the decisions of 
the Inspector, prevents an increase in the height of second- 
class buildings unless they are rebuilt to conform to the act, 
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increases the height of fire walls above the roof of the build- 
ings not over 45 feet in height, reduces the floor area of 
buildings to 8,000 square feet, regulates the stairway and 
walls of second-class buildings, and makes more definite and 
certain the meaning of Sections 74 and 75 of the law of 
1892. 


STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 


Chapter 305 was passed to enable the city to widen Cam- 
bridge street in Allston. 

Chapter 339 authorizes the extension and construction of 
Boylston street between the Back Bay Park and Brookline 
avenue under a plan of betterments similar to that provided 
for the laying out of Oliver street in 1865. The loans au- 
thorized by the Statute of 1891, Chapter 323, are to be used 
to defray the original cost of this improvement, and the pre- 
liminary work is now under consideration by the Board of 
Street Commissioners. 

Chapter 462 authorizes the Board of Street Commissioners 
to establish building lines on the public streets, and will en- 
able the city to preserve the present width between the 
houses on Beacon street and Columbus avenue, ss well as to 
secure the proper development of other and newer streets. 
This act must be accepted by the City Council without delay 
if the city is to reap the benefit of its provisions. 


GRADE CROSSINGS. 


Chapter 126 regulates the manner in which the tracks of 
the Providence division of the Old Colony Railroad are to 
be raised. 

Chapter 127 permits the Old Colony Railroad to take 
property bounded by Dorchester avenue, West Fourth 
street, and the railroad for terminal purposes, and will 
lighten the expense of abolishing the grade crossing at 
Dorchester avenue. 

The change in the method of payment for the abolition 
of grade crossings effected by Chapter 283 has already been 
referred to. 

PARKS. 


Chapter 129 and Chapter 450 enlarge the powers of the 
State House Construction Commissioners with reference to 
laying out the property recently acquired between Bowdoin 
and Temple streets. 

Chapter 282, accepted by the City Council in an order 
approved May 17, 1893, authorizes the Board of Park Com- 
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missioners to establish a park within the limits of Wards 6 
and 7. The Commissioners are now considering the matter, 
and plans for takings and development are being prepared. 

Chapter: 300, as amended by Chapter 416, authorizes the 
Board of Park Commissioners to incorporate in our park sys- 
tem streets adjacent or leading to the parks, if a majority of 
the abutters desire such action. 

Chapter 407 creates a commission for the purpose of es- 
tablishing parks within the metropolitan district. The com- 
mission is authorized to expend one million dollars, to be 
raised by the sale of State bonds; and the annual require- 
ments for interest, sinking funds, and maintenance are to be 
assessed upon the cities and towns in the district in propor- 
tion to the benefit received. The share of the city of Boston 
is fixed for the first five years at fifty per cent. of the whole ; 
and as the expense and maintenance is limited to $10,000 for 
the first year and to $20,000 for each subsequent year, the 
annual requirements (to be included in the city State tax) 
should not amount to more than $60,000. The commission 
should be able to secure for the sum named, $1,000,000, all 
the desirable lands in the Middlesex Fells, the Muddy Pond 
woods, the Blue Hill region, and possibly other tracts men- 
tioned in the interesting report of the commission established 
under the Statute of 1892, Chapter 342 (House Document 
150 for the year 1893), and thus to secure for future genera- 
tions the inestimable benefit of a metropolitan park system 
of from five to ten thousand acres in extent. 

The new Board of Metropolitan Park Commissioners is 
also required by Chapter 475 to investigate, in conjunction 
with the State Board of Health, the sanitary condition of 
the Charles River, and prepare plans for the improvement of 
its bed, shores, and waters. 

Chapter 435, in conjunction with Statute 1891, Chapter 
344, authorizes the extension of the Charles River Embank- 
ment behind Brimmer and Beacon streets from West Boston 
Bridge to the Charlesgate. 
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WatTER SUPPLY. 


Chapter 459 provides that the State Board of Health shall 
consider the problem of a new source of water supply for 
Boston and the other cities and towns in the metropolitan 
district. Work has already been begun by the board, and 
the city engineers have been instructed to codperate with the — 
State authorities in their endeavor to settle the important 
question where to find the new source of water supply which 
will be needed within the next ten years.

STATE LEGISLATION FOR 18938. 5 


THe Bay-StatTE Gas ComMPANyY. 


_ The over-capitalization of the Bay-State Gas Company 
was the subject of a painstaking investigation which resulted 
in the passage of an act, Chapter 474, requiring the surren- 
der of an obligation for $4,500,000 by Deeember 1, 1893, 
or the forfeiture of the charter of the corporation. The 
company is authorized to issue stock to the value of its 
property (exclusive of franchises) in excess of its present 
capital, the valuation to be made by a commission appointed 
by the Supreme Judicial Court. This commission has been 
appointed and has commenced its labors. 


MISCELLANEOUS MATTERS. 


‘In addition to the foregoing legislation, all of which was 
either requested or approved by the executive, acting for the 
city, the Legislature also passed an act, Chapter 478, sub- 
ject to acceptance by the City Council, for a subway under 
Tremont street, and an act, Chapter 481, for “rapid transit,” 
subject to acceptance by the voters of the city. These 
measures will be considered in a special message as soon as 
the City Engineer shall have completed his investigation of 
their possibilities and cost. 

The Legislature also saw fit, against the protest of the 
executive, and in the face of a unanimous report from the 
committee on cities, to repeal by Chapter 437 the sidewalk 
law of 1892, Chapter 401. 

Chapter 352 makes the land held for our water-supply 
purposes subject to local taxation on the basis for the aver- 
age of the assessed valuations of the land exclusive of build- 
ings for the three years preceding the original taking. 

Chapter 353 is intended to abate the growing evils arising 
from the unscientific use of bituminous coal. I have ap- 
pointed the Superintendent of Streets to attend to the execu- 
tion of this law. It seems to be feared, however, that the 
act is defective in failing to provide adequate means for its 
enforcement. Experience alone can demonstrate the utility 
of the law. 

Chapter 473 provides, if the act is accepted by the voters 
of the city at the State election, for the election of the mem- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen on a general ticket, with 
minority representation. 


ACTION REQUIRED. 


Chapter 462, authorizing the establishment of building 
lines, and Chapter 478, providing for a subway under Tre- 
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mont street, require to be accepted by the City Council 
before their provisions can become operative, as is also the 
case with Chapter 312, an act relating to the wes of 
private drains. 

Chapter 473, relating to the election of members of the 


Board of Aldermen, and Chapter 481, relating to rapid 


transit, must be accepted by the voters ‘of the city, and an 
opportunity will be furnished them to pass upon these two 
questions at the ensuing State election. 

I recommend that your honorable body accept immediately 
the provisions of Chapter 462, relating to the establishment 
of building lines, and postpone action upon Chapter 478, 
providing for a subway under Tremont street, until the in- 
vestigations now being made by the City Engineer are com- 
pleted and transmitted to you. 


CONCLUSION. 


Our citizens are indebted this year as in the past to the 
intelligent and laborious attention paid to their needs by the 
joint committee on cities, and particularly by the Henin 
members of this committee. .

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MESSAGE FROM THE MAYOR 


ON 


RIGHT OF A CITY OFFICIAL TO RESIGN. 


Crry oF Boston, Orrick oF THE Mayor, 
City Hat, September 11, 18938. 


To Ve Honorable the City Council: 


GENTLEMEN: In view of the discussion which has arisen 
concerning the right of a city official to resign his office and 
the difference of opinion in respect thereto between the Cor- 
poration Counsel and a former City Solicitor, I take this 
opportunity to transmit an opinion rendered last May by the 
present Corporation Counsel in the case of one of the Com- 
missioners of Public Institutions. 

The position taken by Mr. Healy in 1881 (See Docy its 
of that year) was supported by no judicial authorities, and 
has long been questioned. 

Few lawyers, I think, will be found after careful examina- 
tion of the authorities to differ from the new opinion herewith 
submitted. Public office is thus seen to be a public trust in 
a judicial as well as a political sense, and its duties cannot 
be thrust aside by the mere will of the incumbent unless 
there is some special authority expressed or implied to do so.

Str: In answer to the question you asked me the other 
day concerning the resignation of Dr. Jenks as one of the 
Board of Commissioners of Public Institutions, I would state 
that, in view of the opinion of Mr. Healy, given August 4, 
1881, I have examined the matter with some care. 

At common law a public office is regarded as a public 
burden which it is the duty of every citizen to bear for the — 
public benefit, and which, if he refuses to serve in, he may 
be compelled to accept by mandamus, besides being subject 
in the case of certain municipal offices tu a penalty. 

It follows from this doctrine that a person who has once 
taken the burden of a public office upon himself cannot lay 
it down at his own pleasure. Accordingly, it has been held 
that at common law a public officer cannot resign his office 
without the consent of the appointing power, manifested 
either by express acceptance of the resignation, or by the 
appointment of another in his place. This was required in 
order that the public interests might suffer no inconvenience 
for the want of public servants to execute the laws. Will- 
cock, “Corporations,” pages 129, 238, 239. Grant, “Cor- 
porations,” pages 221, 223. 1 Dillon’s “ Municipal Corpora- 
tions,” Section 163. Rex v. Bower, 1 Barn. & Cress. 585. 
Rex v. Burder, 4 T. R. 778. Hoke v. Henderson, 4 Dey. 
(N. C.) 1. Van Orsdell v. Hazard, 3 Hill (N. Y.) 2438. 
State v. Ferguson, 31 N. J. Law, 107. 

The doctrine that a public officer may resign at pleasure 
without the consent of the appointing powers was first laid 
down by Mr. Justice McLean, in the Circuit Court (U. 8. 
v. Wright, 1 McLean, 509), and has been followed by quite 
a number of decisions in different States ; but I think it is not 
the law in Massachusetts. 

The subject has been before the Supreme Court of the 
United States several times. In Badger v. United States, 93 
U.S. Reports, 599, the Court rules concerning the effect of a 
statutory provision of Illinois, that an officer should hold over 
until the selection and qualification of his successor, that that 
provision had the effect to retain the resigning officer in ~ 
office until such selection and qualification, even though his 
resignation had been accepted by the proper authority. 
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In view of the similar provision in the Acts of 1890, con- 
cerning officers and boards of the city of Boston, I can see 
no difference between the cases of Badger and Dr. Jenks. 

In Edwards v. United States, 103 U. S. Reports, 471, the 
Court held that as no evidence had been presented that the 
common-law rule had been changed in Michigan by statute, 
but that on the contrary the rule seemed to be confirmed by 
a statute providing that an officer should be held over until 
his successor should be chosen and qualified, the resignation 
was a nullity, and the mandamus of the lower court was 
properly issued. 

As I can see no substantial difference between the laws of 
Michigan and those of Massachusetts on this subject, I hold 
that the common-law requirement that a resignation must be 
accepted has not been abrogated in Massachusetts. I think 
that the intention of our statute in requiring that an officer 
shall hold his office until his successor shall be elected and 
duly qualified, was to prevent a vacancy or interregnum in 
an office during which there should be no one who would be 
charged with the public duties of that office, and that the 
object would be defeated if the officer could vacate his office 
of his own volition, without the consent of the appointing 
power, and that Dr. Jenks holds his office until some one 
is appointed by the Mayor to take his place, either by tem- 
porary appointment under the ordinance, or by an appoint- 
ment and confirmation under the statute creating the Board 
of Commissioners of Public Institutions.

FIRST SEMI-ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


INSPECTORS OF PRISONS AND HOUSES 
OF DETENTION 


IN 


Seer Oi Kk COUNTY. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, Oct. 23, 1893. 


The special committee of the board of aldermen ap- 
pointed to visit and inspect the jail and other houses of 
detention in the county of Suffolk, having made the inspec- 
tion required by law, present herewith their first semi- 
annual report. 


J AIL. 


The committee visited the jail May 5, and found every- 
thing in a neat and clean condition, and did not discover any 
special cause for criticism, either in the care of the jail or in 
the quality of the food furnished to the prisoners. 


MARCELLA-STREET Hompr. 


This institution was visited June 20, and found in a satis- 
factory condition, both as regards the management of the 
building and the care of its inmates. The various articles 
of food were inspected and found to be of good quality and

properly cooked. The health of the children was very good, 
only a few cases being in the hospital for treatment. 

The bospital accommodations are in reality very meagre, 
and if they have thus far proved sufficient for the needs of 
the institution, it must be considered as a favorable indica- 
tion regarding the health of the children, for they would cer- 
tainly be found inadequate in an emergency or ce the 
prevalence of any kind of an epidemic. 

The collection of story books and magazines at the Home 
for the use of the children is undoubtedly of value so far as 
it goes, but the books themselves were in a somewhat dilap- 
idated condition. The committee would suggest that the 
books be rebound so far as practicable, and that additional 
books be procured. 

The nuisance caused by the sanitary division of the street 


department is still maintained. We refer to the house offal . 


which is brought daily to this station, and piled up in close 
proximity to the Home. We cannot but condemn the city’s 
policy in allowing such a serious menace to the health of the 
children to exist, and renew the recommendations contained 
in former reports for its immediate discontinuance. 


Lunatic HOospPiraL. 


The committee made their inspection of the Lunatic Hos- 
pital at South Boston, April 4, and found the institution 
carried on as well undoubtedly as its condition will permit, 
but as it is to be abandoned before long as an insane retreat, 
the committee refrain from special criticism regarding it, 
beyond condemning the building on account of its unsuit- 
ableness. 

Austin Farm was visited June 20, and found to be well 
managed and maintained in the various departments. The 
work upon the new dormitories was progressing favorably, 
and when the new buildings there and at the Pierce Farm 
are completed, the city will be enabled to furnish suitable 
and comfortable accommodations to upwards of five hundred 
insane patients. \ 


Housk oF CORRECTION. 


This institution at South Boston was inspected April 4, 
and found to be well managed in most respects, when the 
radical defects and general unsuitableness of the building are 
considered. 

The piggery located in the yard is a nuisance. There are 
very offensive odors from the accumulations of liquid filth and

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manure around the building, and the practice of keeping pigs 
in such a filthy condition in a city institution on the main- 
land where a number of persons are confined cannot be justi- 
fied by any possible financial saving to the city. It is a 
violation of the spirit of the ordinances of the CIM cue 
citizen would be allowed to maintain such a pest-hole upon 
his own property. We recommend that the piggery he 
abolished. 

The constantly increasing number of persons who are sent 
to the insane hospitals from this institution leads us to believe 
that something is wrong in its management. The class 
of persons who are sentenced here are mostly young men 
apparently in good health, and while the construction of 
the cells and insufficient ventilation and poor hospital ac- 
commodations may have a tendency to produce insanity, 
it seems to us that the policy of having a board of perma- 
nent visitors for our penal institutions is one that should 
be adopted. It was recommended by a special commis- 
sion who investigated the institutions in 1892, We hope 
the order of the city council providing for such a board 
will be carried out, and we feel justified from our obser- 
vations in again calling attention to the necessity of such 
a board of visitors. 

We are strongly of the opinion that the prisoners should 
be systematically classified, so as to keep old and hardened 
criminals separate from others. 


DEER ISLAND.

These institutions were visited April 22, and their general 
condition was found to be good, so far as cleanliness and the 
care of inmates are concerned. ‘The various articles of food 
were also examined and found to be good in quality and 
properly prepared. 

The improvements at the House of Industry were progress- 
ing favorably, and with the increased cell accommodations 
that will soon be affor ded, many of the difficulties which the 
commissioners have had to contend with hitherto will be 
overcome. 

The committee are of the opinion that the system of ac- 
counts with the inmates might be improved. ‘The book in 
which entries are made, showing the amount of property 
brought into the institution by the prisoners, should have

the cash entries so precise as to avoid all possible error. 
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The committee discovered mistakes in this r 
ought not to occur in a public institution. i 
“The committee were afforded every facility for a tho 
inspection of the several institutions, and reecived.

CONCERNING DRAINS. 


In the Year One Thousand hight Hundred and Ninety-three. 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER FORTY-THREE OF THE 
REVISED ORDINANCES OF 1892. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section thirty-one of Chapter forty-three of 
the Revised Ordinances of 1892 is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out the word “or” before the word “sewer” in the 
second line of said section, and by inserting the words “or 
eatch-basin” after the word “sewer” in said second line ; 
also by inserting the words “or a nuisance” after the word 
“thereof” in the third line of said section, so that the said 
section shall read as follows : 

“No person shall discharge into a public drain, sewer, or 
catch-basin any steam nor any other matter or thing which 
may tend to cause an obstruction thereof, or a nuisance or a 

. deposit therein, or any injury thereto.”

The Special Committee on the part of this Board, to whom 
was referred the order for the taking of land for a new City 
Hall site, having considered the subject, respectfully submit 
the following 


REPORT. 


The necessity for a new City Hall is so well established that 
your Committee feel that no additional evidence in that di- 
rection is required. ‘The selection of a site, the only question 
at issue, is, however, of such importance as to warrant your 
Committee in advancing arguments why, in their opinion, the 
site proposed is not only the most available, but also the most 
desirable and the most economical. 

The matter of building a new City Hall attracted a 
great deal of attention in 1892, but has not received much 
consideration during the present year. The reason has un- 
doubtedly been that the rapid-transit project is so intimately 
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connected with it, that it was prudent to wait for the report 
of the Commission on that subject; since every plan for 
an elevated road contemplates the destruction of the present 
City Hall. 

In 1892 His Honor the Mayor sent in a most important 
document (No. 58, of 1892), setting forth very clearly and 
forcibly facts and figures demonstrating the wisdom of select- 
ing the Beacon Hill site; an opinion which was fortified by 
the report of the Committee on City Hall Extension. These 
documents showed conclusively two things: first, that the 
public service required a new City Hall immediately ; and, 
second, that the present City Hall and old Court House could 
not be economically remodelled ; or if remodelled regardless 
of cost, would not accommodate all the city departments. 

The whole question was thus shown to be simply one of a 
site, since the city, although owning the present sites on 
School street and Court square, would be obliged to build 
an entirely new edifice. | 

In his address the Mayor pointed out that the present site 
contained only about 45,000 feet of land, valued by the as- 
sessors at a little over two million dollars. This land was 
and is well adapted for business uses, and could be sold in 
ordinary times for the price named. He also showed that 
there was a large square of land containing twice as many 
square feet and assessed for only three-quarters of the price 
of the city land, and yet only a few hundred feet from the 
present hall. This is the square bounded by Beacon, Bow- 
doin, and Somerset streets, and Ashburton place. 

Not only is this new site much larger and cheaper, but it 
has other advantages which will make it most desirable to 
the city. The acquisition of this land is the cheapest method 
of affording relief to the surface traffic in the ‘ congested 
district,” and is therefore a most important factor in the rapid- 
transit question. 

This fact is most fully and ably shown by the City Sur- 
veyor in his report (City Doc. 36, of 1893), and by the evi- 
dence obtained by your Committee, as will be hereinafter 
explained. Moreover, on the west side of this square lie the 
State House and its grounds. Under a law passed in 1891, 
the State bought a tract of land bounded by Temple, Derne, 
and Bowdoin streets, and Beacon Hill place, containing 
about 25,716 square feet, at a cost of about $384,000. 

An order to take the land from Beacon street to Beacon 
Hill place passed the House in 1893, and was defeated in 
the Senate by a few votes. Now that the buildings on the 
State lot have been removed, and the effect of this open 
space is appreciated, the demand is urgent for the purchase 
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and removal of the other six buildings. It is beyond ques- 
tion that the State, to protect its own interests, will soon 
complete this part of the plan. When this is done, it will 
be at once evident to every one that the square between 
Bowdoin and Somerset streets contains the apex of the hill. 
When it is remembered that Derne street is on a level with 
Beacon street at the corner of Joy street, with Park street 
opposite the Union Club-house, and with Beacon street 
opposite ‘Tremont place, it will be seen that the physical ob- 
stacle to broad and easy avenues across the city is really a 
small one. 

Any stranger looking at the map, and unacquainted with 
the contour of the surface lines, will wonder why Tremont 
street is so crowded with cars, and Beacon street is not used 
by them at all. The sole cause, as we all know, lies in the 
extra grade from the Union Club-house on Park street to 
Beacon street, and from Joy street to Somerset street on 
Beacon street. Cars and heavy vehicles could easily cross 
the hill if the extra twenty feet of the grade of the streets 
in this small area were removed. 

With Beacon street thus utilized, and with Tremont street 
connected with Bowdoin street, either through Park street 
or otherwise, one-half of the current of cars and vehicles 
could be carried over, or rather through, the hill to Cause- 
way street, and to the great northern depots, by a line one- 
half shorter than the present circuitous route around Court 
street and other more northerly streets. It is following the 
chord of the are. 

The evidence of Mr. John P. Dore, Chairman of the 
Board of Street Commissioners, shows that he feels strongly 
that the reduction of grades, and moderate street-widenings, 
will immensely relieve surface traffic in the “congested dis- 
trict.” It is also his opinion, shared by every expert, that 
it is far cheaper to buy the square affected by these great 
changes of grade, than to try to settle the grade damages 
which would result from simply altering the grade of the 
street. 

Thus the two lines of argument run to a junction: 

1. The top of the hill must be cut down so as to give 
easy avenues from Tremont street. 

2. It is cheaper to buy all the land than to pay damages. 


The city having taken the land primarily for these reasons 
will find itself possessed of two acres of land just in the 
very best place for a new City Hall. No other site can be 
found in the city where two such important considerations 
are united. It will pay the city to take the land for im- 


x” 
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proved transit alone; it will pay to take it for a City Hall. 
Together these reasons are irresistible. 

As to the taking, the city in 1893 asked for a special act, 
which failed in the Senate. Under the statutes one acre can 
now be taken, and any other lots can subsequently be bought. 
It is necessary to make a beginning which will satisfy the 
State that the city is acting in good faith. Then if necessary 
an act can doubtless be had to take any land in the square 
which cannot be bought in open market. The State has 
shown a willingness to join in the change of grade and in the 
widening of Bowdoin street, whenever the city owns the land 
on the northerly side, as is expressed in the evidence given 
by the State House Commissioners printed in the appendix. 
Your Committee are therefore of the opinion that this acre 
of land should be taken, as the first step in arriving at this 
great improvement. 

With the new State House, the new City Hall, and the 
new Court House all arranged on one level, or carefully 
planned slope, with broad avenues to this platform from 
every direction, Beacon Hill will become the crown and glory 
of the city. This was pointed out last year by the City 
Architect in his perspective view of those buildings. 

Lastly, although this improvement will cost some money, 
it will open up the whole of the west side of the hill for 
business purposes. Land there is valued at only three and 
four dollars a foot, and a reasonable advance in this great 
territory will increase the taxes collected thereon so as to 
make the ultimate cost very small. 


Your Committee find an entire agreement of views between 
the State, as represented by the State House Commissioners, 


and the city, by its Street Commissioners, on the main — 


point that Bowdoin street should be widened into a broad 
avenue, with a uniform and moderate grade from Beacon to 
Cambridge streets. ‘They also agree that the most econom- 
ical plan is for the city to acquire this square. Then the 
State and the city, as sole owners of the territory affected, 
acting without any personal motives, will easily agree upon 
the best grades, both for relief in the use of the streets, 
and the protection of the architectural effects respecting 
the three great public buildings. 

It is useless to discuss orades at present, as electric cars 


can run the whole leneth of Beacon street from Charles — 


street to Tremont street at the present grade, if sufficient 
width be secured in Beacon street from Somerset street to 
Tremont street. It may or may not be best to utilize 


a 
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Park street, but there are evidently two courses open for 
future consideration. 

One last consideration is the matter of cost. The land 
taken by these orders is assessed at $710,000; but here- 
after the remainder of the square must be bought at an as- 
sessed value of $1,110,900. Yet it is evident that all the 
land cannot cost more than will be obtained by the sale of 
the present City Hall and the old Court House, making the 
net increase of the debt to be only the cost of the new build- 
ing. Undoubtedly street widenings will spring from this, 
but such will be made soon of necessity somewhere in the 
congested district, and should not be connected with this 
particular plan. 

Your Committee are therefore of the opinion that the city 
should proceed at once to secure this land, and accordingly 
recommend the passage of the order for taking the land, and 
also the accompanying order to provide the means to pay 
for the same, taking as usual the assessed value as the basis 
for the appropriation.

APPENDIX. 


EXTRACTS FROM MAYOR’S MESSAGE, CITY DOC. 58 
OF 1892, CONCERNING NEW CITY HALL AND SITE. 


‘‘ It is needless of course to point out the fact that the city 
government cannot much longer remain in the present City Hall 
without extensive additions and repairs. The city will pay this 
year for outside rents and taxes about $30,000, which is the 
interest on about $800,000; and the amount thus spent will in- 
crease from year to year, as all the departments in the present 
City Hall and elsewhere are in continual need of increased accom- 
modations. Some of the departments, moreover, are accom- 
modated in buildings that could be leased or sold to advantage. 

‘¢'The only question seems to be whether we shall repair the 
present City Hall, extending it over the site now occupied by the 
Court House, or select a new site, and, if so, where. 

‘The merits of the site on the top of Beacon Hill adjoining the 
State House are fully set forth in the report of the City Architect, 
and have already been referred to in my inaugural address. 

** The comparative net cost of the three schemes submitted by 
the City Architect I estimate as follows: 


Beacon street, opposite Public Garden . : $4,000,000 
Extension of City Hall : ‘ 1,400,000 
Beacon Hill site . , : : : : 2,400,000 


‘¢ These estimates are based upon the assumption that the land 
now covered by the City Hall and the Old Court House would 
bring in the market about $2,000,000, or enough to allow us to 
purchase the Beacon Hill site. The Architect’s estimate of the 
cost of an entirely new building on the Beacon Hill site — namely, 
$2,400,000 — is, in my judgment, reasonable and safe. The net 
cost, therefore, of the Beacon Hill site will be about $1,000,000 
more than the remodelling of the present City Hall and extending 
the building over the Old Court House site. In case the Beacon 
Hill site were adopted, there would be room enough in the new 
building for the School Committee, thus enabling us to sell the 
land and building on Mason street, which is worth, probably, 
$150,000. 

‘‘The question, therefore, for the City Council to determine 
seems to be whether it is desirable on the whole to repair the pres- 
ent building, and extend it over the land now occupied by the 
Old Court House, at an expense of nearly $1,500,000, or to sell 
the present site and building, build an entirely new City Hall on 
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the top of Beacon Hill, and secure all the collateral advantages in 
the way of wider streets and lower grades that such a site would 


furnish, as well as a building definitely planned for its object and- 


capable of extension in the future, but at a net cost of $800,000 
to $1,000,000 greater. 

‘* T invite your earnest attention to this problem, and would sug- 
gest that the willingness or unwillingness of the Commonwealth to 
codperate in the Beacon Hill project should have considerable 
weight in determining your decision.”

‘¢ A location in the neighborhood of the present City Hall is 
now, and in view of the proposed routes of rapid transit would 
probably be in the future, the most convenient location for the 
municipal offices. ‘The proposed location on Beacon Hill gives 
space for a building ample for the accommodation of city business 
for an indefinite term of years. 

‘¢The location of the building at this point allows of advan- 
tageous street-widenings and lowering of grades on Beacon Hill, 
with little, if any, reasonable claims of damage by adjoining prop- 
erty-owners. | 

‘¢The lowering of the grade of Mt. Vernon street five feet adjoin- 
ing the State House, and the extension proposed by the State 
House Extension Commission, can, if this location is chosen, be 
carried through to the east side of Somerset street and give needed 
lower grade to the Pemberton-square outlet to Somerset street, 
which has become an important thoroughfare for cabs and other 
vehicles, besides facilitating traffic over the hill to the northward. 
According to Block Plan No. 2, the eastern approach to the State 
House can be arranged so that the crown of the hill adjoining east 
side of State House lot can be lowered ten to twelve feet, de- 
creasing to the eastward to a lower grade of five feet on Somerset 
street.

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_ Hill by the purchase of that property between Mt. Vernon street 
and Bowdoin street which it does not already own. 

‘¢In-the estimate of cost given below, it is assumed that the 
Commonwealth will purchase. and lay out the land between Mt. 
Vernon and Bowdoin streets. 

_** The practical advantage of the near conjunction of State House, 
City Hall, and Court House is self evident. This group of 
public buildings would give Beacon Hill a picturesque yet mon- 
umental character for all time. Such a grouping of buildings in 
a like situation would have no counterpart in any other city of 
this country, and but few cities of the Old World would exceed 
Boston in the individuality and dignity of its crowning feature. 
It is probable that the land adjoining these buildings would soon 
be occupied with buildings of a high character, which would in- 
crease the importance and beauty of this section of the city. 

*- The Court House and State House extension are akin in pur- 
pose to the proposed building, and give safe data for compari- 
son.

‘¢ Tt should not be overlooked, in consideration of the cost of a 
building upon this location, that there will be an increase to the 
yearly tax-levy on account of the certain increase in the value of 
adjacent property.”

‘‘In.order to relieve the throat of the congested district at 
Scollay square, one of the most important improvements is to cut 
through Bowdoin street from West at Tremont, tc Bowdoin square, 
and thence through property in a direct line to corner of Cause- 
way, Merrimac, and Hawkins streets. ‘This new street would form 
a direct connection between West, Winter, Park, and Beacon, and 
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the northern depots, and be of value in relieving Tremont street of 
the retail travel and traffic to and from these stations at its narrow- 
est point between Scollay square and Park street. 

‘¢ A close investigation of the grades of this route shows that at 
small comparative expense a new avenue, with a maximum grade 
of less than 2.9 per cent., —i.e., less than 2.9 feet in the 100, — 
can be established, connecting the retail district by direct route to 
the northern depots. 

‘¢ This distance saved by this improvement over the present way 
from West to Causeway street would be a matter of 1,000 feet - 
in a distance of 4,000 feet. Besides this valuable saving of dis- 
tance and time, one of the greatest benefits to be secured by this 
thoroughfare would be the addition to the congested district 
at its narrowest throat of some 875 feet in width of territory 
available for business purposes. The distance between Charles 
street, measured at right angles to the tide of travel, would be 
reduced from 3,000 feet to 2,125 feet of hill territory left unavail- 
able for traffic, while the district available for relief of congestion 
to traffic would be increased from 2,850 feet to 3,225 feet in 
width. This change would render available for business purposes 
seven-tenths of the total width of the city proper at this point, 
instead of somewhat less than one-half, as at present, and would 
thus add nearly one-third more space and territory for the distri- 
bution of business, the transit of passengers, and the traffic of 
merchandise. 

‘¢ The above measures of widening and extending indicated 
streets constitute the sum of necessary improvements to perma- 
nently relieve all the territory lying west of Washington street.”

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ABSTRACT OF EVIDENCE GIVEN AT THE HEARING 
BEFORE THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON CITY HALL

COMMISSIONERS. 


Mr. Dore said that the matter of a new City Hall in the ~ 


square on the top of Beacon Hill had been considered by the 
Commissioners for the past two years. In connection there- 


with plans had been prepared showing the present grades of — 


the streets crossing the hill, and much consideration had been 
given to the subject in case any of the streets should be 
widened. He presented a plan bearing date of February, 1893, 
showing a system of street widenings and extensions intended 
to relieve the pressure of surface traffic from Park-street Church 
to the northern depots. The plan submitted herewith is a por- 
tion only of the larger plan, which included the widening of 
Charles street, and its connection with Causeway street by a 
large avenue. Mr. Dore was strongly of the opinion that the 
codperation of the State as owners of the land on the southwest 
side of Bowdoin street would be a most important factor in se- 


curing the widening and cutting down of Bowdoin street, because — 


the high grade of that street lies almost entirely in that part 
on which the State land bounds. He was also of the opinion 
that the reduction of the grade, which would be at least eighteen 
feet at the highest point opposite Beacon Hill place, cannot be 
advantageously handled by simply laying out the new lines and 
paying grade damages. As these damages would affect the en- 
tire square bounded by Beacon, Bowdoin, and Somerset streets, 
and Ashburton place, the grade damages would be very large and 
the legal questions involved very complicated. It seemed to him 
that it would be far cheaper for the city to take the whole of the 
square and make the reduction, utilizing the land for some suitable 
public object. He also pointed out that a corresponding reduction 
made on Somerset street would have two great effects: first, bring- 
ing the westerly front of the new Court House upon a level with the 


new street, for which preparation had undoubtedly been made in ~ 


the construction of that building ; and, secondly, it would put it in 
the power of the city, at a moderate cost, to carry out the further 
improvements already set forth in the City Surveyor’s report for 
1893, namely, reducing the grade of Pemberton square to a point 
where it would be a practicable thoroughfare for teams and ordi- 
nary traffic. Mr. Dore said that if this square was taken and 
lowered in grade, and Bowdoin street was connected therewith, the 
further question of an alteration in the grade of Beacon street 


could be settled without much difficulty between the State and the — 


city. Although he believed it at present a better plan to connect 
with ‘T'remont street through Park street, it was not the only way 
open. <A very short widening of Beacon street on the westerly 
side between Tremont and Somerset streets would enable electric 
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ears to pass through Charles street up Beacon to Tremont-street 
corner, and of course the large area of the square proposed to be 
acquired would enable cars to be run in a loop around it and 
down Bowdoin street as widened. He was also of the opinion 
that a large amount of the electric-car traffic could be advantage- 
ously taken from ‘Tremont street and turned up Beacon street, 

notably the cars from Cambridge, Brighton, and Brookline, and 
generally all those cars running through Marlborough street, and 
Boylston street beyond Berkeley. 

Considerable discussion took place, in which the State House 
Commissioners participated, and Mr. Dore found that there was 
no essential difference of opinion between them in regard to the 
practicability of the plan, or its great benefit to the public. 


ABSTRACT OF EVIDENCE OF STATE HOUSE COMMIS-

The State House Commissioners were present by request, being 
represented by Messrs. Endicott and Whitcomb; and their archi- 
tect, Mr. Brigham, also attended. ‘The Commissioners stated in 
substance that they were unprepared to deal with any specific 
orades or figures, the matter having been so recently submitted to 
them in its present shape. They were of the opinion, however, 
that the State, having acquired so much of the land bounded by 
Bowdoin street, would probably continue and take the remaining 
six buildings on the northeast corner. 

If this land were taken they would close that portion of Mt. 
Vernon street running northward from Beacon street, and con- 
tinne Mt. Vernon street eastward to Bowdoin street. They would 
also close that portion of Temple street between Mt. Vernon 
street and Derne street, making the plot of ground on east of 

“State House bounded by Beacon, Bowdoin, and Derne streets. 

They were of the opinion that the widening of Bowdoin street, 
and a change of its grade, bringing it at the extension of Mt. 
Vernon street to about its present level at Beacon street, would 
conform to their ideas of the proper grades of this lot of land, 
which has been put under their charge. They were also of the 
opinion that the State and city might easily agree upon a plan 
advantageous to the public and satisfactory to both parties, and 
that the placing of a large public building on the proposed site, 
and the making of a continuous grade or approach from the new 
Court House through Ashburton place to the State House, would 
be a public improvement.

To the Committee on Judiciary: 


GENTLEMEN: The enclosed communication, which is in 
form an order to be passed by the Common Council, was 
referred to me for my opinion. The Common Council under 
the ordinances have a right to my opinion on any subject or 
question, but a committee of the City Council, or of either 
branch thereof, cannot require the Corporation Counsel to 
furnish an opinion to them, except on subjects or ques- 
tions relating to the discharge of its official duties. As 
the questions asked are on a subject not connected with the 
duties of the Committee on Judiciary, but with those of the 
Board of Aldermen and the Superintendent of Streets, I 
am not, under the ordinances, required to answer the ques- 
tions. Waiving, however, any question as to whether the re- 
quest should have come from the Common Council or from 
a committee, I would answer that, if “ permanent structures 
on any of the public sidewalks of the city ” means structures 
which are beyond the power of the surveyors of highways 
and the courts to remove, my answer to the first question 
would be No. As to the second, third, fourth, and fifth

questions I answer that, in my opinion, the permit issued to 
the Tremont Theatre Company to erect an awning over the 
sidewalk in front of their theatre on Tremont street was 
legal; that the structure erected under that permit can be 
maintained until it is ordered down. by the Board of Alder- 
men, or until it becomes a nuisance and obstruction to travel 
and is removed by order of some court; that the Superin- 
tendent of Streets had authority to grant a permit for such 
a structure if he was authorized so to do by the Board, and 
that the Tremont Theatre Company have a right to maintain 
the structure until their license so to do is terminated either 
by an order of the Board of Aldermen or the courts of the 
Commonwealth. The Board of Aldermen have by statute 
the right to autborize the erection of posts, and the right to 
authorize structures over the sidewalk above the line of 
travel, and from time immemorial awnings supported by 
posts have been authorized in this and other cities in England 
and this country. Ido not mean by this opinion to indicate 
that the Board of Aldermen would have any power to grant 
any one but an abutter the right to project an awning over 
his sidewalk, or to grant an abutter an irrevocable right So 
to do, or to authorize the support of such an awning from 
the street by any other means than posts, on the curbstone, 
and out of the line of travel.

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MAYOR’S MESSAGE 


IN REGARD TO 


Popo bho OF. CLLTY BONDS, 


AND 


WINTER WORK. 


City oF Boston, Orrick oF THE Mayor, 
Ciry Hatt, November 20, 1893. 
To the Honorable the City Council: 


GENTLEMEN: The following order has been presented to 
me: 


“Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor be requested to report 
to the City Council, at his earliest convenience, the amount 
of city bonds that have been sold since the first of July ; 
also what steps, if any, have been taken to hasten the execu- 
tion of the various public works for which appropriations 
have been made; and also whether there is likely to be a 
larger amount of work than usual, giving employment to 
labor, prosecuted during the next few months.” 


The enclosed communications from the City Treasurer give 
the facts in relation to the sales of bonds from the first of July 
to date. In view, however, of the unusual difficulty in the 
way of placing municipal securities during the recent finan- 
cial crisis, and of the novel method resorted to by this city 
to effect the sale of its bonds, some further explanation and 
comment may not be out of place. 
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The change in the fiscal year from May 1 to February 1 
has incidentally involved the borrowing of more money in 
anticipation of taxes than was formerly necessary, and the 
whole of the six million dollar loan authorized for this pur- 
pose in the annual appropriation order, approved Feb. 10, 
1893, was accordingly borrowed by the city from time to 
time at rates of interest varying from four to six per cent. 
per annum. | 

The problem of raising money for our funded loans on 
20 and 30 years’ time was much more difficult.. The city 
found itself last July with nearly $1,000,000 of borrowed 
money on hand, or sufficient to carry on the work for which 
loans had been authorized for two or three months only. 
There was cash amounting to about $1,000,000 in the hands 
of the Sinking Funds Commissioners, which under ordinary 
circumstances would have been invested in City of Boston 
bonds; but such a course was deemed inadvisable in the 
existing condition of the money market, as involving too 
great a drain upon the local national banks, in which the 
money was deposited. City of Boston four per cent. bonds 
were being offered in the open market at less than par, and 
the City Treasurer had no authority to increase the rate of 
interest. 

Under these circumstances various suggestions were made 
for the placing of a popular loan in small amounts, for in- 
creasing the rate of interest to four and a half per cent., and 
for selling a gold loan in the London market. 

A popular sie ies in small amounts, could, however, it was 
thought, only be successful by causing withdrawals of de- 
posits from the savings banks, which in turn would have 
drawn from the national banks, and the general financial 
situation would have been rather injured than improved. 
To make our securities payable in gold, instead of in legal 
tender, or to increase the rate of interest, would have been > 
a public confession of weakness, and outa have tended to 
aggravate the prevalent feeling of distrust. Moreover, none 
of these methods could be adopted without a special meeting 
of the Common Council and a discussion of the subject in 
both branches of the City Council; all of which would have 
had the effect of emphasizing in an unfortunate manner the 
stringent condition of the money market. 

In view of these considerations it was determined to ascer- 
tain definitely by advertisement whether or not our bonds 
could be sold in the usual way, and, in case this effort failed, 
to endeavor to dispose of them to private applicants at the 
counter of the City Treasurer. 

On July 27, $1,000,000 of bonds were advertised. One 
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bid only (for $10,000) was received, and rejected; and on 
August 5 it was advertised that these bonds would be sold 
at private sale over the counter. The City Treasurer suc- 
ceeded in this manner in selling $521,000 of bonds during 
the month of August, and early i in September it became ap- 
parent that the whole issue could be disposed of in this 
manner. On September 7 a further issue of $1,014,500 
was advertised. Bids for $125,000 of this amount were 
accepted, and the rest was offered for private negotiation 
at the Treasurer’s office. During the month of September 
$558,500 were -sold over the counter in addition to the 
$125,000 disposed of at public sale; the total sales for 
the two months of August and September being thus 
$1,204,500. Offers were also received and accepted for the 
remainder of the $2,014,500 advertised, to be paid for in 
October and November. 

The city had in this manner secured by the end of Septem- 
ber all the money that it could possibly need during the 
remainder of the calendar year for expenditures to be met by 
loans. The net debt of the city on July 1, 1893, was $31- 
171,367.49, an increase of only $117,870.51 over the net 
indebtedness of the city on December 31, 1890. The addi- 
tions to the sinking funds from the tax levy, interest on 
investments, and other sources, between July 31 and Decem- 
ber 31; 1893, would be nearly $2,000,000 ; and if no further 
bonds had been sold beyond those advertised in July and 
August, the net indebtedness of the city at the expiration of 
1893 would have been substantially what it was three years 
before. 

The constant aim of this administration has been to pre- 
vent an increase in the net indebtedness of the city; and the 
figures herewith given show that this object could have been 
realized without difficulty, and the net debt of the city left 
on Dec. 31, 1893, substantially where it was Dec. 31, 1890. 

Great doubt existed, however, as to the financial condi- 
tions that were likely to obtain during the coming winter, 
particularly in the event of the failure ‘of Congress ‘to repeal 
the purchasing clauses of the silver law of 1890: ; and as soon 
as it was discovered that there was a good market for our 
securities it was thought advisable to take adv: antage of that 
fact and issue more bonds, in order that the city might dur- 
ing the coming winter and spring be entirely free from 
anxiety as to the possibility of selling bonds. Accordingly, 
on September 29 a further loan of “$2,011,325 was adver- 
tised, and found a ready sale, partly in response to the 
advertisement and partly on private terms. 

The total sales of bonds from August 1 to November 4 
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have been $4,025,825. These bonds were sold as follows: 
$2,151,825 at private sale over the counter; $1,874,000 by 
public advertisement ; and $155,000 to the Board of Sinking 
Funds Commissioners. $9,800 of bonds have also been dis- 
posed of to trust funds in charge of the City Treasurer. 

Most of these bonds were sold at par; but a small premium 
was obtained for some, amounting in the aggregate to 
$27,014.18. | 

The result of these operations is that the city now finds 
itself with an unusually large amount of borrowed money 
on hand (over $3,000,000) ; and there is in the possession 
of the Sinking Funds Commissioners about $2,500,000 
more, which is available at any time for investment in our 
securities. 

The net debt of the city will be increased during the year 
by the amount of money which it was deemed advisable to 
borrow in anticipation of an adverse money market during 
the coming winter and spring; and the policy of maintain- 
ing the net debt of the city at a constant figure has been de- 
parted from to this extent. ‘The departure is rather nominal 
than real, however, as there will be from $2,500,000 to 
$3,000,000 ot borrowed money on hand December 31, 1893, 
for expenditure during the coming year. 

An incidental, but not unfortunate, result of this condition 
of the City Treasury is that it will permit the departments 
having charge of the expenditure of borrowed money to 
prosecute the work intrusted to them more rapidly than is 
usually done during the winter months. In view of the fact 
that the debt of the city will have been increased in three 
years only about $2,000,000, of the fact that this increase 
was due solely to a desire to protect the city against a 
possible reaction in the money market, of the fact that this 
whole increase will be represented by cash in the treasury at 
the close of the year, and of the unusually large number of 
people out of employment, it seems to me wise for the city 
to prosecute with energy during the coming months work 
which would otherwise be postponed until the spring. The 
financial interests of the city will not suffer by this course, 
owing to the certainty of obtaining building contracts upon 
unusually favorable terms; the public will enjoy all the 
sooner the benefits to be derived from a completion of the 
work ; and employment will be furnished to a large num- 
ber of deserving people who might otherwise be without it 
altogether. 

Arrangements are being perfected for the prosecution of 
every branch of municipal work as rapidly as plans can be 
matured and the condition of the weather will permit. As 
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soon as these arrangements are completed they will be com- 
municated to your honorable body. 

Boston enjoys the enviable reputation of being the only 
city in this part of the country which was able to sell its 
securities during the recent panic at the ordinary rate of in- 
terest, and which was not obliged to suspend operations in 
any branch of municipal work; and the city is now in a 
position, without financial loss, to give much-needed employ- 
ment during the coming winter.

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE OF 
THE COMMON COUNCIL 


APPOINTED 


TO ASCERTAIN IF THE MEN IN ANY OF THE 
CITY DEPARTMENTS ARE OBLIGED TO 
WORK LONGER THAN NINE HOURS A DAY. 
-WITHOUT EXTRA COMPENSATION. 


In Common Councit, November 9, 1893. 


The Special Committee of the Common Council, appointed 
“to ascertain if the men in any of the city departments are 
obliged to work longer than nine hours a day without extra 
compensation,” beg leave to report as follows : 

In the performance of their duty the committee have ex- 
ercised a painstaking care, and as much diligence as the 
nature of their inquiry would permit, for the reason that the 
information which has been obtained required considerable 
time in its preparation, and the committee were obliged to 
await the convenience of the officials by whom it was pre- 
pared. From this information it appears that it is the custom 
in several of the city departments to require the employés to 
work overtime to a greater or less extent, and to pay them, 
in some instances, for their extra work, while in other in- 
Stances no extra compensation is allowed. 

The committee, while they are well aware that the re- 
sponsibility in the matter rests more directly with the 
executive officials of the city government, desire, neverthe- 


“| 


less, to call attention of the Council to two important prin- 
ciples that are involved in the practice as it at present exists, 
namely, first, the legality of the practice, and, second, the 
principle of fair dealing as between man and man. 

The law upon the subject is plain and explicit (Acts of 
1891, Chapter 350) and provides that “ Nine hours shall con- 
stitate a day’s work for all laborers and mechanics now 
employed or who may be employed by or on behalf of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, or any county, city, or 
town therein.” 

If the city, in any of its departments, requires its em- 
ployees to work more than nine hours a day without extra 
compensation, it is clearly acting in violation of the law, and 
if any city official has by such practice placed the city in 
such a position the committee consider that the practice 
should be immediately discontinued. 

On the other hand, in considering the principle of fair 
dealing, the committee believe that the scriptural injunction 
that “the laborer is worthy of his hire” should be carefully 
observed, and that full compensation should be allowed for 
all extra work. 

In viewing the subject from this standpoint, the committee 
are led to consider another phase of the question, which to 
their mind is quite as important as either of the principles 
above referred to. In the language of one of our greatest 
statesmen, “It is a condition that confronts us, not a theory.” 
In other words, the committee are of the opinion that if the 
work of the city departments has so much increased as to 
require the employés to work beyond the limit of time 
prescribed by law, the proper step for the city to take is to 
employ an additional number of laborers, sufficient to per- 
form all necessary work within the legal requirements of 
time for a day’s labor. 

It is well known that there are large numbers of our 
citizens who are out of employment, and in more or less 
needy circumstances, who are willing to work and who 
should certainly receive some consideration if the city has 
work to give. It seems in a measure inexcusable and unfair 
for the city to require its employés to work overtime, — 
beyond the legal limit, — and give no consideration to the 
numbers of our citizens who are ‘entirely out of employment. 

In summing up their views, therefore, upon the question of 
“extra hours,” the committee would state that they are op- 
posed to the practice of the city’s employing men beyond the 
legal limit of time, and believe that it should be discontinued ; 
but if it should be necessary to work employés overtime, 
they should be allowed full compensation for such extra work. 
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Report oN Extra COMPENSATION. 3 


In addition to this, as stated above, the committee are of the 
opinion that the force in the departments should be increased 
if it is not sufficient at present to properly perform the work 
within the limit prescribed by law for a day’s labor. 

There are undoubtedly difficulties, financial and otherwise, 
in the way of carrying out at the present time the suggestions of 
the committee ; but in spite of these difficulties, the committee 
are strongly of the opinion that the city should adopt a policy 
in accordance with the views as above expressed, and deal 
with the question in a spirit of honesty and fairness to all 
parties concerned. 

The question of Saturday half-holidays during the summer 
months has been called to the committee’s attention, as it has 
been found that in some departments, for valid reasons no 
doubt, the provisions of the order of the City Council have 
not been observed, and in consequence thereof quite a num- 
ber of the city employés were deprived of their Saturday 
half-holidays. This has been specially the case in the Street 
Cleaning and Sanitary Divisions of the Street Department, 
and in the Department of Public Grounds. The committee 
believe that these employés who worked on Saturday after- 
noons during the summer should receive extra compensation 
therefor. They are fully in accord with the spirit of the 
order introduced in the Common Council, September 21, 
looking to an extra allowance for such employes, and trust 
that its purpose will be carried out in the different depart- 
ments. , 

The committee submit, as an appendix to their report, an 
abstract of the statements they have received from the several 
departments, showing the number of men employed over- 
time, and the amount earned by such employment.

Street-cleaning Division.—In this division abort fifty men 
have worked about ten hours apiece overtime, making 500 hours, 
without compensation. The stable-men are obliged to work four 
and a half hoursa week overtime without compensation. 
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SURVEYING DEPARTMENT. 


The total number of employés is 55. None have worked over 
nine hours per day at any time without extra compensation. 
Those who have worked overtime have been compensated at the 
relative rate of regular wages for time so expended. No employé 
has been worked overtime except at his option, under conditions 
required by lack of time to complete work without causing pecun- 
iary loss to other departments. ‘The cost of compensating all 
employés who have worked over nine hours per day from January 
1, 1893, to November 1, 1893, was $638.38, charged to the Survey- 
ing, Architect, and Engineering Departments.

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MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 


RELATIVE TO , 


THE PROPOSED SUBWAY, NEW BRIDGE 
TO CHARLESTOWN, AND NEW 
CITY HALL. 


OFFICE oF THE Mayor, Crry Ha ut, 
| November 13, 1893. 


To the Honorable City Council: 
GENTLEMEN: The defeat of the rapid transit bill at the 


. election last Tuesday involves the settlement of three im- 


portant municipal questions upon lines independent of those 
contained in that act,— the subway, the bridge to Charles- 
town, and the new City Hall. 

The proposed subway would certainly furnish a great 
measure of relief to our crowded streets and quicker trans- 
portation for electric cars through the congested section of 
the city. While it would not give rapid transit such as 
would be afforded by an elevated road, it would be a much 
quicker means of transit than any now open to the public; 
it would free the surface of Tremont street and its connec- 
tions for the use of teams and foot passengers; and it would 
avoid the necessity of widening Tremont street at the expense 
of the Common. ‘These advantages entitle this scheme, in 
my judgement, to the most serious consideration of the City 
Government. I hope to be able, within a short time, to 
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transmit the detailed report of the City Engineer relating to 
the cost of construction, stations, and approaches. 

The new bridge to Charlestown i is an admitted necessity. 
Whether so elaborate a structure as that contemplated in the 
act recently submitted to the people is required may, per- 
haps, be doubted; but, in any event, the condition of the 


existing bridges is such as to justify the City Government in — 


appropriating money at once for the construction of a new 
bridge, either in place of the existing Charles-river bridge, or 
at some point between that and the Warren bridge. I would 
recommend the passage of an order authorizing a loan for 
this purpose. The plans and takings could be made ready 
during the winter and construction begun early in the spring. 

T am still of opinion that a new City Hall will be needed in 
the near future; but in the absence of legislative authority 
to enter upon this enterprise as it should be undertaken, 
namely, with an appropriation sufficient to procure the land 
und complete the building, and in view of existing financial 


conditions and the fact that other municipal work is of more 


pressing necessity, I would respectfully recommend that all 
consideration of the City Hall project be postponed for the 
present.

10, 1893, and deposited in the office of the Superintendent 
of Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall 
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be approved by him. Also upon condition that said West 
End Street Railway Conrpany shall accept this order of loca- 
tion, and shall agree, in writing, to comply with the condi- 
tions herein contained, and shall file said acceptance and 
agreement with the City Clerk within thirty days from the 
passage of this order; otherwise it shall be null and void. 

The work of laying said tracks to be completed on or be- 
fore December 1, 1893.

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ORDER CONCERNING LEGISLATION 


IN REGARD TO 


TOMBS AND LOTS IN CEMETERIES. 


In Common Councit, December 7, 1893. 
Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor be requested to peti- 
tion the Legislature at its next session for such legislation 
as may be necessary to regulate the sale or transfer of occu- 


‘pied tombs and lots in cemeteries, and rights therein, sub- 


stantially in accordance with the annexed draft of a bill. 


AN ACT RESPECTING Tomps AND LOTS IN CEMETERIES. 


Section 1. Tombs and lots in cemeteries shall be ex- 
empt from attachment, levy on execution and sale for the 
payment of taxes, debts, or legacies of the original pur- 
chaser, except as hereinafter provided. Interests in such 
tombs or lots created by inheritance or by the terms of this 
act shall be similarly exempt. 

Sect. 2. The original purchaser of a tomb or cemetery 
lot may, before any interment has taken place therein, 
alienate or convey the same, and the exemptions provided in 
section one shall not be applicable to him. The act of inter- 
ment shall create a perpetual right to undisturbed occupancy, 
unless the removal is made of the remains to a suitable place 
in another cemetery of the kind described in Chapter 82 of 
the Public Statutes. Such removal shall be made only with 
the written consent of all the descendants of the person so 
interred, and of the widow or husband of such person, if 
living. Such consent must be filed in the court of probate 
of the county in which such cemetery is situated; and the 
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judge of said court shall issue an order for such removal if 
satisfied that it ought to take place. These provisions shall 
not apply to receiving-tombs or lots, nor to interments where 
the parties at the time agree in writing to waive the provis- 
ions of this act. 

Secor. 3. At the death of the purchaser or owner of such 
lot or tomb, the title shall pass to his heirs at law, indivisible 
and inalienable, carrying with it the right of interment for 
such heirs, and the responsibility of preserving such lot or 
tomb in good repair. The widow or husband shall also have 
the right of interment. Any heir of full age may renounce 
his right and responsibility, and that of his descendants, by 
suitable instrument; and if all the heirs so renounce, the 
title and duties shall devolve upon the owner of such ceme- 
tery, who may dispose anew of not less than one-half of the 
original lot, if so much remain unoccupied by interments, in 
one parcel. 

Sror. 4. The right to interment, specified in Section 3, 
shall be confined to the lineal descendants, including also the 
wife or husband of the first owner, and shall not be trans- 
ferable to a stranger by any transfer, decree, or act of law. 

Srot. 5. The provisions of this act shail not apply to the 
closing of cemeteries nor the removal of their contents from 
reasons of public health or other public necessity duly author- 
ized by act of the Legislature.

Section 1. Chapter fifteen of the Revised Ordinances of 
1892 is hereby amended in section one by adding thereto the 
following > 

“Said board shall appoint a superintendent of peddlers, 
who shall see that every person hawking or peddling within 
the city conforms to the statutes, ordinances, and regulations. 
Said superintendent shall perform such other duties in con- 
nection with the matters under the charge of the Health 
Department as said board may require.”

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OPINION OF CORPORATION COUNSEL 


RELATIVE TO 


GRANTING PETITION OF RUETER & CO. 


Perey tO LAY PIPES IN CERTAIN 
STREETS. 


OFFICE OF THE CORPORATION COUNSEL, 
December 14, 1893. 
Committee on Streets and Sewers: 


GENTLEMEN: Your communication of the 6th instant in 
regard to petition of Rueter & Co. to lay, maintain, and use 
pipes in certain streets was received. The public have only 
an easement in the streets, the fee and soil being usually 
the property of the abutters. The Board of Aldermen as 
County Commissioners and Surveyors of Highways can au- 
thorize abutters to make such use of the street in front of 
their estates as will not interfere with public travel ; but they 
have no power to grant any one the right to use the public 
streets for private business, unless they have been given ex- 
press permission to do so by the Legislature, which thereby 
makes that private use of the street a use authorized by the 
public. The Legislature has given authority to the Board of 
Aldermen to permit aqueduct companies to lay pipes in the 
street, such companies being chartered for the purpose of 
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selling and distributing water to inhabitants of the city. It 
has not granted any authority to the Board to authorize the 
laying by private individuals of pipes in the street to be used 
in conveying water to the premises of one person or corpo- 
ration. The Board has no right to pass such an order as Mr. 
Rueter requests, and such an order, if passed, would have no 
legal effect on the rights of any one.

SECOND SEMI-ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


INSPECTORS OF PRISONS AND HOUSES 
OF DETENTION 


ee K: COUNT Y. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, December 30, 1893. 


The special committee of the board of aldermen ap- 
pointed to visit and inspect the jail and other houses of 
detention in the county of Suffolk, having made the inspec- 
tion required by law, present herewith their second semi- 
annual report. 


ALL. 


The committee visited the jail December 28, and found 
everything in a neat and clean condition, and did not discover 
any special cause for criticism, either in the care of the jail 
or in the quality of the food furnished to the prisoners. 

‘There were certain matters, however, called to the com- 
mittee’s notice, which they believe should receive immediate 
attention. The windows of the jail are very much out of 
repair, and are so loose and insecure that they are liable to 
be blown in upon the occurrence of a severe storm, and do 
not afford protection from wind and weather. 
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The committee append an order to their report instruct- 
ing the Superintendent of Public Buildings to report an 
estimate of the cost of putting these windows in proper 
coudition. | 

Another matter which the committee wish to refer to 
is the lack of .adequate hospital accommodations at the 
jail. It quite frequently happens that persons are sent 
to the jail suffering from deliriwm tremens, and there are 
also cases of sickness occurring among the prisoners which 
require hospital treatment; but these cases cannot receive 
it, owing to the want of proper facilities. The committee 
recommend that the necessary steps be taken to provide 
suitable hospital accommodations. 

The wall surrounding the jail needs repairing at some 
points, and should be built higher, for the greater security of 
some classes of prisoners, chiefly witnesses, who ought to 
have occasional freedom in the yard. 


MARCELLA—STREET HomE. 


This institution was visited December 28, and found ina 

satisfactory condition, both as regards the management of the 
building and the care of its inmates, The various articles 
of food were inspected and found to be of good quality, and 
properly cooked. The health of the children was remark- 
ably good for the season of the year, most of the patients in 
the hospital being children who were ailing from the effects 
of vaccination. 


Lunatic HoOspirat. 


The committee made their inspection of the Lunatic Hos- 
pital at South Boston, December 28, and found the institution 
sarried on as well undoubtedly as its condition will permit ; 
but as it is to be abandoned before long as an insane retreat 
the committee refrain from special criticism regarding it, 
beyond condemning the building on account of its unsuit- 
ableness. 

Austin Farm was visited December 28, and found to be 
well managed and maintained in the various departments. 
The work upon the new dormitories was progressing favor- 
ably, and when the new buildings there and at the Pierce 
Farm are completed, the city will be enabled to furnish 
suitable and comfortable accommodations to upwards of five 
hundred insane patients. 


REPORT OF INSPECTORS OF PRISONS. a 


HowuskE oF CORRECTION. 


This institution at South Boston was inspected December 
28, and found to be fairly well managed, when the radical 
defects and general unsuitableness of the building are con- 
sidered. 

The committee found he men in one of the workshops 
sitting idle, with folded arms, looking at each other. In ex- 
planation of this state of affairs it was stated that they were 
waiting for material; but the committee considered the work 
might or should be planned in such a manner as to avoid the 
occurrence of such a condition of things as they witnessed, 
for they consider it very essential in more ways than one to 
have these men occupied in some manner, instead of sitting 
together in enforced idleness. 


DEER ISLAND. 


House of Industry, House of Reformation, and Truant 
School. 


These institutions were visited December 29, and their 
general condition was found to be good, so far as cleanliness 
and the eare of inmates are concerned. The various articles 


of food were also examined and found to be good in quality, 


and properly prepared. 

The improvements at the House of Industry are progress- 
ing favorably, and with the increased cell accommodations 
that are afforded, many of the difficulties which the commis- 
sioners have had to contend with hitherto have been overcome. 

The number of new cells already completed and occupied 
is three hundred and seventy-seven, but notwithstanding this 
increased cell capacity of the institution, there are still, 
owing to the great number of inmates, four hundred men un- 
provided for in this respect, and are, in consequence of 
the lack of cell-room, placed in dormitories. The only 
remedy for this condition of atfuirs is Increased accommoda- 
tions, which will have to be provided in the near future. 


In closing their report the committee have no special 
recommendations to make, but feel constrained to call atten- 
tion to their former report, which has not as yet been acted 
upon bythealdermen. They feel that the statements therein 
contained were just and demand the attention of the board, 
and they trust that the inquiry that has been proposed by 
this board of aldermen will be entered into by the new 
board of 1894. 
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The committee are pleased to note the fact that the visiting 
committee of citizens at large have been duly appointed, and 
have entered upon their labors. 

The committee wish also to acknowledge the courteous 
treatment they have received from the officials of the several 
institutions in pursuing their inspection. 

The reports of the superintendents and officials in charge 
of the several institutions inspected are appended hereto as a 
part of this report. 

The committee recommmend the passage of the following 
order.

MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 


TRANSMITTING 


A COMMUNICATION FROM THE BOARD _

To the Honorable the Common Council: 

GENTLEMEN: Early in the year the Board of Fire Com- 
missioners received from your honorable body the accom- 
panying order, to the following effect : 
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‘That the Board of Fire Commissioners be requested to 
give their consideration to the suggestion that roof hydrants, 
or other appliances that may be designed for the purpose of 
extinguishing fires, be placed on the ‘yoofs of the mercantile 
buildings in ‘the business portions of the city, and report to 
this body the results of such consideration, together with an 
approximate estimate of the cost and maintenance of such 
appliances within any specified area which they may 
suggest.” | 

The delay in replying to this order has not been due to 
any intentional lack of courtesy or a feeling that the request 
was frivolous in character. On the contrary, the commis- 
sioners have believed from the first that the question in all 
its bearings was of such large importance that it should not 
be carelessly replied to. In the meantime they have ob- 
tained, from correspondence and personal observation, facts 
which confirm their original impressions and enable them to 
make with confidence recommendations which, if practically 
carried out, must prove of great value to the city of Boston. 

During the investigation. of the Fire Department by the 
city committee last spring, the chairman of this Board was 
asked: “ What is your idea of roof hydrants?” The reply 
was: “I think any auxillary apparatus of that kind should 
be so placed as to be under the control of the Fire Depart- 
ment. I have no doubt that root hydrants may be operated 
to excellent advantage, but if they are to depend upon the 
care, at all times, of the people in whose buildings they are 
erected, and their attention to them when needed, I should 
not think they would be of great advantage in the majority 
of cases. I prefer some such system as they have in 
Chicago. Of course we have no right, or there is no right 
that I know of at present, to order such devices upon the 
business buildings of this city, but they have exterior stand- 
pipes in Chicago. It is a law there that certain buildings 
shall be equipped with these standpipes, running from the 
highest point of the roof to the top of the first story, with a 
double inlet in each, and hose connections with every floor, 
for the purpose of attaching engines to them and making 
them immediately available for close work in buildings. 
There is also a straight iron ladder running the whole length 
of this standpipe, which can be used by “the firemen or as 
means of escape from a building. I think that is a much 
better device than a roof hydrant.” 

This opinon was also shared by the other members of the 
Board, as was shown by their testimony during the investi- 
gation and their statements on previous occasions. 

With respect to this very practical and effective auxiliary 
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means of preventing large fires and providing means of 
escape from burning buildings, Boston is very far behind 
many of the large cities of the West and Northwest. At 
the National Convention of Chief Engineers at Louisville, 
Ky., in 1892, the following topic brought out more interest- 
ing discussion than almost: any other presented: “ Should not 


al buildings over fifty feet in height, whether used for mercan- 
tile, manufacturing, or office purposes, be furnished with out- 
side standpipes and ladders with outside connections at each 
floor for hose, also with inside connections and a sufficient 
quantity of hose to reach the rear of any building on: each 
floor thereof? ” 

The chiefs of the leading cities, including Boston, were 
almost unanimous in their endorsement of this plan of aux- 
iliary protection, and the chiefs of those cities where it had 
been longest in use were most pronounced inits favor. It is. 
now in service in somewhat varying forms in Chicago, 
Minneapolis, St. Paul, Milwaukee, and a number of other 
cities of the West. There may be sporadic instances of its 
use even here in Boston, but asa system it has been nowhere 
established in the East to the extent it should have been, 
though in no other large city of the country is the need for it 
so great as in Boston, and in no other place would its ad- 
vantages be so immediately and conspicuously apparent. 

The specifications governing the attachment of stand- 
pipes, ladders, and balconies to ‘business buildings, factories, 
etc., of three or more stories in height in the city of Mil- 
waukee, Wis., are very comprehensive, the ordinance en- 
forcing the same being as follows: 

“Section 1. All buildings except such as are used as 
private residences exclusively in the city of Milwaukee, of 
three stories or more in height, now or hereatter to be 
erected, shall, at the expense of the owner or owners thereof, 
be provided with two and one-half inch or larger metallic 
standpipe, with one two-way automatic coupling on lower end 
of standpipe within or near the front wall of any such build- 
ing, in such location and numbers, and of such material and 
construction, as the inspector of buildings may determine ; 
said standpipe shall extend from the eround to and above the 
roof of any such building, and shall be constructed so that: 
engine hose may be attached to the street side, and with ad- 
ditional hose attachment at every window and door on each 
floor or gallery adjacent to said pipe, and all hose couplings 
shall patertn to the size and pattern now in use, or hereafter 
to be adopted, by the fire department of said city. All of 
such buildings shall also be provided, at the expense of the 
oWner or owners thereof, with one or more metallic ladders 
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or metallic fire-escapes extending from the first to the upper 
story of any such building, and above the roof thereof, and 
on the outer wall, m such location and numbers and of such 
material and construction as the inspector of buildings shall 
determine. Such ladders, fire-escapes, and standpipes shall 
in every case be convenient of access from the interior of any 
such building, with a balcony or other safe and convenient 
resting place level with the floor of each story. ‘The inspec- 
tor of buildings may at any time, by a notice in writing served 
upon the owner or owners of any such building (in case of 
non-resident owner or owners, then upon their agent), require 
such owner or owners to cause such ladder, standpipe, or 
fire-escapes to be placed upon such buildings within thirty 
days after the service of such notice; such notice shall be 
served by leaving a copy of the same with such owner or 
owners (or in case of non-residents, then with his or their 
agent), or the same may be served by leaving a copy thereof 
at the residence or place of business of said owner, owners, 
or agent. In case the owner or owners so served with a 
notice as aforesaid shall not within thirty days after the ser- 
vice of such notice place or cause to be placed such metallic 
ladder, standpipe, or fire-escape upon such building as re- 
quired by this section and the terms of such notice, he or 
they may be arrested upon complaint made to the municipal 
court of the city and county of Milwaukee, and upon convic- 
tion shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one hundred 
dollars, nor less than ten dollars, or by imprisonment in the 
common jail or house of correction of Milwaukee county not 
exceeding ninety days or until such fine and cost of prosecu- 
tion are paid. Bach day’s neglect to comply with the require- 
ments of such notice and this section shall be a new offence. 

*Sror. 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances con- 
travening the provision of this ordinance are hereby re- 
pealed.” 

This ordinance was subsequently amended so as to read 
“the board of public works and chief of fire department” in 
place of “inspector of buildings.” 

The cost of these ladders, fire-escapes, and standpipes in 
that city is about $2.50 per running foot, the total being 
reached by adding the lengths of standpipe and platform. 
For instance, if the standpipe measures 60 feet, and the full 
length of the platforms 40 feet, the result would be a total 
of 100 feet at $2.50 per foot. 

This ordinance has been in force but two or three years, 
but already there are nearly 400 such appliances in service 
in the city. 

In Chicago, where the system has been longer in use, there 
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are probably thousands of these devices attached, the stand- 
pipes being three inches or more in diameter, instead of two 
and one-half inches as in Milwaukee. The cost per running 
foot is doubtless, therefore, proportionately larger. Notices 
are sent to all owners of buildings exceeding certain specified 
limits, to place thereon substantial iron, ice-proof fire-escapes 
with standpipes from the second story, and extending above 
the highest parts of the buildings, with double iron balconies 
at each floor supported on iron brackets and provided with 
man-holes. All this is regulated by the following ordi- 
nance : . 

* Secor. 1043. All business buildings being more than fifty- 
six feet high, covering an area of more Hin five thousand 
superficial “feet, also all buildings exceeding eighty feet in 
height, shall have a three-inch (or larger) metallic standpipe 
within or near the front wall, extending above the roof, and 
arranged so that engine hose can be attached from the street. 
All hose couplings shali conform to the size and pattern 
adopted by the fire department. 

‘secr. 1063. All buildings, except such as are used for 
private residences exclusively, in said city of Chicago, of 
four or more stories in height, shall be provided with one or 
more metallic ladders, or metallic fire-escapes, extending 
from the first story to the upper stories of such building, and 
above the roof and on the outer walls thereof, in such loca- 
tion and numbers, and of such material and construction, as 
the commissioner of buildings and fire marshal of said city 
may from time to time determine. After such determina- 
tion shall have been made as aforesaid, the said commis- 
sioner of buildings may at any time, by a notice in writing, 
serve upon the owner, agent, lessee, or occupant of any such 
building, by leaving with such owner, agent, lessee, or oc- 
cupant, or at his, her, or their residence or place of busi- 
ness, a copy of such notice, require such owner, agent, 
lessee, or occupant, or either of them, to cause such metal- 
lic ladder or fire-escape, or ladders or fire-escapes, to be 
placed upon such buildings within thirty days after the ser- 
vice of such notice; provided, however, that all buildings 
more than two stories in height, used for manufacturing 
purposes, shall have one metallic ladder for every twenty-— 
five persons or less employed above the second story. 

“Seor. 1064. In case such owner, agent, lessee, or oc- 
cupant, or either of them, so served with notice aforesaid, 
shall not, within thirty days after the service of such notice 
upon him or them, place or cause to be placed such metallic 
ladder or fire-eseape upon such building as required by this 


re) * 
article and the terms of such notice, he or they shall be sub- 
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ject to a fine of not less than ten or more than two hundred 
dollars, and to a further fine of fifty dollars for each week of 
such neglect to comply with such notice after the service of 
the same. 

*Sreor.1)28. All public halls with accommodations for one 
thousand or more persons shall have at least one standpipe, 
in the street or alley, on the outside of the building, from 
ground to roof, with hose attachments close to a window or 
door at each floor or gallery.” 

This indicates the condition in some other large cities. 
New York, while she has not insisted to any great extent 
upon the exterior standpipes, is fifty-fold better equipped 
with ladders and balcony fire-escapes than Boston. Cer- 
tainly no city in the country needs reinforcement of this 
character more than our own. Distinguished for wealth, 
business sagacity, and generally progressive ideas, it is 
strangely neglectful of its best interests with respect to this 
very practical system of protection, whose value has been 
proved by years of helpful use elsewhere. It is notoriously 
preéminent for the obstacles it presents to the efforts of its 
Fire Department. In no other place of corresponding size 
and business importance are the streets so narrow, nor are 
great values compressed into such confined spaces, nor are 
the deadly electric wires such an all-pervasive menace and 
obstruction to firemen. There ought to be to-day a thousand 
of these standpipes and ladder escapes upon the buildings 
of the conflagration district and other business sections. 
Their utility must be apparent to the most ordinary observer. 
- They answer the purpose of aerial ladders already raised, 
with lines of hose in position, even to the highest point of 
the highest building. Only by these devices can the tops of 
the highest structures be reached. The highest portable 
ladder in service in the Boston Fire Department is 92 feet. 
That is as long a portable ladder as can be operated with 
promptness, effectiveness, and safety. Yet a number of our 
buildings are nearly 200 feet in height, and it would plainly 
he of inestimable advantage to have instantly available fixed 
ladders running to the top of even the loftiest of them. 
Where these attachments are in general service, there are 
standing instructions that the first ladder company at a fire 
shall make use of them for the purposes of quick ventilation, 
etc.. instead of waiting to raise their own ladders. 

Boston has an admirably equipped Fire Department. It 
has kept well abreast of the latest achievement of human in- 
vention in this line; but in spite of all the progress it has 
made, its limitations are still short of its necessities. The 
time has surely come when the gravity of the situation 
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should be recognized, and the owners of hazardous property 
be asked to reduce, by the means suggested, the unpar- 
—alleled difficulties against which the department now has to 
contend. To that end we beg the Mayor and City Council 
to petition the Legislature for an act to enable the city of 
Boston to take a step which will go far toward establishing 
a complete system of protection against fire. We do not 
believe such a petition would meet with any serious objec- 
tion. The business men of Boston are public-spirited citizens — 
where the interests of the city are concerned, and even if 
the extra expense that such a measure would involve seemed 
a burden for the time being, it would be met in a short series 
of years by the lessened cost of fire insurance, provided 
proper allowance was made for the value of these appliances. 
The benefits of the system have been demonstrated ; Boston 
unquestionably needs it, and the commissioners hope that it 
may be obtainable in the near future.

ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT BARRY. 


In Common Councit, December 28, 1893. 


Mr. Spring presented the following resolutions : 


To mark the retirement of President Davin F. 
BARRY from his long term of service in office, 
the members of the Common Council desire to 
place on record an expression of their regard and 
esteem for him personally, and a token of their 
appreciation of his abilities as a public official ;

Davin F. Barry from his duties as Councilman, 
after a term of service extending over a period of 
fourteen years in the lower branch of the City 
Government, it loses a faithful, active, and distin- 
guished member, whose career is an example and 
an object-lesson to the young men of our city. 

- fesolved, That we recognize the ability and 
fairness which have marked his course as Presi- 
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dent of this body, the genital manner and willing 
helpfulness which he has never failed to exhibit, 
and the good-natured and pleasant comradeship 
which has gone hand in hand with his industry 
and energy in the discharge of his duties. 

Resolved, Vhat we congratulate him upon the 
new honors to which the people not only of his 
own ward, but of the entire city, have recently 
called him, and that we bid him a hearty God- 
speed as he enters upon a larger field of useful- 
ness. 

Resolved, That these resolutions be entered in 
full in the official proceedings, and that the Clerk 
transmit a copy to Mr. Barry. 


Complimentary tributes were paid to the President by 
Messrs. Spring, J. W. O’Brien, A. C. Smith, C. F. O’Brien, 
Parker, Draper, Rourke, Callahan, Banks, W. J. Sullivan, 
S. P. Smith, T. F. Lyons, and Kelly. The resolutions 
were passed unanimously by a rising vote, the question 
having been put by the Clerk of the Common Council.

ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT BARRY. 


Gentlemen of the Common Council: 


For fourteen consecutive years I have had the 
honor of representing Ward 16 in the Common 
Council, and as my term of office as a member of 
this body terminates to-night, I deem the present 
a fitting opportunity of expressing my gratitude 
to my constituents for the confidence they have 
reposed in me during this lengthy and unprece- 
dented period. 


CLOSING PROCEEDINGS OF COMMON COUNCIL. 3 


I have tried to the best of my ability to dis- 
charge my obligations to those who have favored 
me with their suffrages, and have always been alive 
to the wants of my district, and have endeavored 
to remedy them to the best of my ability, always 
keeping in mind that while the sixteenth ward re- 
quired my special attention, I nevertheless, in 
common with my fellow-members in this body, 
had obligations to the entire city, which, as one of 
its trustees, my oath of office never permitted me 
to neglect. 

It is a matter of self-congratulation to me to 
know that my fellow-citizens have recognized my 
humble services; for, as you are all aware, I have 
been chosen by a very flattering vote as an alder- 
man of the city of Boston, —a city very dear to me 
as my birthplace and my life-long home. I little 
dreamed when, as a boy, I watched the erection of 
this building that I was to be made the recipient 
of the honors which I have received within its 
walls. 

As new experience in municipal legislation 
awaits me in the upper branch, I nevertheless feel 
that, after my long career in this body, I will 
enter upon my new duties as well equipped as 
any one can be to perform them intelligently and 
with discretion and judgment; and this not be- 
cause of any superior ability claimed by me, but 
simply because I look upon the Common Council 
as the best school in existence for the education 
of those who have at heart the interests and ad- 
vancement of our beloved city. 

There are those among our citizens who belittle 
membership in this body, who look upon the 
Council as a useless branch of the government, 
and. who believe that the Board of Aldermen 
alone would be able to attend with advantage to 
all inunicipal matters. 

I fear that such theorists are not familiar with 
the doings of this branch of the government, and 
form their opinions not on account of the time 
which, without compensation, the members devote 
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to their duties, not on account of the thorough- 
ness with which they examine matters coming: 
before the committees, not on account of the intel- 
ligence which they display in debate, but rather be- 
cause, once in a while, some newspaper displays 
with bold head-lines an occasional indiscretion in 
debate -- an occurrence common to the best leg- 
islative assemblies in the world. 

I am leaving the Common Council, and it is not 
from a personal motive that I speak; and I am 
free to declare that this body is, and always has 
been, an honor and a credit to the City of Boston. 
It has been a constant check to hurried legisla- 
tion, and no matter of importance has ever been 
rushed through here without sufficient consid- 
eration and discussion. In such a large body as 
this we have had, since the foundation of the city, 
numbers of superior men; every Council since 
1822 can boast of its quota; let the list of Coun- 
cilmen be examined, and what will be found? I 
will not weary you with the names: suffice it to 
say that you will recognize as former members of 
this body many of the best and most honored of 
our citizens, — eminent lawyers, renowned business 
men, fellow-citizens, singled out as worthy of rapid 
advancement in public life; men called to the 
Board of Aldermen, the House of Representatives, 
the State Senate, the Mayoralty, the Congress of 
the United States, the Governorship of Massachu- 
setts, the Assistant Secretaryship of State, and the 
Chief Justiceship of the Commonwealth. All 
these noted men had their first experience in pub- 
lic lifé here in this body; and I believe that there 
are now listening to me gentlemen who are 
worthy successors of the eminent men I have 
mentioned, and who are destined to receive hon- 
ors as great as their distinguished predecessors. 

There is one boon which this body requires, and 
that is that its powers may be increased. I have 
referred to this matter on former occasions, and I 
now wish to emphasize it. I believe that the 
Legislature should be petitioned to give the 
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Council a concurrent voice in many matters, 
especially those relating to streets and sewers. It 
is evident from the number of orders introduced 
here from time to time on these subjects that 
the members of the Common Council are well 
informed in regard to the wants of their several 
districts, and I believe it would be but right to 
allow them a certain amount of jurisdiction over 
these two important matters. The Board of 
Aldermen would lose none of its rights in the 
premises, and the demands of our fellow-citizens 
might be better subserved. 

There are many reasons present in my mind 
which infltence me in holding my good opinion 
of this body, and these I will be glad to ex- 
press on any occasion when required; but this is 
not the time for lengthy remarks, and I refrain 
from more words on this subject. I am, how- 
ever, glad to be able to refer to the messages 
of His Honor the Mayor, submitted during the 
present year, in which he took occasion to thank 
this body for the sympathy and support which 
he received from it at different times when 
carrying on his noble efforts in behalf of Boston’s 
welfare. 

I know that dry statistics are never welcome 
on occasions such as this; and. therefore IL will 
not undertake to review in detail the numerous 
matters upon which you have legislated. ‘The 
coming inaugural address of the Mayor and the 
annual reports of the city officers will give you 
and the public all needed information in regard 
to these matters. The year 1893 has not been 
behind former years in the work upon the streets, 
the public parks, the sewers; in providing for 
the health of the city, and. for the preservation 
and extension of the water supply. Nothing has 
been left undone to meet all public demands, and 
under the guidance of our worthy Mayor, who at 
all times shows himself to be in advance of 
every public requirement, the two branches of 
the City Council may congratulate themselves 
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that their efforts have met with the approval 
and appreciation of the public. 

The financial troubles which have agitated this 
country during the past year have affected the 
citizens of Boston like those of other places; and 
it is a matter of regret to us all to know that 
so many of our people are without employment. 
There is undoubtedly much distress prevalent in 
our city at the present time; but it is consoling 
to feel that ample provision is, and will still fur- 
ther be, made to prevent undue suffering. With 
an able Board of Overseers of the Poor, with 
numberless charitable societies, and above all with 
a generous and kind-hearted community, I am 
sure that no worthy person who makes his wants 
known will be allowed to go without the neces- 
sities of life. JI am certain that the City Govern- 
ment will see to it that much public work will 
be prosecuted during these hard times, and that 
employment will be furnished to every one pos- 
sible. I have no doubt but that a great deal of 
work not ordinarily done in the winter can be 
done to advantage this year, and I am sure that 
the Mayor will. recommend this matter strongly 
to the heads of departments forthwith. Of course 
the authority given the City Government to meet 
emergencies like this is very limited, but so far 
as power is given it will be made use of to the 
full extent. This is as it should be, for nothing 
tends so much to make good citizens as constant 
employment and consequent prosperity. 

It seems almost incredible to me that fourteen 
years have passed since I first entered this cham- 
ber as a member of the Common Council; but 
the fact remains the same, and [ am this night 
such a member for the last time. I shall miss 
attendance upon the weekly sessions very much 
indeed; it seemed almost a second nature for me 
to come here Thursday after Thursday. How many 
pleasant associations cluster about my memory as 
I stand here to-night; how many warm friends I 
have met, who are constantly cheering my march 
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through life; how many I have met whom I now 
meet no more, for ey have passed on to their 
eternal home! 

It is pleasant to feu back over these fourteen 
years, but it is also sad. 

Yet this is but life—joy and sorrow always 
hand in hand; or, as the poet so vividly cx- 
presses it: 


‘¢There never was a river without its mists of gray, 
There never was a forest without its fallen leaf ; 
And joy may walk beside us down the windings of our way, 
When, lo! there sounds a footstep, and we meet the face 
of grief.” 


I feel much comfort, however, to know that I 
am leaving the Council under the happy auspices 
indicated by the resolutions which you have. just 
passed, and the kindly sentiments to which many 
of you have given utterance. Indeed, gentlemen, 
I have no words to express my gratitude towards 
you; it is the culmination of the kindness of 
which I have been the recipient during the five 
years I have occupied this chair —the longest 
period it was ever held by the same presiding 
officer. Let me thank you most sincerely, and 
assure you that while I esteem myself un- 
worthy of all the praise I have received, I 
nevertheless feel that I have tried to the best 
of my ability to serve you with fairness and 
impartiality. If any member thinks that I have 
not on any occasion shown him justice, let him 
be convinced that I have never knowingly or 
willingly intended any discourtesy; and let such 
member believe me when I say that what may 
seem to those on the floor a wrong on the part 
of the presiding officer is often but the effect 
of parliamentary proceedings, which at times 
seems to work an injustice. If, in the future, 
any of you are called either permanently or 
temporarily to occupy this Chair, you will find 
that things are different here from what they 
are on the floor. This position is not always a 
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comfortable one to fill, and for a _ sensitive man 
it often occasions intense worriment. 

But, gentlemen, I know that none of you feel 
any unkindness towards me, and I believe we 
are all on terms of the closest friendship. We 
are, I trust, each and all imbued with the spirit 
of this gladsome season, when we commemorate 
the heavenly message delivered many hundreds of 
years ago on the plains of Bethlehem, announc- 
ing the glad tidings of great joy, and promis- 
ing peace on earth to men of good-will. 

Before closing, I wish to extend to the offi- 
cers of the Council and to the representatives 
of the press my acknowledgment of the respect, 
the assistance, and the courtesy which they have 
invariably extended to me during my term of 
office. 

Associates in the Common Council, I bid you 
farewell, and I am glad that you are all spared 
to hear my parting word. Our circle has not 
been broken during the year, and now as it is 
about to be severed forever, allow me to express 
the hope that we may always be united in the 
bonds of pleasant memories one towards the 
other. 
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Alderman Fotrier presented the following : 


Fresolved, That as the duties of the members of 
the Board of Aldermen of 1893 have drawn to a 
close, that as the time is at hand when we shall, 
to the best of our ability, have fulfilled the duties 
which we have sworn to perform with honesty 
and fidelity to ourselves and our constituents, we 
unanimously desire to place upon our records 
sentiments of the respect, honor, and esteem which 
we hold for our presiding officer, John Henry 
Race: 

His unfailing courtesy, his manliness, his un- 
usual recognition of the rights of the minority, 
the promptness and signal ability which he has 
displayed in the discharge of the duties which he 
has been called upon to perform, all commend him 
to our favor, and he steps from his eminent  posi- 
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tion as Chairman to take his place on the floor 
with our best wishes for his future welfare and 
our hopes for a still further field of usefulness. 


Alderman Forrbuer said: 


Mr. Clerk, I consider it a privilege to offer this 
resolution testifying our appreciation of the man- 
ner in which our Chairman has conducted the 
duties of the position he holds; and I am free to 
say that this proceeding should not be regarded 
as a mere matter of form, but as a true expres- 
sion of the feeling we have in offering it. I have 
had the honor of serving two years as a member 
of the Board of Aldermen, during both of which 
Alderman Lee has been Chairman; and through 
that entire time his acts have been characterized 
with commendable promptness, thereby expediting 
the public business and giving entire satisfaction, 
to my mind, to his associates in the upper branch 
of the City Council. For myself, I wish to thank 
him for the recognition I received in his distribu- 
tion of committees, and to say that when I have 
sought information from him regarding questions 
of different kinds relating to municipal affairs it 
has been freely furnished, notwithstanding the fact 
that early in the present year I was quietly hover- 
ing conveniently near the place he secured at that 
time. Some of us are to occupy places in this 
chamber again—some are not. ‘To those who are 
to retire I desire to say and to hope that the 
friendly relationship which has existed in the past 
will continue in the future. 


Alderman DEVER said: 


Mr. Clerk, in rising to second the resolutions 
just offered by my worthy friend, I can add but 
a few words to what has been said by him. I 
never have had the pleasure, if I may call it a 
pleasure, to serve under any other chairman; 
therefore it is not within my power to draw a 
‘comparison. But I can say, and say honestly, 
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that a fairer man, a more dignified Chairman, a 
man as impartial as our Chairman has been, can- 
not be found, to my mind, in this city. I re- 
gret that it is not within our province to again 
make him our Chairman; but what is the loss 
to some is the gain to others. Instead of ad- 
dressing him next year as “Mr. Chairman,” 
we will have to give him the every-day title, 
plain “John.” To my mind that will be as 
agreeable to him as the title “Mr. Chairman.” 
I regret also, Mr. Clerk, that some of the men 
with whom we. have been associated this year 
will not be associated with us next year, par- 
ticularly my friend from South Boston | Alder- 
man Flood,| a gentleman whom I have known 
for many years, but never so intimately as during 
the past year. I sincerely regret the fact — it is 
a source of sorrow to me as to. others — that 
both the gentlemen from South Boston [| Alder- 
men Flood and Maguire] are not going to be 
with us next year. ‘he gentleman who has been 
so able as Chairman of the Committee on Streets 
and Sewers |Alderman Flood] during my term 
of office, Mr. Clerk, I will say that I never can 
forget. His experience was of longer duration 
than mine, and when I could not find our 
worthy Chairman of the Board to consult with, 
I always found the Chairman of the Committee 
on Streets and Sewers ready and_ willing to 
give that information which a new member de- 
sires. J will not say anything further at the 
present time, Mr. Clerk, except to say that to 
you as Clerk, to your assistant, to the City 
Messenger and his assistants, to the Clerk of 
Committees and his assistants, to our official re- 
porters and the members of the press, I wish 
to express my thanks for courtesy. 


Alderman HAListTrRaM said: 


Mr. Clerk, I also take great pleasure in ris- 
ing to second the resolutions. It has been my 
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privilege to be under the guidance of other pre- 
siding officers, and while not deprecating any 
of their work or any of their ability, I do wish 
to testify here that the worth and the executive 
ability shown by our present presiding officer is 
something which has never come under my ob- 
servation before. I know that he has been at 
the helm here for us, and that he has steered 
the course of this Board of Aldermen through 
many places, perhaps, where we_ should have 
otherwise got upon dangerous shoals. The ability 
which he has displayed in despatching business 
in this Board of Aldermen is something mar- 
vellous, and his aptitude for transacting city 
business is something which, I think, reflects 
great credit upon him. We have been singularly 
fortunate, I think, in having such a man to pre- 
side over our deliberations; and I think, too, 
that the city has been fortunate in having a 
man of his character and ability in the  presid- 
ing chair. Much depends upon the man who is 
in the presiding chair, and he can use his in- 
fluence for the good or for the ill of the city. 
It affords me great gratification to say here in 
this Board of Aldermen publicly, that I have 
ever found our Chairman, John H. Lee, ready 
to do what was for the best interests of the 
city, and in the closing days of this year it Is 
pleasant to think that he is to be with’ us again. 
While not in the chair, he will still be m a 
measure the guiding spirit of this’, Boardiacs 
Aldermen, although of a different political faith 
from the majority which is to come in here 
next year. His influence, his experience, and his 
advice will be sought not only by the members 
of the Democratic party at this Board, but by 
the Republican members also. Mr. Clerk, I think 
myself very fortunate in my association with our 
friend, John H. Lee, and I am very much 
pleased to think that we will still have him with 
us next year. I also think the City of Boston 
is to be congratulated on the same event. ‘There 
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is nothing more I can say. You all know how, 
during the whole year, we have looked up _ to 
him with respect, and I know we shall do so 
henceforth. 


Alderman LOMASNEY said: 


Mie Glerk,: it is peculiarly: fitting that, I 
should say a word upon these resolutions, be- 
cause I had the honor to represent the district 
where our Chairman was born, and it has grat- 
ified me and also the people in that district to 
find that in the last election, when probably he 
needed friends more than he ever needed them 
yy his life, the old North Hind, which gave 
birth to him, stood loyally by him. I came into 
the Board of Aldermen, sir, this year. It-is 
the first time I have ever served in any leg- 
islative body. No one in this Board can un- 
derstand how difficult it is for a man coming 
into a body of this kind to master the routine 
work and to accomplish what he desires to ac- 
complish as much as myself, because most of | 
you have before been elected to public office. 
J found in the Chairman a man who was 
always willing to give me the benefit of his 
views, who was always ready at any time. to 
offer any suggestions that would assist in carry- 
ing out anything I had in mind to help the 
Meopic, orethe district I represent; ‘and, sir, I 
am gratified to be able to stand here to-day and 
to express to him my sincere thanks for the 
courtesy and assistance he has given me, and 
I also wish to thank the other members and the 
officers connected with the City Government for 
the courtesy and the friendly aid they have 
always been willing to extend to me. I hope 
the resolutions will pass. I did hope that in 
these days of non-partisanship, when a_ public 
office is a public trust, that a corporation like 
the City of Boston would have been gratified 
to have at the head of its Board of Aldermen 
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such a gentleman as our presiding officer. I 
find that such is not to be, but we will proba- 
bly be able to say of his successor, a year 
from now, the same as we now say of Mr. Lee. 
I know that the district I represent feels proud 
of you, sir, although you are not among us 
now, and I hope the resolutions will pass. 


Alderman Mooney said: 


Mr. Clerk, I second heartily and sincerely the 
resolutions presented by the Alderman. I know 
the words of my associates are engraved indelibly 
upon the memory of our presiding officer if he 
accepts them, as I know he does, in the spirit 
of sincerity in which they are uttered. We are 
paying to him deservedly the best tribute that we 
could give to any man; a tribute that will last 
longer than a gift bought by gold or silver, — a 
gift so deserving that none dare say to the 
contrary. We are paying an honest tribute to 
an honest man; we are giving to a man who 
deserves and who has received our confidence 
in the past that which he has honestly merited, 
holding, as he has held during the past two 
years, in one of the largest cities of the coun- 
try, perhaps the most important position next to 
its Chief Executive. Time rolls along, and it 
will record its opinion of our worthy Chairman. 
It has been a source of pleasure to me during 
the past year to be associated with the members 

of the present Board of Aldermen. It has given 
me great satisfaction to find that the Chairman 
and the other ten Aldermen have always proved 
themselves gentlemen, courteous and kind. In 
the year’s experience that I have had in the 
upper branch of the City Government of the 
City of Boston — one of the proudest years that 
a man can ever have—I_ have had such an 
experience as will illumine even a long life. No 
matter how long life may last, Mr. Chairman, 
no matter how many dark clouds will roll be- 
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fore me, I will still look back with pleasure to 
the silver lining, my year’s experience in the 
Board of Aldermen, and will recall with great 
pleasure and satisfaction having served as a sol- 
dier under so able a general as John H. Lee. 


Alderman Wirt said: 


Mr. Clerk, I don’t know as I have anything 
against the Chairman, therefore I don’t know as 
I will burden him with any eloquence in regard 
to the manner in which he has presided over 
the Board this year. I know he knows that I 
appreciate the manner in which he _ has treated 
me and the manner in which he has treated the 
minority party in this Board. I must say, Mr. 
Clerk and brethren of the Board, that I was 
surprised at the beginning of the year at the 
fairness with which the minority was used. I 
don’t think any one, any member of this Board, 
or any visitor at our meetings, could ever detect 
to what party the Chairman belonged from any 
ruling which he ever made in the meetings of 
this Board. I shall always consider it a very 
fortunate event in my life that I was privileged 
to serve in the Board of Aldermen under the 
Chairmanship of John H. Lee. 


Alderman Macurre said: . 

Mr. Clerk, fully agreeing with all that has 
been said by the other members, for myself I 
want to say this: that I have had the pleasure 
of John H. Lee’s acquaintance for a number of 
years. I knew last year when I came to this 
Board that I should find a friend in Mr. Lee. 
Mr. Clerk, I made no mistake. JI found John 
H. Lee to be one of the best friends that 
I have had in this Board of Aldermen or in 
any other organization to which I ever had 
the honor to belong. I have been treated kindly 
by the clerks of committees, the clerks of the 
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Board, and the press, and I have the kindest 
and most heartfelt feelings for every member of 
the present Board. I assure you, Mr. Clerk, 
that it is a pleasure to me to stand up here 
to-day and offer my testimony to the words of 
praise which have been spoken of the presiding 
officer of this year’s Board of Aldermen — John 
Hise iiee: 


Alderman Fousom said: 


Mr. Clerk, after all that has been said, there 
seems but little left to say; but I wish to thank 
the Chairman of this year’s Board for the many 
kindnesses which I have received from him. I 
will say that I have always found him ready, 
when there was any matter that I did not un- 
derstand, to come to my assistance and help me 
out. He has always treated me as well as any- 
body could be treated, and I wish to thank him 
publicly for that. I also wish, Mr. Clerk, to 
thank the heads of departments, and not only 
the heads of the departments but the subordi- 
nates, who during the year have invariably treated 
me in the best possible manner. And I also wish 
to extend thanks to the members of the press, 
and to any others in City Hall with whom I 
have come in contact. I am proud to have 
served in the Board of Aldermen of 1893 under 
the present Chairman, and I wish to extend to 
all the members of the Board and the heads of 
departments and others the wish that next year 
will be a happy and prosperous one. 


Alderman SANFORD said: 


Mr. Clerk, pleasant it is to me also to stand 
here and second the resolutions that have been 
offered. The duties of a Chairman are many and 
intricate, and our present Chairman, as it seems 
to me, has handled the questions coming before 
him as they have arisen with a _ steady, firm 
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hand, never yielding apd never vacillating. I 
would call him almost the ideal Chairman. At 
‘the same time, he has treated the members of 
the Board in a courteous, generous, warm-hearted 
manner. He is a whole-souled, honest boy, and 
the Board of Aldermen of 1893 are to be con- 
gratulated upon having served under such a 
Chairman. I only hope that the Board of 1894 
will be half as fortunate. 


Alderman MiITrcHELL said: 


Mr. Clerk, I heartily second everything that 
has been said about our worthy Chairman, and 
say, as I said last year, that I have been 
treated by him with the most uniform courtesy 
in the execution of his duties. Nothing more 
can be said than that he has acted in a gen- 
tlemanly, dignified, and able manner in a position 
that calls for-a great deal of ability. He has 
Miecmtie spill in every sense of the term: Im 
the last election, of course, we all know that 
our worthy Chairman was looking for a_ place. 
A great many of the other members were look- 
ing for a position—to be number one on _ the 
ticket. He was satisfied to get a place. I only 
Peetegernay he did not stand higher on. the 
ticket, that he did not stand at the top, and 
I say this I see him sitting there looking at 
me as dignified and as pleasant as he always 
does. I glance down at my desk and see my 
keys, which I was asked by the City Messenger 
to place there. That means that I get down and 
out. I don’t know whether [ am sorry or not. 
I can only say that at least no one can rob me 
of the two years I have had here, of the two 
years that I have enjoyed in the company of the 
members of this Board. It is true that I did 
at one time lose something of my weight, by 
reason of sickness, but I have been of late get- 
ting back to my old form, and the people of 
my district, attributing that to my two years’ 
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membership in the Board, and thinking that if 
I came here next year I might assume the pro- 
portions of ex-Alderman Sullivan, of East Boston, 
or Brother Dever, said that the best thing would 
be not to return me, that they would leave me 
at home, and they did. [Laughter.] So I sup- 
pose if I ever come back again I shall come back 
looking like Brother Sanford. |Laughter.| I may 
then set something, not having so much front. 
Laughter. ie dagen “desire to say that the memories 
of these last two years will always remain with 
me as the pleasantest memories of my life. To 
the gentlemen associated here with me I can only 
say that they all have my heartiest wishes for their 
success. I am glad of the success that the Demo- 
cratic party has enjoyed in this city for the past 
two years, and am sorry, speaking as a Democrat, 
to see our Chairman obliged to step down from the 
chairmanship of this Board and to see a majority 
of the other party assuming control of this branch 
in a city that is overwhelmingly Democratic. 
But, judging from the calibre of the men who 
are elected, I know that the city’s interests will be 
looked after, and I know that the minority on this 
floor will take just the same interest in the city’s 
affairs that it did when it was a majority. I 
thank you, gentlemen, for your attention, and to 
the Chairman I say, God-speed. 


Alderman FLoop said: 


Mr. Clerk and Gentlemen: The power of 
words even in their most convincing form, woven 
together as they may be by the most skilful 
hands, cannot convey to you the feelings and 
sentiments that have been quickened in my heart 
by the assurance of confidence and_ friendship 
which has manifested itself here to-day. After 
four years of continuous service in this branch 
of the City Government, it is with regret that I 
realize the time has come when I must say 
good-by to the members of the Board of Alder- 
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men. But the time for parting has come. 
Stranger things have happened, of course, than 


the mere parting of the members of the Board 


of Aldermen, but sadder things seldom happen 
than the estrangements that naturally result from 
the severance of the connections made during 
years of close political associations. It is indeed 
sad for us to- part from one another to-day. I 
don’t feel as hilarious as I do sometimes, because 
an element of regret pervades my whole being. 
but there is one thing I do know, as far as I 
am concerned, and I believe it to be reciprocal, 
that I am very glad to have come to know 
every gentleman around this Board. I esteem 
every one of you, and I hope whatever shall be 
our fate in future life we shall have the satis- 
faction of knowing that our sentiments of friend- 
ship for each other will be preserved. During 
my official life I have been extended every cour- 
tesy by the members of the Board of Aldermen 
and the Common Council, without exception. 
We have had our differences of opinion, of 
course, sharp and to the point at times, but I 
am free to say that I think no member of this 
Board has carried beyond the threshold of this 
chamber any feelings of personal animosity 
towards another member. The regard for the 
man has outweighed the differences of opinion 
which have existed between us, and it is cer- 
tainly the highest compliment I can pay to any- 
body, that after a year of close connection we go 
out as warm personal friends. ‘There have been 
times in the discussion of measures here, when 
men on this floor may have uttered expressions 
which for the time may have excited pain in the 
hearts of some of us, but I wish to assure each 
and every member here that any word expressed 
by me came not with malice, and that the kindest 
feelings go out from my heart for all the gentle- 
men in this circle. It is a pleasant thing for me 
to stand here to-day and utter words of com- 
mendation of the Chairman of this Board. From 
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a personal standpoint, I can testify to the worth 
and efficiency of our present Chairman, because 
without regard to party he has conducted the 
affairs of this Board in an _ absolutely impartial 
manner. He has attended to his duties faithfully, 
and he leaves a record behind him for industry 
and zeal in the service of the city, that will 
always be remembered with considerable pride. 
Whatever position he may be called to occupy 
in the future, he is sure of success, for he has 
brains to plan and the energy to carry out any- 
thing in which he may engage. Personally I 
extend to him my best wishes for every possible 
success in the future, politically and otherwise. 
Mr. Clerk, the year just closing has been an 
eventful one in. our city. For the past’ three 
years we have had at the head of our munici- 
pality one who has put into practice the well- 
grounded theories of municipal government, and 
whose efforts to furnish the City of Boston with 
all that the tax-payers have a right to demand, 
have won for him the plaudits of all lovers 
of good government. But, gentlemen, after all, 
what can a Mayor do without the aid of a good 
City Council? Mayor Matthews has had the 
good fortune during the past few years to have 
« Board of Aldermen in close sympathy with 
him, men who scrutinized carefully every measure 
that came before them, and never gave their 
votes without bringing to bear both their intelli- 
gence and their consciences. ‘The President of 
the Common Council, who will be a member of 
the incoming Board, after a continuous service 
of fourteen years in the lower branch of the Gov- 


ernment, has won a distinction which has made 


him known throughout the entire city, and he is 
respected by the members of both parties te 
the retirmg members of the Board I can only 
offer my congratulations. They are relieved of 
the care and troubles of office, and they can now 
seek new fields to conquer and enjoy themselves 
in the social relations and in the bosoms of their 
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families. It has been my good fortune to have 
seated near me during the year the gentle- 
manly and polished Alderman from Charlestown, 
who retires after two years of faithful service, 
respected by every member of this Board. Just 
a few seats away is the rotund, genial, and 
ever-obliging representative — my colleague, from 
South Boston— whose modesty and honesty are 
admired by all. 

Neither of these eentlemen have forgotten the 
fact that they have been Aldermen of the en- 
tire city, and they have always remembered that 
all the districts of the city should be consulted 
in the various matters that have come before the 
Board. I can say the same of the Alderman from 
the Ninth District, who leaves us after a year’s 
service, with the stamp of approval on all his 
actions. ‘hey have all endeared themselves to 
their constituents by the zeal with which they 
have attended to their duties. To the eight mem- 
bers who have been returned, I renew my al- 
legiance of friendship and tender them my hearty 
congratulations. ‘hey are all men of experience, 
men in whose hands the city’s interests are safe, 
and rest assured they will attend to the various 
duties assigned them with marked ability. No 
body of men is more conversant with the wants 
of the city than those who will comprise a ma- 
jority of next year’s Board of Aldermen. May 
success attend the incoming administration in every 
direction, and may honor be reflected upon all its 
transactions! Gentlemen, this is the last time we 
shall meet together in our present relations. I 
am sorry to lose the companionship of the mem- 
bers of this Board, all of whom I respect and 
admire. It is not likely that we twelve men shall 
ever meet again in any such close relationship 
as we have held to each other the past year. We 
go from this chamber into our varied walks of 
life, charged with the duties of citizenship and 
the other responsibilities which demand our best 
courage to meet the difficulties that may present 
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themselves. I believe that each and every one of 
us will be able to fulfil in the future, whether it 
be in public or private station, the duties which 
will rest upon us, as I feel that we have per- 
formed our work this year to the credit of the 
City of Boston and to the satisfaction of our 
own convictions. Gentlemen, we owe much more 
than I can express to the administrative officers 
of our Board. First to the efficient City Clerk, 
who has established for himself an extraordinary 
reputation as an able official, to his competent 
assistant and the clerks in his office, my sincere 
thanks are due for many kindnesses shown; also 
to the Clerk of Committees and his assistant, 
and to the City Messenger and his corps of aids; 
to the official stenographer and the members of 
the press. All of them have rendered to me, at 
all times, in the most cordial and gentlemanly 
manner, every courtesy and every favor. I take 
great pleasure at this time in referring to the 
harmonious and friendly relations that have ever 
existed between the heads of the various depart- 
ments, their clerks, and myself. I have always 
found them ready and willing to codperate heartily 
in favor of any plan having in view the interest 
of the city at large or in part. In leaving the 
Government, I have no political regrets, but I 
have a great many personal ones. I have per- 
formed my duties conscientiously, and have tried 
to the best of my ability to meet every require- 
ment of an Alderman of our beloved city. In 
following this course I have at times, perhaps, 
been in conflict with certain elements of this com- 
munity. I have been glad of that, however, be- 
cause the fact that I found opportunities and 
obstructions in those quarters is a satisfaction to 
me when I reflect that the greatest number in 
the whole community were benefited by such ac- 
tion. South Boston has been honored by good 
men, and I for myself wish here to-day to return 
my kindest regards and appreciation to every 
man, woman, and child in the old Seventh Alder- 
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manic District, and also to the 22,000 or more 
voters who honored me _ with their suffrages at 
the late election. In leaving my present posi- 
tion, Mr. Chairman, I can say truthfully that, 
during my life, the proudest moments I shall 
ever enjoy will be when I think of the men 
with whom I served in the Board of Aldermen. 
You are, gentlemen, members of this Board, but 
you are at the same time my personal friends. 
It is certainly not with any sense of desiring 
to flatter that I say I appreciate every courtesy 
which I have received at your hands as Chairman 
of the Committee on Streets and Sewers. and 
Chairman of the Committee on Finance, and I 
hope that I have discharged the duties of the 
honorable positions I have alluded to, that you 
never will have occasion to regret the step. In 
conclusion, I desire to say that if there has been 
anything misunderstood by me, any apparently 
unkind word that needs an explanation, no such 
word ever passed my lips with any intent or de- 
sire to hurt the feelings of any of my associates 
in this Board. I shall ever consider it an honor 
to have sat with each and every one of you, as 
well as to have been a member of the Board of 
Aldermen of 1893. It is my hope and wish that 
the hand of Providence may ever deal kindly 
with you and yours, and that prosperity and suc- 
cess will attend all your undertakings. This 
scene, these faces, will ever remain bright, fresh, 
and beautiful to me through the remainder of my 
hfe; and with a heart overflowing with gratitude 
I return to each and every one of you my most 
heartfelt thanks, at the same time wishing you 
all a bright and prosperous New Year. 


The resolutions were passed by a unanimous rising vote. 
Chairman Ler said: 


Gentlemen of the Board of Aldermen: Bearing 
in mind the happy relations existing during the 
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present year between the Chair and the other 
members of this Board, I am _ pleased to look 
upon the resolutions just passed and the remarks 
which have been made in_ their support, not 
merely as a formal proceeding, but as a con- 
tinued manifestation of the good-will, the courtesy, 
and the friendliness which you have constantly 
bestowed upon me as your presiding officer. 

I am far from flattering myself in the belief 
that I have made no mistakes during my term 
of office—no one could help doing that; but I 
am free to declare that whatever I have done 
amiss has been owing to the complication of my 
duties and not to wilful intention to do an 
injustice to any member of this Board. 

But, gentlemen, apologies on my part are 
unnecessary after what I have heard you say 
to-day, and I will believe that in parting from 
this office I do so: with the respect of my 
fellow-members and with the conviction that I 
have won their lasting affection. 

It is not without regret that I give up the 
office of Chairman of this body,— an office which. 
I have had the honor of holding so long,— but 
I wish to do so as. gracefully as possible, and 
therefore JI congratulate our brother Alderman 
who is to be chosen in my place, and bespeak 
for him, as the representative of the Republican 
party, the same consideration on the part of 
the Democrats in the new Board as the Repub- 
licans of the present Board have invariably 
accorded me. 

As the Republicans will have a majority im 
the next Board, it is but right that the Chair- 
man should be of their political faith; for this 
is an office which has always been considered as 
subject to party victory. I sincerely trust that 
the new Chairman will find the office a pleasant 
one, and that when he retires from it he will 
be enabled to cherish the same pleasing remem- 
brance of his career as that which begins with 
me to-day. 
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I wish to thank the members of the Board 
for the readiness with which they have acqui- 
esced in my decisions, some of which were, at 
times, more or less disappointing to members 
who were carrying out cherished plans. Often I 
would have been glad to have ruled otherwise 
tials did, but the rules you made for your 
own government prevented me. I have always 
believed that a presiding officer should be goy- 
erned strictly by the rules of the organization 
over which he presides, and if these rules work 
what appears to be an injustice to any one, it 
lies within the power of the house to alter or 
repeal them. | 

You will pardon me for taking this occasion 
Pomrecera the tact that I have left the. chair 
but once during my term of office to take part 
in debate, and this only to defend myself under 
a question of privilege. My conviction is that a 
presiding officer should attend to the duties for 
which he is chosen, and let the discussions be 
carried on by those on the floor. 

I would like to review, in accordance with the 
custom of most of my predecessors, the many 
matters which you have considered during the 
year, but I fear that if I attempted to do so I 
would impose great weariness upon you; in fact, 
it would take a couple of hours to attempt to 
do justice to the important subjects upon which 
wou have acted. [ know you will be. ‘better 
pleased to study these matters for yourself when 
the Mayor presents them in his Inaugural and 
the heads of the departments review them in 
their reports. I think that too much _ business 
ought not be brought into the _ valedictory 
address of the Chairman of this Board. Let 
me merely compliment you for the thoroughness 
with which you have dealt with all subjects 
coming before you, and the intelligence which 
you have displayed in voting upon them. I feel 
certain that now that the record of our acts has 
been made, it will compare favorably with that 
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of the best of the Boards which have preceded 
us. 

Although at times we have not quite agreed 
with His Honor the Mayor, yet our differences 
with him have been conscientious and honorable, 
and we have as a body and as individuals al- 
ways admired his honesty, his fearlessness, his 
great devotion to the city’s interests, and his 
wonderful ability and application to duty. The 
City of Boston is fortunate in having such a 
Mayor, and we all hope that he may hold the 
office as long as he is willing to fill it. 

I desire to thank the City Clerk who has been 
of such assistance to me and all of us in earry- 
ing on our work. He has faithfully attended to 
all the details of his position, and has made for 
himself an enviable record. I am also grateful 
to the Assistant City Clerk, the Clerk and As- 
sistant Clerk of Committees, the City Messenger 
and his assistants, the Official Reporter and_ his 
assistants, and especially to the representatives 
of the press, for all the courtesies and _ kind- 
nesses extended to me in my Official relations 
with them. 

And now, fellow-members of the Board of 
Aldermen, our work is completed, and it but re- 
mains for me to declare our proceedings closed. 
As I do this I wish at the same time to offer 
to each of you the compliments of the New 
Year, and to assure you that I hope it will be 
for each one of our number the first of many 
years more of health, of success, and of peace.
